I have  the  honour,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland,  to  submit  their 
Fourteenth  Annual  General  Report. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  includes  operations 
up  to  the  close  of  the  agricultural  year,  viz.,  30th  September,  as 
it  has  been  found  more  convenient  to  adopt  this  arrangement 
than  to  limit  the  Report  to  the  period  of  the  financial  year.

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PART  I.— ADMINISTRATION  AND  FUNDS. 


1. — COUNCIL  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  BOARDS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  7 of  the  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899, 
the  council  by  which  the  Council  of  Agriculture  is 
of  agriculture . constituted,  the  Council  consists  of  104 
members,  viz.,  68  appointed  by  the  County 
Councils,  34  nominated  by  the  Department,  and  2 ex-officio 
members,  the  President  and  the  Vice-President. 

The  Council  met  twice  during  the  year  1914  ; the  first  meeting 
was  held  on  the  4th  June  and  the  second  on  the  20th  August. 

The  June  meeting  was  held  at  the  Albert  Agricultural  College, 
Glasnevin.  The  following  were  the  principal  subjects  discussed : 
a proposal  for  an  inquiry  into  the  subject  of  the  recent  out- 
breaks of  foot  and  mouth  disease  ; and  Irish  dressed  meat  in 
the  London  (Smithfield)  market. 

The  meeting  in  August,  which  took  place  in  the  Civic  Ex- 
hibition Buildings,  Linenhall  Street,  was  convened  by  the 
Department  to  consider  certain  important  aspects  of  the 
situation  created  by  the  War,  and  especially  with  a view  to 
considering  the  agricultural  position  of  Ireland  and  its  possi- 
bilities, and  the  methods  by  which  these  might  be  made  use 
of  to  the  fullest  public  advantage.  Special  reference  was  made 
to  the  flax  and  the  pork  industries.  The  following  resolution 
was  adopted  : — 

“ That  this  Council  endorses  the  action  of  the  Department  in  issuing, 
on  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  a warning  against  the  sale  of  breeding  stock, 
and  in  recommending  the  retention  of  sufficient  seed  to  sow  a greatly 
extended  area  of  grain  crops,  the  economising  of  grain  and  other  con- 
centrated feeding  stuffs  by  sowing  new  crops  suitable  for  soiling  in 
spring,  and  the  saving  of  flax  seed  in  districts  where  this  crop  is  grown. 
The  Council  also  impresses  on  farmers,  labourers  and  all  persons  having 
land  suitable  for  the  purpose  to  make  provision  for  growing  for  household 
purposes  cabbage  and  other  vegetables  suited  for  winter  cultivation. 
In  view  of  the  uncertainties  of  war  and  the  importance  of  leaving  nothing 
to  chance,  the  Council  further  resolves  that  its  members  individually 
take  all  steps  in  their  power  to  impress  upon  occupiers  of  land  the  duty 
which  devolves  upon  them  to  make  immediate  preparation , in  the  national 
interest  as  well  as  their  own,  for  a largely -increased  area  of  tillage  crops 
especially  grain  and  potatoes,  necessary  for  the  food  of  our  people.  Further 
the  Council  appeals  to  the  County  Committees  of  Agriculture  at  their 
forthcoming  meetings  to  adopt  every  possible  means  to  start  immediately 
and  to  promote  these  measures  amongst  the  farmers  and  labourers  of 
their  respective  counties.” 
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A summary  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Council, 
together  with  the  Address  of  the  Vice-President,  was  published 
in  the  Department’s  Journal.* 

The  period  of  office  of  the  present  Council  will  terminate 
on  31st  March,  1915.

2.— FUNDS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

(a.)  Parliamentary  Vote. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Vote  for  the  Department  for  1913-14 
provision  was  made  for  the  salaries  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  the  institutions  (other  than  the  Institutions 
of  Science  and  Art)  and  officers  transferred  from  other 
Departments  under  Section  2 of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act  of  1899,  as  well  as  for  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  officers  appointed  since  1st  April,  1900.  The 
Vote  also  contained  the  following  Grants-in-Aid : — Cattle 
Pleuro-Pneumonia  Account,  including  the  grants  for  swine 
fever,  and  foot  and  mouth  disease  work,  £15,100 ; pro- 
vision for  agricultural  purposes  under  Section  15  of  the 
Act  of  1899  and  Section  49  of  the  Irish  Land  Act,  1909, 
£37,000  (this  sum  forms  part  of  the  Endowment  Fund)  ; pro- 
vision for  tobacco  growing  experiments,  £8,500  ; for  forestry 
operations,  £6,000  ; and  from  the  Development  Fund  : — for 
the  improvement  of  horse-breeding,  £10,000,  for  the  purchase 
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and  development  of  areas  for  afforestation,  £25,000,  for  agri- 
cultural research  and  advisory  work,  £5,000,  and  for  fishery 
development,  £29,000.  A new  provision  was  made  for  the  re- 
coupment, in  part,  to  local  authorities  of  the  compensation 
paid  for  animals  slaughtered  in  pursuance  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s Orders  relating  to  tuberculosis  in  cattle. 

The  Parliamentary  Vote  for  Science  and  Art,  Ireland,  has  been 
separated  since  1912-13  for  Treasury  purposes,  from  the  general 
Vote  for  the  Department.  Provision  was  made  therein  for 
the  salaries  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  Science  and 
Art  Institutions  and  Geological  Survey  of  Ireland ; for  the 
purchase  of  specimens  for  the  National  Museum  of  Science 
and  Art,  £2,300  ; for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  National 
Library,  £1,300  ; and  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus  and  equip- 
ment for  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  £2,000. 

This  Vote  also  included  the  grants  for  Science  and  Art 
Instruction  in  Ireland,  payable  to  schools  which  adopt  the 
Department’s  programme  for  experimental  science,  drawing, 
manual  instruction,  and  domestic  economy,  and  to  technical 
schools  and  science  and  art  schools  and  classes.  The  provision 
made  for  these  purposes  was  £S9,350,  an  increase  of  £950 
on  the  corresponding  provision  for  the  previous  year. 

The  expenditure  in  respect  of  the  institutions  maintained 
from  the  Parliamentary  Vote  of  the  Department  during  the 
year  1913-14  was  as  follows  : —

The  Geological  Survey  of  Ireland  was  transferred  to  the 
Department  in  April,  1905,  from  the  Board  of  Education, 
England.  The  expenditure  on  the  survey  in  1913-14  was 
£2,458. 

(b.)  Endowment  Fund. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1914,  the  whole  of  the 
Department’s  Annual  Endowment  Fund  provided  under  the 
Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899, 
viz.,  £166,000,  was  duly  received,  together  with  a further 
annual  sum  of  £5,000  under  the  terms  of  the  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  No.  2,  1902.  There  was 
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also  received  a sum  of  £19,000  under  Section  49  of  the  Irish 
Land  Act,  1909,  in  respect  of  the  agricultural  work  of  the 
Department  in  the  congested  districts.  The  amount  received 
as  interest  arising  out  of  securities  held  by  the  Department, 
and  from  moneys  on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  was 
£5,811,  and  the  interest  received  from  loans  for  bulls,  stallions, 
agricultural  banks,  etc.,  was  £866. 


(c.)  The  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund. 

The  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund  was  formed  under  the 
Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act  of  1878  by  assessment  on 
the  several  Poor  Law  Unions  in  Ireland,  mainly  for  the  purpose 
of  recouping  to  local  authorities  one-half  cf  the  expenditure 
incurred  by  them  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  and  by 
that  means  lessening  the  burden  which  might  otherwise  press 
unduly  on  particular  localities,  owing  to  the  prevalence  therein 
of  contagious  diseases  of  animals.  It  is  also  drawn  upon  to 
supplement  the  annual  Grant-in-Aid  of  the  Cattle  Pleuro- 
Pneumonia  Account  in  any  year  in  which  that  grant  proves 
insufficient  to  meet  the  expenditure  of  the  central  authority 
in  dealing  with  pleuro-pneumonia.,  foot  and  mouth  disease, 
rabies,  and  swine  fever. 

The  Fund  is  replenished  by  assessments  on  the  several  coun- 
ties and  county  boroughs  in  proportion  to  the  net  annual  value 
of  property  therein.  The  total  amount  which  may  be  levied 
on  the  several  contributing  bodies  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fund 
is  limited  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  of  1894  and  1914  to  a 
sum  which,  taken  with  any  money  carried  to  the  Cattle  Plague 
Account  before  the  30th  September,  1878,  is  equivalent  to  a 
poundage  of  Is.  in  the  pound  ; and  no  larger  sum  may  be 
levied  at  any  one  time  than  the  equivalent  of  Jd.  in  the  pound. 
Since  the  inception  of  the  Fund  a sum  equivalent  to  a poundage 
rate  of  7 Jd.  in  the  pound  has  been  levied  in  twenty-nine 
assessments,  the  last  of  which  was  dated  the  5th  February, 
1914.  An  assessment  at  the  rate  of  \d.  in  the  pound  now 
yields  approximately  £16,500,  and  this  sum  would  cover  the 
normal  expenditure,  exclusive  of  expenditure  on  swine  fever 
work  in  excess  of  the  Parliamentary  Grant,  for  a period  of 
about  eighteen  months.  • 

A proportion  of  the  fines  recovered  in  prosecutions  for  offences 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  is  also  carried  to  the  credit 
of  the  General  Cattle  Diseases  Fund,  and  the  amount  thus  realised 
covers  certain  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  central  authority, 
such  as  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  examination  of  carcases 
washed  ashore,  etc.,  with  which  the  Fund  is  also  charge- 
able under  Section  72  (4)  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  of 
1894. 
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3.— ADMINISTRATION  OP  THE  ENDOWMENT  PHND. 

The  Department’s  Endowment  Fund  for  the  year  1913-14  con- 
sisted of  an  annual  income  of  £190,000 
the  endowment  together  with  interest  arising  from  loans 
fund.  and  securities.  (Details  will  be  found  on 

pages  [10]  to  [12]  of  the  Appendices).  From 
this  income  a sum  of°£55,000  was  set  aside  for  the  purposes, 
of  technical  instruction,  and  £10,000  for  sea  fisheries.  A 
provision  of  about  £1,300  a year  had  also  to  be  made  for  the 
payment  of  the  superannuation  allowances  of  certain  persons 
formerly  employed  under  the  Commissioners  ol  National 
Education,  and  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  members  of  the 
Council  ol  Agriculture,  and  of  the  two  Boards  established 
by  the  Act  of  1899. 

When  the  sums  mentioned  had  been  set  aside  for  these  purposes 
the  balance,  amounting  to  £123,700.  con- 
FUNDS  FOE  stituted  the  annual  sum  applicable  for 

agricultural  “the  purposes  of  agriculture  and  other 
purposes.  rural  industries,  and  sea  fisheries.”  In 

addition  to  this  annual  income,  certain 
capital  sums,  which  amounted  in  all  to  £204,906,  were  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  under  Section  15  (e)  and  (g) 
of  the  Act  of  1899.  These  sums  and  the  unexpended  balances  of 
the  annual  income  of  the  Endowment  Fund  during  the  initial 
years  of  the  Department’s  existence  were 
securities  held,  invested  in  Government  securities  which  have 
been  realised  from  time  to  time  as  required. 
The  nominal  or  face  value  of  the  securities  held  on  31st  March, 
1914,  including  £20,000  Consols  transferred  from  the  Board 
of  Works  to  the  Department  in  April,  1904,  in  respect  of  the 
Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Loan  Fund,  was  £151,466,  and  their 
cash  value  at  that  date  was  £118,606.  A sum  of  £10,302  was  on 
deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  and  there  was  a cash  balance  of 
£20,301  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund.  The  total  assets  of  the 
Fund  on  31st  March,  1914,  amounted  to  £149,212. 

The  liabilities  in  respect  of  sums  specifically  ear-marked  under 
Section  16  of  the  Act  of  1899  were  as 
liabilities  on  follows  : — For  technical  instruction  in  the 
the  endowment  six  county  boroughs,  £38,509  ; for  technical 
fund.  instruction  in  urban  and  rural  districts, 

£6,520 ; for  extension  of  special  schemes 
of  technical  instruction,  £4,130  ; for  sea  fisheries,  £6,233 ; and 
for  the  buildings  and  equipment  of  the  Munster  Institute  an  un- 
expended balance  of  £849  out  of  £10,000  provided  under  the 
Act  of  1899.  The  total  amount  of  these  liabilities  was,  there- 
fore, £56,241  on  31st  March,  1914. 
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Deducting  the  liabilities  from  the  assets,  there  remained  a 
sum  of  £92,971  available  for  the  purposes  of  agriculture  and 
other  rural  industries  and  sea  and  inland  fisheries.  The  latter 
sum  has  been  allocated  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Board,  for  various  undertakings,  such  as  the 
purchase  of  additional  land  in  connection  with  the  agricultural 
colleges  and  stations  of  the  Department,  the  equipment 
of  agricultural  schools,  loans  for  the  purchase  of  bulls  and 
stallions,  agricultural  implements,  fencing  materials,  the  erection 
of  hay  barns  and  flax  scutching  mills,  fruit  growing,  etc., 
agricultural  work  in  conjunction  with  county  committees] 
marine  works,  and  the  protection  and  development  of  sea  and 
inland  fisheries. 

The  net  expenditure  on  the  agricultural  side  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s work  in  1913-14,  including  grants  of  £10,500  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  manual  work  and  domestic 
economy  in  rural  districts,  and  £1,000  fox  mackerel  curing 
experiments  and  branding  of  fish,  was  £163,229.  The  details 
of  the  expenditure  are  shown  in  the  Appendices  pages 
[10]-[12],  1 s 

Under  Section  16  (1)  (c)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act  of  1899,  the 
funds  fob  annual  sum  of  £55,000,  ear-marked  for  the 
TECHNICAL  purposes  of  technical  instruction,  is  to  be 
instruction.  divided  into  two  parts,  one  part  of  which 
must  be  distributed,  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  populations,  among  the  county  boroughs  in  aid  of 
approved  schemes  of  technical  instruction,  and  the  other  part 
is  applicable  to  schemes  of  technical  instruction  elsewhere 
than  in  county  boroughs,  and  for  certain  other  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  Act,  such  as  the  collection  of  information  for 
the  purposes  of  technical  instruction. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Technical  Instruction  held 
on  the  31st  May,  1912,  the  question  of  the  fifth  triennial 
division  of  the  funds  was  considered,  and  the  Board  unani- 
mously concurred  in  the  Department’s  proposal  that  the 
arrangements  made  in  respect  of  the  fourth  triennial  period 
should  be  renewed  for  the  fifth  triennial  period.  Accordingly 
the  allocation  of  funds  for  the  three  vears  ending  31st  March, 
1915,  is  as  follows  : — 

For  technical  instruction  in  county  boroughs,  £26,000. 

For  technical  instruction  elsewhere  than  in 

county  boroughs,  and  for  central  purposes,  £29,000. 

The  Board,  therefore,  control  the  expenditure  of  an  annual 
sum  of  £29,000,  which  is  applicable  for  technical  instruction 
elsewhere  than  in  county  boroughs,  and  for  certain  central 
purposes.  The  balance  of  the  £55,000,  viz.,  £26,000,  allocated, 
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with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board,  for  technical  instruction  in 
the  six  county  boroughs,  is  applied  in  aid  of  schemes  in  these 
boroughs  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  alone. 
Out  of  the  sum  of  £29,000  referred  to,  the  Department,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Board,  set  aside  an  annual  sum  of 
£1,000  for  central  purposes,  e.g.,  for  senior  scholarship  schem  , 
provision  for  training  teachers,  etc.  The  remaining  £25,000 
is  distributed  in  aid  of  approved  schemes  of  technical  mstiuc- 
tion  in  urban  and  county  districts.  Details  of  these  schemes 
will  be  found  in  Part  II.  of  the  present  Report,  under  the 
head  of  “Technical  Instruction.” 

The  Agricultural  Board  allocate  each  year  a sum  of  £10  500 
out  of  the  funds  administered  with  the  concurrence  of  that 
Boaid,  for  manual  instruction  and  domestic  economy  classes 
in  rural  districts.  Such  classes  are  regarded  as  part  of  the 
general  scheme  of  agricultural  education  but,  for  admm  - 
strative  reasons,  the  Department  have  hitherto  found  it 
convenient  to  administer  this  sum  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Board  of  Technical  Instruction.  Classes  in  lace,  crochet 
shirt -making,  farriery,  and  other  rural  industries,  aie  .Iso 
financed  from  the  moneys  controlled  by  the  Agricultural  Boaid, 
the  amount  voted  in  1913-14  for  these  special  purposes  being 
£3,000. 

The  total  of  the  sums  available  from  the  Endowment  Fund 
in  1913-14  for  technical  instruction  in  non-agncultural  subject 
was  £66,160,*  exclusive  of  the  balance  £b™u^ 

forward  from  the  year  1912-13.  The  expenditure  was  £66,967 
of  which  £29,573  was  paid  to  the  county  boioughs. 
amount  of  the  balance  carried  forward  to  the  yeai  1911-lo 
was  £49,159,  and  comprised  £38,509,  accrued 1 in jespect  of 
technical  instruction  schemes  m county  boroughs  and  £10  6a0 
ear-marked,  as  stated  above,  for  scnemes  in  uiban  d-stiicts 
and  the  extension  of  special  schemes,  such  as  the  establl?b' 
ment  of  trade  preparatory  schools,  special  courses  of  instruction 
Sr  masters  and  foremen  in  trades,  and  summer  cou^s  ov 
teachers  of  elementary  science,  drawing,  manual  instruction, 
and  domestic  economy. 

Under  Section  16  (d)  of  the  Act  a provision  of  £10,000  is 
to  be  made  each  year  for  the  purposes  of 
funds  for  sea  fisheries.  This  sum  was  supplemented 
FISHERY  PURPOSES,  from  the  funds  controlled  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Board  in  1913-14  by  a grant  of 
£1,000  for  mackerel  curing  experiments  and  branding  of  fish. 


* In  addition  to  this  amount  a sum  o£  £89,350  was  provided  in  the 
Parliamentary  Vote,  as  stated  on  page  6,  for  grants  to  schools  and  classes 
of  science  and  art  and  technical  instruction.  The  distribution  of  these 
grants  is  shown  on  pages  [190]-[227]  of  the  Appendices. 
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The  total  sum  available  for  these  purposes  in  1913-14,  in- 
cluding the  balance  carried  forward  from  1912-13  and  sundry 
receipts,  was  £26,823.  The  gross  expenditure  was  £20,590. 
1<  urther  information  regarding  marine  works,  the  patrol  of  the 
fishing  grounds,  the  investigations  carried  on  at  the  marine 
laboratory  and  oyster  beds  at  Ardfry  and  other  schemes  for 
the  development  of  fisheries,  the  cost  of  which  is  defrayed  from 
this  fund,  is  given  in  the  Department’s  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sea  and  Inland  Fisheries  of  Ireland. 

The  portion  of  the  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund  reserved  by 
the  Purchase  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act,  1891, 
SEA  AND  COAST  for  expenditure  elsewhere  than  in  con- 
fishekies  fund,  gested  districts  counties,  which  remained 
vested  in  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works,  was  transferred  to  the  Department  under  an  Order 
in  Council  dated  24th  March,  1904,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  Section  15  (c)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899. 

The  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  Fund  was  the  residue  of  a sum 
collected  by  public  subscription  for  the  relief  of  distress  in 
Ireland  in  the  year  1822.  This  sum  was  vested  in  trustees 
known  as  the  “Trustees  to  Aid  Sea  and  Coast  Fisheries  of 
Ii  eland.  By  the  Act  47  and  48  Vic.,  c.  21,  the  fund  was 
transferred  to  the  Commissioner’s  of  Public  Works,  who  were 
authorised  to  make  fishery  loans  therefrom  to  such  persons, 
and  upon  such  security,  as  the  Inspectors  of  Irish  Fisheries 
should  ^recommend.  By  the  Purchase  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act, 
1891  (54  and  55  Vic.,  c.  48),  the  fund  was  transferred  to  the 
Congested  Districts  Board,  save  £20,000,  which  was  reserved 
for  the  purpose  of  loans  in  non-congested  districts  under 
the  same  terms  as  obtained  before  the  passing  of  that 
Act. 

By  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act, 
1899,  this  sum  of  £20,000 — or  what  it  was  then  represented  by 
in  cash,  investments  and  outstanding  loans — was  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Department.  It  was  not,  however,  actually 
transferred  until  1st  April,  1904,  when  the  Department  received 
from  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  £1,521  19«.  6 d.  in 
cash,  £20,000  in  Consols,  and  promissory  notes  to  the 
amount  of  £7,700,  inclusive  of  arrears  and  irrecoverable 
balances. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1914,  ninety-four  appli- 
cations for  new  loans  were  favourably  considered  by  the 
Department,  and  a sum  of  £10,147  was  issued  for  the  purchase 
and  repair  of  fishing  boats  and  gear.  Repayment  of  these 
loans  continue  to  be  made  in  a satisfactory  manner.

5— MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  various  schemes  and  experiments  financed  by  advances 
from  the  Development  Fund  made  sub- 
THE  stantial  progress  during  the  year  under 

development  review, 

ACT.  . Forestry.— A total  of  8,656  acres  have 

now  been  acquired  by  means  of  the  ad- 
vances, up  to  £25,000,  sanctioned  for  the  purchase  of  afforest- 
able  lands.  This  acreage  is  comprised  in  three  separate  areas, 
each  of  which  will  be  afforested  under  a working  plan  approved 
by  the  Development  Commissioners.  A working  plan,  covering 
a period  of  fifty-two  years,  for  one  area  has  been  approved, 
involving  expenditure  to  be  defrayed  from  the  Development 
Fund  estimated  for  the  full  period  of  the  plan  at  £31,430. 
Plans  and  estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  other  two  areas 
are  at  present  under  consideration  by  the  Commissioners. 
The  Department  have  also  submitted  an  application  for  further 
advances  from  the  Development  Fund  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  afforestable  lands. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  an  application 
submitted  by  Kildare  County  Council  for  an  advance  from 
the  Development  Fund  towards  the  cost  of  maintaining  wood- 
lands acquired  by  the  Council.  A grant  of  £1,385  has  been 
sanctioned,  this  sum  to  cover  a period  of  five  years  and  to  be 
advanced  to  the  Council  in  annual  instalments  as  required. 

Technical  and  Advisory  Work. — The  grant  of  £5,000  in  aid 
of  this  scheme  from  the  Development  Fund  is  renewable 
annually  on  the  condition  that  the  Department  supply  from 
their  Endowment  Fund  such  additional  sum  as  may  be  needed 
for  carrying  out  the  scheme  in  full.  The  grant  was  renewed 
for  the  financial  year  1914-15  and  application  has  been  made 
by  the  Department  for  its  renewal  in  respect  of  the  financial 
year  1915-16.  The  work  done  during  the  agricultural  year 
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1913-14  by  tlie  four  divisions  (seeds  and  plant  diseases,  plant 
breeding,  chemical,  and  veterinary)  established  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  effect  to  the  Scheme  is  referred  to  at  pages  87  and 
92  of  this  Report. 

Horsebreeding. — The  Department’s  schemes  for  the  improve- 
ment of  horsebreeding  are  assisted  by  a grant  from  the  Develop- 
ment Fund  amounting  to  £10,000  per  annum.  Application 
for  the  renewal  of  this  grant  in  respect  of  the  financial  year 
1915-16  has  been  made  bv  the  Department.  The  grant  which 
has  been  available  in  full  for  the  preceding  four  years,  lias 
enabled  the  Department  to  extend  the  operations  of  then- 
existing  schemes  for  the  purchase  and  registration  of  stallions 
and  for  awarding  mare  nominations,  and  to  initiate  a scheme 
for  reviving  the  type  of  horses  known  as  the  “ Irish  Draught 
Horse.”  Particulars  of  the  work  done  in  these  respects  will 
be  found  below  at  pages  66  and  67. 

Tobacco . — Advances  up  to  a total  of  £63,675  for  the  purpose 
of  further  experiments  in  tobacco  production  in  Ireland  have 
been  sanctioned.  These  experiments  began  in  1914  and  will 
extend  over  a period  of  at  least  ten  years. 

Fisheries . — -Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  con- 
struction of  a harbour  at  Helvick,  and  the  works  for  the  im- 
provement of  Kilkeel  Harbour  have  been  started.  Financial 
and  other  assistance  has  been  given  to  schemes  for  dredging 
fishing  harbours,  for  the  development  of  motor-boat  fishing, 
and  for  the  improvement  of  the  oyster  fisheries.  A loan  of 
£4,000,  to  bear  interest  at  3 per  cent.,  was  secured  from  the 
Development  Fund  to  supplement  the  funds  of  the  Department 
available  for  loans  to  fishermen  for  the  purchase  of  mechanically- 
driven  boats,  and  moneys  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Department  to  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the  facilities 
for  the  ascent  of  salmon  up  certain  rivers. 

Warble  Fly  Pest. — Since  the  inception  of  the  Department 
special  attention  has  been  devoted  to  an  attempt  to  discover 
a practicable  and  inexpensive  method,  capable  of  universal 
adoption,  for  exterminating  this  pest,  which  is  the  cause  of 
yerv  great  injury  to  cattle.  It  was  not,  however,  until  recently 
that  the  necessary  provision  could  be  made  for  carrying  out  a 
Systematic  scheme  of  scientific  investigation  such  as  the  im- 
portance of  the  subject  deserves.  Having  formulated  the  scheme, 
the  cost  of  which  is  in  part  borne  by  the  Department,  applica- 
tion was  made  to  the  Development  Commission  for  a grant 
in  aid  of  the  work.  As  a result,  a sum  not  exceeding  £500 
has  been  made  available  from  the  Development  Fund  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Department’s  investigations  during  the  financial 
year  1914-15,  and  application  for  a renewal  of  this  assistance 
for  the  year  1915-16  has  been  submitted.  The  progress  achieved 
during  the  agricultural  year  1913-14  is  alluded  to  in  the 
agricultural  section  of  this  Report. 
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Agricultural  Institutes. — Application  was  made  by  the  De- 
partment to  the  Development  Commissioners  for  grants  towards 
the  cost  of  erecting  and  maintaining  five  local  farm  institutes 
in  Ireland.  Each  institute  would  serve  the  needs  of  a group 
of  counties  and  would  provide  short  courses  of  about  eight 
weeks’  duration,  for  resident  pupils,  in  agriculture,  veterinary 
hygiene,  gardening,  poultry-keeping,  and  dairying. 

The  Development  Commissioners  decided  that  in  view  of 
the  state  of  their  funds  and  the  large  number  of  applications 
for  assistance  therefrom  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  recom- 
mending an  advance  for  this  object. 

The  Department,  by  desire  of  the  Treasury,  furnished  the 
Development  Commissioners  with  reports 
reports  on  on  an  application  from  the  Drogheda 

applications  Harbour  Board  and  Chamber  of  Com- 

TO  development  merce  Joint  Committee  for  an  advance  in 

commissioners,  aid  of  the  improvement  of  Drogheda 
Harbour,  and  on  an  application  from  the 
Board  of  Conservators  of  Fisheries  for  the  Limerick  district 
for  a grant  to  assist  in  the  protection  of  the  salmon  fisheries 
of  that  district. 

Other  reports  made  by  the  Department  had  reference  to 
an  application  from  the  I.A.O.S.  for  a special  additional  advance 
to  be  expended  by  that  Society  in  aiding  agricultural  organisa- 
tion in  congested  districts,  and  to  an  application  from  the 
residents  on  Boa  Island  in  Co.  Fermanagh  for  a grant  in  order 
to  improve  the  means  of  communication  between  the  Island 
and  the  mainland. 

Further  conferences  between  the  Department  and  the  Gover- 
nors of  the  college  were  held  during 
royal  veterinary  the  year,  and  ultimately  the  Governors 
college.  decided  to  surrender  their  charter  and 
to  transfer  to  the  Department  the  College 
buildings,  equipment  and  other  property.  Effect  has  been 
given  to  this  decision,  and  when  the  Department  receive  the 
new  charter,  which  at  present  awaits  the  signature  of  His 
Majesty  the  King,  they  will  take  over  control  of  the  college. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  under  which  donations  of  books 
of  an  educational  nature  are  made  to 
grants  op  eooks  approved  village  libraries  was  continued 
to  village  in  operation.  The  grants  do  not  exceed 

libraries.  £3  in  total  value,  and  the  books  must  be 

selected  from  a special  list  compiled  by 
the  Department  and  containing  volumes  dealing  with  agricul- 
ture generally,  with  soils,  live  stock,  dairying,  poultry,  horti- 
culture, forestry,  domestic  economy,  etc.  The  libraries  are 
also  supplied  periodically  with  the  Journal  and  other  suitable 
publications  of  the  Department.  Before  making  a grant  the 
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Department  satisfy  themselves  that  the  library  on  behalf  of 
which  application  is  made  is  efficiently  worked,  under  the 
management  of  a committee  who  have  already  got  together  a 
collection  of  books,  and  that  the  addition  of  the  volumes 
provided  by  the  Department  will  render  the  library  more  useful 
to  the  agricultural  and  industrial  communities  in  the  district. 
So  far  the  working  of  the  scheme  has  been  attended  with  very 
satisfactory  results. 

The  Department  continue  to  devote  particular  attention  to 
the  burning  of  lime  in  various  parts  of 
Irish  minerals  the  country.  Owners  of  some  working 
and  kilns  who  sought  advice  as  to  the  recon- 

raw  materials.  struction  of  their  kilns  have  expressed 

their  satisfaction  with  the  improvements 
obtained  through  adopting  the  Department’s  suggestions. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  dealt  with  numerous  in- 
quiries in  reference  to  mineral  raw  material  and  peat  deposits- 
in  Ireland.  At  present,  an  investigation  into  the  suitability 
of  certain  sands  in  Ireland  for  glass-making  purposes  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  Department’s  Economic  Geologist. 

The  Vice-President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury,  ap- 
pointed on  the  5th  October,  1914,  a Com-

As  was  mentioned  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  a Depart- 
mental Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Vice-President  in 
January,  1912,  “ to  inquire  into  the  existing  system  of  credit 
available  for  the  rural  classes  in  Ireland  ; to  suggest  what,  if 
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any,  improvements,  not  involving  financial  assistance  from  the 
Exchequer  should  be  made  in  the  system ; and  to  consider 
especially  the  form  of  agricultural  credit  most  suitable  to  the 
requirements  of  the  occupiers  of  land  affected  by  the  Land  Acts 
111  e ^esten?  districts  and  throughout  the  country  generally.”

The  Committee  made  an  exhaustive  inquiry  into  the  matters 
referred  to  them  for  investigation.  They  held  34  public  sittings 
lor  the  reception  of  evidence  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
f,nd0enxa™ned  223  witnesses.  Their  Report  was  furnished  on 
tire  JOth  May,  1914,  and  was  subsequently  presented  to  Parlia- 
ment  and  published. 

In  view  of  the  widespread  interest  and  importance  of  the 
problems  connected  with  agricultural  credit,  and  of  the  very 
lull  investigation  of  these  problems  carried  out  by  the  Com- 
rmttee  the  Report,  the  Department  observe,  has  aroused  a 
good  deal  of  attention  in  foreign  countries,  where  summaries 
of  its  main  conclusions  have  appeared  in  various  official  and 
other  publications. 

The  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
are  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  the  Department. 
Ihe  held  covered  is  necessarily  so  wide  and  many  of  the  issues 
involved  so  complex,  that  it  is  difficult  to  summarize  in  a brief 
space  the  Committee’s  findings. 

The  Committee  indicate  that,  in  their  opinion,  there  are 
several  strong  reasons  for  a careful  study,  at  this  particular 
period,  of  the  various  problems  connected  with  agricultural 
credit  in  Ireland.  So  far  as  they  are  aware,  this  is  the  first 
occasion  in  the  history  of  this  country  upon  which  these  prob- 
lems, viewed  as  a whole,  have  been  the  subject  of  investigation. 
The  Inquiry  has  taken  place  at  a crucial  stage  of  Irish  rural 
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development,  when  the  land  is  passing  into  the  possession  of  a 
peasant  proprietary.  The  history  of  land  tenure  m other 
countriesP  proves,  in  the  Committee’s  opinion,  the  extreme 
importance3  of  the  earlier  stages  of  the  es*a“’S^”e{f  ;^ie™  0r 
holders  upon  the  soil,  especially  m regard  to  the  faculties  tor 
supplying  them  with  capital  and  credit  suited  to  then  need  . 


Main  Conclusions  and  Recommendations  of  Credit 
Committee’s  Report. 


In  dealing  with  the  question  the  Committee  devote  separate 
sections  of  their  Report  to  the  following  branches  of  agncultuial 
credit  in  Ireland  : — 


(11  In  regard  to  Joint  Stock  Banks  the  Committee  state 
v that  in  spite  of  the  wide  extension  of  these 

joint  stock  institutions  and  their  willingness  to  adapt 
BANKS.  their  methods,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the 

needs  of  agriculture,  they  are  unable 
from  the  very  necessities  of  their  business  constitution,  to  deal 
with  the  special  requirements  of  small  farmers  or  ol  the  agri- 
cultural industry  generally. 


(21  The  very  large  sums  on  deposit  in  the  Post  Office  Savings 
Banks  in  rural  districts  prove  that  there 
post  office  are  ample  funds  for  small  rural  credit  pur- 
SAVINGS  BANKS,  poses,  if  the  confidence  of  the  depositors 
could  be  attracted.  A grave  economic 
injury  is  done  to  Ireland  by  the  transfer  of  these  deposits  to 
England  for  investment. 

(31.  The  Committee  report  that  moneylenders  have  gj'ea^y 
increased  in  numbers  in  Ireland,  and  that 
moneylenders,  legislation  has  effected  little  diminution  of 
the  evils  connected  with  the  system, 
which  is  largely  resorted  to  by  agriculturists. 

(41.  Full  details  are  given  as  to  the  working  of  the  ruinous 
“trust  auction”  system;  nor  is  it  only 
trust  or  impecunious  farmers,  unable  to  obtain 
‘ credit  credit  elsewhere,  who  resort  to  money- 

auctions  lenders  and  “trust  auctions.” 


(51-  The  report  states  that  the  “ gombeen  man  ” has  almost 
disappeared  from  Ireland,  but  that  an 
credit  advanced  injurious  amount  of  “ long  credit  with 
to  farmers  by  shops  is  found  in  various  districts,  much 
shopkeepers.  of  it  for  food  stuffs  which  could  with 
advantage  be  grown  by  the  farmer  himself. 
The  great  majority  of  traders  prefer  a cash  basis  for  their 
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dealings.  A moderate  amount  of  shop  credit  is  a necessity  in 
agriculture  as  m other  spheres  of  industry. 


(6).  It  IS  pointed  out  that  the  Loan  Fund  Board  system  was 
originally  intended  for  industrial  workers 
THE  LOAN  fund  but  IS  now  resorted  to  mainly  by  the  rural 
board  SYSTEM,  classes  in  Ireland.  Although  the  Board 
in  recent  years  have  effected  considerable 
improvement,  the  whole  history  of  the  system  is  stated  to  be 
an  unfortunate  one  of  local  and  central  mismanagement,  defee- 
tive  legislation,  and  heavy  losses  in  many  districts.  The  number 
of  local  societies  had  fallen  from  300  in  1842  to  51  at  the  present 
time.  The  system  of  loans  in  force  is  in  some  features  unsuited 
to  the  credit  needs  of  agriculture,  but  much  more,  the  Committee 
believe,  could  have  been  done  to  adapt  the  system  to  these 
requirements.  As  the  Board’s  operations  must  soon  cease 
through  lack  of  funds,  the  Report  recommends  that  the  func- 
tions of  the  Board  should  be  transferred  at  an  early  date  to  an 
Agricultural  Credit  Section  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 


(7).  The  Committee  have  devoted  a large  portion  of  their 
Report  to  the  subject  of  co-operative 
THE  co-operative  credit,  and  express  their  view  that  a soundly 
credit  movement  organized  and  supervised  system  of  this 
in  IRELAND.  nature  would  best  supply  the  special  credit 
needs  of  the  small  farmers.  They  state 
that  while  their  study  of  the  history  of  the  existing  credit 
societies  organised  under  the  Irish  Agricultural  Organisation 
bociety  proves  that  much  good  has  undoubtedly  been  accom- 
plished by  some  of  these  societies,  when  well  managed  locally, 
there  have  been  many  faults,  owing  mainly  to  the  carelessness 
of  local  committees,  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  secretaries, 
the  absence  of  sufficient  inspection,  and,  in  many  cases,  too  great 
a reliance  upon  State  loans.  Of  the  310  societies  which  have 
been  registered,  about  176  may,  in  the  Committee’s  opinion, 
be  considered  as  now  in  operation,  and  of  these  probably  45 
per  cent,  are  unsatisfactory.  Some  of  the  stronger  societies 
iuinish  admirable  illustrations  of  what  can  be  accomplished, 
both  in  the  encouragement  of  thrift  and  in  the  making  of  loans 
by  co-operative  credit,  under  good  local  management. 

. separate  sub-sections  of  their  Report  the  Committee  deal 
m detail  with  various  aspects  of  the  co-operative  credit  move- 
ment. They  recommend  that,  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  in- 
ducing medium  and  large  farmers  to  undertake  unlimited  lia- 
bihty,  and  for  other  reasons,  credit  societies  based  on  shares 
and  limited  liability  should  be  established.  In  many  respects 
the  existing  Acts  of  Parliament,  especially  the  Friendly  Societies 
Acts,  are  quite  unsuited  for  the  constitution  of  credit  societies, 
and  fresh  legislation  is  therefore  recommended.  In  view  of  the 
convenient  overdraft  arrangements  between  the  societies  and 
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the  Joint  Stock  Banks,  the  Committee  do  not  believe  that  them 
is  any  present  need  for  the  establishment  of  a Central  Co- 
operative Bank  or  Credit  Institution.  The  disadvantages  of 
combinin''  trading  operations  and  banking  in  a single  society 
distinctly  outweigli  the  admitted  advantages  of  such  a system 
Although  the  loans,  amounting  to  000,  advanced  tmcred _t 
societies  by  the  Department  and  the  Congested  Districts 
Board,  have  been  of  much  assistance  to  societies  in. poor 
there  has  been,  the  Committee  state,  an  undoubted  tendency 
in  too  many  cases  to  regard  these  loans  as  permanent  grants 
Leoal  action  on  the  part  of  the  Department  has  already  be  n 
necessary  in  29  cases,  and  pressure  m 43  cases,  out  oi  1-1 
societies  obtaining  such  loans;  while  on  the  other  hand,  ie 
amount  written  off  as  irrecoverable  has  been  comparatively 
small.  Facilities  for  obtaining  State  funds  at  a low  rate  o 
interest  have  tended  to  discourage  the  thrift  side  of  the  move- 

m The  Committee  accordingly  recommend  that  the  outstanding 
State  loans  should  be  withdrawn  gradually,  save  m very  ex- 
ceptional cases.  A further  recommendation  is  that  future 
all  audits  of  societies’  books  take  place  on  the  spot.  Change 
in  the  rates  of  interest  on  deposits  received  and  loans  ad- 
vanced by  credit  societies  are  also  recommended,  as  the  present 
rates  do  not  allow  the  societies  a sufficient  margin  of  P1’0™: 

The  Committee  state  that,  on  the  whole,  there  seems  little 
prospect  of  the  present  system  of  co-operative  credit  developing 
to  anything  like  an  extent  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  small 
farmers  and  labourers  of  Ireland.  The  Committee  (3  members 
dissenting)  believe  that  much  would  be  gained  by  the  establish- 
ment of  credit  societies  under  the  supervision  of  an  Agricul- 
tural Credit  section  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with  the 
assistance  of  an  Advisory  Committee ; while  the  aid  of  the 
agricultural  instructors,  as  on  the  Continent,  and  of  the  County 
Committees  of  Agriculture  (as  in  the  case  of  the  Prussian 
Chambers  of  Agriculture)  could  also  accomplish  much  m this 
direction.  The  scheme  thus  outlined  is,  m the  Committee  s 
view  free  from  the  objections  attached  to  State  loans,  and  is 
consistent  with  the  fullest  measure  of  self-help  and  local  re- 
sponsibility. The  various  existing  operations  ot  the  Department 
in  rural  credit,  together  with  the  re-organised  Loan  Fund 
system,  might  with  advantage,  it  is  stated,  be  co-ordinated 
with  the  proposed  Agricultural  Credit  Section. 


(8).  The  Committee  inquired  fully  into  the  working  of  the 
various  schemes  of  loans  and  grants  lor 
agricultural  agrjeultural  purposes  administered  by  the 
LOANS  AND  grants  Board  0j  Works,  the  Congested  Districts 
administered  by  Boar(j  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
state  depart-  the  Estates  Commissioners.  In  the  year 
MENTS.  1918  the  state  funds  thus  advanced 

amounted  to  over  £212,000,  of  which  £42,000  was  in  free  grants. 
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Various  recommendations,  to  which  there  is  no  space  to  refer 
here,  are  made  in  regard  to  these  schemes. 

(9) .  The  Report  points  out  that  rural  industries  are  fre- 

quently handicapped  from  lack  of  facilities 
the  credit  needs  for  obtaining  capital  at  reasonable  rates 
or  rural  of  interest  and  at  a convenient  period  for 

industries.  repayment.  The  Committee  think  it 

possible  that  if  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Congested  Districts  Board,  after  careful  inquiry 
through  their  experts  as  to  the  position  of  an  industry  in  respect 
of  capital,  the  demand  for  the  product,  and  the  capacity  of  the 
business  management,  were  to  assist  the  Joint  Stock  Banks 
with  information,  something  could  be  accomplished  towards 
furthering  the  development  of  struggling  industries  in  rural 
districts.  The  question  is,  however,  the  Committee  state, 
admittedly  one  of  much  difficulty,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
security  available. 

(10) .  An  important  section  of  the  Report  is  devoted  to  the 

question  of  long  term  loans  and  the  mort- 
mortgage,  or  gaging  of  land  in  Ireland.  It  is  pointed  out 
long  term  credit,  that  a complete  system  of  compulsory 
registration  of  title  is  an  absolutely  in- 
dispensable condition  of  every  sound  system  of  rural  credit,  and 
that  while  much  has  been  accomplished  in  Ireland  in  this  direc- 
tion, much  remains  to  be  done,  especially  in  expediting  the  dis- 
charge of  equities.  The  Committee  estimate  the  mortgage  in- 
debtedness of  Irish  land  as  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about 
£2,000,000  per  annum  gross  and  £1,000,000  per  annum  net. 
The  limitation  upon  the  powers  of  mortgaging  imposed  by  the 
Land  Act  of  1903  is,  the  Committee  believe,  on  the  whole  a 
desirable  provision  against  indebtedness.  The  Committee 
consider  that  the  attention  of  the  new  holders  should  be  directed 
rather  to  making  the  most  of  their  land  by  work  than  to  pledging 
it  for  the  purpose  of  borrowing  ; but  they  intimate  that  the 
establishment  of  a long-term  Credit  Mortgage  institution  on 
Landschajten  lines  may  eventually  become  a necessity  in  Ire- 
land, if  it  be  not  found  possible  to  revise  the  Land  Loan  schemes 
of  the  Board  of  Works  with  a view  to  their  greater  elasticity. 
The  development,  also,  of  the  agricultural  loan  schemes  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  of  the  Congested  Districts 
Board,  combined  with  the  agency  of  credit  societies  for  shorter 
term  loans,  should  prove  sufficient  in  most  cases  for  the  credit 
requirements  of  farmers  not  met  by  the  Joint  Stock  Banks. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  the  full  development  of  these 
sources  of  credit  should  at  any  rate  be  thoroughly  tested  before 
any  experiment  based  on  Continental  Land  Mortgage  Credit 
organization  be  attempted  in  Ireland. 
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A Civic  Exhibition,  organized  by  the  Irish  Women  s National' 
Health  Association  was  held  in  Dublin 
the  civic  during  the  six  weeks  from  15th  July,  1914, 
exhibition-,  to  31st  August,  1914,  in  the  old  Linen  Hall 

Dublin.  buildings.  The  object  of  the  Exhibition 

was  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the  public  the  most  modern 
views  on  the  subject  of  town-planning,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  call  attention  to  the  means  at  present  available  m this- 
country  for  improving  the  standard  of  living  for  those  dwelling 
in  urban  areas. 

The  Department  identified  themselves  with  the  Exhibition 
by  providing  two  sections— one  for  agriculture  and  one  for 
technical  instruction.  , . , 

In  the  agricultural  section,  for  which  a special  pavilion  was 
erected,  there  was  displayed  a comprehensive  series  of  maps 
and  diagrams,  illustrating  the  development  of  the  Department  s 
operations  in  connexion  with  the  improvement  of  stock,  poultry, 
and  butter,  the  cultivation  of  crops,  etc.  Short  lectures  on 
horticulture,  bee-keeping,  insect  pests,  marketing  of  produce, 
and  on  kindred  subjects  were  given  frequently  to  appreciative 
audiences.  Demonstrations  in  the  making  of  butter  and  cheese, 
and  in  the  bottling  of  fruit  for  home  use  were  also  given: 

1 Thetechnieal  instruction  exhibit  showed  how  the  Department’s 
educational  schemes  contributed  to  the  well-being  of  town  and 
village  populations.  In  addition  to  diagrams  and  maps  relating 
to  the  growth  of  the  several  schemes,  numerous  specimens  were 
shown  of  the  work  at  present  being  done  at  local  schools  and 
classes  in  woodwork,  cabinet -making,  building  construction, 
lace,  crochet  and  embroidery.  Practical  demonstrations  were 
given  daily  in  manual  work  and  in  domestic  cookery.  These 
demonstrations  proved  a strong  attraction  for  visitors  to  the 
Exhibition. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  in  the  beginning  of  August  the 
Department  took  immediate  steps  to  im- 
WAK  AND  THE  press  upon  farmers  the  great  and  urgent 
eood  supply.  necessity  of  conserving  food  supplies  and 
increasing  home  production.  A notice 
was  issued  pointing  out  the  danger  of  selling  breeding  animals 
and  of  disposing  of  grain  required  for  seed  purposes.  Special 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  advantages  of  sowing  catch  crops 
for  the  spring  feeding  of  live  stock  and  emphasis  was  laid  on  the 
necessity  of  increasing  the  area  under  wheat,  and  under  tillage 
generally.  The  itinerant  instructors  in  agriculture  employed 
in  the  different  counties  were  summoned  to  a conference  with 
the  Department’s  officers  on  the  19th  August,  to  consult  as 
to  the  most  advisable  action  in  regard  to  the  situation.  It 
was  decided  that  the  instructors  should  (1)  arrange  at  once 
for  the  laying  down  of  as  'many  demonstration  plots  as  possible 
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with  catch  crops  and  winter  cereals  and  do  all  in  their  power 
to  induce  farmers  to  sow  these  crops  and  to  increase  the  areas 
which  they  usually  put  under  tillage ; (2)  approach  seed  mer- 
chants with  a view  to  securing  that  sufficient  supplies  of  seeds 
would  be  stocked  ; (3)  insert  appropriate  articles  in  the  local 
press  and  distribute  leaflets,  posters,  etc.,  bearing  on  the 
subject ; (4)  request  the  local  clergy  to  make  suitable  announce- 
ments in  the  matter  to  their  parishioners  ; and  (5)  arrange 
for  the  giving  of  special  lectures  in  their  respective  districts. 
The  instructors  in  counties  where  persons  had  surplus  stocks- 
of  wheat  seed  for  sale  were  subsequently  asked  to  furnish  the 
names  of  such  persons  to  the  Department’s  offices.  A list  of 
these  persons  was  sent  for  the  information  of  the  instructor  in 
any  district  where  the  local  supply  was  not  equal  to  the  demand- 
Special  directions  were  also  given  to  the  instructors  in  regard 
to  the  cultivation  of  winter  oats. 

A special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture  was  convened 
for  the  20th  August.  A resolution  endorsing  the  action  and 
emphasising  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  was 
passed.  A pamphlet  containing  this  resolution  together  with: 
the  address  delivered  at  the  meeting  by  the  Most  Rev.  Dr.. 
ICelly,  Lord  Bishop  of  Ross,  appealing  to  farmers  to  discharge 
their  responsibilities  during  the  crisis,  was  printed  and  widely 
circulated.  A paper  read  at  this  meeting  by  the  Department’s 
Assistant  Secretary  in  respect  of  Agriculture,  in  which  the 
position  of  affairs  was' reviewed  and  the  various  means  of  in- 
creasing the  food  supply  discussed  in  detail,  was  also  printed 
as  an  appendix  to  the  pamphlet.  In  addition  special  leaflets 
dealing  with  the  cultivation  of  catch  crops,  autumn  grown 
cereals,  and  spring  vegetables  were  issued  for  distribution. 

The  county  committees  of  agriculture  have  assisted  energetic- 
ally in  giving  effect  to  the  Department’s  policy.  In  most  cases 
funds  have  been  specially  allocated  for  the  purpose  of  demonstra- 
tion plots,  while  in  some  counties  provision  has  been  made 
for  the  employment  of  tillage  demonstrators  to  give  instruction 
in  ploughing  and  other  tillage  operations  during  the  winter 
and  spring  months. 

The  agricultural  overseers  employed  by  the  Department 
in  congested  districts  also  undertook  a very  considerable  share 
of  the  work  by  distributing  posters  and  leaflets,  laying  down 
demonstration  plots,  • and  visiting  and  advising  farmers. 
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PART  II .—DETAILS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS,  1913-14. 


I.— agriculture. 

The  period  covered  by  this  part  ol  the  Report  is  the  agricul- 
tural year  ended  30th  September,  1914. 

The  work  of  the  Agricultural  Branch  of  the  Department  falls 
under  the  following  principal  heads 

(a)  Agricultural  instruction. 

( b ) Improvement  of  live  stock. 

(c)  Agricultural  experiments  and  investigations. 

(d)  Administration  of  special  laws  on  agricultural  matters 

(excluding  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  which  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Veterinary  Branch). 

( e ) Loans  for  agricultural  purposes. 

(/)  Forestry. 

Wherever  the  operations  in  connection  with  any  of  the 
subjects  included  in  the  foregoing  groups  are  of  such  a nature 
that  a county  forms  a convenient  unit  for  administrative 
purposes,  the  work  is  carried  out  under  a scheme  directed  by 
the  county  committee  of  agriculture.  Such  schemes  are 
framed  by  the  Department  and  are  in  their  leading  features, 
the  same  for  each  county,  but  the  question  of  adopting  a 
particular  scheme  is  a matter  for  the  committee  of  the  county 
concerned,  which  may  also  vary,  within  certain  limits,  the 
details  of  any  scheme  adopted.  Of  this  kind  are  the  schemes 
of  itinerant  instruction  in  agriculture,  horticulture,  poultry- 
keeping and  butter-making,  and  the  schemes  for  the  improve- 
ment of  cattle,  horses  and  swine.  The  branches  of  work  which 
do  not  lend  themselves  to  be  dealt  with  under  county  schemes 
are  administered  directly  by  the  Department. 

The  schemes  conducted  by  county  committees  of  agriculture 
continued  during  the  year  1913-14  to  be  financed,  as  heretofore, 
out  of  a fund  made  up  of  part  of  the  local  rates  for  agricultural 
and  technical  instruction  and  of  contributions  from  the  Depart- 
ment’s funds.  During  the  period  under  review  no  change  was 
made  by  the  Department  in  the  method  of  recoupment  to 
county  committees  in  respect  of  expenditure  on  these  schemes. 

(a)  Agricultural  Instruction. 

During  the  year  1913-14,  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  persons  were  employed  by  county  committees . of  agri- 
culture in  connection  with  the  four  principal  schemes  of  itinerant 
instruction.  The  schemes  of  instruction  in  agriculture,  horti- 
culture (including  bee-keeping)  and  poultry-keeping  were

Courses  of  training  for  appointments  under  the  schemes  of 
itinerant  instruction  and  in  agricultural  schools  and  colleges 
were  continued  in  the  Agricultural  Faculty  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Science,  Dublin,  at  the  Albert  Agricultural  College,  and  at 
the  Munster  Institute.  Arrangements  were  made  to  enable 
students  of  the  Ulster  Dairy  School  to  complete  at  that  school 
the  course  of  training  for  teacherships  in  agricultural  schools 
for  girls.  Twenty-one  students  completed  their  training  during 
the  year  and  obtained  appointments  in  connection  with  the 
agricultural  work  of  the  Department.  No  less  than  one  hundred 
and  sixty-six  students  trained  at  the  institutions  mentioned  are 
now  employed  on  the  Department’s  staff  or  as  county  instructors 
or  teachers.

standing.  Only  one  applicant  who  fulfilled  the  prescribed 
conditions  applied  for  admission,  and  he  failed  to  qualify  at  the 
entrance  examination.  All  the  creamery  students  attended 
the  examination  m technical  subjects  as  applied  to  creamery 
management,  held  in  March,  1914  ; seven  passed  in  all  the  sub. 
jects  and  were  awarded  certificates  under  the  Department’s 
scheme  for  improvement  in  the  management  of  creameries  :

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Of  the  seventy-six  agricultural  apprentices  at  the  1913-14 
session,  forty-five  had  already  taken  out  a course  of  instruction 
under  the  Department’s  scheme  of  winter  agricultural  classes. 

It  will  be  observed  that  sixty-six  per  cent,  of  the  apprentices 
were  sons  of  farmers,  the  poor  law  valuation  of  whose  holdings 
did  not  exceed  £40  ; while  only  two  per  cent,  were  not  sons  of 
farmers. 

Prospectuses  of  the  agricultural  courses  at  the  three  agri- 
cultural stations  and  of  the  course  in  creamery  management  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendices,  pages  [33-39], 

Twenty-seven  resident  pupils  attended  the  1913-14  session 
at  this  college.  Of  these,  five  were  holders 
mountbellew  of  scholarships  provided  by  county  com- 
* agricultural  mittees  of  agriculture,  viz.  : two  each 

college.  by  the  Galway  and  Sligo  county  committees 
and  one  by  the  Mayo  county  committee. 
Particulars  of  the  course  of  instruction  provided  at  the  college 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendices,  page  [43J. 

The  lectures  by  the  college  staff  to  farmers  on  seeds,  manures, 
etc.,  were  largely  attended  during  the  year  and  about  twenty 
lectures  were  delivered.  During  the  year  fifty-six  of  the  neigh- 
bouring farmers  conducted  manurial  experiments  on  their  own 
farms  with  roots  and  potatoes.  Prizes  were  offered  by  the 
college  for  the  best  kept  plots..  In  addition  to  crop  experiments, 
a series  of  simple  cattle  feeding  experiments  was  also  earned 
out  by  some  farmers,  under  the  supervision  of  the  college 
agriculturist. 

This  school  is  intended  principally  for  students  from  county 
Antrim,  but  at  least  six  places  are  reserved 
Antrim  each  session  for  students  nominated  by 
agricultural  the  county  Down  committee  of  agriculture. 
school.  Accommodation  is  provided  for  twenty- 
five  resident  pupils. 

The  second  yearly  session  (prospectus  printed  at  page  [41]  of 
the  Appendices)  commenced  on  the  7th  October,  1913,  and 
terminated  on  the  7th  August,  1914.  Twelve  students  were 
-enrolled,  seven  from  county  Antrim  and  five  from  county  Down. 

Instruction  was  given,  as  at  the  preceding  session,  in  agri- 
culture (theoretical  and  practical),  veterinary  hygiene,  practical 
horticulture,  beekeeping,  poultry-keeping,  and  buttermaking. 

The  first  course  at  this  school  (prospectuses  printed  at  pages 
[39J  and  [40]  of  the  Appendices),  opened 
north-west  on  the  27th  January,  1914,  and  extended 
agricultural  over  a period  of  six  weeks.  It  was  confined 
school,  to  young  men  who  were  actually  engaged 
strabane.  in  farm  work.  The  students  resided  at  the 
school.  In  addition  to  agriculture,  instruc- 
tion was  given  in  veterinary  hygiene  and  practical  gardening. 
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' This  course  was  followed  by  three  residential  courses  for 
young  women,  which  commenced  on  the  24th  March,  12tli 
May,  and  30th  June,  respectively,  and  were  each  of  six  weeks’ 
duration.  Instruction  in  poultry-keeping,  cookery,  sewing, 
and  housewifery  (including  sick  nursing)  was  provided.  On 
the  termination  of  the  last  mentioned  of  these  courses  on  the 
Sth  August,  the  school  was  closed  for  the  summer  interval. 

This  school  is  intended  primarily  for  students  from  the 
counties  of  Donegal,  Londonderry,  and  Tyrone.  The  number 
o students  admitted  to  the  course  for  young  men  was  twenty- 
one  of  whom  seven  came  from  county  Donegal,  six  from  county 
Londonderry,  and  eight  from  county  Tyrone. 

The  total  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  courses  for 
young  women  was  fifty-four,  nineteen  coming  from  county 
Donegal,  sixteen  from  county  Londonderry,  and  nineteen  from 
county  Tyrone. 


AH  the  students  at  the  four  courses  were  holders  of  scholar- 
ships provided  by  the  county  committees  of  agriculture  of  the 
counLes  from  which  they  came.  These  scholarships  entitle 
the  holders  to  free  instruction,  board,  and  residence  during 
their  courses.  & 


The  school  was  erected  and  equipped  by  the  Department, 
by  whom  the  staff  are  appointed  and  paid.  The  management 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Department,  who  are  aided  by  an  advisory 
committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  committees  of 
agriculture  of  the  counties  mentioned  above,  viz.,  Donegal 
Londonderry,  and  Tyrone.  ’ 


This  scheme,  which  is  printed  at  page  [78]  of  the  Appendices, 
was  in  operation  in  twenty-nine  counties.

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At  the  Munster  Institute,  the  prospectus  of  which  is  printed 
at  page  [47]  of  the  Appendices,  accom- 
munster  modation  is  provided  for  fifty-six  pupils, 
institute  and  this  number  is  usually  admitted  to 

cork.  each  term.  The  four  terms  held  duiing 

the  year  were  attended  by  two  hundred 
and  twenty-three  pupils,'  this  number  being  inclusive  of  cases 
of  re-admission  for  a second  or  further  term  of  training.  More 
than  two  hundred  applicants  were  on  the  list  for  admission  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  obiects  of  this  school  may  be  briefly  stated  as  being, 
firstly,  the  provision  of  instruction  for  girls  who  wish  to  learn 
improved  methods  in  regard  to  their  home  work  m the  dairy, 
poultry-yard,  etc. ; secondly,  to  enable  suitable  pupils  who. 
desire  such  employment  to  qualify  as  dairymaids  ; and,  thirdly, 
to  afford  the  necessary  special  training  to  suitable  candidates 
for  county  itinerant  instructorships  in  dairying  and  poultry- 
keeping, and  for  teacherships  in  agricultural  schools.  ine 
full  course  for  instructorships  and  teacherships  occupies  six  or 


seven  terms. 

During  the  year  under  review  seventeen  pupils  completed 
the  course  for  itinerant  instructorships  and  teacherships. 
Of  these,  twelve  obtained  employment  in  connection  with  the 
Department’s  work.  The  total  number  of  past  pupils  of  the 
institute  so  employed  now  amounts  to  sixty-tliree,  ot  whom 
twenty-seven  act  as  county  instructors  m both  dairying  and 
poultry-keeping,  five  as  county  instructors  m dairying,  eight 
as  county  instructors  in  poultry-keeping,  and  twenty-three  as. 
teachers  in  agricultural  schools. 

Eight  dairymaid  pupils  who  completed  the  third-term  course 
were  passed 'as  suitable  for  admission  to  a course  of  further 
training  in  a creamery. 

Experiments  in  the  breeding  and  feeding  of  poultry  were 
continued  at  the  institute.  Reference  to  the  second  egg- 
laving  competition  which  was  held  at  the  institute  from 
October,  1913,  to  August,  1914,  will  be  found  at  page  54  ol 


this  Report. 


This  school  (prospectus  printed  at  page  [48]  of  the  Appen- 
dices)  is  conducted  on  the  same  lines  as 
ulster  dairy  the  Munster  Institute,  and  is  equally  well 
school.  equipped  for  affording  instruction  of  the 

same  type  and  standard.  It  has,  so  far, 
however,  been  found  more  convenient  to  send  to  the  Munster 
Institute  for  their  final  courses  advanced  pupils  of  the  school 
who  are  passed  as  suitable  for  training  as  county  instructors. 

The  four  terms  held  at  the  school  during  the  year  were  attended 
by  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  pupils.  Applications  for  admis- 
sion were  received  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  girls  during  the 
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year.  One  pupil  passed  her  final  examination  for  a teachership 
m an  agricultural  school ; two  pupils,  who  qualified  for  advanced 
training  as  county  instructors,  were  transferred  to  the  Munster 
institute;  and  two  dairymaid  pupils  were  offered  facilities  for 
leceivmg  special  training  in  a creamery. 


There  were  nine  schools  of  rural  domestic  economy  (prospectuses 
printed  at  pages  [50-52]  of  the  Appen- 
schools  of  dices)  working  during  the  year  under  the 
rural  DOMESTIC  Department’s  agricultural  programme  for 
economy.  girls.  Day  and  resident  pupils  are  received  at 
six,  day-pupils  only,  at  two,  and  resident 
pupils  only,  at  one  of  these  schools. 


The  course  of  instruction  is  framed  with  a view  to  teaching 
girls  of  the  farming  class  improved  methods  of  work  which  they 
can  apply  m their  own  homes,  but  the  training  is  also  availed 
of  by  girls  whose  object  is  to  qualify  themselves  for  situations 
as  dairymaids,  cooks,  housekeepers,  etc.  The  full  course  for 
resident  pupils  consists  of  two  sessions  covering  a year’s  training. 
Promising  pupils  are  eligible  for  admission  to  further  training 
at  the  Munster  Institute  and  may  ultimately  qualify  for  in- 
structorships  or  teacherships,  or  as  creamery  dairymaids.

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At  Loughglynn  school,  which  is  situated  in  a very  congested 
area  and  is  Spen  to  day-pupils  only,  the  teachers  perform  very 
useful  work  in  visiting  the  pupils  in  their  homes  and  distributing 
among  them  settings  of  eggs  of  approved  breeds,  garden  seeds, 
etc  They  also  superintend  the  hiring,  during  the  potato- 
spraying  season,  of  spraying  machines  supplied  to  the  school 
by  the  Department.  These  machines  are  largely  availed  of  by 
small  farmers  in  the  district. 

Important  extensions  to  the  buildings  at  Ramsgrange  school 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  provide  better  accommoda- 
tion for  the  teaching  staff  and  improved  facilities  for  instruction. 

Instruction  in  buttermaking  and  poultry-keeping  is  also 
given,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  subjects,  at  the  residential 
schools  of  domestic  training  at  Dupmanway,  county  Cork,  and 
Dundrum,  county  Tipperary.  At  a new-  school  of  this  type 
which  was  opened  during  the  year,  viz.,  that  at  Drishane, 
county  Cork,  instruction  in  the  above-mentioned  subjects  is 
also  being  provided. 


The  Department’s  scheme  of  instruction  m agriculture 
(inserted  at  page  [76]  of  the  Appendices) 
SCHEME  or  Jias>  since  1907-8,  been  put  into  operation 
itinerant  each  year  by  every  county  committee  of 
INSTRUCTION  agriculture.  During  the  year  under  review 
in  agriculture,  forty-five  instructors  were  employed  under 
the  scheme.  These  were  appointed  as  follows  : five  in  county 

Cork,  two  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Clare,  Galway,  Kerry,  Kil- 
kenny, Limerick,  Mayo,  Roscommon,  and  Tyrone,  and  one  m 
each  of  the  remaining  twenty-four  counties.  With  five  excep- 
tions, all  these  instructors  had  been  trained  m the  Agricultural 
Faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin. 

The  duties  of  the  instructors  embrace  (1)  the  teaching  of 
winter  agricultural  classes  and  the  giving  of  lectures  on  agri- 
cultural subjects  at  different  centres  ; (2)  the  carrying  out  of 
important  field  and  live  stock  experiments  ; (3)  the  affording  ot 
individual  advice  and  instruction  either  by  means  of  visits  to 
farms  or  by  correspondence  ; (4)  the  acting  as  official  samplers 
under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Acts  and  the  Weeds 
and  Agricultural  Seeds  Act ; (6)  the  reporting  on  applications 
for  the  consent  of  the  Department,  under  section  32  of  the 
Irish  Land  Act,  1909;  to  the  felling  of  trees  on  holdings  affected 
by  that  Act ; (7)  the  acting  as  judges  under  the  Department’s 
scheme  of  prizes  for  cottages  and  small  farms  ; and  (8)  the 
dissemination  of  information  generally  regarding  the  Depart- 
ment’s agricultural  schemes,  and  the  Department  s institutions 
for  the  training  of  young  men  in  farming,  etc.  These  duties 
bring  the  instructors  into  touch  with  all  sections  of  the  agn- 
cultural  community  and  enable  them  to  supply  the  Department 
with  valuable  information  on  matters  concerning  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  the  country. 
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Particulars  of  the  instructors’  work  in  connection  with  the 
teaching  of  winter  agricultural  classes  are  given  at  page  33 
at  * Report-  I"  addlt'°n  the  instructors  delivered  757  lectures 
at  51.8  centres,  the  total  of  the  attendances  thereat  being 
estimated  at  37,250,  giving  an  average  of  49  for  each  lecture. 

Ihe  number  of  visits  paid  to  farms  was  19,000,  giving  an 
average  of  422  for  each  instructor.  b v fig  an 

The  instructors  laid  down  787  field  experiments  and  2,132 
demonstration  plots,  and  also  supervised  the  carrying  out  of 
0 experiments  m the  feeding  of  live  stock.  Details  of  their 
work  in  this  connection  are  given  at  pages  77  to  81  and  84  of 
tins  iteport. 

The  annual  general  conference  of  the  instructors  and  the 
Department  s agricultural  staff  was  held  at  the  Roval  Colleo-e 
of  Science,  Dublin,  on  the  2nd  June,  and  was  continued  on  the 
5th  June.  On  the  3rd  and  4tli,  and  also  on  the  5th  June  the 

tbe  eUll  rSfattt,nde<?  the,a“luaI  course  of  lectures  arranged  at 
the  college  for  their  benefit  by  the  Department.  Eight  lectures, 
dealing  with  agricultural  research  work  were  given  bv  specialists 
me  nding  a lecture  by  Dr.  Russell,  Director^  the  LCZ 
Expenmenta!  Station,  Harpenden,  Hertfordshire,  who  dealt 
with  held  experimental  work  carried  out  at  that  Station. 

The  educartona!  tour  arranged  by  the  Department  for  a 
limited  number  of  the  instructors  extended  over  the  fortnight 
i e§“n!n§  011  the  20th  June.  Eleven  instructors,  none  of  whom 
nad  taken  part  m similar  tours  organised  in  1912  and  1913 
participated  The  party  was,  as  heretofore,  conducted  bv  the 
Professor  of  Agnculture  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin. 
Distucts  m North  Wales,  the  English  Midlands,  and  Lincoln- 
shire  were  visited. 

A /n*?  a1’  confelp»ce  of  the  instructors  was  summoned  for 
the  19th  August,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  what  steps 
shouid  be  taken  towards  providing  against  a food  shortage 
during  the  course  of  the  war.  As  a result,  the  instructors  devoted 
their  energies  during  late  August  and  September  mainly  to 
advising  farmers  as  to  how  the  food  supply  might  best  be 
maintained  by  increasing  tillage  and  sowing  catch  crops 
tor  the  feeding  of  live  stock  in  spring.  The  instructors  were 
duected  to  prepare  articles  on  the  subject  for  publication  in  the 
ocal  newspapers,  to  lay  down  as  many  autumn  demonstration 
plots  as  possible,  to  induce  local  seed  merchants  to  stock 
sufficient  supplies  of  seed,  and  to  take  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  of  brmgmg  home  to  farmers  the  advisability  of 
increasing  the  area  under  tillage. 

Tillage  demonstrators  were  employed  by  county  committees 
during  the  year  as  follows  : — two  in  county 

tillage  Limerick  for  the  entire  year,  one  in  county 

demonstration.  Leitrim  for  a period  of  about  twenty-four 
weeks,  and  one  in  county  Dublin  for  a 
period  of  about  four  weeks.  The  demonstrators  in  county 
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Limerick,  in  addition  to  giving  demonstrations  in  the  use  of 
agricultural  implements,  assisted  the  county  itinerant  instruc- 
tors in  agriculture  in  their  field  work.  They  paid  1,159  visits 
to  farms.  In  counties  Leitrim  and  Dublin,  the  demonstrators 
whole  time  was  devoted  to  the  giving  of  instruction  in  ploughing. 
One  hundred  and  sixty -seven  demonstrations  were  given  in 
county  Leitrim  and  fourteen  in  county  Dublin.  The  ploughing 
lessons  appear  to  have  been  much  appreciated  by  farmers. 

An  agricultural  overseer  was  also  employed  for  the  year 
by  the  county  Heath  committee  of  agriculture  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  instruction  to  owners  of  new  holdings  formed  in  that 
county  by  the  Estates  Commissioners.  The  overseer  paid  871 
visits  to  farms  and  laid  down  about  180  demonstration  plots. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Department  s special 
schemes  applicable  to  congested  districts 
special  were  continued.  The  operations  in  this  con- 

agricultural  nection  come  under  four  principal  heads : 
schemes  foe  (1)  demonstration  plots  ; (2)  potato  spray- 
congested  ing  ; (3)  provision  of  implements ; (4)  tree 
districts.  planting.  These  four  schemes  have  been 
in  successful  operation  for  some  years. 
They  are  administered  by  the  Department  directly  and  are 
supplementary  to  the  ordinary  agricultural  schemes  earned 
out  by  the  county  committees  of  agriculture.  A new  scheme 
for  affording  special  aid  to  migrants  in  the  improvement  of 
their  holdings  was  started  in  1913-14.  The  scheme  of  veterinary 
dispensaries  and  the  special  live  stock  schemes  for  these  districts 
were  continued  as  in  previous  years.  Particulars  as  to  the  work 
under  the  live  stock  schemes  will  be  found  at  pages  62  to  77 
of  this  Report.  Some  details  of  the  operations  under  the  other 
.schemes  are  given  below. 

Four  agricultural  overseers,  aided  by  fifty-two  assistants, 
were  employed  in  connection  with  the  special  schemes  of 
agricultural  instruction.  Temporary  assistants  were  also 
employed  during  the  summer  months  to  give  instruction  in 
potato  spraying.  Two  demonstrators  were  appointed  to 
instruct  migrants  in  the  carrying  out  of  improvements  in 
their  farm  buildings.  The  number  of  veterinary  surgeons 
employed  under  the  dispensary  scheme  amounted  to  twenty- 
eight. 

Consequent  on  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  the  measures 
taken  by  the  Department  to  secure  an  extension  of  the  areas 
under  tillage,  the  duties  of  the  overseers  and  assistant  over- 
seers were  increased  considerably.  They  devoted  much 
attention  to  laying  down  additional  demonstration  plots, 
.distributing  special  leaflets  and  posters,  and  visiting  and 
advising  farmers  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  in  view  of  the 
jsituation  created  by  the  war.

(1)  Special  Demonstration  Plots. 

The  Department,  as  in  past  years,  arranged  for  the  laying 
down  of  plots  to  demonstrate  to  farmers  in  congested  areas 
the  advantages  of  good  seed  and  suitable  manures.  The 
necessary  sites  for  the  plots  were  provided  by  the  farmers,  and 
the  Department  supplied  them  with  the  seeds  and  manures  at 
about  half  cost  price,  on  condition  that  they  agreed  to  carry 
out  the  directions  of  the  assistant  overseers  in  regard  to 
seeding,  cultivation,  etc.  Special  plots  were  established  to 
demonstrate  the  value  of  liquid  manure. 
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In  arranging  for  these  plots,  the  assistant  overseers  selected, 
as  far  as  possible,  sites  which  would  come  readily  under  the 
notice  of  the  farmers  in  the  district,  land  near  public  roads 
being  generally  chosen  if  otherwise  suitable.  The  plots  were 
If 6 led  conspicuously  so  that  passers-by  might  easily  grasp

The  assistant  overseers  advised  inquirers  as  to  the  com- 
position of  the  mixtures  of  seeds  and  manures  sown  on  the 
plots,  the  prices  and  Sources  of  supply  of  the  different  seeds 
and  manures,  and  the  varieties  of  seed  best  adapted  for  sowing 
n)  m6*  V,arl0us  kinds  of  soils-  They  took  every  opportunity 
of  distributing-  and  explaining  the  Special  leaflets  issued  by 
the  Department  on  various  subjects  of  interest  to  farmers. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  seeds  sown  on  the  demonstration 
plots  were  of  the  required  purity  and  germination,  and,  in 
the  case  of  mixtures  of  seeds  or  manures,  of  the  required 
composition,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Department  for 
the  sampling,  testing,  and  analysing  of  the  various,  plot 
materials  used,  special  action  being  taken  in  cases  where 
materials  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard  guaranteed.

The  foregoing  figures  do  not  include  plots  established  by 
assistant  overseers”  in  connection  with  special  experiments, 
such  as  the  trials  of  varieties  of  potatoes  and  of  turnips,  tne 
testing  of  spraying  mixtures,  etc.,  of  which  a number  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

(2)  Potato  Spraying. 

The  overseers,  together  with  the  assistant  overseers,  and 
eleven  additional  assistants  employed  temporarily  for  the 
purpose,  were,  as  usual,  engaged  during  the  summer  months 
in  advising  and  giving  practical  demonstrations  in  regard  to 
the  spraying  of  potatoes.  In  districts  where  spraying  machines 
could  not  be  readily  procured  at  reasonable  prices,  these  officers 
sold  hand-sprayers  to  small  holders  at  a reduced  rate,  as  was 
the  practice  in  previous  years. 

The  overseers  and  assistant  overseers  continued  to  repair 
defective  spraying  machines  for  small  holders,  the  only  expense 
incurred  by  the  owners  in  this  connection  being  the  cost  of 
the  necessary  repair  parts,  which  were,  save  in  very  exceptional 
cases,  purchased  locally. 

The  numbers  of  spraying  machines  sold  and  repaired  by  the 
officers  referred  to,  throughout  the  congested  districts  during 
1914,  were  as  follows  : —

The  assistant  overseers  repeated  during  the  year  the  series 
of  experiments  carried  out  in  the  previous  year,  with  a view  to 
ascertaining  the  most  efficient  method  of  spraying  potatoes. 

(3)  Supply  oj  Implements . 

As  it  appeared  that  the  requirements  of  small  holders  in 
congested  districts  in  regard  to  assistance  in  the  purchase 
of  agricultural  implements  would  be  adequately  met  by  the 
Department’s  special  loan  scheme  No.  18,  as  revised,  it  was 
decided,  in  December,  1913,  that  the  special  scheme  referred  to 
in  previous  reports  for  the  distribution  of  implements  at  three- 
fourths  of  cost  price  should  be  discontinued.  During  the  period 
in  which  this  special  scheme  was  in  operation,  viz.,  from 
February,  1911,  to  December,  1913,  inclusive,  nearly  1,000 
agricultural  implements  (including  attachments  of  various 
kinds),  of  a total  value  of  about  £3,440,  were  distributed  to 
new  holders  at  the  reduced  rate  mentioned,  the  net  cost  to 
the  Department  being  about  £860.

The  number  of  syringes,  for  the  treatment  of  contagious 
abortion  in  cattle,  sold  during  the  year  by  the  assistant  over- 
seers, at  the  specially  reduced  price  of  five  shillings  each  to 
holders  of  premium  bulls  or  of  bulls  located  on  special  terms 
by  the  Department,  was  29,  the  total  number  thus  sold,  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  April,  1909,  being  226. 

(4)  Tree  Planting. 

The  special  tree  planting  scheme  put  into  operation  by 
the  Department  at  the  close  of  the  year  1911,  and  con- 
fined during  the  years  1911-12  and  1912-13  to  a few  selected 
districts  in  Connacht,  was  extended  during  the  past  year 
to  all  parts  of  the  congested  districts  in  which  assistant 
overseers  were  stationed.  Trees  and  shrubs  were  supplied  at 
one-third  of  the  cost  price  to  small  holders,  on  the  same  condi- 
tions as  obtained  in  previous  years,  and  were  planted  and 
fenced  under  the  supervision  of  the  assistant  overseers.  This 
scheme  did  not  apply  to  county  Donegal  which  was  provided 
for  under  a tree  distribution  scheme  administered  by  the  county 
committee  of  agriculture.  The  quantities  distributed  and 
planted  under  this  scheme  during  the  year  were  as  follows  : —

(5)  Special  Assistance  to  Migrants. 

In  order  to  enable  migrants,  who  had  been  provided  with 
holdings  by  the  Congested  Districts  Board,  to  improve  such 
holdings,  the  Department  and  the  Board  agreed  upon  a special 
scheme  of  grants,  for  which  the  funds  are  provided  by  the 
Board.  These  grants  aid  the  extension  and  improvement  of 
out-offices,  and  the  erection  of  piggeries,  poultry-houses,  and 
sheds  for  implements.  The  administration  of  the  grants  is 
included  in  the  duties  of  the  Department’s  overseers  and 
assistant  overseers,  under  whose  instructions  and  supervision 
the  works  are  carried  out.  In  addition,  the  Department  have 
offered  loans  of  small  amounts  on  easy  terms  for  the  purchase 
of  galvanised  iron,  timber,  etc.,  in  connection  with  these  works. 

Besides  the  help  afforded  to  migrants  under  the  new 
scheme,  assistant  overseers,  when  visiting ' the  holdings  for 
any  purpose,  urge  the  new  occupiers  to  carry  out  improvements 
in  any  matter  concerning  the  holdings  which  requires  attention. 
The  cultivation  of  flowers  and  vegetables,  and  the  planting  of 
ornamental  shelter-belts  receive  particular  care,  special  facili- 
ties being  offered  by  the  Department  for  the  supply  of  seeds 
and  plants. 


(6)  Veterinary  Dispensaries  Scheme. 

This  scheme  was  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  case 
of  some  of  the  centres  the  people  for  whose  benefit  it  Was 
started  did  not  appear  to  be  taking  adequate  advantage  of 
its  provisions.  With  the  object  of  making  the  scheme  more 
widely  availed  of  in  the  future,  the  question  of  revising  the 
list  of  centres  in  some  of  the  districts  was  under  consideration 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  no  new  dispensary  districts  were  added 
to  the  scheme,  but  the  veterinary  surgeons  in  the  Swinford, 
county  Mayo,  and  Clifden,  county  Galway,  districts  resigned 
their  positions,  and  no  successors  had  been  appointed  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  There  are  now  28  veterinary  surgeons  employed 
under  the'  scheme,  who  hold  103  dispensaries  fortnightly  at 
the  centres  mentioned  below  : —

^Thfmain  features  of  this  scheme,  the  object  of  which .is 
the  development  of  the  poultry  industry,  comprise  (1)  the 
establishment  of  poultry  stations  for  direct  improvement  n 
the  quality  of  poultry  stock,  and  (2)  the  giving  of  instruction 
by  means  of  tutorial  classes  and  by  personal  visits  at  the  houses 
of  poultry -keepers.  The  appended  tables  indicate  the  exten 
of  the  operations  carried  out  under  these  heads,  and 
gratifying  to  note  the  steady  progress  that  is  being  made  from 
year  to  year.  In  1913-14  the  number  of  stations  for  the 
distribution  of  settings  of  hen,  duck  and  goose  eggs  was  1,103 
as  compared  with  973  such  stations  in  1912-13,  and  tte  ™ 
an  increase  of  88  in  the  number  of  turkey  stations.  Moreover 
the  number  of  daily  classes  exceeded  the  previous  years 
total  by  169,  and  the  poultry  instructors  visited  18,966 
farms  representing  an  increase  of  3,799.

A laying  compel ition  restricted  to  a limited  number  of  pullets 
was  conducted  by  the  Department  at  the  Munster  Institute, 
Cork.  For  further  information  see  page  54  of  this  Report. 

ihe  two  special  experiments  conducted  by  the  Department  in 
1912-13  in  Co.  Tyrone  were  continued  by  the  county  com- 
mittee of  agriculture  in  1913-14.  One  experiment  provided 
tor  the  distribution  to  residents  in  the  county  of  young 
chickens  from  one  to  five  days  old  hatched  from  eggs  of  pure- 
bred birds.  Sixty-six  dozen  chicks  were  sold  at  a price  of 
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2 d per  chick  during  the  period  from  the  31st  December,  1913, 
to  the  31st  Slav,  1914.  Under  the  second  experiment  a station 
was  established  for  the  distribution  of  sittings  of  eggs  laid  by 
pure-bred  American  bronze  turkeys,  and  a total  of  37  sittings- 
(consisting  of  6 eggs  each)  were  disposed  of  during  the 
season. 

An  eo-g-laying  competition  similar  to  that  conducted  in  the 
& previous  year  was  held  during  the  year 

egg-laying  1913-14,  at  the  Munster  Institute,  Cork. 

competition  The  trial  covered  a period  from  1st 
October,  1913,  to  31st  August,  1914. 
There  were  47  pens  entered  for  the  competition  (including  6 
pens  from  the  Munster  Institute,  and  2 pens  from  the  Ulster 
Dairy  School,  county  Tyrone,  which  did  not  compete  for  money 
prizes).  Each  pen  consisted  of  6 pullets  hatched  after  1st 
January  1913.  The  competition  was  restricted  to  the  breeds 
recognised  under  the  Department’s  poultry-keeping  scheme, 
1912-13,  and  prizes  and  certificates  were  awarded  tor  value 
and  number  of  eggs  respectively.  In  addition  to  these,  special 
prizes  were  awarded  for  (1)  the  greatest  number  of  eggs  produced 
by  any  one  pen  between  1st  October,  1913,  and  the  31st 
January  following,  (2)  the  highest  score  made  by  a pullet  of 
the  non-sitting  breed  during  the  competition,  and.  (3)  the 
highest  score  made  by  a pullet  of  the  sitting  breed,  during  e 
competition. 

With  a view  to  determining  the  relative  values  of  the  returns 
from  second  year  hens  and  from  first  year  hens,  the  Department 
also  carried  out  a test  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the 
competition. 

Although  no  marked  increase  in  the  production  of  eggs  was 
expected  for  about  three  years,  the  educational  value  of  the 
first  competition  was  strikingly  illustrated  in  the  year  undei 
review  by  the  considerable  improvement  in  the.  returns,  this 
improvement  being  a direct  result  of  the  better  judgment  dis- 
played by  entrants  in  the  selection  of  pullets  for  the  second 
year’s  trial. 

The  trial  was  carried  out,  as  in  1912-13,  under  conditions 
suitable  to  the  average  poultry-keeper  in  Ireland,  and  the  satis- 
factory results  attained  in  egg  production  went  to  show'  that 
when  due  consideration  is  given  to  the  feeding,  breeding,  and 
housing  of  fowl,  even  stock  of  average  quality  produce  a 
substantial  profit. 

A detailed  report  on  the  result  of  the  competition  was  pub- 
lished in  Vol.  XV.  of  the  Department’s  Journal  for  October.. 
1914.

This  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  twenty -nine  counties 
during  the  year  1913-14,  and  thirty-six 
butter-making,  instructors  were  employed,  of  whom  twenty  - 
. three  gave  instruction  in  poultry -keeping 
also.  The  committees  of  the  counties  Armagh,  Dublin  Fer- 
managh, and  Limerick  did  not  allocate  funds- for  the  purposes 
•of  the  scheme.  1 

The  most  important  work  of  an  instructor  consists  in  con- 
ducting practical  classes  in  butter-making  at  selected  centres 
These  classes  are  held  for  a period  of  from  two  to  four  weeks’ 
and  daily  instruction  for  not  less  than  two  hours  is  given.  AH 
pupils  take  part  in  the  practical  work,  a churn  being  provided 
lor  every  two  pupils.  The  instructors  when  not  engaged  in 
class  work  visit  dairies  and  give  demonstrations  in  the  making 
of  butter  by  means  of  the  equipment  actually  in  use  at  the 
places  visited.  The  total  number  of  such  visits  and  demonstra- 
tions during  the  year  was  6,754.  In  addition,  lectures  were 
arranged  in  some  counties,  and  a total  number  of  110  such 
lectures  were  delivered  with  an  average  attendance  of  15  per 
lecture.  1

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(5)  Training  of  Creamery  Managers. — Twelve  students  entered 
the  agricultural  station,  Ballyhaise,  for  the  annual  course  in 
creamery  management,  which  lasted  from  the  14tli  October 
1913,  to  the  13th  March,  1914.  A qualifying  examination 
was  held  at  the  termination  of  the  course,  as  a result  of  which 
eight  students  were  chosen  to  serve  an  apprenticeship  of  thirty 
weeks  at  creameries  selected  by  the  Department  with  a view 
to  obtaining  a practical  knowledge  of  creamery  management. 
One  of  the  students  selected  did  not  accept  an  apprenticeship. 

During  the  winter  1913-14  the  following  short  courses  of 
instruction  for  creamery  managers  were  held.  The  courses 
were  of  from  four  to  live  weeks  duration,  and  were  conducted 
by  the  Department’s  instructors  in  dairying.  The  expenses

(6)  Examinations  for  Creamery  CcYtijicates. — -The  examina- 
tion for  certificates  in  subjects  relating  to  creamery  manage- 
ment -was  held,  as  usual,  in  conjunction  with  the  qualifying 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  creamery  course  at  the  agri- 
cultural station,  Ballyhaise.  Eighteen  candidates,  including 
twelve  who  had  just  completed  their  course  of  instruction  at 
the  agricultural  station  attended  the  examination,  and  ten 
were  awarded  certificates  of  having  passed  the  examination 
ill  technical  subjects.  Two  applicants  who  had  passed  the 
examination  in  technical  subjects  in  previous  years  were 
granted  “ Creamery  Managers’  Certificates.” 

(7)  Training  of  Dairymaids  in  Creamery  Work. — The  Depart- 
ment make  arrangements  by  which  pupils  who  have  finished 
satisfactorily  the  third  term  course  of  instruction  at  the 
Munster  Institute  and  the  Ulster  Dairy  School  are  afforded 
an  opportunity  of  obtaining  practical  training  as  dairymaids 
at  creameries.  During  the  year  eight  pupils  from  the  Munster 
Institute  and  four  from  the  Ulster  Dairy  School  were  selected 
for  training,  and  of  these  eleven  accepted  the  Department’s 
offer.  Four  pupils  finished  their  training  at  creameries  and 
received  certificates.

The  expenses  of  the  courses,  which  were  conducted  by  the 
instructors  in  dairying,  were  defrayed  by  the  Department. 

Cheese-making  is  slowly  developing  in  those  districts  where 
the  farmers  prefer  to  sell  whole  milk 

CHEESE-MAKING,  rather  than  butter  fat.  The  existing  fac- 
tories have  increased  their  output,  and 
several  new  factories  have  taken  up  the  manufacture  of  cheese. 

During  the  year  a number  of  the  factories,  under  the  direction 
of  the  instructor  in  cheese-making,  took  up  the  manufacture 
of  Cheddar  and  Derby  cheese  in  addition  to  that  of  Caerphilly. 
The  results  were  satisfactory,  and  these  factories  are  now  able 
to  turn  their  attention  to  that  variety  of  cheese  which  promises 
the  largest  profit  at  a particular  season  of  the  year. 

Twelve  pupils  have  received  training  in  the  manufacture 
of  cheese,  and  most  of  these  are  now  in  employment  as  cheese- 
makers.  Hitherto  pupils  had  been  trained  in  England,  but 
during  1913-14  one  of  the  Irish  factories,  well  equipped  for 
the  purpose,  undertook  to  give  facilities,  and  three  pupils  were 
in  training  there  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  services  of  the  instructor  in  cheese-making  were  in  great 
demand  and  highly  appreciated. 


Forty-one  instructors  were  employed  in  the  thirty-three 
counties  ; of  these  thirty -five  were  qualified 
horticulture  to  give  instruction  in  both  horticulture 
AND  bee-keeping,  and  bee-keeping,  three  in  horticulture  alone, 
and  three  in  bee-keeping  alone.  Two  county 
committees  each  employed  separate  instructors  for  horticulture 
and  for  bee-keeping,  while  in  one  county  a bee-keeping  in- 
structor alone  was  appointed. 

The  duties  of  the  instructors  under  this  scheme  consist 
chiefly  in  visiting  and  giving  instruction  at  gardens  and  cottage 
plots.  "Where  possible  demonstrations  are  arranged  and 
■conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  residents.  The  total 
number  of  visits  made  and  demonstrations  held  during 
1913-14  was  36,068,  an  increase  of  1,253  on  the  previous 
year.  In  a few  counties  lectures  were  considered  desirable, 
and  a total  of  126  such  lectures  were  delivered  with  an  average 
attendance  of  37  persons.  The  instructors  were  also  responsible 
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lor  the  laying  out  and  supervision  of  demonstration  plots,  of 
which  360  vvere  established  during  the  past  season.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  scheme,  the 
selection  of  sites  for  these  plots  is  confined  mainly  to  allotments 
attached  to  labourers’  cottages.  The  plots  are  planted  at  the 
expense  of  the  county  committees,  with  suitable  fruit  trees  and 
vegetables.  The  owners  of  plots  continued  to  evince  a keen 
interest  in  the  management  thereof,  and  generally  speakinv, 
the  plots  were  creditably  conducted  and  showed  an  improve- 
ment on  previous  years.  In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittees in  this  matter,  the  Department  paid  special  attention 
to  all  plots  established  under  the  scheme,  and  had  them 
systematically  inspected  by  their  overseers  during  the  season. 

In  connection  with  the  sale  of  trees  under  clause  9 of  the 
scheme,  the  principal  Irish  nurseries  were  again  inspected 
with  a view  to  advising  the  county  committees  of  the  firms 
from  which  reliable  stocks  of  trees  could  be  obtained  for  dis- 
tribution to  applicants  in  the  various  counties  at  cost  price. 
The  trees  were  planted  under  the  supervision  of  the  horticultural 
instructor.

This  scheme  was  put  into  operation  in  twenty-nine  administra- 
tive counties  in  the  year  1914.  Punds  were 
phizes  for  not  provided  for  the  purposes  of  the 
cottages  and  scheme  in  the  counties  of  Armagh,  Carlow, 
small  farms.  Dublin,  and  King’s  County. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the 
competition  has  maintained  its  popularity,  and  that  the  number 
of  entries  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  total  by  184.  There 
was  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  prizes  awarded  and  the 
amount  expended  in  prizes.

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The  judging  of  the  cottages  and  small  farms  entered  for 
the  competition  was  carried  out,  as  in  previous  years,  by  the 
agricultural  instructors,  who  acted  in  counties  other  than 
those  in  which  they  were  employed  as  instructors.

The  scheme  of  prizes  for  tillage  was  again  adopted  by  the 
Meath  county  committee,  although  it  had 
prizes  eor  not  been  successful  in  the  past,  and  did 
tillage.  not  appear  to  have  effected  its  object,  viz., 
to  encourage  the  extension  of  tillage  and 
improvement  in  the  methods  of  cultivation.  The  conditions 
of  the  scheme  were  revised  for  the  year  1914,  by  introducing 
a scale  of  marks  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  undue 
preference  being  given  to  farmers  who  tilled  a relatively  large 
proportion  of  their  land,  but  whose  methods  of  cultivation 
were  below  the  standard  contemplated  by  the  scheme.  The 
Department  approved  the  scheme  for  1914  on  the  understanding 
that  the  entries  for  the  competition  would  not  be  confined 
to  such  farmers  as  had  hitherto  competed,  and  that  a reason- 
able number  of  holdings  would  be  entered  for  the  competition. 
As  in  previous  years  the  county  was  divided  for  the  purposes 
of  the  competition  into  three  districts,  and  three  prizes,  value 
respectively  £30,  £20  and  £15  were  offered  in  each  district.

shows.  In  the  case  of  several  agricultural 

societies  to  which  subsidies  had  been  pro- 
visionally awarded  in  1914,  the  shows  arranged  to  be  held 
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during  the  year  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  the  outbreak 
of  the  war.  In  a few  instances  the  societies  had  incurred 
considerable  outlay  in  connection  with  their  shows  before  it 
was  found  necessary  to  cancel  their  arrangements.  In  order 
to  recoup  such  societies  part  of  their  losses,  the  Department 
approved  of  the  county  committees  paying  in  special  circum- 
stances portion  of  the  grants  allocated. 

Under  the  scheme  it  was  necessary  for  show  societies  receiving 
grants  to  provide  prizes  for  Irish  Draught  mares  and  their 
progeny  at  shows  held  in  counties  where  mares  of  this  type 
were  located,  and  where  a reasonable  number  of  entries  was 
likely  to  be  forthcoming.  In  dairying  districts  show  societies 
were  required  to  make  special  provision  for  classes  for  regis- 
tered dairy  cows  and  their  progeny,  and  in  the  case  of  live- 
stock shows  other  than  shows  confined  to  horses,  provision 
was  made  in  the  schedule  of  prizes  for  the  inclusion  of  classes 
for  sheep,  goats,  swine,  and  for  the  breeds  of' poultry  sub- 
sidised by  the  county  committees. 

For  the  purposes  of  these  subsidies  in  1914,  a gross  sum  of 
£6,579  was  allocated  by  the  several  county  committees,  of 
which  £5,816  was  actually  expended  as  shown  in  the  following

There  were  16,749  mares  inspected,  of  which  8,363  were 
passed  by  the  judges  as  eligible  for  nominations,  but  of  these 
the  veterinary  surgeons  rejected  886  as  unsound. 

Over  70  per  cent,  of  the  nominations  awarded  were  given 
to  mares  six  years  of  age  and  under. 

In  accordance  with  a regulation  made  by  eight  county 
committees,  payment  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  nomina- 
tion fee  was  deferred  pending  the  production  of  a foal  in  the 
following  year.  A similar  regulation  was  adopted  by  nine 
committees  in  1913,  and  payment  of  balance  of  the  nomination 
fees  was  not  made  until  1914.

Development  Grant.— The  grant  of  £10,000  referred  to  in 
previous  Reports  was  again  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Department  and  was  applied  to  the  following  purposes  : 

(a)  Purchase  of  Stallions. 

(b)  Nominations  of  Mares. 

(c)  Irish  Draught  Horse  Scheme. 

(a)  During  the  past  year  the  Department  purchased  five 
stallions  at  a total  cost  of  £1,240.  Four  of  these  stallions 
were  subsequently  sold  to  farmers  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Department’s  scheme  of  loans.  Thirty  colts,  viz., 
eight  thoroughbreds  and  twenty-two  half-breds  were  pur- 
chased at  a cost  of  £2,146  15s.  In  addition,  the  Department 
purchased  seven  colts  at  £200  each  in  connection  with  their 
Irish  Draught  Horse  scheme. 

(b)  The  Department  distributed  the  entire  sum,  viz.,  £5,000 
ear-marked  for  providing  additional  nominations  under  the 
general,  horse  breeding  scheme  between  the  thirty -three 
county  committees. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  grant,  the  county  committees 
had  available  a sum  of  £7,286  allocated  from  the  joint  fund. 
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and  thus  they  were  enabled  to  award  a total  of  6,043  nomina- 
tions of  the  value  of  £2  each  (in  county  Dublin  the  nomination 
tee  was  fixed  by  the  county  committee  at  £3).  The  total 
amount  expended  for  this  purpose  was  £12,286. 

266  originally  selected  for  the  purposes 

the  Irish  Draught  Horse  scheme,  181  were  served  during 
the  past  season  by  approved  Irish  draught  stallions.  The 
twelve  sires  registered  for  the  purposes  of  the  scheme  stood 
in  the  same  counties  as  last  year,  viz.,  one  in  each  of  the 
counties  Carlow,  Clare,  Cork,  Down,  Kildare,  Limerick 
Monaghan  Queen’s,  Westmeath,  and  Wexford,  and  two  in 
county  Kilkenny. 

The  Department,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
scheme,  carried  out  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  an 
inspection  of  124  two-year-old  colts  and  fillies,  viz.,  65  colts 
and  59  fillies,  out  of  mares  entered  in  the  register  and  «ot 
by  a registered  Irish  Draught  stallion.  Of  these,  7 colts 
were  selected  and  purchased  as  eligible  for  registration  in 
connection  with  the  Department’s  ge  eral  horse-breeding 
scheme  and  12  fillies  were  passed  as  suitable  for  the  purposes 
oi  the  Irish  Draught  Horse  scheme. 

The  total  expenditure,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  carrying  out 
the  inspection  referred  to,  under  this  head  amounted  to  £l,300. 
this  included  the  cost  of  keep  of  mares  while  at  stud,  the 
service  fee,  and  the  carriage  to  and  from  stallion.

The  thirty-three  county  committees  set  aside  funds  for  the 
award  in  the  aggregate  of  961  premiums  for  1914. 

At  local  exhibitions  held  at  411  centres  552  bulls  which  had 
held  premiums  in  1913  were  passed  as  suitable  for  further  pre- 
miums and  of  these  525  were  awarded  premiums  for  1914  by  the 
several  county  committees.  This  left  436  premiums  available 
for  new  applicants,  but  only  368  were  taken  up  provisionally. 
The  total  number  of  premiums  awarded  was  therefore  893  or 
93  per  cent,  of  the  total  for  which  provision  had  been  made. 

In  Ulster  98  per  cent.,  in  Leinster  97  per  cent.,  in  Connacht 
88  per  cent.,  and  in  Munster  83  per  cent,  of  the  total  premiums 
offered  were  taken  up. 

In  Consequence  of  the  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  cattle 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  during  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  certain  approved  shows  and  sales 
at  which  it  was  usual  to  select  bulls  for  premiums  had  to  be 
abandoned.  As  a result,  difficulty  arose  as  to  the  provision 
of  suitable  animals  for  applicants  selected  to  keep  premium 
sires.  The  Department  were,  however,  able  to  arrange  with 
some  of  the  more  important  agricultural  societies  throughout 
the  country  to  organise  local  sales  for  the  benefit  of  breeders 
resident  within  certain  scheduled  areas.  By  this  means 
sufficient  young  bulls  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  scheme 
were  procured.

In  1913  the  number  of  such  special  premiums  was  195  and 
the  number  of  bulls  sold  at  reduced  prices  was  26. 

The  total  number  of  bulls  standing  in  the  country  during  1914 
under  the  general  cattle-breeding  scheme  was  1,185,  viz.,  292 
placed  by  the  Department  under  the  special  arrangements  fox- 
congested  counties  and  893  in  connection  with  county  schemes.. 

Under  the  Department’s  scheme  No.  20  (page  [102]  of  the 
Appendices),  421  cows  were  offered  for 
registration  of  inspection  in  the  year  1913-14.  Of  these 
dairy  cattle.  344  were  provisionally  selected  for  registra- 
tion. Amongst  the  animals  presented  for 
inspection  were  137  Kerry  cows,  of  which  91  were  selected. 

There  was  a marked  increase  as  compared  with  previous 
years  in  the  number  of  pure-bred  shorthorn  cows  presented 
for  inspect  on.  Of  115  pure-bred  cows  inspected,  108  were 
provisionally  selected. 

There  were  138  bulls,  the  produce  of  registered  dairy  cows, 
offered  for  inspection  with  a view  to  provisional  selection  for 
premiums  under  the  Department’s  cattle  breeding  scheme. 
Of  these,  73  were  passed  as  suitable  and  entered  in  the  register 
as  “ Registered  Dairy  Bulls.”  At  the  close  of  the  year  there 
were  237  registered  dairy  bulls  and  1,968  cows  in  the  register. 
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In  . order  to  encourage  further  the  formation  of  cow-testing 
associations,  the  Department  uhis  year 
COW-TESTING  increased  the  amount  of  the  grant  payable 
associations.  to  associations  under  clause  3 of  the 
scheme  (see  page  [100]  of  Appendices),  to 
two  pence  per  cow  per  monthly  test,  at  the  same  tune  re- 
quiring associations  to  pay  their  supervisors  at  the  rate  of 
at  least  three  pence  per  cow  per  monthly  test.  As  P^ment  at 
this  rate  enables  the  supervisor  of  an  association  with  from 
350  cows  upwards  to  procure  the  services  of  a competent 
assistant,  it  should  lead  to  more  efficient  supervision  of  the. 

work  of  associations.  q

The  operations  under  this  scheme  in.  1914  were  confined 
mainly  to  the  counties  Antrim,  Armagh 
sheep-breeding,  and  Tyrone.  The  committees  of  these 
counties  arranged  for  the  placing  of  rams 
in  the  mountain  districts.  The  number  of  black-faced  rams 
located  in  the  counties  named  was  nine,  five  and  five  respec- 
tively. 

The  scheme  -inaugurated  by  the  Westmeath  county  com- 
mittee in  1912  for  the  first  time,  was  again  adopted  in  1914,  but 
so  far  it  has  not  proved  a success. 
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Prizes  for  sheep  were  provided  at  the  several  live-stock  shows 
subsidised  by  county  committees. 

The  Department,  as  heretofore,  sold  at  reduced  prices  a 
number  of  black-faced  rams  to  residents  in  the  congested 
counties.

(c)  Experiments  and  Investigations. 

Exact  details  of  the  official  field  experiments  conducted 
during  the  year  1913-14  by  itinerant 
eield  instructors  in  agriculture  are  given  in  the 

experiments  schemes  inserted  at  page  [115]  of  the 
and  Appendices. 

demonstrations.  Each  instructor  is  required  to  undertake 
as  many  such  experiments  as  he  can  reason- 
ably supervise.  The  experiments  of  each  class  are,  accordingly, 
carried  out  over  a wide  area  and  under  varying  conditions  as 
regards  soil  and  climate.  Reliable  conclusions,  applicable  to 
the  country  generally,  can  accordingly  be  drawn  when  the  re- 
sults are  collated,  after  the  experiments  have  extended  over  a 
sufficient  number  of  years. 

The  schemes  are  frequently  revised  and  new  experiments  are 
introduced  from  time  to  time. 

At  the  end  of  each  year  the  results  of  the  official  experiments 
are  published  in  the  Department’s  Journal,  and  are  subse- 
quently included  in  the  Department’s  series  of  leaflets  on 
agricultural  subjects. 

The  instructors  also  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review

The  number  of  demonstration  plots  laid  down  was  2,132 
as  compared  with  2,003  in  1912-13.  These  demonstrations  are 
intended  to  bring,  in  a practical  manner,  under  the  notice  of 
farmers,  the  results  obtained  by  using  the  combinations  of 
manures,  or  varieties  of  seed,  or  by  adopting  the  methods  of 
cultivation,  which  the  experiments  have  shown  to  be  the  most 
profitable.  The  plots  are  situated  as  a rale  in  fields  adjacent 
to  public  roads. 

In  1913  the  fourth  series  of  manurial  experiments  rvas  com- 
menced. The  trials  were  conducted  in 
flax.  county  Londonderry,  at  ten  centres,  from 

each  of  which  reliable  results  were  obtained. 
This  series  was  designed  to  afford  information  as  to  the 
influence  (1)  of  varying  quantities  of  muriate  of  potash,  and  (2) 
of  sulphate  of  ammonia  both  when  used  singly  and  in  com- 
bination with  muriate  of  potash.  Liming  trials  and  com- 
parative tests  of  Irish  saved  and  other  seeds  were  again 
repeated.  Full  details  and  results  of  the  various  experiments 

< * Under  the  head  “Miscellaneous  ” are  included  experiments  (1)  in  the 
improvement  of  second-class  pasture  by  manuring,  (2)  to  ascertain  the 
influence  of  certain  grass  seed  mixtures  in  forming  pasture,  (3)  to  ascertain 
the  residual  value  of  manures ' on  land,  (4)  to  test  the  value  of  lime 
applied  to  land  in  different  forms. 
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will  be  published  in  an  early  issue  of  the  Department ’s  Journal 
and  also  in  leaflet  form. 

The  produce  from  the  1914  flax  experimental  plots  including 
manurial  (fourth  series,  second  year),  liming,  and  seed  trials- 
will  be  scutched  in  the  1914-15  season. 

A leaflet  containing  a summary  of  the  information  collected 
by  the  Department  as  to  the  flax  seed  harvests  in  Russia  and 
Holland  in  1913,  was  issued  early  in  1914  for  the  guidance  of 
flax  growers  and  seed  merchants. 

During  the  sowing  and  harvest  periods  in  1914  the  Department 
again  placed  the  services  of  a temporary  flax  instructor  at  the 
disposal  of  a number  of  farmers  in  county  Wicklow  who  co- 
operated in  growing  small  experimental  areas  of  flax  with  a 
view,  if  remunerative  results  were  obtained,  to  cultivating  the 
crop  on  an  extensive  scale.  Owing  to  very  dry  weather  during 
the  early  summer  of  1913,  the  growth  of  the  county  Wicklow 
crop  was  stunted,  and  the  average  returns  obtained  for  the 
flax  scutched  in  1913-14  were  not  remunerative.  The  flax 
grown  in  1914  will  be  scutched  during  the  coming  season. 

The  eight  flax  apprentices  who  were  trained  in  1912-13, 
received  appointments  as  instructors  at  the  beginning  of  1914. 
With  this  addition  to  the  staff  there  were  in  the  employment 
of  the  Department  at  the  close  of  the  year  twenty  flax  instruc- 
tors, who  were  located  at  the  following  centres  : — Ballymonev, 
county  Antrim : Forkhill  and  Armagh,  county  Armagh;  Cootehill, 
county  Cavan ; Carndonagh  and  Letterkenny , county  Donegal ; 
Kilkeel,  Newry,  and  Rathfriland,  county  Down  ; Glendermott, 
Kilrea,  and  Magherafelt  (present  headquarters  for  field  experi- 
ments, two  instructors),  county  Londonderry;  Castleblayney  and 
Monaghan,  county  Monaghan;  Omagh  and  Strabane,  co. 
Tyrone ; Clonakilty,  county  Cork;  Killala,  county  Mayo; 
Leffany,  county  Sligo. 

Fourteen  of  the  instructors  received  special  training  in 
scutch-mill  work  during  1913-14,  and  most  of  them,  in  addition 
to  their  ordinary  duties  of  giving  personal  advice  to  flax  growei's, 
are  now'  competent  to  give  demonstrations  on  the  most  economic 
methods  of  scutching,  and  also  to  advise  mill-owners  as  to  the 
equipment  of  their  mills  and  the  proper  adjustment  of  mill 
machinery.  In  1914  one  hundred  sets  of  demonstration  plots 
were  laid  down  by  the  instructors  to  show  the  influence  of 
manures  and  afford  a comparison  of  the  productiveness  of 
different  kinds  of  seed. 

During  the  year  under  review  new  flax  markets  were  estab- 
lished in  Armagh  and  Monaghan,  and  the  old  established 
markets  in  Rathfriland  and  New'ry  were  revived.  The  aggregate 
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quantity  of  scutched  flax  sold  in  these  foul-  markets  during  the 
year  amounted  to  1,450  tons.  The  local  flax  instructors  gave 
all  assistance  possible  in  the  organization  of  these  markets. 
Attention  was  also  given  by  the  Department  to  the  marketing 
of  flax  in  county  Cork. 

Grants  in  part  payment  of  Wages  of  approved  foremen  who 
trained  local  workers  were  made  to  one  mill-owner  in  county 
Donegal,  one  in  Cork,  and  one  in  Mayo. 

Loans  were  granted  by  the  Department  to  three  mill-owners 
for  the  improvement  of  their  mills,  see  page  101. 

Under  the  Department’s  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the 
flax  growing  industry  the  county  agricultural  committees  of 
Cork,  Fermanagh,  and  Monaghan  offered  prizes  for  flax  on 
foot  during  1914.  The  total  number  of  entries  received  was 
312,  and  a sum  of  £136  15s.  was  awarded  in  prizes.  The  com- 
petition was  held  in  the  same  counties  as  in  1913,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  there  was  an  increase  of  47  entries 
this  year.  A copy  of  this,  scheme  will  be  found  at  page  [74]  of 
the  Appendices. 

Preliminary  experiments  on  the  ventilation  of  scutch  mills 
were  instituted  in  1913-14.  Though  the  dust  was  satisfactorily 
extracted,  the  cost  of  the  appliances  and  equipment  used  was 
found  to  be  in  excess  of  what  most  mill-owners  could  afford  to 
expend.  It  is  hoped  as  a result  of  these  trials  to  devise  a less 
expensive  apparatus  and  method,  which  will  be  tested  in 
further  experiments.  ia« 

Experiments  on  sugar  beet  growing  were  conducted  in 
1913,  at  12  centres  in  the  counties  of  Carlow. 
sugar  beet.  Cork  (2),  Donegal,  Kilkenny,  Londonderry, 
Louth,  Mayo,  Sligo,  Tipperary  (2),  and 
Wexford.  The  plan  of  these  experiments  was  identical  with 
that  of  the  1912  trials.  Owing  to  wet  weather  sowing  was 
retarded,  and  the  crop  Was  got  in  fully  a fortnight  later  in 
the  season  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  most  striking  feature  of  the  results  of  the  1913  experi- 
ments is  the  low  sugar  content  of  the  roots — the  average  for  all 
the  six  plots  at  the  10  centres  from  which  reliable  returns  were 
obtained  being  only  14-6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  18-2  per 
cent,  in  1912,  and  18-5  per  cent,  in  1911.  This  comparatively 
low  sugar  content  of  the  1913  crop  was,  in  all  probability,  due 
to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  late  sowing  the  roots  did  not 
mature  so  well  as  in  1911  and  1912.  The  average  yields  and 
sugar  contents  of  the  roots  from  the  10  centres  are  given  in 
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the  following  table,  which  also  includes  the  Corresponding 
returns  for  1912  and  1911

A detailed  report  on  the  1913  experiments,  together  with  a 
summary  of  the  results  of  the  three  years’  trials,  was  published 
in  the  Department’s  Journal  and  was  also  issued  in  pamphlet 
form.  As  the  results  of  the  experiments  carried  out  in  1911- 
1913  indicated  the  returns  (yields  and  sugar  contents)  which 
may  be  obtained  with  proper  care  in  Ireland,  no  experiments 
on  sugar  beet  growing  were  carried  out  in  1914. 


The  scheme  of  experiments  in  the  cultivation  of  tobacco 
undertaken  by  the  Department  in  1904 
tobacco.  concluded  with  the  1913  crop.  An  ad 
interim  annual  report  on  the  results,  so 
far  as  available,  down  to  the  end  of  the  1913  season  appeared 
in  the  issue  of  the  Department’s  Journal  for  January,  1914. 
Full  particulars  regarding  the  1913  crop  are  not  yet  obtainable. 
A final  report  on  the  entire  series  of  experiments  now  con- 
cluded will  be  made  as  soon  as  all  necessary  information 
relating  to  this  crop  has  been  obtained. 

All  the  crops  grown  in  1913  under  the  Department’s  super- 
vision, with  the  exception  of  portion  of  that  grown  at  one 
centre,  have  been  sold  to  manufacturers  at  an  average  price 
of  5| d.  per  lb.,  pipe  varieties  realising  from  4 fd.  to  Sid.  per 
lb.,  and  cigarette  varieties  7 d.  per  lb. 

That  portion  of  the  1912  crop  sold,  which  had  been  sold 
prior  to  30th  September,  1914,  was  purchased  by  six  manu- 
facturers. Practically  all  of  it  was  pipe  tobacco  which  varied 
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considerably  in  quality  owing  to  the  exceptionally  bad  season. 
Very  few  parcels  were  up  to  the  average  quality  of  previous 
years.  Though  the  majority  of  the  manufacturers  reported 
an  improvement  in  the  grading  and  packing,  only  two  expressed 
themselves  as  -well  pleased  with  the  quality  of  the  tobacco. 

A further  scheme  of  experiments  covering  a period  of  ten 
years,  to  be  financed  out  of  the  Development  Fund,  was  put 
into  operation  in  1914.  In  addition  to  the  advances  of 
£85,000  from  this  Fund  in  aid  of  these  experiments  mentioned 
in  the  last  Report;  the  Treasury  have  approved  of  further- 
advances  to  the  extent  of  £28,675,  making  £63,675  in  all , 
being  made  from  the  Fund  for  the  purposes  of  the  experiments. 
The  following  are  the  areas  cropped  in  1914  at  the  different 
centres  where  experiments  under  the  new  schemes  have  been 
instituted  : —

Of  this  area,  a grant  at  the  rate  of  £25  per  acre  is  payable 
by  the  Department  in  respect  of  215  acres  3,150j  sq.  yds.  only. 
The  results  obtained  from  the  extra  2 acres  1421 J sq.  yds.  will,, 
however,  be  included  with  those  over  the  area  in  respect  of 
which  the  subsidy  is  payable. 

Pipe  varieties  were  grown  on  211  acres  3,362  sq.  yds.  ot 
the  entire  area  cropped.  The  remaining  6j  acres  were  planted 
with  cigarette  varieties. 

Besides  the  area  cropped  by  persons  conducting  experi- 
ments under  the  Department’s  supervision,  approximately 
7i  acres  were  grown  by  nine  other  persons  in  Ireland  who- 
took  out  licences  for  the  purpose. 

The  1914  season  was  very  exceptional.  The  spring  was 
marked  by  very  dry,  sunny  weather  which  was  favourable  for 
seedbeds,  but  rendered  the  preparation  of  land  and  planting 
both  difficult  and  expensive.  The  drought  which  prevailed, 
throughout  June  and  July  checked  growth  and  retarded 
maturity.  August  rains  accompanied  by  Warmth  induced  a 
rapid  and  succulent  growth  which  was  not  desirable  at  that 
time  of  the  year  and  caused  fungoid  disease,  but  the  progress. 
of  disease  was  checked  by  the  dry  weather  which  followed,  and 
the  quality  of  the  tobacco  was  improved.  The  cool  dry  weather 
of  mid-September  induced  a frost  on  the  nights  of  the  20th 
and  21st  of  the  month,  which  caused  damage  to  the  crop  in 
county  Meath.  Fortunately,  the  damage  was  slight,  and  though 
the  quality  of  some  tobacco  will  be  somewhat  affected,  the 
yield  should  not  be  materially  reduced.  Apart  from  this 
frost,  the  harvesting  and  curing  seasons  were  very  favourable. 
The  yield  and  quality  of  the  tobacco  promise  to  be  fair 
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The  plots  established  in  connection  with  this  experiment' 
were  supervised  during  the  year  by  the 
fruit  as  Department’s  resident  horticulturists.  As 
A farm  CROP.  the  period  over  which  the  Department 

, . , , , . undertook  to  provide  special  assistance  for 

plot-holders  under  this  scheme  had  expired,  the  Department 
decided  to  cease  after  the  close  of  1914  to  render  any  direct 
assistance  m this  connection.  In  future  plot -holders  must  rely 
on  the  services  of  the  county  horticultural  instructors  for 
any  information  or  advice  which  they  may  require. 

The  Department  continued  to  encourage  the  planting  of 
fruit  trees  on  commercial  lines  by  granting  loans  on  easy  terms- 
to  associations  of  fruit  growers.  Loans  were  granted  during 
the  year  for  the  planting  of  foity-two  acres  under  the  scheme  in 
question. 


The  monetary  assistance  given  by  the  Department  in  the 
years  1911-12  and  1912-13  in  aid  of  the 
winter  experiment  at  the  creamery  of  the  Dram- 
dairying.  holm  Co-operative  Agricultural  and  Dairy 
Society  was  not  continued  during  the  year 
under  review,  as  the  society,  notwithstanding  urgent  repre- 
sentations by  the  Department,  failed  to  comply  with  one  of 
the  prescribed  conditions  of  the  grant. 

For  the  two  years  during  which  the  experiment  was  carried 
out  the  Department  guaranteed  the  society  against  any  loss 
which  might  be  incurred  by  paying  for  milk  at  the  rate  of 
5d.  per  gallon  for  the  months  of  December,  January,  and 
February,  and  at  the  rate  of  4-|-d.  per  gallon  for  March,  the 
separated  milk  and  buttermilk  being  returned  free  to  suppliers- 

In  addition,  a bonus  of  Id.  per  gallon  was  given  to  each 
supplier  for  the  quantities  of  milk  supplied  during  the  period 
December  to  March  in  excess  of  the  quantity  supplied  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  year,  provided  that 
the  increase  was  the  result  of  a bona  fide  effort  to  carry  on  a 
system  of  winter  dairying. 

The  payment  of  the  stipulated  rates  involved  no  loss  to  the 
creamery,  and  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  milk 
supplied  during  the  winter  months. 

The  progress  of  winter  dairying  has  been  retarded  in  many 
cases  by  proprietors  of  creameries  paying,  during  the  summer,, 
higher  prices  than  the  milk  is  worth,  and  recouping  the  loss 
incurred  by  under-paying  during  the  autumn  and  winter 
months. 

In  connection  with  these  experiments  the  Department  have 
required  creameries  to  make  out  monthly  estimates  and  to- 
keep  their  accounts  in  such  a way  as  to  allow  the  working 
expenses  to  be  proportionately  distributed  over  the  yeaty 
and  an  equitable  price  paid  for  milk  during  the  autumn  and 
winter.  Several  creameries  besides  those  at  which  experiments 
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-were  carried  out  have  now  adopted  a similar  system  with 
satisfactory  results. 

It  was  considered  that  the  objects  of  the  scheme  of  live  stock 
experiments  in  operation  during  the  years 
experiments  1911—12  and  1912—13  had  been  sufficiently 
IN  the  feeding  attained  at  the  end  of  that  period,  and  it 
oe  live  stock,  was  accordingly  decided  to  discontinue  the 
scheme.  A summary  of  the  results  of 
-these  experiments  was  published  in  the  Department  s Journal 
and  afterwards  reprinted  separately  as  a leaflet  for  circulation 
amongst  farmers. 

A new  scheme  of  live  stock  experiments,  details  of  which 
are  given  in  division  B.  of  the  scheme  of  agricultural  expeii- 
ments  printed  at  page  [112]  of  the  Appendices,  was  introduced 
for  the  year  1913-14.  The  experiments  were  as  heretofore 
conducted  under  the  supervision  of  itinerant  instructors  in 
agriculture  and  were  carried  out  in  every  county  with  one 
exception.  The  number  of  experiments  of  each  class  under- 
taken was  as  follows  : —

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  fourteen  experiments  of  a special 
nature  were  carried  out  by  the  instructors,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  experiments  undertaken  to  ninety.  The  results  of 
the  experiments  will  be  published  ill  due  course. 

The  only  dead  meat  society  which  the  Department  assisted 
by  means  of  a grant  during  the  year  1913- 
dead  meat  14,  was  the  Louth  and  Meath  farmers’  dead 
trade.  meat  society  formed  at  Drogheda.  This 

grant  was  the  second  afforded  by  the  De- 
partment tow'ards  the  provision  at  this  centre  of  technical 
instruction  and  expert  advice,  i.e.,  the  services  of  a qualified 
instructor  and  expert  butcher  for  twelve  months.  It  was 
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fully  availed  of  during  the  year  under  review  and  was  adminis- 
tered, as  was  the  case  with  the  previous  grant,  by  the  county 
Louth  committee  of  agriculture.  With  a view  to  encouraging 
feeders,  portion  of  the  grant  was  utilized  in  the  giving  of  prizes 
for  those  lots  of  cattle  (three  in  each  lot)  slaulhtejd  at  the 
society  s abattoir,  which  showed  the  highest  percentage  of 
carcase  weight  to  live  weight.  During  the  year  about  1.320 
cattle  were  slaughtered  for  export  at  the  abattoir,  as  compared 
with  about  900  cattle  m the  previous  year.  In  addition  about 
? ^eep  were  dealt  with.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  refrigerating 

plant  the  trade  during  the  summer  months — May  to  August 

was  very  much  restricted.  ° 


The  dead  meat  society  formed  at  Athy  in  February,  1913 
made  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  an  abattoir,  but  had  not 
commenced  trading  operations  at  the  close  of  the  year 


The  training  of  apprentices  in  poultry  fattening  at  the  Castle 
Poultry  Farm,  Rathdrum,  was  continued 
poultry  as  in  previous  years. 

FATTENING.  One  apprentice,  who  had  been  admitted 

T during-  1912-13,  completed  his  course  in 

July,  1914,  was  approved  by  the  Department  as  qualified  to 
act  as  poultry  fattener,  and  obtained  employment  in  that 
capacity.  Four  new  apprentices  were  admitted,  of  whom  one 
resigned  his  apprenticeship,  leaving  three  in  training  at  the  end 
oi  the  year. 

Two  supplementary  courses  in  the  fattening  and  trussing  of 
fowl,  grading  of  eggs,  etc.,  for  county  instructors  were  held  in 
May  and  July  respectively.  Six  instructors  attended  the  course 
hi  May,  and  five  that  in  July. 

One  reduced  subsidy  of  15s.  per  week  towards  the  wages  of 
a qualified  fattener,  granted  in  1912-13  to  a private  poultry 
fattening  station,  ceased  during  the  year  under  review,  and 
subsidies  of  £l  5s.  per  week  each  for  a period  of  twelve  months 
were  granted  to  two  new  stations. 


Arrangements  were  made  for  the  resumption  of  experiments 
and  observations  on  a more  extended  and 
warble  fly  systematic  scale  than  had  hitherto  been 
possible.  As  a result  much  has  been  done 
towards  elucidating  the  life  history  of  the 
insect,  and  thus  obtaining  data  that  may  be  of  assistance  in 
devising  a practicable  and  inexpensive  means  of  exterminat- 
ing the  pest.  The  results  of  the  observations  of  the  manner 
m which  the  first  stage  larva  enters  the  host  are  of  particular 
importance.  Some  fresh  light  has  also  been  thrown  upon  the 
life  history  of  the  insect  in  the  body  of  the  host.  Owing  to 
unforseen  circumstances,  the  steps  taken  to  demonstrate 'the

possibility  oi  exterminating  the  pest  m an  isolated  aiea  by 
carrying  'out  systematically  the  process  ol  squeezing  out  the 
mao-gots  from  the  backs  of  all  the  infected  cattle  on  an  island 
were  frustrated,  but  some  useful  observations  were  made  at 
the  Department’s  agricultural  stations  of  the  results  of  this, 
process  as  well  as  of  the  application  of  smears  and  otliei  pie 
parations  intended  to  destroy  the  maggots  before  they  emerge- 
from  the  host.  An  account  of  the  investigation  is  contained 
in  the  Department’s  Journal,  Vol.  xv.,  No.  1,  1914. 

It  mav  be  fairly  claimed  that  the  year’s  work  has  resulted 
in  a very  considerable  advance  towards  the  solution  of  the 
problem,  and  justifies  the  continuation  of  the  investigation, 
on  the  same  lines  subject  to  such  modification  as  expenence 
has  suggested. 

With  a view  to  safeguarding  farmers  against  the  sale  of 
unsuitable  or  adulterated  materials  for 
spraying  mixtures  for  potatoes,  the  Depart- 
ment continued  to  analyse,  at  a nominal 
fee,  samples  of  sulphate  of  copper  and 
washing  soda  submitted  by  farmers.  The 
number  of  samples  received  during  the  year  was  183.  The 
Department  are1  glad  to  state  that  only  four  samples  weie 
found  to  be  in  any  respect  unsatisfactory.  All  of  these  were 
samples  of  washing  soda.  One  contained  a very  small  peL 
centage  of  sodium  chloride  ; another  contained  some  copper 
sulphate;  and  the  remaining  two  samples  sulphate  ol  soda 
(glauber  salts). 

The  cultivation  of  eariy  potatoes  has  been  continued  with 
satisfactory  results  in  the  Dungarvan, 
marketing!  Youghal,  Clonaldlty  and  Sligo  districts 
EARLY  POTATOES,  and  the  Department .were > able  to .assist 
the  growers  materially  m the  sale  oi  tneir 
produce.  The  results  obtained  by  growers  at  Dungarvan, 
Youghal,  and  north  Sligo,  during  the  past  few  years  appear 
to  have  satisfied  them  that  they  can  grow  early  potatoes  pro- 
fitably, and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  m the  lutuie 
the  area  devoted  to  this  crop  will  be  increased.  Trouble  has 
been  caused  by  the  tendency  of  some  growers  at  Dungaivan 
and  Sligo  to  fail  to  grade  their  potatoes  carefully,  and  to  omit 
to  fill  packages  to  the  proper  weight : so  much  has  this, 

been  the  case  at  Dungarvan,  that  one  firm  that  bought  potatoes, 
in  that  district  in  previous  years  declined  to  continue  to  do 
so.  This  carelessness  or  dishonesty  must  entail  increased 
weighing  and  sampling  of  packages  by  buyers  at  an  increased 
cost  to  them,  and  therefore  at  a loss  to  the  sellers.  In 
Rush  district  the  crops  were  exceptionally  fine,  and  met  witn 
a good  sale  at  fair  prices. 
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In  the  north  of  Ireland,  growers  of  strawberries,  raspberries, 
currants,  and  apples,  suffered  considerably 
marketing  from  severe  frosts  late  in  May.  The 
of  fruit.  apple  crop  in  Ulster  was  about  average 

....  m quantity  blit  below  average  in  quality 

•while  in  the  south  of  Ireland  it  was  exceptionally  good! 
Unfortunately,  it  was  difficult  to  market  early  and  midseason 
apples  at  satisfactory  prices,  and  apples  of  inferior  quality, 
such  as  are  used  for  jam  and  cyder,  were  very  cheap  and 
difficult  to  sell.  The  rise  in  the  price  of  sugar  following  the 
declaration  of  war,  prevented  householders  and  jam  makers 
irom  buying  as  freely  as  usual,  with  the  result  that  markets 
were  over-supplied. 

The  blackberry  trade  was  very  seriously  affected  by  the 
same  causes  ; the  prices  obtained  for  blackberries  were  lower 
than  usual,  and  comparatively  small  quantities  were  disposed 


Serious  complaints  were  received  from  British  buyers  and 
trade  associations  as  to  the  losses  caused 
marketing  by  the  use  of  bad  cases,  bad  packing, 

of  eggs.  want  of  grading,  and  the  inclusion  of  stale 

. . eggs  “ consignments.  Complaints  of  this 

kind  almost  invariably  apply  to  a certain  class  of  egg  shippers 
who  decline  to  adopt  improved  methods  of  handling,  on  the 
ground  that  it  will  not  pay  to  do  so.  Shippers  of  this  class 
are  satisfied  with  the  results  obtained  by  their  present  methods, 
and  will  not  adopt  improved  methods' unless  forced  to  do  so! 
The  Department  have  repeatedly  pointed  out  to  British  buyers 
and  salesmen  that,  so  long  as  they  are  willing  to  accept  e°’gs 
from  shippers  of  this  class,  it  is  most  difficult  to  induce  such 
persons  to  adopt  improved  methods.  This  is  much  to  be 
deplored,  as  such  malpractices  affect  the  reputation  of  Irish 
eggs  generally,  and  act  injuriously  against  those  who  grade, 
test,  and  pack  carefully. 


(1)  Seeds  and  Plant  Disease  Division. 

(a)  Seeds. — During  the  year,  6,626  samples  of  seeds  were 
scheme  of  received  and  examined,  including  the  4,971 
technicat  im  samPIes  taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  Weeds 
advisory  work  in  and  Agricultural  Seeds  (Ireland)  Act,  1909 
connection  with  [se!

2,670  Samples  were  tested  for  purity  and  germination  and 
121  for  purity  alone.  The  total,  2,791,  is  the  largest  number 
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ot  samples  tested  by  the  division  during  any  one  year. 
Details  of  the  division’s  work  in  regard  to  the  testing  of 
agricultural  seeds  will  be  found  in  the  special  Report  of  the 
Department  dealing  with  the  administration  of  the  Weeds- 
and  Agricultural  Seeds  (Ireland)  Act,  1909,  and  other  Acts. 

Investigations  concerning  the  germination  and  identification 
of  certain  classes  of  seeds,  and  experiments  on  the  rate  ot  loss- 
of  vitality  in  seeds  were  proceeded  with.  A working  exhibit 
dealing  with  seed  testing  was  arranged  for  the  Civic  Exhibition, 
Dublin,  and  attracted  considerable  attention  particularly  on 
the  part  of  farmers.  A short  course  of  instruction  m the 
principles  and  methods  of  testing  was  given  to  an  assistant 
from  one  of  the  large  Belfast  seed  firms  during  the  autumn 
at  the  request  of  the  firm.  , , 

The  investigations  dealing  with  the  dressing  of  cereal  seeds- 
with  materials  supposed  to  prevent  the  attacks  of  fungoid 
diseases  (smut  and  bunt)  as  well  as  those  of  birds  were 
continued., 

(b)  Plant  Diseases.— The  investigations  on  potato  diseases 
which  have  been  in  progress  for  several  years  past  at  the 
temporary  research  station  at  Clifden,  county  Galway,  were 
also  continued.  A detailed  report  thereon  will  be  published 
in  due  course  in  the  Department’s  Journal.  Field  experi- 
merits  in  connection  with  these  investigations  were  cairied- 
out  at  the  agricultural  station,  At  henry,  as  well  as  by 
some  of  the  Department’s  assistant  agricultural  overseers  m 

county  Galway.  „ , 

A considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  on  the  Celery 
Leaf  Spot  disease  or  blight.  It  w'as  definitely  proved  that 
the  disease  may  be  transmitted  by  the  use  of  infected  seed 
and  means  were  devised  by  which  such  seed  might  be  treed 
from  the  disease-producing  fungus  without  injury  to  the  seed 
itself.  A paper  giving  the  details  of  this  work  was  published 
in  the  Department’s  Journal,  Vol.  xiv„  No.  4,  July  1914. 
The  fungus  causing  the  disease  has  been  found  in  one  locality 
on  wild  celery,  and  infection  experiments  have  shown  that 
when  it  is  transferred  to  cultivated  celery,  it  produces  the 
typical  leaf  spot  disease. 

Advisory  assistance  in  connection  with  plant  diseases  and 
other  matters  relating  to  economic  botany  was  given  in  over 
two  hundred  instances,  this  being  a considerable  increase  on 
last  year’s  figures. 

(2)  Plant  Breeding  Division. 

(a)  Barley— The  results  of  the  quantitative  field  experi- 
ments conducted  in  1912-13  were  sufficient  to  demonstrate 
the  slight  advantages  of  Archer  2 over  the  original  Archer  1, 
and  the  general  value  and  particularly  strong  straw  of  Beaven  s- 
hybrid  145.  In  1914  further  field  experiments  were  carried 
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out  with  the  definite  object  ol  ascertaining  the  relative  values  of 
Aicher  2,  and  Beaven’s  145  on  light  soils,  and  of  Beaven’s. 
14o  and  Garton’s  Standwell  on  heavy  land. 

The  selection  and  propagation  of  pure  varieties  was  con- 
tinued at  Ballinacurra,  where  four  acres  were  allotted  to  field 
plots.  Extension  plots  on  farms  sown  with  the  produce  of 
the  previous  year’s  field  plots  had  a total  of  54  acres. 

,,  , j? f propagation  of  selection  from  the  hybrids  Archer  + 
Goldthorpe  and  Archer  + Spratt  has  advanced  a stage  farther

The  valuation  on  a small  scale  of  selected  pure  and  hybrid 
varieties  was  continued  in  Glasnevin  and  Ballinacurra  cages.. 
At  both  places  300  test  plots  were  sown,  and  the  results  have 
ployed  oi  great  assistance  in  deciding  on  which  forms  to-’ 
propagate  further. 

Various  selections  obtained  from  the  hybrids  Archer  + Spratt 
and  Goldthorpe  + Spratt  were  propagated  in  Glasnevin  cage; 

Expernnents  designed  to  ascertain  the  value  of  seed  from 
different  localities  were  conducted  in  both  cages. 

Further  hybridising  experiments  of  the  best  selected  Varieties, 
were  carried  out,  and  the  hybrid  grains  will  be  sown  at  Glasnevin 
m 1915. 


(b)  Wheat.— The  field  experiments  with  this  cereal,  con- 
ducted in  1912  and  1913,  demonstrated  the  high-yieldino- 
proclivities  of  Queen  Wilhelmina,  and  the  high  quality  but 
lower  yielding  capacity  of  Red  Fife.  Quantitative  experi- 
ments were  again  carried  out  with  these  two  Varieties  in  1914, 
and  with  a view  to  ascertaining  the  value  of  the  wheats  on 
light  and  heavy  soil,  farms  characterised  by  these  qualities 
were  chosen  as  experimental  centres. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  selection  and  propagation  of 
single  ear  cultures  of  different  varieties  was  continued. 
Field  plots  at  Ballinacurra  occupied  three  acres,  and  exten- 
sion plots  of  Red  Fife  and  Red  Chaff  White  8 acres. 

(c)  Oats. — Sufficient  seed  of  various  selections  made  in  1911 
Was  obtained  in  1913  to  sow  quantitative  plots  in  1914,  and 
experiments  were  carried  out  with  the  following  white  and 
black  varieties  at  five  centres  : — 

White  Varieties.— Abundance,  Banner,  Kent  Birlie,  Island 
Magee,  and  Victory  (which  was  imported  from  Svalof,  Sweden). 

Black  Varieties.— Black  Tartary  1,  Black  Tartary  2,  Black 
Tartary  3,  and  Black  Ball  and  Black  Mogul  {which  were 
imported  from  Svalof,  Sweden). 

The  selection  and  propagation  of  single  ear  cultures  was 
continued  at  Ballinacurra,  where  field  plots  occupied  5J  acres. 

Hybrid  grains  obtained  by  crossing  certain,  selected  .varieties, 
in  1913  were  sown  at  Glasnevin  in  1914,  and  the  produce  of 
each  plant  will  be  further  propagated  in  1915. 
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(d)  Clovers. — From  the  produce  of  various  selections  of  red, 
white,  and  alsikc  clover  grown  in  1913  many  smgle  plant 
cultures  were  made.  These  were  sown  in  Glasnevin  cage  m 
1914,  and  will  be  cultivated  there  for  the  coming  two  or  three 
years  or  for  such  time  as  is  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
Tespective  values. 

(e)  Flax. — Portion  of  the  produce  of  two  of  the  original 
cultures  of  flax  made  in  1911  was  tested  in  Glasnevin  cage 
on  a quantitative  scale  in  1914,  and  from  this  investigation 
valuable  information  as  to  the  most  advantageous  method 
»f  selecting  flax  plants  was  obtained. 

A further  portion  of  the  same  cultures  was  propagated  lor 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  quantities  of  seed  available,  'lhe 
seed  obtained  therefrom  will  be  sown  again  m 1915  and  in- 
creased until  this  object  is  attained. 

Numerous  single  plant  selections  were  grown  m Glasnevin 
cage,  and  the  most  promising  of  these  will  be  further  increased 
and  tested  in  1915  and  following  years.  Several  selected 
varieties  were  hybridised  in  1914,  and  the  seeds  obtained 
will  be  sown  at  Glasnevin  in  1915. 

(3)  Chemical  Division. 

This  division  was  associated  during  the  year  with  a number 
of  special  investigations  of  which  the  following  are  the 
principal : — 

1.  Experiments  with  the  object  of  preventing  the  harm 
done  by  flax  -water  to  fish. 

2.  Experiments  with  the  object  of  discovering  an  mexpensive 

and  practical  method  of  destroying  the  maggots  of  the  warble 
.fly  by  the  application  of  smears  or  dressings  to  the  backs  of 
cattle  infected  with  this  pest.  .. 

3.  Investigation  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  the  relative 
manorial  values  of  different  kinds  of  phosphates. 

4.  Investigations  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  the  extent 
to  which  meal  consisting  of  maize  from  which  portion  of  the 
oil  has  been  extracted  is  sold  as  “ Indian  meal  ” in  Ireland, 
and  of  discovering  a method  of  chemical  analysis  or  examma- 
tion  which  will  enable  such  meals  to  be  differentiated  from 
pure  ground  maize. 

5.  Investigation  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  to  what 
extent  the  feeding  stuff  sold  as  “ tailings  ” in  Ireland  is  adul- 
terated with  tapioca  flour. 

6.  Investigations  with  the  object  of  ascertaimng  to  what 
extent  bran  containing  excessive  moisture  is  sold  in  Ireland, 
.and  to  advise  the  Department  as  to  the  means  which  might 

be  adopted  to  prevent  the  sale  of  bran  containing  an  excessive 
percentage  of  moisture.  . 

The  division  has  also  afforded  assistance  and  advice  m 
-connection  with  investigations  on  veterinary  hygiene,  economic 
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botany,  economic  geology,  plant  breeding,  dairying,  food  and 
drugs  and  tobacco.  It  is  availed  of  very  largely  for  advice  and 
assistance  m investigations  initiated  by,  and  primarily  apper- 
taining to,  other  divisions  and  sections  of  the  Department 
owing  to  the  fact  that  in  a great  proportion  of  these  investiga- 
tions the  collaboration  of  a chemist  is  required.

Fewer  samples  of  fertilisers  were  analysed  owing  to  the 
satisfactory  state  of  this  industry  as  judged  by  the  results 
of  analyses  made  during  the  last  few  seasons.  Those  examined 
during  the  year  showed  that  this  desirable  condition  continued 
to  prevail. 


(4)  Veterinary  Division. 

During  the  past  year  this  division  continued  its  work  on 
much  the  same  lines  as  those  followed  during  the  preceding 
year.  Among  the  matters  which  have  engaged  attention  are 
the  following  : — 

(a)  A vaccine  has  been  prepared  by  means  of  which  mortality 
of  lambs  in  county  Donegal  from  pyoemia  due  to  umbilical 
Infection  has  been  prevented  among  the  flocks  treated. 

(b)  Braxy  in  sheep  has  been  further  investigated,  and  a 
vaccine  prepared  by  means  of  which  the  mortality  has  been 
greatly  reduced. 

(c)  Sterility  in  cattle  has  been  the  subject  of  investigation 
and  experiment.' 

(d)  Contagious  abortion  in  cattle  has  been  dealt  with  con- 
tinuously through  the  year,  the  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
therapeutics  of  other  countries  having  been  adopted,  while 
•original  experiments  have  also  been  carried  out. 
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(e)  Red  water  in  cattle  has  received  considerable  attention, 
and  gratifying  results  have  been  obtained  as  regards  its  treat- 
ment, the  causation  being  no  longer  in  doubt. 

(/)  White  scour  in  calves,  which  is  still  a great  cause  of 
loss  in  certain  districts,  has  been  combated  by  a crusade  in 
favour  of  improved  hygiene  for  domestic  animals. 

(g)  Scour  and  wasting  in  older  animals  with  which  may  be 
mentioned  Johne’s  disease,  have  been  the  subjects  of  research 
and  experiment. 

(k)  Poultry  diseases  have  continued  to  receive  special 
attention,  and  much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  staff  of  the  Munster  Institute. 

(i)  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  has  been  combated  wherever 
opportunity  has  offered. 

The  advisory  work  in  connection  with  the  Department’s 
scheme  of  veterinary  dispensaries  and  replying  to  queries 
from  stock-owners  throughout  the  country  has  been  one  of 
the  chief  features  of  the  work  of  the  division,  in  addition  to 
which  lectures  on  veterinary  hygiene  have  been  given  at. 
various  centres. 


( d ) Laws  Relating  to  Agriculture. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  deal  in  this  Report  at  any  con- 
siderable length  with  the  administration 
fertilisers  and  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act, 
feeding  stuffs  ; 1906,  the  Weeds  and  Agricultural  Seeds 
noxious  weeds;  (Ireland)  Act,  1909,  the  Destructive  Insects.

diseases.  The  following  is  a short  summary  of 

the  work  done  during  the  year  : — 


(1)  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs. 

A class  for  traders  was  held  at  Ballina,  at  which  technical 
instruction  was  given  by  one  of  the  Department’s  officers  in 
matters  concerning  the  trades  in  agricultural  seeds,  fertilisers,, 
and  feeding  stuffs. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs, 
submitted  by  samplers  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Act  during  the  year  was  776,  of  which  494  were  sub- 
jected to  chemical  analysis  or  microscopical  examination. 

The  trade  in  fertilisers  throughout  the  country  continues, 
to  be  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  In  a few  cases  orders  were 
given  by  farmers  to  a travelling  agent  for  small  quantities 
of  a rather  low-grade  imported  manure.  As  the  invoice  re- 
quired by  the  Act  was  given  to  the  purchasers  and  disclosed 
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the  quality  ot  the  article,  no  offence  which  would  enable  pro- 
ceedings to  be  taken  was  committed. 

The  trade  in  feeding  stuffs  is  not  so  satisfactory.  The 
Department  continue  to  impress  on  farmers  the  advisability 
of  using  calf  meals  prepared  at  home  in  accordance  with  the 
Department’s  recommendations.  In  one  district,  nevertheless, 
a number  of  orders  were  given  by  farmers  for  a proprietary 
calf  meal,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  was  sold 
at  an  exhorbitant  price.  It  is  remarkable  that  some  farmers 
still  allow  themselves  to  be  persuaded  by  plausible  repre- 
sentations made  by  travelling  agents  to  give  orders  for  ex- 
pensive meals  of  which  they  have  had  no  previous  experience. 
Among  the  matters  which  received  attention  in  connection 
with  the  administration  of  the  Act  are  (1)  maize  products 
from  which  portion  of  the  oil  had  been  extracted  ; (2)  tailings 
and  linseed  cake  meals  suspected  to  be  adulterated  ; and  (3) 
bran  which  was  stated  to  contain  an  excessive  percentage  of 
moisture. 


(2)  Noxious  Weeds. 

Part  1 of  the  Weeds  and  Agricultural  Seeds  (Ireland) 
Act,  1909,  which  makes  provision  for  the  compulsory  destruc- 
tion of  noxious  weeds  by  the  occupiers  of  land  on  which  such 
weeds  are  prevalent  cannot  be  put  into  operation  in  any 
county  except  with  the  consent  of  the  county  council.  One 
additional  county  (Donegal)  was  added  during  the 
year  to  the  list  of  those  in  which  the  Act  is  in  operation. 
The  only  counties  of  w'hich  the  councils  have  not,  so  far, 
given  the  necessary  consent  are  Cavan,  Clare,  Cork,  Leitrim, 
Longford,  Sligo,  Waterford,  Wexford,  and  Wicklow.  Inspec- 
tions of  lands  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  were  made 
during  July  by  a staff  of  36  inspectors.  The  number  of 
the  farms,  etc.,  on  which  noxious  weeds  were  found  to 
be  prevalent  in  such  quantities  as  to  require  a special  visit 
of  the  inspector  was  13,211.  In  7,715  of  these  cases  notices 
requiring  the  weeds  to-be  destroyed  were  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment. In  the  remaining  cases  the  inspectors  were  satisfied 
as  a result  of  interviews  that  the  occupiers  of  the  land 
could  be  relied  upon  to  carry  out  the  work  voluntarily.  A 
useful  result  of  the  inspectors’  visits  is  that  farmers  in  increasing 
numbers  realise  that  the  cutting  of  noxious  weeds  should  be 
regarded  as  an  ordinary  routine  operation  and  arrange 
accordingly.  At  the  same  time,  a certain  number  for  various 
reasons  neglect  to  carry  out  this  work,  and  the  Department 
regret  that  in  94  instances  it  was  necessary,  to  institute 
prosecutions  for  failure  to  comply  with  notices  requiring 
the  destruction  of  noxious  weeds. 
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(3)  Agricultural  Seeds. 

The  growing  of  ryegrass  seed  constitutes  an  important 
industry  particularly  in  the  north  of  Ireland.  Complaints 
have  been  made  to  the  Department  that  the  seed  is  not 
always  marketed  by  the  growers  in  a satisfactoiy  condition. 
In  order  to  encourage  improvement  in  this  respect  the  De- 
partment initiated,  in  the  autumn  of  1913,  a scheme  under 
which  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  best  lots  of  ryegrass  seed 
offered  in  the  seed  markets  which  are  held  in  a considerable 
number  of  towns  in  Ulster.  Under  this  scheme  thirty-nine 
prizes  of  £l  each  were  awarded  to  seed  growers  at  some  of 
the  principal  markets  in  1913. 

In  January,  1914,  the  Department  issued  a circular  to  seed 
traders  throughout  the  country  acquainting  them  with  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  arrived  at  by  the  seed  cleaners  (mention 
of  which  is  made  in  last  year’s  Report),  and  pointing  out  that 
anyone  selling  in  future  as  agricultural  seed  such  articles  as 
white  or  brown  hay,  blowings,  cleanings,  holcus,  or  perennial 
■ ryegrass  under  20  lbs.  bushel  weight,  or  Italian  ryegrass  under 
16  lbs.  bushel  weight,  could  not  but  be  regarded  as  guilty  of 
a grave  offence  against  the  interests  of  agriculture.  The 
Department  are  glad  to  say  that  the  sale  of  these  worthless 
articles  is  now  practically  extinct  as  far  as  the  seed  trade 
proper  is  concerned.  Unfortunately,  however,  there  is  still 
a trade  in  them  carried  on  by  retailers  who  purchase  the 
cleanings  of  hay  lofts,  by  farmers  themselves  who  sell  to  other 
farmers  the  sweepings  of  their  lofts,  and  by  proprietors  of  hay 
or  forage  stores  in  towns.  It  is  obvious  that  the  publication 
of  the  names  of  such  persons  (which  is  the  only  punitive  power 
conferred  by  the  Act)  would  have  little  or  no  effect,  inasmuch 
as  they  have  no  trade  reputation  to  lose.  It  seems,  however, 
possible  that  the  sale  of  such  articles  as  those  referred  to,  as 
agricultural  seed,  may  render  the  vendor  amenable  under  the 
Sale  of  Goods  Act,  and  the  Department  are  taking  action 
with  a view  to  having  a test  case  proceeded  with. 

Sixty-six  officers  of  the  Department  were  appointed  to  take 
samples  of  agricultural  seeds  under  Part  II.  of  the  Weeds  and 
Agricultural  Seeds  Act  this  year.  These  officers  took  in  all 
4,971  samples  at  1,594  shops  and  stores,  etc.,  throughout  the 
country.  The  samplers  visited  a very  much  larger  number 
of  shops,  but  they  were  specially  instructed  this  year  that 
where  the  seed  exposed  for  sale  at  a shop  appeared  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  of  the  same  quality  as  that  previously 
examined  at  another  shop  or  store,  further  samples  need  not 
be  taken.  This,  coupled  with  the  general  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  the  ryegrass  seed  sold  in  Ireland,  resulting  from 
the  agreement  of  the  seed  cleaners  above  referred  to,  accounts 
largefy  for  the  reduction  in  the  actual  numbers  of  samples 
taken  as  compared  with  those  of  last  year.  In  those  cases 
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*^>Ch  the  tests  of  samples  submitted  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment s Seeds  and  Plant  Disease  division,  showed  that  the 
enleJaS/ery  unsatlsfactory-  the  wholesale  and  retail  firms 

transnired  Tw  ?ommunic-ated  with  by  the  Department.  It 
J“P, ired  that  m several  cases  m which  the  seeds  sampled 
were  found  to  be  infer  or,  the  retailer  had  given  false  infor- 
mation as  to  the  source  of  supply  of  the  seed.  In  five  of 
these  cases  the  Department  prosecuted  the  retailer  under 
Section  5 (2)  of  the  Act  for  giving  a false  name  and 
address.  These  prosecutions  incidentally  had  the  effect  of 
publishing  m an  effective  manner  the  great  inferiority  of  seeds 
sampled  on  the  premises  of  the  retailers  concerned.  The 
question  of  publishing  the  results  of  the  tests  of  the  samples 
m certain  other  cases  is  under  consideration. 

(4)  Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  1877  and  1907 

(a)  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  and  Black  Currant  Mite 
(Ireland)  Order,  1912.  During  1913-14,  . in  addition  to  the 
usual  inspections  made  by  the  county  instructors  in  horti- 
culture, a large  number  of  special  inspections  were  carried  out 
by  officers  of  the  Department  in  districts  or  in  counties  where 
the  instructors  reports  had  indicated  that  the  diseases  were 
prevalent,  as  well  as  in  districts  adjacent  to  nurseries.  The 
total  number  of  cases  of  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  reported 
during  the  year  was  781,  while  the  corresponding  figure  for 
Black  Currant  Mite  was  294.  The  large  increase  in  the  number 
oi  cases  as  compared  with  last  year’s  figures  is  mainly  due  to 
the  thorough  inspection  of  certain  districts  this  year.  The 
usual  measure  prescribed  in  the  case  of  disease  was  the  des- 
truction of  the  affected  bushes.  In  30  instances  prosecutions 
were  instituted  for  failure  to  destroy  bushes.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  report  that  in  many  gardens  the  destruction  of  diseased 
bushes  last  year  resulted  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the 
disease  to  the  whole  plantation.  The  customaiy  inspections 
were  made  of  stocks  of  gooseberry  and  black  currant  bushes 
in  nurseries  throughout  the  country. 

The  markets  of  Dublin,  Belfast,  and  Cork  were  kept  under 
observation,  and  several  consignments  of  diseased  gooseberries 
offered  for  sale  at  these  markets  were  destroyed.  In  three  cases 
piosecutions  were  instituted  against  growers  for  offering  diseased 
gooseberries  for  sale  in  the  Dublin  market. 

Irish  nurserymen  were  allowed  to  import  a limited  number 
of  gooseberry  bushes  from  nurseries  in  Great  Britain  which 
had  been  inspected  by  the  Department’s  officers  and  found 
to  be  free  from  the  disease.  Importation  was  permitted  only 
in  cases  in  which  bushes  were  required  for  propagation  purposes 
and  not  for  resale. 

(b)  Black  Scab  in  Potatoes  (Ireland)  Orders. — A very  search- 
ing inspection  was  made,  during  the  autumn  of  1913,  of  the 
potato  fields  in  the  portions  of  county  Down  in  which  the 
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disease  of  Black  Scab  had  been  found  in  previous  years.  As 
a result,  cases  of  the  disease  were  found  on  40  holdings  in 
the  district.  The  disease  manifested  itself  in  a very  slight 
form  in  many  instances. 

The  Kilkeel  district  where  35  of  the  40  cases  were  found 
was  scheduled  as  an  infected  area  by  a special  Order  (The 
Black  Scab  in  Potatoes  (Special  Area)  Ireland  Order,  1913) 
which  came  into  force  on  the  24th  December,  1913.  Under 
this  Order  the  growing  of  potatoes  in  the  district  is  subjected 
to  the  most  stringent  restrictions,  while  the  movement  of 
potatoes  out  of  the  scheduled  area  can  only  take  place  after 
an  officer  of  the  Department  has  satisfied  himself  by  strict 
inspection  of  the  consignment  that  the  potatoes  show  no 
signs  of  the  disease,  and  then  only  for  such  purposes  and  to 
such  destinations  as  will  not  involve  any  risk  of  the  spread 
of  the  infection.  Eleven  prosecutions  for  infringements  of 
the  Order  were  instituted  during  the  year. 

The  remaining  five  cases  of  the  disease  were  confined  to  a 
portion  of  the  Ards  peninsula  in  county  Down,  where  the 
disease  occurred  some  years  ago.  The  measures  prescribed 
by  the  Black  Scab  in  Potatoes  (Ireland)  Order,,  1908,  have 
been  strictly  enforced  in  these  cases,  but  should  the  disease 
show  any  tendency  to  increase  the  Department  may  find  it 
necessary  to  schedule  this  district  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Kilkeel  area. 

(c)  Regulations  affecting  the  Export  of  Nursery  Stock  and 
Agricultural  Crops. — An  International  Conference  of  experts 
on  plant  diseases,  at  which  the  Department  was  represented 
by  the  head  of  their  Seeds  and  Plant  Disease  division,  took 
place  in  Rome  in  February,  1914.  At  this  Conference  a draft, 
of  an  International  Convention  was  prepared  for  submission 
to  the  various  Governments. 

The  Department  have  in  operation  a system  of  official 
inspection  of  plants  for  the  purpose  of  granting  the  certificates 
of  freedom  from  disease  required  by  several  foreign  and 
colonial  Governments  in  the  case  of  plants  exported  from 
Ireland. 

The  export  trade  from  Ireland,  as  from  other  countries, 
was  considerably  affected  by  the  United  States  Plant  Quarantine 
Act,  1912.  As  regards  nursery  stock,  the  regulations  made 
under  the  Act  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
were  such  that  under  their  existing  system  of  official  inspection 
the  Department  were  able  to  facilitate  the  export  of  nurseiy 
stock  to  the  United  States  by  Irish  nurserymen  who  send 
considerable  quantities  of  plants,  particularly  rose  trees,  to 
that  country. 

The  export  of  Irish  potatoes,  however,  has  been  seriously 
affected  by  Regulations  made  by  the  United  States  Department. 
An  Order  made  under  the  Act  prohibited  the  importation 
into  the  United  States  of  potatoes  from  the  United  Kingdom 
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■•and  a number  of  other  European  countries  by  reason  of  the 
existence  in  these  countries  of  the  disease  known  as  “ Black 
■Scab.  As  soon  as  the  Department  received  intimation 
through  the  Foreign  Office  of  the  purport  of  this  Order, 
they  made  representations  with  a view  to  obtaining  a re- 
laxation of  its  provisions  so  far  as  Ireland  is  concerned.  As 
•a  result  of  correspondence  and  of  a special  visit  to  Washington 
made  by  the  Department’s  Secretary,  the  United  States 
■Government  were  convinced  that  the  control  exercised  over 
this  disease  in  Ireland  is  so  satisfactory  as  to  warrant  the 
•exemption  of  Ireland  from  the  operation  of  the  Order. 

Subsequently,  however,  the  United  States  Department 
■decided  that  Powdery  Scab  ” should  also  be  regarded  as  an 
injurious  disease  of  potatoes,  and  made  regulations  for  securing 
that  all  potatoes  imported  into  the  United  States  shall  be 
free  from  that  disease.  The  effect  of  these  Regulations  was 
to  make  it  impracticable  to  export  potatoes  from  Ireland. 
The  disease  in  question  is  prevalent  in  Ireland  as  in  most  potato 
.growing  countries.  Under  normal  agricultural  conditions  such 
as  prevail  in  the  portions  of  Ireland  in  which  potatoes  are 
.grown  for  export  it  exists,  but  only  in  a Very  mild  form,  in 
which  it  neither  injures  the  flesh  of  the  tuber  nor  the  yield 
•of  the  crop,  and  is  indistinguishable  except  by  Very  minute 
or  microscopical  examination,  from  ordinary  “Brown  Scab,” 
a disease  found  on  potatoes  in  practically  every  country 
and  universally  recognised  to  be  harmless.  “ Powdery 
•Scab  ” has  quite  recently  formed  the  subject  of  a very  ex- 
haustive investigation  by  the  Department’s  Seeds  and  Plant 
Disease  division,  and  in  view  of  the  fresh  scientific  data  thus 
obtained  the  Department  have  addressed  through  the  usual 
•diplomatic  channels  representations  to  the  United  States 
Government  with  a view  to  obtaining  a relaxation  of  the 
present  embargo. 

(5)  Bee  Diseases. 

The  Bee  Pest  Prevention  (Ireland)  Act,  1908,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  prevent  the  spread  in  Ireland  of  the 
very  infectious  and  serious  disease  of  bees  known  as  Foul 
Brood,  is  administered  mainly,  through  the  county  com- 
mittees of  agriculture.  The  county  instructors  in  bee-keeping 
perform  the  duties  of  inspectors  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act 
in  their  respective  counties.  In  addition,  the  Department’s 
hee  expert  acts  as  inspector,  and  exercises  some  general 
supervision  over  the  work  of  the  county  instructors.  County 
■Carlow  is  the  only  county  in  which  inspectors  have  not,  so 
far,  been  appointed.  In  1913-14,  25  of  the  33  county  com- 
mittees allocated  portion  of  their  funds  for  the  payment 
•of  compensation  under  the  Act  to  bee-keepers  in  respect  of 
stocks  of  bees  compulsorily  destroyed.  The  total  number 
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of  cases  of  Foul  Brood  reported  under  the  Act  during  the 
year  was  291,  and  the  amount  recommended  for  payment  in- 
compensation  was  £26  7s.  6 d. 

During  the  year,  the  county  instructors  in  bee-keeping  and 
the  Department’s  expert  in  bee-keeping  reported  the  occurrence 
of  47  suspected  cases  of  Isle  of  Wight  disease  of  bees.  Specimens 
of  the  bees,  whenever  obtainable,  were  examined  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Science  by  the  Professor  of  Zoology,  and  if  the 
presence  of  the  disease  was  sufficiently  established  the  bee- 
keepers were  immediately  advised  of  the  proper  measures  to 
be  taken  to  prevent  the  infection  from  spreading.  In  most 
instances  they  complied  readily  with  the  instructions,  but  in 
view  of  the  very  injurious  nature  of  this  disease  and  its  in- 
fectious character,  much  harm  may  result  from  the  negligence 
of  a few  bee-keepers  with  infected  apiaries.  The  Department, 
accordingly,  endeavoured,  by  an  amendment  of  the  Bee 
Diseases  Bill,  introduced  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  Bee  Pest  Prevention 
(Ireland)  Aet,  1908,  to  Isle  of  Wight  and  other  bee  diseases, 
as  well  as  to  facilitate  procedure  under  the  Act  in  certain 
respec-ts.  This  Bill,  however,  did  not  pass  into  law,  and  the 
Department  regret  that  there  is  little  immediate  prospect  of 
obtaining  legislation  on  the  subject. 

( e ) Loans  for  Agricultural  Purposes. 

The  increasing  extent  to  which  the  Department’s  loan  schemes, 
especially  that  for  the  purchase  of  agricultural  implements, 
was  being  availed  of,  led  during  the  year  1913-14  to  exhaus- 
tion of  the  funds  set  aside  for  such  purposes.  Operations 
under  these  schemes,  having  been  largely  curtailed  in  the 
month  of  July,  were  completely  suspended  from  the  1st 
August.  In  future  years,  the  Department’s  work  in  this 
direction  will  be  considerably  restricted,  both  as  to  the 
number  of  schemes  and  as  to  the  extent  to  which  applica- 
tions for  loans  can  be  accepted. 

The  restrictions  on  the  movement  of  animals  consequent 
on  the  existence  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  certain  districts 
prevented  the  bull  loan  scheme  from  being  availed  of  by 
many  farmers. 

1.  Credit  Societies. — Two  loans  amounting  to  £150  were 
advanced  during  the  year  to  societies  which  had  obtained 
similar  loans  in  previous  years.  The  total  amount  granted 
in  loans  to  credit  societies  up  to  the  30th  September,  1914, 
was  £18,592,  of  which  £6,222  was  outstanding  on  that  date.

4.  Agricultural  Implements,  etc. — As  indicated  above,  tins 
scheme  was  availed  of  to  a very  great  extent,  602  applica- 
tions having  been  received  up  to  31st  July  (when  the  scheme 
was  suspended).

7.  Meal  Mills,  Scutch  Mills,  etc. — Scheme  No.  21  was 
modified  during  the  year  to  cover  loans  for  the  repair  and 
equipment  of  scutch  mills. 

One  loan  for  the  repair  of  a meal  mill  was  conditionally 
granted,  but  had  not  been  advanced  on  the  30th  September 


Tlnee  loans  amounting  to  £505  were  issued  during  the  period 
under  review  for  the  repair  and  equipment  of  scutch  mills. 

8.  Village  Halls. — In  the  case  of  the  village  hall  referred 
to  m last  year  s report,  the  balance  of  the  loan  was  issued, 
making  a total  advance  of  £200.  A loan  of  £300  conditionally 
granted  in  another  case,  had  not  been  issued  before  the  close 
of  the  year. 

9.  Fruit  Trees.  Seven  loans  were  granted  under  this  scheme, 
tour  to  individuals  and  three  to  associations  of  fruit  growers 
(fifteen  of  whom  participated  in  the  loans).  The  amount 
issued  in  these  loans  was  £230. 
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(_/)  Forestry. 

Apprenticeships  in  Forestry. — Of  the  six  apprentices  who 
took  out  the  first  year’s  course  at  Dundrum  forestry  centre 
in  1912-13,  five  were  transferred  to  Avondale  forestry  station 
in  September,  1913,  to  follow  the  second  year’s  course  during, 
the  session  1913-14'.  The  apprenticeships  of  the  five  students 
who  underwent  their  second  year’s  course  at  Avondale  in  1912- 
13,  were  renewed  for  a further  year.  At  the  entrance  examina- 
tion held  in  September,  1913  (for  prospectus  see  page  [44]  of 
Appendices),  six  candidates  were  selected  for  training  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Dundrum  to  follow  the  first  year’s  course.  There 
were,  accordingly,  sixteen  forestry  apprentices  in  training  m 
1913-14. 

Avondale  and  Ballyjad. — The  usual  work  of  cleaning,  filling 
up,  and  maintaining  the  forest  plots  at  Avondale  was  carried 
out  during  the  year.  The  nursery  is  also  being  maintained, 
and  chiefly  used  for  supplying  other  centres  with  seedling  trees, 
about  100,000  being  raised  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 
At  Ballyteague  and  Rockstown  five  acres  of  scrub  were  cleared 
and  replanted  in  each  townland,  and  fourteen  acres  cleared 
and  replanted  at  Ballyfad,  Douglas  fir  and  larch  being  chiefly 
used.

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2.— TECHNICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

This  section  of  the  Report  covers  the  academic  year  1st 
August,  1913,  to  31st  July,  1914. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  marked  by  steady  and 
■continuous  development  in  all  the  operations  of  this  Branch. 
Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  schemes  approved 
for  administration  by  Local  Authorities, 
schemes  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  Lisburn, 
UNDER  LOCAL  the  only  Urban  District  of  importance 
authorities.  which  up  to  the  present  had  not  a scheme 
of  Technical  Instruction  in  operation,  has, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Department,  framed  a Scheme  for 
the  Urban  District,  which  has  received  sanction  and  will  come 
into  operation  in  the  coming  session.  In  regard  to  County 
Schemes  of  Technical  Instruction,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
Schemes  of  itinerant  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy,  Manual 
Instruction,  etc.,  have  received  a considerable  impetus  owing 
to  the  operation  of  the  Section  of  the  Regulations  known  as 
II.  (6),  under  which  grants  are  paid  for  single  subjects  at  a 
rate  lower  than  those  applicable  to  “ Courses  ” of  instruction. 
This  most  useful  branch  of  work  should,  however,  be  still 
more  fully  developed.  The  demand  for  work  of  this  character 
is  considerable  and  unsatisfied,  and  with  proper  organisation 
considerable  development  is  possible.  With  the  growth  of 
opportunities  for  instruction  of  this  nature,  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident  that  local  organisation  must  be  quickened. 
In  the  earlier  stages  of  the  operations  of  County  Schemes  it 
was  possible  for  the  administration  of  these  Schemes  to  be 
carried  out  by  officers  without  any  special  educational  qualifica- 
tions who  held  other  offices,  and  who  could  thus  devote  only 
a portion  of  their  time  to  the  duties  attached  to  the  Secretary- 
ship of  Technical  Instruction  Committees.  The  case  stands 
quite  otherwise  to-day.  Far  larger  sums  of  public  money  are 
expended  on  technical  education  under  local  schemes  ; the 
demand  for  instruction  has  been  found  to  be  permanent  and 
increasing ; and  the  due  organisation  of  schemes  demands 
closer  and  undivided  attention.  The  Department,  therefore, 
as  opportunities  occur,  seek  to  secure  the  appointment  as 
Organising  Secretaries  of  County  Schemes  persons  holding 
educational  qualifications  who  can  devote  their  whole  time 
to  the  organisation  of  an  approved  Scheme.  On  this  question 
a dispute  arose  between  the  County  Kerry  Joint  Technical 
Instruction  Committee  and  the  Department.  The  post  of 
Secretary  to  the  Committee  having  become  vacant,  the 
Department  required  as  a condition  of  the  Scheme  that  a 
whole-time  Secretary  with  educational  qualifications  should 
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be  appointed.  The  Committee  would  not  asree  to  this  „„,i 
^ the  S?heme  was  suspended  for  some  months.  It  is 
satisfactory,  however,  to  record  that  in  the  end  the  Committee 
accepted  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Department  and 
a Scheme  for  the  County  is  again  in  operation 

°j  th!-grefest  hindrances  to  the  development  of  this 
sound  educational  work  in  rural  districts  is  the  difficulty  of 
securing  suitable  accommodation  for  classes  in  the  small 
centres.  Notwithstanding  the  absence  of  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  building  Technical  Schools,  most  of  the  urban 
centres  have  undertaken  the  responsibility  of  getting  a loan

Schemes  ^ McGann  “ the  C°«naught 

Attention  may  be  called,  to  the  success  that  has  attended 
the  itinerant  instruction  in  Farriery.  Two  highly  skilled 
teachers  of  Farriery  were  appointed  by  the  Department,  and 
one  is  at  work  in  the  south  and  one  in  the  north  of  Ireland. 

The  work  of  the  Technical  Schools  in  County  Boroughs  and 
Uiban  Districts  has  been  developed  and 
technical  extended,  and  its  progress  is  attributable 
schools.  mainly  to  the  valuable  effect  of  the 
Regulations  in  encouraging  the  establish- 
ment of  courses  of  instruction  designed  to  suit  local  needs 
and  “ ne*t  Place  the  system  of  Examinations  recently 
established.  That  there  is  great  room  for  further  develop- 
ment and  ^improvement  is  apparent  from  a consideration  of 
Inspectors  Reports.  Dr.  Garrett,  reporting  on  the  Ulster 
Schools  states,  for  example,  that  only  one-fourth  of  those 
y ho  take  a first  year  course  continue  in  attendance  for  the 
1 i i”?1  years  course  laid  down  by  the  Department.  This 
defect,  is  serious  enough..  It  is  by  no  means  peculiar  to  Irish 
echmcal  Schools,  and  indeed  is  a defect  experienced  every 
where  m evening  Technical  Schools  where  attendance  is  purely 
voluntary.  How  far  it  is  possible  to  remedy  the  defect  without 
compulsion  it  is  difficult  to  say,  but  it  is  clear  that  it  must  be 
remedied.  One  of  the  disadvantages  under  which  we  labour 
is  due  to  the  absence  of  the  industrial  atmosphere  that  char- 
acterises and  encourages  the  efforts  of  technical  educators  in 
other  countries.  A youth  not  unnaturally  seeks  to  know 
how  he  can  apply  the  knowledge  he  acquires  in  the  Technical 
School.  In  this  connection  it  is  encouraging  that  employers 
are  taking  greater  interest  in  the  work  of  Technical  Schools 
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than  was  formerly  the  case.  Undoubtedly  much  more  requires 
to  be  done  in  this  direction.  The  strain  thrown  upon  young 
employees  who  work  during  the  day  and  attend  the  Technical 
School  for  several  hours  on  several  evenings  in  the  week  is  con- 
siderable. The  instruction  they  receive  is  certainly  such  as 
to  make  them  more  efficient  and  more  valuable  to  then- 
employers,  and  these  should  be  prepared  to  bear  their  share 
of  the  strain. 

The  organisation  of  Technical  Schools  in  small  centres  offers 
a problem  of  great  difficulty.  In  some  of  these  excellent  work 
is  beiim  done.  In  other  parts  of  the  country  as,  for  example, 
county  Cork,  the  smaller  Technical  Schools  are  without 
responsible  head  teachers,  the  work  being  done  by  travelling 
teachers,  who  undertake  instruction  in  a group  of  schools. 
Such  a system  has  in  many  cases  been  the  only  possible  arrange- 
ment in  the  past.  Its  drawbacks,  however,  are  obvious.  Not. 
only  is  it  difficult  or  impossible  to  secure  local  enthusiasm  for 
a school  worked  wholly  by  visiting  teachers,  but  “ intensive 
organisation  is  impossible.  For  the  due  development  ol  many 
of°these  schools  we  must  look  forward  to  the  appointment  ol 
responsible  teachers  for  each  school. 

For  many  years  past  the  Department  have,  acting  under 
arrangement  with  the  National  Board, 
co-ordination  established  classes  in  Experimental  Science, 
with  national  Drawing,  and  Domestic  Economy  foi 
education  BOARD.  National  Teachers  in  various  Technical 
Schools.  These  classes  have  been  largely 
attended,  and  have  provided  a valuable  supplementary  training- 
in  these’  subjects.  The  Department  have  also  encouraged 
local  Technical  Committees,  where  the  conditions  were  favour- 
able, to  form  classes  in  Domestic  Economy  for  the  senior  pupils 
from  Girls’  National  Schools,  and  a great  deal  of  good  work 
has  been  accomplished  in  centres  where  otherwise  such  in- 
struction would  not  have  been  possible.  The  cost  of  this 
work  is  borne  by  Capitation  Grants,  payable  to  the  Schools 
by  the  National  Board.  More  recently  the  Department  have 
undertaken,  where  possible,  the  training  of  National  Teachers 
in  Rural  Science  (including  School  Gardening),  and  have,  by 
arrangement  with  the  National  Board,  undertaken  the  in- 
spection of  this  subject  wherever  taught  in  National  Schools. 
The  work  has  been,  taken  up  warmly  in  the  counties  of  Carlow 
and  Kildare,  but  in  other  centres  a number  of  teachers  have 
been  trained  who  are  not  making  use  of  their  qualification, 
in  this  subject  by  teaching  it  in  their  schools.

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Mr.  W.  Vickers  Dixon,  Senior  Inspector,  reports  : — . 

Technical  Instruction  under  Local  Authorities. 

In  the  County  Boroughs  the  work  has  settled  into  useful  lines.  The 
requirements  of  the  districts  are  generally  recognised,  and  provision  is 
made  to  meet  these  requirements.  The  most  notable  development 
during  the  session  is  the  provision  made  in  Dublin  for  a Book-Producing 
School.  The  City  of  Dublin  Technical  Instruction  Committee  have 
appointed  a special  staff  and  equipped  a suite  of  rooms  in  the  Bolton 
Street  Schools  with  the  most  recent  type  of  machinery  and  apparatus 
for  printing  and  process  work  generally ; and  the  arrangements  for 
opening  classes  in  this  subject,  next  session,  have  been  completed. 

Progress  still  continues  to  be  made  in  the  Urban  centres.  New  school 
buildings  were  opened  in  Rathmines,  Tralee,  Magherafelt,  and  Navan, 
while  additions  were  made  to  the  schools  in  Ballymena,  Ballymoney, 
Carrickfergus,  and  Kingstown.  Cookstown  is  making  preparation  to 
build,  and  Antrim  and  Tipperary  are  adapting  existing  buildings  for 
school  purposes. 

In  Dallcey,  which  had  already  adopted  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
classes  were  "successfully  held  in  the  Introductory,  Commercial  and 
Domestic  Science  Courses. 

Lisburn  struck  a rate,  has  acquired  a building,  and  is  making  arrange- 
ments to  open  classes  next  session. 

The  work  in  these  centres  has  been  marked  by  increased  efficiency 
due  to  improvements  in  organisation  and  teaching.  Courses  of  instruc- 
tion have  been  more  carefully  framed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
local  industries,  pupils  have  been  better  classified,  and  the  teaching  has 
gained  in  definiteness  of  character. 

In  a number  of  towns,  where  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
employers,  the  schools  provide  special  day  classes  for  apprentices  and 
others  engaged  in  the  workshops  or  counting-houses.  This  work  is  very 
effective  as  the  instruction  is  given  when  the  pupils  are  still  fresh,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  considerably  extended  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  session  two  additional  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools 
were  opened — one  in  Dundalk  and  the  other  in  Tralee.  In  each  town  a 
fair  number  of  pupils  was  secured  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  schools  will  be  very  successful.  The  Syllabuses  for  these  schools 
have  been  re-written  with  a view  to  the  better  co-ordination  and  treat- 
ment of  the  subjects.  . 

The  only  change  of  importance  in  the  County  Schemes  m operation  m 
the  previous  session  was  the  withdrawal  of  Birr  from  the  King’s  County 
Scheme.  It  was  suggested  that  the  Birr  Technical  School  could  do 
better  work  if  working  independently,  and  arrangements  were  made 
between  the  County  and  the  Birr  Technical  Instruction  Committees  for 
the  joint  employment  of  teachers . While  the  change  has  resulted  in  some 
‘financial  loss  to  the  Committees,  with  economy,  the  work  may  be  carried 
on  as  before.  The  increased  responsibility  thrown  upon  the  Birr  people 
increased  their  interest  in  their  school,  and  the  result  of  the  session  s 
working  has  justified  the  change. 

Warrenpoint,  which  had  been  working  an  independent  Scheme,  and 
Newcastle,  and  Donaghadee  starting  this  session,  joined  in  with  the 
co.  Down  Scheme.  They  are  thus  saved  considerable  expense  in  organ- 
isation and  can  now  participate  in  the  services  of  better  qualified  and 
more  expensive  teachers  than  they  could  otherwise  have  done.  The  co. 
Down  has  now  Technical  Schools  in  four  of  the  smaller  towns.  This 
Scheme  shows  further  developments  in  this  direction. 

Generally  there  is  a tendency  in  the  County  Schemes  to  increase 
the  number  of  permanent  centres,  establishing  schools  in  the  small 
towns.  This  is  a wise  proceeding,  as  much  more  effective  work  can  be 
carried  out  in  a school  under  the  control  of  a competent  teacher  than 
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can  be  done  by  the  itinerant  classes,  and  it  is  found  that  the  influence 
-of  these  small  schools  extends  to  a radius  of  five  miles.

It  is  regretted  that  Manual  Instruction  is  undertaken  by  so  few  schools 
as  there  is  a very  large  number  of  boys,  who  are  not  going  on  for  a 
University  or  literary  career,  to  whom  the  training  this  subject  would 
give  would  be  of  the  greatest  value. 

Domestic  Economy  is  still  gaining  ground  in  girls’  schools,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  some  schools  are  extending  the  work  in  this  subject 
for  girls  not  competing  at  the  examinations  of  the  Intermediate  Educa- 
tion Board.  This  type  of  work  is  more  fully  dealt  with  in  Mr.  M'Cafferv’s 
report,  J 


Mr.  Turnbull,  Inspector  for  the  Southern  District,  reports 


County  and  Urban  Schemes 


The  administration  of  Schemes  and  the  distribution  of  work  under 
the  various  Committees  were  stated  in  last  year’s  Report,  and  as  no 
material  change  has  taken  plaoo  it  is  unnecessary  to  restate  the  position 
of  Technical  Instruction  in  the  district. 


In  previous  sessions,  where  the  permanent  staff  of  a County  Committee 
conducted  long  winter  courses  at  the  Urban  centres  and  short  summer 
courses  m remote  Rural  districts,  in  some  cases  it  was  found  difficult  to 
maintain  attendance  at  the  former  during  the  month  of  April,  and  at 
the  latter  during  the  month  of  July.  The  causes  of  a falling  attendance 
are  apparent,  since  April  comes  at  the  end  of  the  session,  and  the  lengthen- 
ing days  prove  attractive  to  town  students  for  outdoor  games  and 
recreation,  while  J uly  is  a busy  month  in  the  fields,  and  the  rural  students 
are  too  busily  employed  in  haymaking  and  other  farming  operations 
to  give  time  for  technical  instruction. 


The  session  was  re-arranged  so  as  to  begin  the  winter  courses  in 
September  instead  of  October,  and  to  make  August  the  regular  holiday 
® month,  instead  of  September  as  heretofore.  As  the  work  had  slackened 
■considerably  in  July,  it  was  possible  to  permit  the  teachers  to  attend  the 
Special  Classes  for  Teachers  held  by  the  Department  in  that  month. 
This  arrangement  has  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

The  Schools  are  now  wisely  limiting  the  number  of  courses  they  provide, 
■and,  further,  are  restricting  the  number  of  subjects  in  these  courses;  as 
they  recognise  that,  with  their  limited  staff,  they  cannot  economically 
provide  efficient  instruction  in  a wide  number  of  subjects  for  the  small 
■classes  they  obtain.  This  does  not  mean  that  less  teaching  is  being  done, 
but  that  the  teaching  is  more  carefully  directed  into  channels  productive 
of  the  most  good. 

In  the  small  towns,  in  addition  to  the  difficulty  of  organising  effective 
courses  for  the  small  numbers  of  students  in  the  different  trades, 
there  is  that  of  meeting  defects  in  the  elementary  education  of  the 
students.  The  latter  is  not  indeed  confined  to  the  small  towns,  but 
is  also  manifest  in  several  of  the  larger  towns.  Introductory  courses 
designed  to  meet  those  defects  have  been  opened  in  many  centres,  but 
they  are  not  altogether  successful.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  sympathetic 
teachers  who  can  illustrate  their  teaching  with  examples  drawn  from 
the  students*  experience  in  everyday  work;  and  as.  these,  do  not 
see  the  application  of  the  teaching  to  their  own  particular  trade,  and  are 
slow  to  realise  that  sound  progress  is  impossible  in  any  technical  subject 
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without  an  adequate  knowledge  of  English  and  Arithmetic,  the  attend- 
ance is  unsatisfactory.  Another  undoubted  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory 
attendance  at  Introductory  classes  has  been  the  admission  to  them  of 
pupils  still  on  the  roll  of  a day  school.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  give 
effective  teaching  to  both  youths  and  adults  in  the  same  class.  Further,  it 
is  not  desirable  to  attempt  it,  as  the  elder  students  naturally  resent  being 
classed  with  the  children.  It  is  satisfactory  tp  note  that  this  fault 
is  now  being  avoided  by  a number  of  committees. 

In  rural  districts  the  above-mentioned  difficulties  of  providing  courses 
of  instruction  are  accentuated,  and  it  is  felt  that  in  many  districts  com- 
mittees would  be  wiser  in  offering  classes  in  a few  well  selected  subjects 
than  in  attempting  to  rim  courses  designed  to  extend  over  a number 
of  years.  _ _ 

In  Munster  five  special  courses  were  in  operation,  viz.,  Building  Trades, 
Engineering,  Commercial,  Art  and  Domestic  Economy  ; and  Road  Carriage 
Building  in  Clonmel. 

The  Building  Trades, — including  Handicraft — courses  were  conducted 
by  19  Manual  Instructors  who  have  high  qualifications  in  Building  Con- 
struction and  related  subjects.  In  the  towns  their  teaching  has  proved 
invaluable  to  apprentices  and  journeymen  : in  the  country  their  handi- 
craft classes,  in  co-operation  with  Agricultural  Instruction,  especially 
in  county  Cork,  has  proved  a great  advantage  to  young  farmers  and  rural 
labourers.  Many  of  the  latter  who  have  attended  those  classes  for  a 
number  of  years  have  been  able  to  furnish  cottages  with  furniture  entirely 
of  their  own  making.  When  this  is  added  to  their  improvement  in  tillage 
and  gardening  it  will  be  readily  understood  how  technical  instruction 
has  increased  the  comfort  and  general  well-being  of  the  rural  districts. 

While  the  young  men  have  been  trained  to  increase  their  skill  and 
usefulness-,  provision  has  also  been  made  for  young  women  who  have 
attended  suitable  classes  in  Household  subjects,  such  as  Cookery,  Laundry- 
work,  Needlework,  Dressmaking,  Hygiene,  First  Aid  and  Sick  Nursing. 
Classes  in  these  subjects  were  conducted  during  the  session  by  20  specially 
trained  instructresses,  three  of  whom  were  attached  to  Urban  Technical 
Schools,  but  the  others  conducted  about  100  courses,  each  of  6 weeks 
duration,  in  rural  districts.  When  it  is  known  that  similar  courses 
have  been  in  operation  during  the  past  12  years  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
young  women  in  the  counties  have  had  opportunities  of  obtaining  a sound 
practical  training  in  household  duties.  The  post  of  an  Itinerant 
Instructress  is  no  sinecure,  since  classes  are  often  conducted  under  very 
adverse  conditions,  and  there  is  no  work  under  county  schemes  that 
requires  more  of  the  missionary  spirit  for  its  successful  development. 

The  courses  in  Engineering  and  allied  subjects  are  restricted  to  a 
few  districts,  the  chief  being  Queenstown,  where  it  is  of  prime  importance, 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  H.M.  Dockyard  at  Haulbowline,  and  where 
the  teaching  is  very  efficient.  Of  less  importance  are  the  courses  at 
Passage  West,  Ringaskiddy,  Tralee  and  Clonmel.  Recently  four  Manual 
Instructors  have  added  Metal  Working  to  their  syllabuses,  and  have 
thus  considerably  increased  their  utility. 

Clonmel,  where  Bianconi  first  established  the  jaunting  car,  is  one  of 
the  most  important  centres  of  side  car  and  road  carriage  building  in  the 
South  of  Ireland.  Here  a course  in  Road  Carriage  Building  was  initiated 
a few  years  ago,  and  the  course  has  been  gradually  developed.  Additional 
Instructors  have  been  appointed  for  smiths’  work  and  Carriage  painting  ; 
and  Motor-car  body  making  and  repairing  are  also  receiving  attention. 
The  course  is  filling  a gap  in  the  training  of  the  apprentices  to  this  trade, 
who  regard  attendance  at  the  course  as  part  of  their  regular  training  - 
So  far  this  course  in  Carriage  Building  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
South  of  Ireland. 

The  classes  in  Farriery,  under  an  instructor  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
ment, were  continued  as  in  the  previous  year.  During  the  session  classes 
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were  held  in  Tipperary,  Dungarvan  and  Lismore,  and  local  blacksmiths 
and  horse -owners  testified  to  the  excellence  of  the  instruction.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  important  developments  of  recent  years.  The  black- 
smiths have  shown  the  keenest  interest  in  the  improved  methods  of 
shoeing,  and  the  resulting  improvement  in  their  own  work  has  amply 
repaid  them  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken  in  attending  the  classes. 
JSot  only  has  it  reduced  the  amount  of  suffering  in  horses  from  unsuitable 
shoeing,  but  it  has  also  added  to  their  value  by  rendering  sound  many 
that  formerly  suffered  from  various  types  of  lameness,  and  that  were 
consequently  of  little  use  to  their  owners.  Meantime  it  is  impossible 
to  meet  all  the  demands  for  courses  in  Farriery. 

Commercial  courses  were  conducted  by  seven  trained  Instructors, 
who  were  also  whole-time  officers,  and  by  a few  local  teachers,  but  it 
is  only  in  the  Urban  centres  and  small  towns  that  these  courses  are 
required.  A fair  proportion  of  the  students  were  in  business,  and  the 
instruction  was  helpful  to  them  in  their  daily  work.  There  were  also 
students  who  had  left  the  day  school  and  were  waiting  for  employment, 
and  students  who  were  still  attending  day  schools.  The  last  are  un- 
desirable as  evening  students,  their  day  school  studies  should  occupy 
their  spare  time,  and  their  presence  in  a mixed  class  is  naturally 
resented  by  business  students.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  number  in 
attendance  at  the  second  and  subsequent  years  of  study  are  small  com- 
pared with  those  who  enrol  for  the  first  year  of  the  course.  The  majority 
appear  to.  be  satisfied  with  the  minimum  knowledge,  and  they  shovr 
little  ambition  . or  perseverance.  In  Tralee,  however,  where  the  teaching 
is  efficient,  the  industrial  environment  good,  and  the  spirit  of  competition 
keen,  the  advanced  classes  have  been  well  attended.  It  should  be  noted 
also  that  appreciation  and  encouragement  by  employers  are  important 
factors  in  the  development  of  Commercial  courses. 

Technical  and  Apprenticeship  Scholarships  were  awarded  by  five 
Committees.  The  former  wrere  held  in  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools 
where  the  training  is  most  suitable  for  the  preparation  of  boys  for  an 
industrial  career. 

County  Boroughs. 

There  is  little  to  add  to  the  Report  of  last  year  on  the  work  of  the 
three  County  Boroughs.  There  has  been  steady  development  and 
progress,  and  the  only  outstanding  addition  was  the  introduction  of 
Wireless  Telegraphy  Installations  at  the  Cork  and  Limerick  Institutes, 
where  classes  in  that  subject  were  taught.  This  and  the  provision  made 
for  instruction  in  Motor  Engineering  show  that  the  Institutes  are  keeping 
m touch  with  recent  developments  in  the  industrial  world. 

Secondary  Schools. 

No  new  feature  marked  the  work  of  the  Secondary  Schools,  and 
progress  continued  as  in  the  previous  session. 

Primary  Schools. 

The  classes  in  Drawing  and  Manual  Instruction  were  conducted  as 
formerly,  and,  while  many  continued  to  obtain  excellent  results,  others 
reached  only  a mediocre  standard  owing  to  the  defects  already  mentioned 
m previous,  reports.  These  were  frequent  changes  of  staff,  and  lack 
of  systematic  co-operation  and  organisation. 

Dr.  C4arrett,  Inspector  for  the  Northern  District,  reports  : — 

Technical  Schools. 

In  the  past  session  36  Technical  Schools  were  conducted  in  Ulster, 

^ being  m the  County  Boroughs  of  Belfast  and  Londonderry.  15  in 
Urban  Districts  managed  by  Urban  Committees,  and  19  in  small  Urban 
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or  Rural  Districts  managed  by  County  Committees.  This  number  is 
an  increase  of  two  compared  with  the  previous  session,  the  new  schools 
being  situated  at  Donaghadee  and  Newcastle  in  county  Down. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  again  increased  considerably.  It 
is  Worthy  of  note  that  since  the  session  1906-7,  the  year  in  which  the 
new  regulations  of  the  Department  came  into  operation,  the  number 
of  students  in  the  Ulster  schools  has  steadily  grown.  This  increase  now 
amounts  to  some  63  per  cent,  of  the  number  then  enrolled. 

Extensions  of  the  school  buildings  at  Ballymena,  Ballymoney  and 
Carrickfergus  have  been  completed  during  the  session.  At  Warrenpoint 
a more  suitable  and  commodious  building  was  obtained,  and  at  Maghera- 
felt  the  new  building  was  completed  and  made  available  for  use. 
Generally  speaking  the  schools  managed  by  Urban  Committees,  with  the 
exception  of  those  at  Dromore  and  Holy  wood,  are  now  well  housed. 
Of  the  County  schools,  those  in  Antrim  and  Monaghan,  as  well  as  two 
of  the  four  Tyrone  schools,  arc  much  in  need  of  better  accommodation. 

With  regard  to  the  work  done,  no  very  marked  changes  are  to  be 
recorded.  The  keen  interest  displayed  by  teachers  and  students  alike 
has  been  well  maintained,  and  the  teaching  generally  was  of  a satis- 
factory standard.  There  has  been  a steady  movement  towards  con- 
solidating the  course  system,  which  lias  done  so  much  for  the  efficiency 
of  the  instruction.  The  Department’s  Technical  School  Examinations 
have  directed  attention  to  the  need  for  definite  courses,  and  have 
stimulated  a study  of  the  requirements  of  the  types  of  students  in  attend- 
ance at  the  various  schools.  The  issue  of  Time-Tables  drawn  upon  course 
lines  has  also  facilitated  the  adoption  of  definite  and  systematic  courses 
in  a few  schools,  notably  in  Belfast,  Armagh  and  the  county  London- 
derry schools.  In  many  ox  the  schools,  however,  there  is  still  great  looseness 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  courses,  Principals  being  apparently  content 
so  long  as  two  or  more  subjects  chosen  from  a group  of  related  subjects 
are  taken  by  their  students.  Although  the  strongest  emphasis  lias  been 
placed  by  the  Department  on  the  need  for  making  the  occupations  of 
the  students  the  basis  on  which  the  courses  should  be  constructed,  there 
is  not  yet  as  general  a recognition  of  this  principle  as  is  desirable.  The 
Belfast  Technical  Institute  is  in  this  respect  giving  a most  valuable  lead 
to  other  institutions. 

The  want  of  consideration  of  the  occupations  of  students  is  not  confined 
to  the  school  authorities,  but  extends  in  many  cases  also  to  the  indi- 
vidual teachers.  Obvious  as  the  fact  is,  some  teachers  find  it  difficult 
to  realise  that  their  syllabuses  and  the  treatment  of  the  instruction  should 
be  designed  with  a clear  perception  of  its  objects  and  of  its  usefulness 
to  the  students.  Such  teachers  invariably  regard  the  subject  they  teach 
as  an  end  in  itself,  and  something  which  is  to  be  taught  on  a fixed  plan 
no  matter  who  their  students  may  be.  One  of  the  most  marked  instances 
of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  treatment  of  Business  Methods.  Clearly 
the  methods  employed  in  business  depend  greatly  on  the  nature  of  the 
business,  and  are  not  the  same  in  small  retail  concerns  as  in  large 
wholesale  or  manufacturing  firms.  Nevertheless,  many  teachers  whose 
classes  consist  almost  exclusively  of  students  of  the  shop  assistant  type 
treat  the  subject  as  if  they  were  dealing  with  warehouse  clerks. 

Notwithstanding  these  defects,  which  will  no  doubt  disappear  with 
a growing  recognition  of  the  functions  of  Technical  Instruction,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  schools  are  gradually  beginning  to  realise  mofe  clearly 
the  methods  by  which  they  may  assist  in  the  development  of  local  in- 
dustries. There  is  evidence  of  the  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
the  schools  in  the  greater  interest  now  shown  by  employers  and  in  the 
encouragement  held  out  by  the  latter  to  their  employees  to  attend  regularly. 
This  encouragement  is  taking  the  form  of  additional  wages  to  students 
who  attend  regularly  and  make  satisfactory  progress  or  of  a reduction 
of  the  period  of  apprenticeship. 
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It.  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  volume  of  advanced  work  is  increasing, 
especially  in  the  larger  schools,  but  there  is  still  a very  serious  wastage 
owing  to  the  fact  that  a large  proportion  of  the  students  fail  to  proceed 
to  advanced  classes . This  proportion  varies  greatly  from  school  to  school, 
being  greatest  m the  least  efficient  and  smallest  in  the  most  efficient 
swioois.  On  the  whole,  it  may  be  said  that  only  about  one  quarter  of 
those  who  take  a First  Year  Course  continue  in  attendance  until  the 
course  is  completed  at  the  end  of  four  years. 

. l,|ie  wastage  referred  to  has  many  causes.  Sometimes,  more  par- 
ticularly m the  case  of  the  Building  Trades,  it  is  due  to  the  students 
being  sent  to  a distance  for  country  work.  Sometimes  they  leave  the 
■district  altogether,  sometimes  interruptions  produced  by  overtime  break 
the  thread  of  the  instruction  and  discourage  the  student.  Sometimes 
the  strain  ot  the  additional  work  is  too  severely  felt  or  new  work  is 
■entered  upon  which  prohibits  attendance  at  the  school . Want  of  applica- 
tion and  the  superior  attractions  of  places  of  amusement  play  their  part, 
p t * \€!r®  is,no  doubt  that  the  strain  of  fairly  intense  study  at  the  eloso 
•of  a full  day  s work  is  considerable,  and  will  only  be  borne  for  an  extended 
period  by  the  most  virile  and  ambitious  students.  A consideration  of 
ail  the  factors  leads  to  the  conclusion  that,  in  the  circumstances,  the 
success  which  has  been  attained  is  remarkable,  and  the  surprising  fact 
is  that  so  many  exhibit  the  necessary  application  and  preseverance. 

the  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  relieve  the  strain,  by  the  in- 
stitution of  day  apprentice  classes,  conducted  within  working  hours-, 
have  met  with  little  response.  They  pre-suppose  willingness  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  release  their  apprentices  for  a few  hours  from  their 
workshops  or  businesses,  but  except  in  a few  centres,  Belfast,  Ballymena, 
Carnckfergus  and  Newry,  the  necessary  co-operation  of  employers  has 
been  wanting.  Tho  number  of  students  affected  was  relatively  very 
small,  , and  the  scope  of  work  limited  to  a few  trades. 

In  20  of  the  Technical  Schools  (chiefly  those  in  the  smaller  towns) 
provision  was  made  for  the  instruction  of  National  School  pupils  in 
Domestic  Economy.  These  children  w-ere  gathered  from  69  National 
Schools  m the  neighbourhood  of  the  Technical  Schools,  and  received 
instruction  from  highly  oualified  teachers  under  better  conditions  than 
could  be  secured  in  most  National  Schools.  Almost  1 ,000  children  made 
a satisfactory  attendance. 

Schools  of  Art  have  again  been  conducted  in  connection  with  the 
Belfast  and  Londonderry  Institutes.  The  work  in  the  former  has  been 
re-organised  on  systematic  course  lines,  and  the  relation  of  art  work 
to  craft  training  is  receiving  greater -consideration,  in  both  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  evening  work  done  at  the  schools  a considerable 
amount  ot  day  instruction  in  commercial,  art  and  domestic  subjects  has 
been  given,  the  students,  being  mainly  persons  who  have  not  a fixed 
occupation  or  are  engaged  in  household  duties. 


County  Schemes. 

Instruction  Ulster  Counties  aSain  conducted  Schemes  of  Technical 

The  character  of  these  schemes  has,  in  recent  years,  been  gradually 
cJiangmg.  Originally  they  were  in  nearly  all  cases  designed  to  provide 
for  the  requirements  of  the  districts  concerned  by  means  of  itinerant 
instruction.  It  has,  however,  been  realised  that  there  are  very  definite 
limits  to  what,  can  be  accomplished  in  itinerant  classes,  and  that  the' 
needs  of  the  more  populous  centres,  whether  small  Urban  Districts  or 
merely  country  towns  cannot  adequately  be  met  by  this  system. 
Accordingly  one  county  after  another  has  decided  to  establish  Technical 
ocnoois  m suitable  centres.  Obviously  a wider  and  much  more  thorough 
training  can  be  given  in  a permanent  Technical  School  than  in  sporadic 
classes,  and  the  schools  while  drawing  students  mainly  from  their  im- 
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mediate  neighbourhood  are  found  to  have  an  effective  radius  of  influence 
of  about  six  miles.  Earnest  students  travel  even  greater  distances. 
Since  the  session  1906-7  the  number  of  such  schools  has  increased, 
from  5 to  19.  r . 

The  organisation  of  these  schools  is  not  without  difficulties.  Ex- 
perience  has  shown  that  little  success  can  be  expected  unless  there  is 
a responsible  teacher  in  each  school,  and  that  the  number  of  schools 
which  one  Principal  can*  supervise  efficiently  seldom  exceeds  two.  In 
three  counties  a Principal  has  been  appointed  who  acts  as  Secretary 
to  the  Committee,  as  Organiser  of  the  Scheme  generally  and  as  Principal 
of  the  Schools.  In  three  others  Principals  have  been  appointed  for 
definite  groups  of  schools  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  County 
Secretary.  The  remaining  three  counties,  Armagh,  Cavan  and  Donegal, 
have  as  yet  no  Technical  Schools,  but  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  opening  two  schools  in  county  Donegal  next  session. 

These  schools  have  been  generally  very  successful  along  certain  lines. 
The  work  is  in  nearly  all  cases  confined  to  instruction  in  Commercial, 
Building  Trades,  Farmers,  Art  and  Domestic  courses,  in  addition  to  the 
Introductory  course,  and  the  number  of  students  enrolled  is  in  many 
cases  relatively  larger  than  in  schools  situated  in  the  more  important 
Urban  Districts.  Further  particulars  with  regard  to  the  schools  are 
contained  in  the  report  on  Technical  Schools.  ... 

While  the  work  above  outlined  has  been  steadily  growing  itinerant 
instruction  continues  to  be  given  in  the  rural  districts.  The  difficulty 
of  obtaining  suitable  accommodation  remains  very  much  as  in  former 
years,  and  credit  is  due  to  the  teachers  for  the  success  achieved  m the 
circumstances.  . 

During  the  year,  137  itinerant  courses  have  been  given,  this  number 
being  a slight  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  session.  Of  these  70  were 
in  Woodwork,  52  in  Domestic  Economy,  8 in  Farriery,  3 in  Commerce, 

3 in  Art,  and  1 in  Nursing.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  counties 
where  the  services  of  whole-time  teachers  are  largely  required  for 
Technical  School  work,  special  teachers  are  assigned  to  itinerant  in- 
struction. By  this  means  both  types  of  work  receive  due  attention. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  courses  in  subjects  other  than 
Woodwork  and  Domestic  Economy  tends  to  increase.  This  result  has 
been  rendered  possible  by  the  employment  of  whole -time  teachers  in 
the  Schools,  and  very  valuable  and  successful  work  in  Art  and  Commerce 
has  been  rendered  possible  in  centres  which  are  too  small  for  Schools. 

The  only  new  development  to  which  attention  need  be  drawn  is  the 
instruction  in  Farriery  given  in  county  Derry  by  an  instructor  supplied 
by  the  Department.  Short  courses  of  instruction  were  held,  to  which 
blacksmiths  from  several  miles  around  were  gathered.  The  instruction 
was  of  a very  useful  and  practical  type,  and  it  was  much  appreciated 
by  the  students.  Local  forges,  however,  are  not  as  a rule  very  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  on  account  of  the  limited  accommodation  and  equipment- 

instruction  in  Lace  and  Sprigging  has  been  continued  in  much  the 
same  centres  as  before.  These  industries  are  chiefly  concentrated  in 
Fermanagh,  Donegal,  Cavan  and  Monaghan,  but  the  serious  depression 
in  the  Lace  trade  exerted  very  ill  effects  upon  classes  in  that  industry, 
notwithstanding  the  successful  efforts  made  to  improve  the  business 
methods  employed  and  to  infuse  new  ideas  into  the  designs. 
Sprigging  industry,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  prosperous,  and  the 
classes  in  this  subject  have  in  consequence  proved  very  successful. 

Secondary  Schools. 

In  the  past  session  75  schools  followed  the  Department’s  programme 
for  Secondary  Schools  in  Ulster. 

The  subjects  taught  cover  a wide  range,  and  include  all  branches  of 
science  included  in  the  special  courses  of  the  Programme. 
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The  standard  of  efficiency  reached  in  previous  years  lias  been  well 
maintained,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  although  it  is  now  some  years 
«nce  the  Intermediate  Board  withdrew  their  regulation  making  the 
teaching  of  science  compulsory  there  is  no  noticeable  falling  off  in  the 
volume  of  the  instruction.  A few  of  the  weaker  schools  have  ceased  to 
teach  science,  but  as  these  were  obviously  doing  so  under  great  difficulties 
of  accommodation,  equipment  and  staff,  the  discontinuance  cannot 
be  regretted. 

The  selection  of  courses  by  the  schools  is  now  very  sound,  and  there 
are  almost  no  cases  where  unsuitable  courses  are  taken.  Manual  in- 
struction, which  should  constitute  a subject  of  instruction  in  all  boys’ 
schools,  has  not  yet  been  generally  adopted  by  them.  The  reasons  given 
are  that  the  pressure  of  other  subjects  precludes  the  necessary  time  being 
set  aside  for  it,  that  the  grant  is  insufficient,  and  that  sufficient  teachers 
are  not  avai.able. 


Primary  Schools, 

Twelve  Primary  Schools  again  received  instruction  in  Drawing. 

The  work  continued  to  be  very  well  done,  notwithstanding  the  serious 
difficulties  under  which  the  teaching  labours.  These  difficulties  are  due 
to  the  large  numbers  in  the  classes,  the  lack  of  any  special  equipment, 
other  than  the  most  necessary,  and  the  want  of  training  of  the  teachers. 

In  four  of  the  schools  instruction  in  Manual  Work  was  again  given 
The  teaching  in  three  of  them  was  excellent  and  in  the  fourth  good. 

Me.  McCafj’eby,  Inspector  of  the  South  Central  District,  reports  : — 

County  Schemes. 

In  Carlow,  Kildare,  Kilkenny  and  Wicklow  the  schemes  for  administer- 
ing the  Technical  Instruction  Act  are  joint  schemes  which  provide  for 
the  needs  of  both  urban  and  rural  areas,  whilst  the  county  Wexford 
scheme  is  concerned  only  with  the  wants  of  the  rural  districts.  All 
these  schemes  have  remained  as  in  the  preceding  session  without  ap- 
preciable change  in  their  main  features.  The  Kildare  scheme  is  still  the 
only  one  under  which  any  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  instruction 
in  commercial  subjects  in  non- urban  areas.  A class  in  shorthand  and 
correspondence  was  successively  conducted  in  Newbridge  throughout 
the  session,  but  as  this  class  was  a substitute  for  one  in  book-keeping 
carried  on  in  the  preceding  session,  it  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  an 
extension  of  the  activities  of  the  scheme.  The  need  for  elementary 
instruction  in  commercial  subjects  in  the  small  non-urbanised  towns 
is  not  questioned,  but  there  are  obstacles  in  the  way  of  providing  it, 
and  the  magnitude  of  the  effort  required  to  overcome  them  has  hitherto 
been  sufficient  to  deter  the  responsible  organising  officers  from  making 
the  attempt,  except  in  the  single  instance  quoted.  The  cost  of  providing 
instruction  in  domestic  economy  and  manual  instruction  has  steadily 
increased  from  normal  causes  since  the  early  days  of  the  schemes,  and 
the  grants  accruing  to  county  schemes  under  the  new  Programme 
have  scarcely  done  more  than  compensate  for  such  normal  increases. 
In  the  absence  of  any  further  financial  support  for  the  schemes  it  W'ould 
seem,  therefore,  that  commercial  instruction  can  be  provided  in  the 
small  towns  of  county  areas  only  by  lessening  the  amount  of  instruction 
in  woodwork  or  domestic  economy.  Opportunities  for  doing  this  occur 
at  rare  intervals,  and  even  then  there  are  so  many  interests  involved 
that  the  step  is  fraught  with  danger. 

A scholarship  scheme  for  boys  is  in  operation  in  Kilkenny,  the  scholar- 
ships being  tenable  at  the  Kilkenny  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  scholars  following  the  first  year 
■course  this  session  was  only  limited  by  the  accommodation  available 
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and  that  a fair  proportion  of  the  boys  were  not  m receipt  of  any  mainten- 
ance allowance.  This  is  a very  encouraging  sign,  and  shows  that  parents 
in  the  urban  district  have  now  a better  knowledge  and  keener  apprecia- 
tion than  formerly  of  the  advantages  their  sons  will  derive  from  attendance 
at  the  school.  Scholarships  for 'girls  were  provided  for  in  the  Carlow 
and  Wexford  schemes.  Under  the  Wexford  scheme  the  scholarships 
are  awarded  on  the  results  of  an  examination,  and  aro  tenable  in  the 
Kihnore  School  of  Domestic  Training.  The  Carlow  scholarships  are 
awarded  by  the  vote  of  the  Committee,  and  as  there  is  no  school  of 
domestic  training  in  the  county  some  of  the  scholars  are  sent  to  Kilmo 
whilst  others  go  to  Stradbally  in  the  adjacent  Queens  County.  As- 
these  scholarship  schemes  have  now  been  in  operation  tor  many  y^ears^ 
full  opportunity  has  been  given  for  the  nature  and  value  of  the  training 
obtained  through  them  to  become  well  known.  It  is,  therefore,  scarcely 
to  be  wondered  at  that  the  competition  for  the  scholarships  amongst 
suitable  candidates  is  fairly  keen  in  both  counties. 

Classes  for  teachers  have'appeared  in  Kildare,  Kilkenny  and  Carlow, 
durinw  recent  sessions,  with  some  regularity.  It  might  be  said  in  a general 
way  that  the  demand  has  been  for  instruction  m experimental  science 
in  Kilkenny,  for  domestic  economy  and  rural  science  in  Carlow,  and  foi 
drawing  and  manual  instruction  in  Kildare,  but  from  a variety  of  reasons 
the  nature  of  the  demand  has  changed  somewhat  from  session  to  session. 
The  session  under  review  has  been  remarkable  for  a widespread  demand 
for  teaXs'  cLses  in  languages.  In  Wicklow  and  Kilkenny  the  demand 
could  not  be  satisfied.  Late  in  the  session  the  Wexford  Committee 
opened  a class  in  Irish  at  Newtownbarry  which  received  a satisfactory 
measure  of  support.  The  Kildare  Committee  opened  classes  m Irish 
£ Ss  and  Athy,  but  the  attendance  was  small  in  each  of  these  centres 
Til  Carlow  a whole-time  itinerant,  teacher  was  employed  to  conduct 
classes  for  nuns  in  Irish  and  French  in  four  convents,  and  m Irish  alone 
in  two  convents.  A second  teacher  of  Irish  was  employed  to  conduct 
elasses  at  Tullowand  Tyneclash,  whilst  yet  a third  was  similarly  employed 
in  Borris,  Bagenalstown,  Carlow  and  Leighlmbndge.  These  elasses  were 
well  attended,  and  the  teacher -students  displayed  great  interest  m their 
studies.  To  enable  teachers  to  complete  their  qualifications,  an  advanced 
class  in  domestic  economy  was  held  in  Carlow,  and  advanced  classes  in 
rural  science  in  Bagenalstown  and  Tullow.- 

The  complexity  and  importance  of  the  work  of  organising  short  courses 
of  instruction  in  rural  centres  has  been  referred  to  in  a former  report. 
To  carry  on  this  w-ork  successfully  requires  the  exercise  of  forethought, 
industry  and  tact,  as  well  as  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  district  to 
be  administered  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  classes  are  to  be  con- 
ducted It  is  not  unusual  for  the  preliminary  stages  of  the  work  m 
regard  to  a centre  to  be  attended  to  by  the  responsible  organising  officer 
and  the  later  stages  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  teacher.  When  -the 
instructors  are  experienced  andrealisehow  far  the  success  of  theirteachmg 
depends  upon  their  own  efforts  before  the  opening  of  the  classes  the 
results  leave  little  to  be  desired.  It  may  at  once  be  stated  that,  viewed 
as  a whole,  the  organisation  of  the  short  courses  has  been  as  thorough 
and  conscientious  as  could  reasonably  be  expected,  the  exceptional  cases 
being  insignificant.  The  benefits  of  the  schemes  have  been  distributed 
verv  fairly.  The  instructors  have  conducted  courses  of  instruction  in 
47  individual  centres,  as  against  58  in  the  preceding  session  and  44  in 
1911-12.  The  falling  off  in  the  number  as  compared  with  that  tor  1912-1.4 
is  due  to  a decrease  of  three  in  the  number  of  itinerant  instructors  at 
work.  The  attention  given  to  the- organisation  of  the  courses  may  die. 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  in  order 
to  avoid  waste  of  time  to  send  both  the  manual  instructor  and  the 
domestic  economy  instructress  to  the  same  centre  during  the  session, 
and  by  the  further  fact  that  one  or  two  new  centres  w-ere  opened  m each.

Ubban  District  Schemes,  includinq  Technical  Scroops  in  County- 
Areas. 

Considerable  inconvenience  arises  from  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of 
the  accoinniodation  in  Kilkenny,  where  the  classes  are  held  in  two 
buildings  a considerable  distance  apart ; in  Naas,  where  two  rooms  in 
ArkW11^  SChn0lmaV6  be.en1utilised  for  overflow  classes;  and  in 
^hsed’for^t-h6  f?Ur  huMlnies  w.ldely  separated  from  each  other  are  now- 
utilised  for  the  classes  meeting  in  the  urban  district.  In  all  these  centres 
the - Committees  have  acquired  the  right  of  exclusive  use  to  the  accom- 
modation utilised,  except,  of  course,  in  the  ease  of  the  national  sch™l 
class-rooms  used  at  Naas.

W exford  institutes  show  a substantial  increase.  In  the  Bray  School 
the  result  is  probably  due  to  the  adoption  of  a somewhat  liberal  scholar- 

theP  res'T’  feu  “ ‘he  T?  °f  the  Werf°rd  school  it  is  undoubtedly 
the  result  of  the  increased  importance  now  being  attached  to  the 
organisation  of  the  introductory  course. 

The  specialised  courses  and  the  subjects  taught  remained  very  much 
the  same  as  in  recent  sessions,  but  a few  new  features  appeared  which 
may.be  noted.  A commercial  course  was  opened  for  the  first  time  in 
.Wow— with  satisfactory  results . Ih  the  same  town  was  opened  a class 
m the  management  of  marine  motors  intended  especially  for  local  sea- 
going fishermen.  Suitable  premises  w-ere  secured  and,  with  financial 
assistance  from  the  Fisheries  Branch  of  the  Department,  an  up-to-date 
marine  motor  engine  -was  installed.  The  class  secured  the  support  of 
a number  of  ordinary  students,  but  it  was  not  successful  in  attracting 
a satisfactory  attendance  of  fishermen.  In  Enniscorthy  the  teaching- 
ot  domestic  economy,  which  had  lapsed  in  the  preceding  sessions  was 
revived  Trench  w-as  added  to  the  curriculum  in  Naas,  Kilkenny  and 
in  Elkenny  Sh  m ElmIS00rtb5' and  New  Ross>  and  electrical  engineering 

Special  classes  in  domestic  economy,  for  national  school  pupils,  were  held 
in  the  Bray,  Arklow  and  Kilkenny  schools,  and  grants  -were  earned  on 
the  attendance  of  85  pupils.  More  than  two-thirds  of  these  pupils  were- 
catered  for  in  Kilkenny. 
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Secondary  Schools. 

The  number  of  secondary  schools  taking  experimental  science  and 
drawing,  and  preparing  pupils  for  the  examinations  of  the  Intermediate 
Board,  remained  29  as  in  the  previous  session.  Of  these  18  are  boys’ 
schools  and  1 1 are  girls’  schools.  These  institutions  are  required  to  provide 
a two  years’  preliminary  course  in  experimental  science  and  drawing, 
and  in  addition  either  a concomitant  auxiliary  course  for  junior  pupils 
or  a special  course  for  senior  ones.  The  auxiliary  course  must  be  manual 
instruction  in  the  case  of  boys  and  domestic  economy  in  the  case  of 
virls.  Owing  to  extensive  building  operations  and  other  difficulties, 
one  school  found  it  impossible  to  provide  either  an  auxiliary  or  special 
course  during  the  session,  and  in  the  exceptional  circumstances  the 
managers  were  excused  from  a full  compliance  with  the  regulation. 
Manual  instruction  was  taught  in  half  of  the  boys’  schools — in  three  as 
a matter  of  necessity,  and  in  the  other  six  parallel  with  a special  course. 
The  auxiliary  course  in  domestic  economy  was  taken  in  five  schools, 
but  in  each  of  these  one  or  more  of  the  special  courses  was  also  taken. 

The  distribution  of  the  special  courses  amongst  the  schools  of  the

It  will  bo  seen  from  this  summary  that  drawing  and  geography  are 
subjects  common  to  both  boys’  and  girls’  schools,  whilst  chemistry, 
physics  and  mechanics  are  taken  only  in  boys’  schools,  and  botany,  physi- 
ology and  domestic  economy  only  in  girls’  schools.  The  most  note- 
worthy feature  of  this  summary,  when  compared  with  that  for  1912-13, 
is  the  revival  of  teaching  of  domestic  economy  in  two  schools  from  the 
curricula  of  which  it  had  disappeared  for  a session.  It  may  not  be 
without  interest  to  add  that  in  the  interval  each  school  had  built  and 
suitably  equipped  a spacious  kitchen  for  teaching  purposes. 

The  efficiency  of  the  teaching  has  improved  considerably  in  intro- 
ductory physics,  introductory  chemistry  and  first  year  drawing,  and 
some  improvement  has  also  taken  place  in  the  teaching  of  the  special 
courses  in  domestic  economy,  chemistry  and  drawing,  but  a distinct 
falling  off  was  noticeable  in  the  case  of  manual  instruction. 

Three  non-intermediate  schools  are  now  working  in  this  district. 
Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  Kilkenny  Day  Trades  Pre- 
paratory School  and  to  the  Ililmore  Residential  School  of  Domestic 
Training  in  connection  with  the  county  scholarship  schemes.  The  third 
institution  is  a School  of  Housecraft  organised  in  connection  with,  but 
as  a distinct  section  of,  the  Wexford  Loreto  Convent  School.  This  School 
of  Housecraft  is  designed  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  girls  who  have 
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attended  a primary  school  to  the  age  of  fifteen  or  sixteen,  and  are  then 
sent  int°  a residential  school  for  one  year  “to  finish  off.”  Such  girls 
are  fairly  numerous  and  cannot  be  dealt  with  suitably  in  the  ordinary 
type  of  intermediate  school.  Such  pupils  in  a secondary  schoS  as 
now-a-days  organised,  are  of  necessity  often  left  for  a eomitoble  portion 
of  their  school  day  without  suitable  occupation  and  time  hangs  heavily 
on  their  hands.  For  lack  of  funds  the  additional  staff  cannot  be  mo 
vided  to  meet  their  needs,  the  first  and  greatest  of  whichT of  coiSe 
a thorough  training  m domestic  science  and  house  management  The 
recent  introduction  of  Section  IX.

W hen  the  conditions  under  which  the  teaching  is  carried  on  are  taken 
into  account  it  may  be  said  that  the  drawing  itself  is  very  good  in  all 
the  standards.  When  weak  spots  appear  they  are  usually  found  in 
thq  freehand  of  Standard  I.  in  which  the  pupils  do  not  always  get 
sufficient  practice,  m the  scale  drawing  of  Standard  IV.  the  accuracy 
of  which  is  not  adequately  tested  during  the  lessons,  and  in  the  geo- 
metrical drawing  of  Standard  V.  where  proper  steps  are  not  taken  to 
give  the  pupils  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  . the  elementary  principles 
involved.  The  use  of  slates  in  Standard  I.,  though  permissible?  is 
gradually  disappearing.

Mb.  McGann,  Junior  Inspector  in  the  West  Central  District,  reports 

County  Schemes. 

The  West  Central  District  comprised  eight,  counties  and  eleven  urban 
areas.  All  had  schemes  of  Technical  Instruction  in  operation.  In  the 
counties  of  Leitrim,  Koscommon,  Sligo  and  Westmeath,  the  schemes 
were  administered  by  the  Committees  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
instruction,  whilst  Joint  Committees  of  the  county  and  urban  areas 
administered  the  schemes  in  Clare,  Galway,  Longford  and  Mayo.  All 
the  Committees  made  provision  for  instruction  in  Drawing,  Woodwork 
and  Domestic  Economy,  five  for  instruction  in  Commercial  subjects 
and  two  for  instruction  in  Crochetwork.  Thirteen  teachers  of  Domestic 
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Economy,  two  of  Home  Sewing,  one  of  Croclietwork,  four  specialists 
in  Hygiene,  eleven  Manual  Instructors,  and  four  teachers  of  Commercial 
subjects  were  employed.  They  conducted  classes  at  117  rural  centres, 
and  95  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  them  during  the  session.  Six 
Committees  awarded  boy  scholarships,  three  of  which  were  held  at 
Secondary  schools,  twenty-two  at  Trades  Preparatory  Schools,  and  eigh- 
teen as  apprenticeships,  two  Committees  awarded  nineteen  girl  scholar- 
ships, tenable  at  Residential  Schools  of  Domestic  Training,  three  made 
provision  for  capitation  grants,  payable  to  the  managers  of  Technical 
Classes  for  girls,  and  two  maintained  permanent  Technical  Schools. 

The  accommodation  for  rural  classes  has  been  animadverted  upon  in 
last  year’s  report — no  improvement  has  been  effected. 

The  Domestic  Economy  classes  were  well  attended  by  pupils  of  a 
desirable  type,  and  the  instruction  was  efficient.  In  the  majority  of 
instances  they  had  to  be  held  in  the  evenings,  when  the  local  schools 
became  available,  and  home  and  farm  work  ceased  for  the  day.  In 
remote  localities  the  pupils  were  encouraged  to  bring  to  class  and  cook 
on  the  open  grate  or  hearth  the  materials  used  in  their  own  homes,  were 
trained  to  repair  and  adapt  old  and  worn  clothing,  and  instructed  in  th© 
essentials  of  a healthy  home  and  person.  Whilst  the  teachers  deserve 
the  highest  praise  for  their  unselfish  efforts  to  extend  the  advantages  of 
the  instruction,  only  a few  of  them  adopted  “ Visiting  ” as  a means  to 
this  end.  Except  in  Clare,  “ Cottage  ” instruction  was  no  longer  given; 
this  is  to  be  regretted.  The  Galway,  *Mayo  and  Leitrim  Committees 
made  special  provision  for  instruction  in  Hygiene  by  experts,  and  the 
health  of  the  community  being  its  most  important  asset,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  example  set  will  be  followed  by  others. 

Instruction  in  Woodwork  maintains  its  popularity,  and  the  classes 
were  well  attended  by  young  farmers  desirous  of  acquiring  skill  in  the 
use  of  tools.  The  dearth  of  suitable  accommodation  is  the  main  diffi- 
culty ; at  one  centre  in  Galway  not  even  a moderate  sized  barn  or  out- 
house was  available  ; the  instructor,  however,  was  equal  to  the  occasion, 
and  with  commendable  zeal,  aided  by  willing  pupils,  erected  the  Cappagh 
Technical  School.  The  teaching  of  Drawing  received  more  attention 
than  heretofore,  and  useful  working  drawings  were  executed  under  most 
unfavourable  conditions.  Where  long  courses  were  given  and  articles 
for  the  house  and  farmstead  completed,  tools  were  often  purchased  and 
benches  rigged  up  by  the  pupils  for  the  continuance  of  the  work  in  their 
homes. 

Short  courses  in  Office  Routine  and  Book-keeping  were  held  at  ten 
town  centres  other  than  urban  areas.  Two  classes  were  held  each  day, 
the  afternoon  ones  were  attended  by  pupils  at  or  just  left  school,  and  the 
evening  ones  by  shop  assistants.  The  instruction  was  practical  and 
efficient,  and  the  attendance  generally  satisfactory. 

The  Mullingar  Technical  School  was  still  housed  in  an  old  jail,  difficult 
and  dangerous  of  access,  and  utterly  unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  Practical 
Woodwork  was  taught  in  a room  22  feet  by  13  feet  by  9 feet,  and 
Cookery  in  one  only  slightly  larger.  The  Commercial  classes  were, 
however,  held  in  a suitable  room  in  the  new  County  Buildings.  The 
nature  of  the  accommodation  considered,  the  attendance  and  instruction 
were  satisfactory. 

The  Moate  Residential  School  of  Domestic  Training  has  enlarged 
its  premises,  and  continues  to  afford  an  excellent  training  in  House- 
craft ; its  curriculum,  which  includes  Gardening,  Poultry-rearing  and 
Dairying,  is  well  balanced,  and  the  progress  of  its  pupils  is  creditable 
alike  to  the  instructors  and  the  managers. 

Urban  Schemes. 

Of  the  eleven  urban  areas  in  the  district  only  four — Atlilone,  Ballinasloe, 
Galway  and  Sligo — are  provided  with  buildings  used  exclusively  for  the 
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purposes  of  Technical  Instruction.  Three  of  them  are  adapted  dwelling 
houses,  unsuitable  in  extent,  arrangement  and  equipment.  At  Sligo 
an  old  college  affords  satisfactory  accommodation,  but  its  exterior  and 
the  disposition  of  its  rooms  are  in  striking  contrast  with  the  other  edu- 
cational institutions  of  the  town.  At  Ballina  barely  habitable  rooms 
over  a provision  store  afford  the  only  available  shelter.  At  Castlebar 
Manual  and  Commercial  instruction  is  given  in  a room  in  the  Brothers’ 
School,  and  Domestic  Economy  instruction  in  a small  kitchen  at  the 
rear  of  the  Convent.  At  Westport  the  classes  are  held  in  the  Town 
Hall,  but  only  the  Manual  Instruction  room  is  exclusively  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Committee.  At  Ennis  and  Kilrush  the  Mercy  Nuns  allow  the  use 
of  their  kitchens  for  Domestic  Economy  classes,  the  Commercial  classes 
are  held  in  the  National  Schools,  and  the  Woodwork  classes  wherever 
temporary  accommodation  can  be  found.  At  Longford  low  and  dingy 
rooms  in  an  old  club  house,  and  at  Granard  a disused  school  supply  the 
place  of  Technical  Institutes.  Notwithstanding  the  paramount  import- 
ance of  suitable  accommodation,  Galway  and  Ballina  are  the  only  Councils 
that  have  taken  active  steps  to  erect  buildings  commensurate  with  local 
requirements. 

At  Galway  and  Sligo  organised  courses  of  instruction  were  followed 
in  the  Introductory,  Commercial,  Building  Trade,  Domestic  Science  and 
Art  sections.  Increased  attendance  was  secured,  but  absence  at  country 
work  rendered  irregular  the  attendance  of  artisans  at  the  Building 
Trade  classes  ; the  demand  for  instruction  in  Pure  Science  was  almost 
negligible,  and  except  in  the  Introductory,  First  Year  and  Teachers' 
classes,  the  attendance  at  Art  was  poor.  At  Sligo  suburban  instruction 
in  Domestic  Economy  was  further  extended,  and  at  Galway  the  teaching 
of  this  subject  merited  special  commendation.  At  Athlone,  Introductory,. 
Commercial  and  Domestic  courses  were  followed,  classes  in  Handicraft 
held,  and  further  improvement  effected  in  the  attendance,  in  each 
of  the  schools  the  right  type  of  pupil  entered  the  Commercial  classes, 
and  the  instruction  was  satisfactory ; but  the  leakage  of  pupils  after  one 
or  at  most  two  years’  study  is  a grave  defect,  and  calls  for  the  serious 
consideration  of  teachers  and  Committees.  At  Ballinasloe  Handicraft 
and  Domestic  classes  were  satisfactorily  attended,  but  the  Commercial 
classes  were  not  appreciated,  and  the  entries  in  the  Introductory  course 
were  mainly  of  school  children. 

At  Ballina,  Castlebar  and  Westport,  a Manual  Instructor  held  classes 
on  two  evenings,  and  a Commercial  Instructor  on  two  other  evenings, 
each  week  during  the  session,  and  a Domestic  Economy  Instructress 
gave  short  courses  of  instruction  in  Cookery.  The  Cookery  and  Com- 
mercial classes  were  satisfactorily  attended  and  excellently  taught,  but 
in  Handicraft  the  instruction  was  scarcely  satisfactory,  and  the  classes 
did  not  attract  the  type  of  pupil  for  which  they  are  primarily  intended. 
Instruction  in  Croehetwork  was  continued  at  Castlebar  by  one  of  the 
county  teachers  and  at  Westport  was  aided  by  capitation  grants  paid 
to  the  managers.  Successful  courses  in  Domestic  Economy  subjects 
were  held  at  Ennis  and  Kilrush,  the  former  had  also  the  advantage  of 
a short  course  in  Manual  Instruction,  and  the  latter  of  excellent  instruc- 
tion in  Home  Sewing.  At  Longford  little  interest  was  taken  in  any  of 
the  classes^ held,. and  the  attendance  was  unsatisfactory. 

The  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  at  Sligo  afforded  a useful  edu- 
cational training  on  practical  lines  to  boys  about  to  follow  industrial 
careers.  The  system  of  instruction  adopted  is  highly  satisfactory,  and 
the  progress  of  the  pupils  was  excellent.  Of  the  forty-one  pupils  enrolled 
at  the  opening  of  the  session,  five  secured  independent  employment, 
and  ten,  aided  by  County  Committees,  were  apprenticed  to  engineering 
and  other  firms. 
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General. 

tinder  the  Department’s  new  Regulations  special  Committees  organised 
classes  in  Irish  for  teacher  students  at  Carrigaholt,  Mullingar,  Spiddal, 
Sligo  and  Tourmateady,  and,  on  the  whole,  they  made  excellent  pro- 
gress in  Conversation,  Composition  and  Method.  The  Technical  Com- 
mittees at  Athlone  and  Galway  made  similar  provision,  and  those  at 
Galway  and  Sligo  supplied  instruction  in  Experimental  Science  and 
Drawing. 

Secondary  Schools. 

During  the  session  just  closed  twenty-eight  Intermediate  Schools  in 
this  district-  followed  the  Department’s  Programme,  the  place  of  a boys’ 
school  which  dropped  out  being  filled  by  a girls’  school,  which  after  a 
lapse  of  two  years  re -adopted  the  regulations.  Except  in  one  school, 
where  building  difficulties  have  not  been  overcome,  permanent  labora- 
tories are  provided.  Five  of  these  schools  followed  the  Preliminary 
Course  only,  one  took  the  Special  Course  in  Geography,  two  the  Special 
Course  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  two  the  Special  Course  in  Mechanics, 
six  the  Special  Course  in  Physics,  and  ten  the  Special  Course  in  Chemistry, 
Six  of  the  boys’  schools  provided  instruction  in  Woodwork,  and  four  of 
the  girls’  schools  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy. 

The  laboratories  are  satisfactorily  kept,  improved  order  is  noticeable, 
the  suggested  supply  of  apparatus  is  available,  and  few  unlabelled 
bottles  of  chemicals  are  now  to  be  seen.  Except  in  the  schools  taking 
Woodwork,  simple  forms  of  apparatus  are  not  made  and  repairs  are 
rarely  executed  : rough  benches  for  the  purpose  are  still  wanting.  Little 
addition  has  been  made  to  the  minimum  supply  of  apparatus  for  Pre- 
liminary Course  pupils,  and  students’  sets  are  not  always  found  in  the 
lockers* 

In  the  First  Year  classes  the  system  of  instruction  is  satisfactory, 
but  a few  schools  still  retain  in  the  classes  pupils,  the  standard  of 
whose  general  education  is  so  low  that  they  cannot  take  advantage  of 
the  instruction  ; and  others,  during  the  first  months  of  the  session,  grind 
unceasingly  at  Mensuration,  with  little  reference  to  its  commonplace 
applications.  The  Second  Year  classes  continue  to  be  well  taught,  and 
if  the  niceties  of  simple  chemical  processes  were  firmly  insisted  on  at  the 
outset  and  every  day  phenomena  more  freely  drawn  upon  for  illustra- 
tions, a very  high  standard  of  efficiency  could  be  reported.  Of  the  six 
schools  taking  Woodwork,  three  received  the  award  of  conspicuous  merit, 
and  the  instruction  in  the  others  was  good-  Domestic  Economy  was 
excellently  taught,  habits  of  neatness,  order  and  forethought  were 
fostered,  and  the  economic  expenditure  of  income  received  attention. 
The  two  schools  that  took  mechanics  did  excellent  work,  and  the  two 
that  took  Physiology  and  Hygiene  treated  the  subject  in  a useful  and 
educative  manner.  Instruction  in  the  Special  Course  of  Physics  was 
not  quite  so  good  ; in  Chemistry,  however,  summaries  were  more  regularly 
made,  the  reasons  for  the  conclusions  drawn  from  experiments  performed 
were  better  understood,  and  more  attention  was  paid  to  the  history 
of  the  subject  than  in  previous  years.  The  marked  improvement  in 
the  teaching  of  Drawing,  favourably  commented  on  in  last  year’s  report, 
was  well  maintained  and  the  standard  reached  was  good.  Whilst  teachers 
of  Science  and  Drawing  have  to  devote  several  hours  every  day  to  in- 
struction in  other  subjects,  and  “marks  for  prizes  and  exhibitions” 
are  vital  to  pupils,  and  schools  little  further  advance  may  be  expected. 

Primary  Schools. 

Eight  Primary  Schools  availed  of  the  Department’s  grants  for  in- 
struction in  Drawing,  and  their  efficiency  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  five  of  them  received  the  award  “ Excellent  ” and  three  “ Good.” 
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Frequent  changes  of  teachers,  unduly  large  classes,  and  want  of  suitable  desk 
accommodation  still  militate  against  the  attainment  of  a higher  standard. 
In  the  three,  schools  situated  in  Galway  instruction  in'  the  use  of  tools 
tor  working  m wood,  the  growth  of  trees,  and  the  making  and  reading 
ol  working  drawings  is  also  given  and  with  praiseworthy  results. 

Me.  Pibie,  Junior  Inspector,  in  the  North  Central  District,  reports  : 

County  Schemes. 

Technical  tostruction  schemes  were  in  operation  in  the  five  counties — 
Dublin,  Louth,  Meath,  Kings  and  Queen’s— grouped  in  1913-14  as  the 
North  Central  District. 

The  maintenance  of  Technical  Schools  in  the  larger  towns  was  a pro- 
minent feature  of  each  of  these  schemes,  and  in  view  of  the  more  permanent, 
and  therefore  more  valuable,  work,  which  such  institutions  can  perform, 
it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  number  of  these  schools  should  be  increased. 

inese  Technical  Schools  under  County  Committees  are  summarised 
in  the  next  section  of  this  report. 

Another  outstanding  section  of  each  of  these  schemes  was  the  pro- 
vision of  itinerant  classes  of  six  weeks’  duration  in  the  smaller  towns  and 
m outlying  country  districts.  Each  county  organised  such  classes  in 
Domestic  Economy  and  Manual  Instruction,  while,  in  addition,  Com- 
mercial  Classes  were  conducted  in  counties  Dublin,  King’s  and  Queen’s, 
and  Irish  Classes  in  county  Meath. 

A total  of  68  centres  were  visited  in  this  way,  only  four  being  in 
county  Louth,  and  the  rest  fairly  distributed  over  the  other  counties. 
In  more  than  30  of  these  centres  only  one  class  of  two  to  two  and  a half 
hours  was  held  per  day,  a regrettable  non -employment  of  the  full  time 
and  ability  of  the  skilled  instructors  at  the  service  of  these  counties; 

The  attendances  at  such  centres  were  generally  good ; there 
were,  however,  discouraging  exceptions  to  this  in  all  the  counties,  and 
these  inadequately  supported  classes  varied  from  subject  to  subject, 
no  branch  being  invariably  popular. 

As  a rule  the  teaching  was  effective,  and  fully  maintained  the  standard 
outlined  in  previous  reports,  the  low  attendance  in  most  of  the  un- 
successful centres  being  due  to  unsuitable"  accommodation,  and  the 
demands  of  farm  life  rather  than  to  defects’ of  teaching.  It  should, 
in  many  cases,  be  possible  to  secure  for  the  students  and  teachers  of 
these  classes  the  comfort  and  convenience  without  which  success  is 
difficult. 

In  Woodwork  there  was  still  a general  tendency  to  undertake  the 
construction  of  large  articles  before  a sufficient  training  in  accurate 
manipulation  of  tools  had  been  given,  and  accompanying  this  was  some 
neglect  of  applied  drawing. 

In  Domestic  Economy,  only  Queen’s  County  (at  Mountmellick)  and 
county  Louth  (at  Dundalk)  provided  training  in  Cottage  Management. 
The  past  success  of,  and  real  necessity  for,  such  instruction  make  its 
wider  adoption  desirable  even  at  some  sacrifice  of  possible  grants. 

In  the  number  of  Commercial  Courses  there  was  a decided  increase, 
and  the  large  proportion  of  these  to  preserve  a high  attendance  to  the 
end  of  the  session  indicated  that  the  instruction  was  appreciated.  In 
such  courses  local  conditions  demand  careful  study,  and  instruction 
requires  a much  closer  adaptation  to  these  conditions  than  has  hitherto 
been  customary. 

Only  Queen’s  County  granted  scholarships  ; these  were  tenable  by 
girls  at  a School  of  Domestic  Economy. 

County  Schemes  were,  as  a whole,  administered  efficiently  and  with 
economy.  The  most  useful  allocation  of  income  is  now  of  vital  im- 
portance, since  all  County  Committees  are  spending  up  to  the  limit 
of  their  resources,  and  the  demand  for  the  services  of  their  officers 
becomes  more  clamant  year  by  yeai\ 
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Technical  Schools. 

Technical  Schools  were  maintained  in  every  Urban  District  in  the 
North  Central  Area,  with  the  exception  of  Killiney  in  county  Dublin, 
and  Kells  and  Trim  in  county  Meath  ; schools  also  were  provided  in  a 
few  of  the  non -urbanised  towns.  The  total  number  of  Technical  Schools 
was  fourteen,  in  addition  to  the  Schools  of  the  City  of  Dublin. 

Amongst  the  developments  effected  during  the  year  the  following 
are  the  more  notable : — 

(a)  Rathmines  erected  and  thoroughly  equipped  a new  Technical 
Institute,  which  is  an  architectural  feature  of  the  township,  for  the 
School  of  Commerce  and  the  School  of  Domestic  Economy.  To  the 
additional  comfort  and  efficiency  thus  secured  may  be  attributed  an 
enrolment  so  large,  that  even  the  liberal  resources  of  the  new  building 
were  strained. 

(&)  In  Navan,  also,  a compact,  well  situated  Technical  School  was 
erected  by  the  Meath  County  Committee,  and  was  in  use  during  the 
session.  This  will  in  the  future  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  serve  as  a guide  for  the  other  Urban  districts  in  the  county. 
That  its  success  was  not  marked  in  1913-14  was  due  to  the  suspension 
of  introductory  and  commercial  courses,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
the  Committee  has  decided  to  reinstate  these  essential  branches  in  1914-15. 

-(c)  In  the  City  of  Dublin  the  small  school  at  Chatham  Row  was 
vacated,  and  a large  building  in  Rutland  Square  was  modified  and  in 
partial  use  for  Commercial  subjects  and  Domestic  Economy. 

(d)  The  Urban  District  of  Dalkey  struck  a rate,  and  in  1913-14  for  the 

first  time  administered  a Technical  Instruction  Scheme  which  included 
a Technical  School,  this  being  the  only  additional  school  during  the 
session.  . 

(e)  In  the  Urban  District  of  Birr  the  Technical  School  was,  for  the 
first  time,  under  the  independent  control  of  an  Urban  District  Technical 
Instruction  Committee,  and  the  change  met  with  a reasonable  measure 
of  success. 

There  was,  generally,,  a marked  improvement  in  the  housing  of  the 
classes  but,  in  a few  centres,  accommodation  was  still  unsatisfactory, 
amongst  these  being  Maryborough  and  Skerries.  In  both  these  towns, 
however,  the  necessity  for  building  schools  is  being  considered,  and  in 
Drogheda,  where  pressure  of  numbers  has  increased  steadily  year  by 
year,  an  excellent  site  has  been  obtained  and  plans  prepared  for  a new 
school. 

In  all  Technical  Schools,  Balbriggan  and  Skerries  excepted,  systematic 
courses  of  instruction  were  in  operation.  These  courses  are  being  brought 
more  and  more  into  relation  with  industrial  requirements  ; but  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  As  yet  very  little  has  been  done 
for  farmers  in  the  Technical  Schools,  the  only  Technical  School  that  held 
special  classes  for  this  most  important  type  of  student  was  at  Maryborough. 
In  many  of  the  smaller  Technical  Schools  specialised  courses  of  study 
cognate  to  farm -work  would  meet  with  success,  and  would  provide  much 
needed  advanced  instruction  of  the  kind  so  far  barely  touched  by  itinerant 
courses. 

The  efficiency  of  the  teaching  in  the  Technical  Schools  maintained  a 
good  general  standard,  although  the  value  of  the  instruction  was  im- 
paired by  a very  general  neglect  to  affiliate  the  studies  with  actual 
business  or  trade  conditions,  and  an  academic  or  text-book  treatment 
of  the  subjects  was  too  frequently  met. 

The  total  approximate  number  of  students  at  Technical  Schools  during 
1913-14  was  5,900,  compared  with  6,200  in  1912-13  ; and  this  decrease 
of  nearly  five  per  cent,  was  almost  wholly  due  to  the  labour  troubles 
in  the  Dublin  district  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  these  students  who  took 
up  approved  courses  of  study  in  the  various  years,  and  it  is  of  moment

Secondary  Schools. 

(Including  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools.) 

The  number  of  Secondary  Schools  working  under  the  Department’s 
Programme  was  63  ; one  new  school  was  opened,  and  two  seceded  from 
participation  in  Science  and  Drawing  grants.  The  number  of  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  Schools  increased  to  three  by  the  establishment  of  a 
promising  small  school  in  Dundalk. 

The  total  change,  therefore,  is  of  little  importance,  and  is  attributable 
to  those  inevitable  fluctuations  in  enrolment  at  minor  schools  which 
occasionally  prevent  economic  working  under  the  Department’s  scheme. 

These  Secondary  Schools,  with  one  exception,  provided  at  least  a 
two  years5  Preliminary  Course  ; twenty -two  provided  a three  years’ 
course,  and  thirty -four  a full  training  of  four  years  ; these  numbers  again 
show  little  alteration. 

The  number  and  distribution  of  third  and  fourth  year  special  courses 
also  remained  practically  as  in  the  previous  session,  and  point  to  the 
conclusion  that  further  advance  must  be  almost  wholly  in  the  direction 
of  augmented  efficiency  in  the  details  of  teaching  and  in  the  equipment. 

A very  good  average  standard  of  efficiency  characterised  the  schools 
in  the  district,  and  the  principal  variations  from  this  average  were 
generally  as  found  in  previous  years. 

Thus  in  the  Preliminary  Course  in  Science  the  level  of  the  teaching 
was  once  more  markedly  lower  in  the  first  year  than  in  the  second, 
owing  in  part  to  a weakening  of  interest  through  undue  delay  over  the 
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sections  on  mensuration,  and  in  part  to  the  placing  of  less  experienced 
and  less  skilful  instructors  over  those  classes  most  in  need  of  efficient 
guidance. 

Of  the  Special  Courses  Chemistry  was  most  frequently  selected,  and 
was  taught  with  great  success  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Physics  and  Mechanics,  owing  to  the  latitude  allowed  by  the  syllabuses, 
varied  from  school  to  school,  and  in  the  main  fell  short  of  the  standard 
set  iii  Chemistry. 

The  teaching  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene  was  marred  by  the  defects 
enumerated  in  previous  reports  and  showed  no  improvement. 

Botany  was,  as  a whole,  soundly  treated  in  the  few  schools  where  it 
was  adopted. 

Physical  and  Commercial  Geography  was  taken  up  by  but  four  schools, 
three  less  than  in  1912-13.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  for  this  course,  and 
for  the  two  last  mentioned,  little  is  expended  in  equipment  and  apparatus 
as  compared  with  any  other  course  except  Drawing,  and  the  tendency 
has  been  to  keep  even  this  small  expenditure  below  the  level  which  full 
efficiency  postulates. 

Domestic  Economy  and  Drawing  continued  to  increase  in  popularity 
and  usefulness. 

Manual  Instruction,  in  spite  of  its  undoubted  value  for  boys,  still 
further  slipped  its  hold  on  the  schools,  and  was  taught  in  but  eight  of 
the  twelve  places  where  it  existed  in  1912-13. 

Sound  work  was  accomplished  in  the  three  Trades  Preparatory  Schools, 
but  the  demand  for  pupils  receiving  this  training  was  so  great  that  the 
numbers  who  remained  for  a third  year  of  the  course  were  small. 

Primary  Schools. 

The  number  of  schools  which  participated  in  grants  for  Drawing  was 
twenty-three,  as  in  1912-13.  At  these,  progress  was  highly  creditable 
to  the  teachers,  the  majority  of  whom  had  charge  of  very  large  classes 
the  equipment  of  which  cannot  be  regarded  as  adequate. 

Nine  schools  drew  grants  for  Manual  Instruction,  being  one  more  than 
n 1912-13,  and  the  high  efficiency  of  the  work  may  be  judged  from  the 
fact  that  of  these,  all  blit  one,  a new  school,  were  graded  “ Excellent'.’* 

The  Art  Inspectors  (Messrs.  O’Sullivan  and  Atkinson),  report  as 
follows : — 

Primary  Schools. 

During  the  past  session  97  Primary  Schools  earned  grants  for  instruction 
in  Elementary  Drawing,  and  23  earned  grants  for  the  teaching  of  Manual 
Instruction  (which  included  Drawing)  under  the  Department’s  regulations. 

In  Drawing  64  schools  received  the  award  “ Excellent,”  and  33  the 
award  “ Good.” 

Of  the  23  schools  in  which  Manual  Instruction  was  conducted,  19 
received  the  award  “ Excellent,”  and  4 the  award  “ Good.” 

The  types  of  schools  were  the  same  as  last  year,  i.e.,  19  Residential 
Schools  and  78  non -Residential  Schools. 

In  the  Residential  Schools  the  work  in  Drawing  was  generally  carried 
on  throughout  the  7 Standards  of  the  programme;  and  Manual  In- 
struction was  included  in  the  curriculum  of  all  except  two. 

In  the  non -Residential  Schools  Drawing  was  seldom  carried  out  beyond 
Standard  V.,  while  Manual  Instruction  was  taught  in  only  6 of  them, 
5 of  which  were  in  the  Dublin  area. 

It  is  regrettable  that  Manual  Instruction  is  not  more  generally  taught 
in  the  non-Residential  Schools,  as  its  educational  value,  especially  to 
pupils  who  do  not  go  on  to  Secondary  or  Technical  Schools,  cannot  be 
over-estimated . 

The  Mechanical  Drawing  taught  in  connection  with  Manual  Instruction

was  generally  carried  out  on  the  most  practical  lines  ; the  correct  use 
ol  1 -squares  and  drawing  boards  being  invariably  taught,  whereas 

aurf  CT°°  8 m Whl0h  M“ual  Instruction  was  not  taken,  drawing  boards 
and  T-squares  were  seldom  used.  6 

The  teaching  of  Mechanical  Drawing  in  the  lower  Standards  has  been 
in  general  good,  and  continued  to  show  steady  improvement.  The 
S°theSHaW  introduction  of  the  use  of  drawing  boards  and  T-squares 
type  ofhwork  St  ndnrds’  wouId  Iead  to  more  rapid  improvement  in  this 

F™e,Dr™ing  fr™n  flat  examples  has  been  successfully 
taught  in  all  Standards,  but  the  successful  teaching  of  Object  Drawing 
although  showing  slight  improvement,  still  suffers  through  inadequate 
and  unsuitable  accommodation,  lack  of  schemes  of  instruction,  and  of 
interesting  objects  as  examples. 

The  character  of  the  instruction  in  Drawing  continues  along  closely 
similar  lines  in  all  schools,  and  few  of  the  teachers  have  made  efforts 
to  formulate  their  own  schemes  of  work,  or  to  modify  the  course  in  'con- 
formity with  their  ideas  of  treating  the  subject ; in  short,  there  has  been 
a lack  of  initiative. 

At  the  same  time  very  considerable  difficulties  are  involved  in  the 
teaching  of  Drawing  in  these  school's,  and  in  view  of  the  conditions  the 
progress  made  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Secondary  Schools. 

• S‘eady  Progress  continued  to  be  made  in  the  instruction  in  Drawing 
m Day  Secondary  Schools  during  the  past  year.  This  progress  was 
noticed  more  in  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  teaching,  than  in  the 
provision  of  appropriate  accommodation  and  equipment. 

The  need  for  full  consideration  of  the  courses  in  Drawing  as  a whole  has 
been  more  completely  realised,  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
ot  suitable  and  satisfactory  schemes  of  work  in  operation.  Defective 
and  inadequate  schemes  have  been  revised  and  improved  with  due  regard 
to  the  individuality  of  the  teachers,  and  greater  personal  interest  has 
been  secured,  together  with  greater  educational  value  and  efficiency. 
In  some  cases,  however,  teachers  adopted  schemes  of  work  prepared  by 
others,  thereby  losing  that  individuality,  freshness  and  interest,  which 
more  personal  forethought,  and  study  of  the  local  circumstances  of  their 
classes,  would  have  imparted  to  their  own  schemes. 

Methods  of  teaching  have  improved ; fewer  teachers  are  now  content 
merely  to  correct  occasional  errors,  but  secure  much  benefit  from  a pre- 
liminary discussion  and  explanation  of  the  subject  of  the  lesson — vocally 
and  by  means  of  blackboard  demonstration— of  the  procedure  to  be 
adopted  and  of  the  desired  result,  and  many,  notwithstanding  defects 
ot  accommodation  and  equipment,  gain  very  satisfactory  results. 
Some  60  per  cent,  of  the  schools  are  now  provided  with  suitable  desk 
accommodation,  but  there  are  still  a large  number  in  which  long  desks 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  are  in  use. 

Out  of  266  Secondary  Schools  only  some  29  have  provided  special 
.art  rooms.  In  the  majority  of  the  balance  the  instruction  is  given  in 
ordinary  class-rooms,  drill  halls  or  concert  rooms.  Most  of  the  special 
Art  rooms  are  suitably  furnished,  and  in  some  of  them,  the  walls  are 
decorated  with  reproductions  of  good  works  of  Art,  and  specimens  of 
the  pupils  ivork  are  exhibited  from  time  to  time.  In  several  of  the 
ordinary  class-rooms  in  which  Drawing  is  taught,  reproductions  are  hung 
and  the  pupils  work  is  exhibited,  but  in  the  schools  in  which  drill  halls 
or  concert  rooms  are  used,  good  reproductions  and  exhibitions  of  pupils’ 
work  are  the  exception  ; the  pupils  thereby  missing  a valuable  incentive 
tow-ards  the  production  of  good  work,  and  the  elevating  and  educative 
seemg  reproductions  of  good  works  of  Art. 

H ith  regard  to  the  details  of  the  work,  Free  Drawing  of  Ornament, 
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Design.  Object  Drawing  and  Memory  Drawing,  were  the  most  satis- 
factorily taught  portions  of  the  syllabus,  and  in  these  subjects  definite 
and  continuous  improvement  was  noticed,  indeed  in  some  schools  the 
instruction  in  these  divisions  was  excellent ; much  of  the  work,  however, 
particularly  in  Object  Drawing  and  Memory  Drawing,  was  still  somewhat 
formal  and  rigid  in  treatment,  and  there  was  little  appeal  to  the  sense 

of  the  pictorial  or  to  the  imagination  of  the  pupils. 

Geometrical  Drawing  still  continued  to  be  the  portion  of  the  syllabus 
in  which  the  instruction  was  weakest.  Although  in  some  schools  excellent 
work  has  been  done  in  this  subject,  and  in  general  a slight  but  steady 
improvement  was  noticed  in  the  executive  side,  owing  to  the  more  genera 
care  taken  in  teaching  the  correct  use  of  instruments,  much  remains 
to  be  done  to  raise  the  general  standard  of  the  teaching  on  the  con- 
structional side.  The  general  defect  continues  to  be,  that  many  teachers 
are  satisfied  when  they  get  their  pupils  to  memorise  certain  text- boon 
exercises,  without  analysing  them,  and  showing  how  the  principles  o 
geometrical  construction  involved,  can  be  applied  to  practical  purposes . 

Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools. 

There  were  15  of  these  schools  in  operation  last  year  ; they  rank  as 
Secondary  Schools,  but  the  programme  in  Drawing  is  modified  to  suit 
trade  requirements.  . . . ® 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  teaching  of  Drawing  m ail  oi 
these  schools  is  very  satisfactory  ; in  nearly  all  of  them  the  Free  Drawing 
side  of  the  programme  is  carried  on  in  the  Art  rooms  of  the  bchoo  s o 
Art,  or  in  the  Art  class-rooms  of  the  Technical  Schools  with  which  they 
are  connected.  The  numbers  in  the  classes  are  not  excessive,  more  tune 
is  generally  given  to  Drawing  than  in  the  ordinary  secondary  school, 
and  as  a rule  the  teachers  are  experts  in  the  divisions  of  the  Drawing 
programme  with  which  they  deal ; consequently  the  standard  reached 
in  Drawing,  as  a whole,  is  higher  than  that  in  the  ordinary  secondary 
schools.  It  is  now  possible  to  put  in  operation  a syllabus  of  a more 
advanced  character,  and  in  which  the  application  of  the  instruction 
'in  design  to  trade  processes  is  made  manifest.  . 

Mechanical  Drawing  continued  to  receive  the  greatest  share  of  attention, 
and  was  closely  allied  to  workshop  practice.  The  treatment  of  the  various 
sections  of  Geometry,  and  the  preparation  of  dimensioned  sketches,  s owe 
continued  improvement  in  their  application  to  practical  purposes. 

The  production  of  finished  working  drawings,  the  making  of  tracings, 
and  other  processes  of  reproduction  also  showed  improvement,  and  muc 
excellent  work  has  been  done  in  most  of  the  schools,  but,  as  pointed  ou 
in  last  year’s  report,  few  schools  have  obtained,  from  professional  sources, 
drawings  which  have  been  used  in  architectural,  engineering,  shipbuilding, 
-coachbuilding,  decorating  or  other  trades,  as  examples  of  what  workshop 
drawings  should  be.  .,  , , . 

Object  and  Memory  Drawing  have  been  very  satisfactorily  taugn  , 
the  objects  used  as  examples  being  generally  machine  and  building  details 
and  the  treatment  of  the  drawings  being  of  a practical  and  soundly 
educational  nature.  . „ 

While  the  type  of  work  generally  continued  to  be  largely  based  on 
Engineering  draughtsmanship,  it  was  noticed  with  pleasure  that  greater 
efforts  were  made  to  discover  the  aptitude  of  the  pupils  and  to  suit  the 
instruction  to  their  probable  requirements  in  other  trades. 


Drawing  and  Art  Instruction  in  Technical  Schools. 

The  types  of  schools  and  classes  working  under  this  head  were  much 
the  same  as.  last  year.  They  included  some  90  institutions  other  than 
Schools  of  Art,  about  20  were  Evening  Technical  Schools,  and  Schools 
of  Commerce,  in  which  classes  for  Introductory  and  Technical  Drawing 
only  were  included  in  the  curriculum,  4 were  Training  Colleges,  and  the 
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•remainder  were  Technical  Schools,  in  which  classes  for  more  advanced 
work  in  Drawing  and  Applied  Art  were  formed,  in  addition  to  the  Drawing 
of  the  introductory  Course. 

i-uInmall,tlleSe  types  o£  sohooIs>  good  progress  continued  to  be  made: 
the  Teachers  and  Principals,  in  general,  were  assiduous  in  their  energies 
and  offorts,  to  suit  the  schemes  of  instruction  to  the  requirements  of 
their  pupils  and  localities,  and  in  many  of  the  classes,  these  efforts  to 
adapt  the  work  m Drawing  to  the  needs  of  a large  variety  of  trades  and 
other  requirements  have  been  successful.  There  are  still  some  classes, 
however,  in  which  the  teaching  is  of  an  academic  character,  and  lacking 
that  interest  and  vitality  which  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm,  enquiry,  and 
adaptability  imparts  to  the  work  in  the  best  classes. 

The  Introductory  Classes  provide  useful  preliminary  instruction  in 
Drawing,  they  incidentally  lead  to  the  discovery  of  pupils  who  have 
special  aptitude  for  trades  or  occupations,  in  which  a knowledge  of 
Drawing  is  essential. 

The  Art  Classes  are  mostly  composed  of  students  who  are  engaged  in 
trades  or  professions  in  which  a knowledge  of  Drawing  and  Art  is 
essential,  of  students  who  have  a special  desire  to  become  artists  or  art 
craft  workers,  of  teachers  and  intending  teachers,  and  of  students  who 
wish  to  add  a knowledge  of  Art  to  their  general  education . 

The  general  tendency  of  the  character  of  the  work  continued  to  be 
towards  the  practical  application  of  Drawing  and  Design  to  the  artistic 
Handicrafts.  The  trade  and  professional  students  have  received  sound 
instruction  in  the  types  of  Drawing  and  Design  most  suitable  to  their 
occupations,  for  instance,  workers  in  relief , such  as  Stonecutters,  Plasterers, 
etc.,  have  generally  taken  courses  of  work  in  which  Modelling,  Design, 
and  carving  in  wood  and  stone  form  the  principal  subjects.  Decorators, 
Cabinetmakers,  Draughtsmen,  Lace  and  Crochet  workers,  etc.,  have  also 
received  sound  instruction  in  types  of  Drawing  and  Design  most  suitable 
to  their  requirements.  The  general  Art  students  and  non -Industrial 
students  have  also  been  encouraged  to  specialise  in  some  particular 
handicrafts,  and  to  leam  Drawing  and  Design  through  the  medium  of 
Art  Craft  work.  The  crafts  most  favoured  by  the  general  Art  and  non- 
Industrial  students  were  Woodcarving,  Metal-work,  Embroidery,  Leather- 
work, . Stencilling,  etc.,  and  in  addition  many  of  them  received  instruction 
m Painting  m Oil  and  Water-colour. 

As  expected  the  establishment  of  the  Department’s  scheme  of  Art 
examinations,  which  allow  of  great  freedom  in  the  choice  of  Art  subjects, 
and  enable  the  schools  to  develop  each  one  along  the  lines  most  suitable 
to  the  particular  needs  of  the  pupils,  and  the  crafts,  industries,  and 
trades,  m their  localities,  has  already  had  a good  effect. 

The  non -Industrial  students  who  form  a small  portion  of  some  of  the 
classes  and  the  bulk  of  others,  deserve  encouragement,  as  they  are 
frequently  the  people  who  are  likely  to  give  commissions  to,  or  employ 
the  professional  artist,  and  it  is  most  important  that  they  should  receive 
facilities  for  the  cultivation  of  correct  judgment  and  good  taste  in  ordinary 
decoration,  as  well  as  in  the  more  subtle  qualities  of  fine  Art.  Such 
students,  as  a rule,  are  most  conscientious,  careful,  and  hard-working, 
and  m addition  to  the  reason  already  given  for  the  encouragement,  there 
is  the  additional  reason,  that  by  their  presence  and  industry  in  the  classes, 
they  set  a good,  example  to  the  industrial  students. 

In  the  Training  Colleges,  good  instruction  has  been  given  in  Drawing, 
and  m 17  Drawing  Classes  for  National  School  Teachers  good  courses 
m Drawing  have  been  in  operation,  while  in  a few  districts  Special 
Summer  Courses  provided  facilities  for  a number  of  Secondary  School 
teachers  to  increase  their  Art  qualifications. 

Schools  of  Art. 

The  Schools  of  Art,  considered  as  a whole,  continued  to  produce  good 
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work  and  to  show  definite  general  improvement ; this  improvement  was- 
particul&rly  noticed  in  the  more  practical  general  trend  of  the  work. 

In  the  National  Competition,  in  which  299  Schools  of  Art  and  Art 
Classes  of  the  kingdom  competed,  the  students  of  the  Irish  Schools  of  Art  , 
including  the  Metropolitan  School,  submitted  396  sets  of  work,  andwere 
again  very  successful.  A total  of  66  awards  were  gained.  The  awards  in- 
cluded one  National  Gold  Medal,  one  National  Silver  Medal,  seven  National 
Bronze  Medals,  and  twelve  National  Book  Prizes.  The  works  for  which 
the  awards  were  gained  covered  a large  variety  of  subjects  including 
Designs  for  Lace,  Crochet,  Embroidery,  Damask,  Stained  Glass,  Wood- 
carving, Stonecarving,  Metalwork,  and  jewellery.  In  most  of  these 
Art  Crafts  actual  specimens  executed  in  the  material  were  submitted 
with  the  designs.  In  addition  awards  were  gained  in  the  following  general 
Art  Subjects,  viz.  : Painting  in  Oils  and  Water-colour,  Modelling  the 
Human  Figure  in  the  round  from  life,  Modelling  the  Human  Figure  m 
relief  from  a cast  in  the  round,  Modelling  Heads  from  life,  Studies  from 
Nature  for  the  purpose  of  design,  Studies  of  Historic  styles  of  Ornament, 

The  work  of  the  provincial  Schools  of  Art  at  Belfast,  Cork,  Limerick, 
Londonderry  and  Waterford,  has  been  characterised  by  greater  energy 
and  a more  thoughtful  spirit  pervaded  the  management  of  these  in- 
stitutions as  a whole.  Considerable  changes  have  been  made  m the 
organisation  of  the  instruction,  time-tables  have  been  recast  and  the 
functions  and  possibilities  of  the  schools  were  more  clearly  comprehended. 
These  alterations  and  modifications  are  gradually  assuming  significance, 
and  may  be  defined  as  a reversion  from  the  academic  forms  of  unapplied 
study  to  more  practical  methods,  in  which  the  purpose  of  the  work  is 
obvious  from  the  beginning,  and  involves  the  creation  and  production 
of  serviceable  decoration.  . , 

While  the  canons  of  Art  and  the  principles  of  decoration  remain  tne 
same  in  essence  ; the  'separation  between  theory  and  practice  and  the 
division  of  Art  instruction  into  unrelated  “ subjects  ” produced  some 
degree  of  unreality  and  aimlessness  in  the  work,  the  utility  of  the  material 
collected  was  often  ignored,  and  the  application  of  the  knowledge  gained 
was  unduly,  or  altogether,  deferred.  

The  difficulties  involved  in  a period  of  transition  of  this  kind  are  many, 
but  they  have  been  fairly  met  by  the  teachers  concerned,  and  a much  wider 
interest  in  the  development  of  Art  work  has  been  generally  manifest. 
The  altering  conditions  imply  more  attention  to  trade  processes,  in 
which  competent  Drawing  and  a knowledge  of  decoration  are  essential, 
and  it  is  now  found  desirable  and  necessary  not  only  to  supplement 
the  preliminary  Drawing  practice  with  instruction  regarding  its  applica- 
bility to  trades,  but  to  conduct  trade  processes  within  the  school  itself, 
and  to  produce  actual  specimens  of  artistic  workmanship,  whenever 
possible,  and  to  imite  in  the  well  instructed  craftsman  the  functions  of 
designer  and  maker. 

Industrial  work  influenced  by  these  means  comprised  Housepainting 
and  Decorating,  Sign-writing,  Coach-painting,  Typography,  Lithography, 
Weaving,  Lace,  Embroidery,  Stained  Glass,  Jewellery  and  Silversmithmg, 
Plaster  Work,  Stone -carving,  Wood-carving. 

The  special  craft  classes  continued  to  produce  good  works,  not  solely 
as  fine  products  in  themselves,  but  also  as  a means  of  instilling  a truer 
appreciation  of  the  nature  and  fitness  of  decoration. 

Instruction  in  drawing  from  Life  is  in  operation  in  all  these  schools, 
nevertheless  the  amount  of  figure  composition  or  illustration  produced 
is  extremely  small,  and  in  some  cases  not  even  attempted. 

Continued  efforts  to  establish  suitable  instruction  in  Architecture  has- 
been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  a course  of  Architectural  study 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Institute  of  Architects  has 
been  established  in  Belfast  School  of  Art ; otherwise  there  is  little  serious 
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attention  given  to  professional  instruction  for  the  young  architect  or 
to  architectural  study  as  a part  of  the  general  training  in  Art. 

• r •tv'''61'  de™lop  the  instruction  in  these  schools,  special  courses 
in  Lithography,  Weaving  and  Embroidery  for  Art  teachers  were  con- 
ducted during  the  summer  vacation,  and  in  addition  a number  of  trade 
teachers  received  instruction  in  Design.  These  courses  were  much 
appreciated,  and  will  undoubtedly  exert  considerable  influence  throughout 


Miss  Lough  ( Domestic  Economy  Inspectress),  dealing  generally  with  the 
Northern  District,  reports  : — 

County  Schemes. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  improvement  in  the  type  of  instruction 
at  Itinerant  Courses  continues  to  be  effected.  Though  the  instruction 
must  of  necessity  be  of  an  elementary  character,  in  most  cases,  excellent 
work  is  done.  The  classes  have  been  well  attended  except  in  a few 
thinly  populated  districts.  Where  a small  local  committee  has  been 
formed,  the  members  of  which  assist  in  making  arrangements  before 
the  class  is  started,  and  later  on  encourage  regular  attendance  of  the 
pupils,  it  has  been  found  to  be  a great  advantage  to  the  work  and  a help 
to  the  teacher.  The  materials  and  ingredients  used  at  all  classes  are 
such  as  the  pupils  have  the  means  of  providing,  and  renovating  of  worn 
garments  is  always  encouraged,  so  that  economy  is  given  a prominent 
place  in  the  instruction.  The  accommodation  provided  is  generallv 
satisfactory.  J 

Urban  Schemes* 

Domestic  Economy  classes  continue  to  increase,  so  that  in  several 
Technical  Schools  additional  accommodation  has  had  to  be  provided. 
Steady  progress  is  seen  as  regards  a broader  treatment  of  the  subject 
Specialised  courses  are  more  generally  taken  and  considerable  improve- 
ment is  noted  m . their  organisation.  The  advantages  of  these  courses 
are  obvious,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  are  many  students 
for  whom  Domestic  Economy  training  is  a necessity,  and  who  are  unable, 
for  various  reasons,  to  take  advantage  of  these  courses.  It  is,  therefore, 
essential  that  in  all  Technical  School  programmes  classes  should  be 
included  to  suit  this  type  of  student. 

Large  numbers  of  National  School  pupils  attend  at  the  Technical 
Schools  during  their  school  hours  and  receive  instruction  in  Domestic 
science.  Good  work  is  accomplished  at  all  these  classes,  and  it  is  found 
that  many  of  the  children  attend  the  evening  classes  later  on. 

Secondary  Schools. 

The  standard  of  work  continues  to  improve.  Programmes  are  more 
comprehensive  and  the  various  courses  are  more  carefully  graded.  The 
increased  time  and  attention  devoted  to  the  elementary  classes  has  pro- 
duced a high  standard  of  efficiency  in  the  advanced  courses.  Laundry- 
work  is  successfully  taught,  facilities  for  it  being  provided  in  all  schools. 
The  class-rooms  are  well  equipped  and  are  kept  in  excellent  order.  The 
improvement  in  general  neatness  is  most  satisfactory. 

Miss  Beveridge  ( Domestic  Economy  Inspectress),  dealing  generally  with 
the  Southern  District,  reports  : — 

Technical  Schools. 

Technical  work  in  Domestic  Economy  Subjects  was  carried  out  on 
inuch  the  same  lines  as  in  preceding  sessions.  This  year  was  not  marked 
by  any  particular  advancement  in  organisation  or  technical  skill,  and 
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as  yet  the  “ course  system  ” has  not  been  sufficiently  long  m operation 
to  discuss  freely  the  ultimate  measure  of  success  underlying  this  scheme 
for  the  type  of  student  mostly  in  attendance  at  our  Technical  Schools. 
However  keen  and  willing  teachers  may  be  for  the  advancement  ot 
systematic  instruction,  the  public  is  still  inclined  to  adhere  to  the  old 
system  of  attending  a specified  subject  rather  than  a group  of  subjects. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  session,  owing  chiefly  to  a smaller  fee  being- 
accepted  for  two  or  more  branches  of  Domestic  Economy,  the  majority 
of  students  join  for  courses,  but  gradually  a falling  off  in  attendance  is 
noticeable,  except  in  that  particular  branch  for  which  the  student  shows 
a partiality.  Lack  of  suitable  conditions  for  Housewifery  training  still 
retards  the  thoroughness  that  is  desirable  in  the  teaching  of  this  subject. 

Considerable  improvement  was  effected  in  preparation  for,  and  methods 
of,  conducting  classes,  but  there  is  much  scope  for  more  thorough  training 
in*  the  keeping  of  household  accounts,  the  value  of  food  stuffs,  and  the 
economy  of  materials.  . 

Except  in  a few  towns  the  housing  of  classes  is  satisfactory.  I here 
is  still  much  need  for  improved  accommodation  at  Nenagh,  Arklow, 
and  Wexford.  Particularly  in  the  last  mentioned  town  the  conditions 
under  which  Domestic  Economy  instruction  is  conducted  are  not  con- 
ducive to  good  training  for  the  home.  It  is  possible  that  with  improved 
accommodation  a much  better  attendance  would  also  be  secured  at  this 
centre. 

Itinerant  Instruction  under  County  Schemes. 

Short  courses  in  Domestic  Subjects  conducted  in  Rural  districts  and 
small  towns  are  as  much  appreciated  as  in  former  years,  and  m the 
majority  of  centres  it  is  usual  to  find  a sufficient  number  of  applicants 

for  two  classes  daily.  * . . . , . • 

The  organisation  of  these  courses  is  steadily  improving,  consideration 
of  local  needs  is  always,  as  far  as  possible,  kept  in  view  when  forming 
such  classes,  although  as  mentioned  in  last  report  the  valuable  aid  which 
could  be  rendered  by  small  temporary  Committees  in  each  centre  is 
not  sought  to  any  great  extent.  . . 

The  instruction  imparted  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  for  students 
needs,  and  embraces  as  varied  a programme  as  possible  in  a limited 
period. 

Secondary  Schools. 

The  organisation  and  conduct  of  classes  in  educational  handwork  has 
been  in  the  main  very  satisfactory  during  the  school  year,  and  although 
the  present  plan  of  work  is  still  open  to  improvement,  many  detects 
have  already  been  remedied.  Schools  which  at  the  present  time  adopt 
a Domestic  Economy  Programme  covering  a period  of  four  years,  could 
with  advantage  devote  the  final  year  of  the  course  to  general  Housecraft. 
This  would  develop  housewifery  training,  and  enable  students  to  gam  a 
wider  knowledge  of  the  actual  methods  of  keeping  house.  In  order  to 
further  this,  the  actual  number  of  cookery  lessons  set  out  in  the  lourth 
year  ” course  would  have  to  be  diminished,  but  as  these  lessons  necessitate 
a large  share  of  revision  of  the  previous  years’  course,  it  need  not  curtail 
the  syllabus  in  this  subject  to  any  great  extent.  There  are  obvious 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  Housecraft  training,  partly  financial  owing  to 
the  present  low  grant  for  domestic  subjects,  and  on,“co™*  ?, 

the  limited  accommodation  m some  schools,  but  such  difficulties  should 
in  time  be  overcome.  Whilst  this  suggested  type  of  instruction  m the 
final  school  year  cannot  claim  to  make  expert  housekeepers,  it  would  give 
girls  a means  of  dealing  intelligently  with  everyday  domestic  problems, 
develop  their  common  sense,  and  widen  their  range  of  knowledge  in 
no  small  manner. 

Residential  Schools. 

During  the  past  two  years,  so  much  development  has  taken  place  in 
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the  scheme  of  training  afforded  to  girls  in  these  schools,  that  there  is 
little  further  to  note  for  the  betterment  of  the  scheme  at  the  present 
time. 

The  instruction  during  the  past  year  has  been  conducted  on  very 
sound  lines,  and  suggestions  made  for  more  thorough  training  in  Domestic 
Hygiene  have  now  been  accomplished.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that 
although  the  main  idea  of  this  training  is  to  make  girls  better  fitted  to 
manage  their  homes  when  occasion  arises,  many  students  have  been 
able  to  secure  lucrative  employment  on  the  completion  of  this  course. 

Me.  Shebidan,  Inspector  of  Rural  Science  ( including  School  Gardening ), 
reports : — 

During  the  past  year  Kural  Science  and  School  Gardening  was  taught 
in  100  National  Schools.  Of  these  34  took  the  First  Year’s  Course,  and 
the  remaining  66  took  that  of  the  Second  Year.  Good  progress  was 
made  generally,  and  in  about  40  of  the  schools  the  work  done  during  the 
year  was  very  good.  In  almost  every  case  the  school  garden  is  close 
to  the  school,  and  is  of  sufficient  size  to  enable  very  good  work  to  be 
carried  on.  In  a few  eases  the  soil  of  the  gardens  is  poor,  and  much 
cannot  be  expected  from  them  for  some  time. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  were  very  keen  and  interested  in  the  subject, 
and  its  success  should  be  very  marked  when  its  working  has  become 
more  familiar. 

Among  the  difficulties  inherent  in  the  teaching  of  this  subject  in  small 
schools  is  the  necessity  of  teaching  First  and  Second  Year  boys  con- 
currently, and  this  led  to  much  repetition.  The  times  allowed  for 
different  operations  were  often  exceeded  with  a consequent  disarrange- 
ment of  the  programme. 

There  was  a general  tendency  to  attempt  too  much,  both  in  the  garden 
and  in  the  class-room,  with  the  result  that  garden  operations  were  not 
as  methodically  and  completely  carried  out  as  is  desirable.  Class- 
work  partook  too  much  of  the  nature  of  lectures,  and  notes  were  dictated 
to  pupils  instead  of  allowing  them  to  write  descriptions  of  what  they  had 
seen  in  their  own  words. 

The  indoor  work  was  scarcely  so  satisfactory  as  that  carried  out  in 
the  garden.  There  was  a lack  of  correlation  between  the  two,  and  a 
disregard  of  the  seasons  at  which  the  different  sections  of  the  Syllabuses 
were  taken  made  it  difficult  to  properly  associate  theory  with  practical 
work.  The  gardens  were  not  as  freely  used  as  they  should  be  for 
supplying  specimens  for  examination  in  the  class-room,  and  many  of  the 
schools  were  inadequately  provided  with  apparatus  for  indoor  experi- 
mental work. 

The  above  are  faults  which  it  is  believed  experience  will  do  much  to 
remove,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  where  suggestions  as  to  dealing 
with  the  Syllabuses  have  been  made  they  have  invariably  been  well 
received  by  the  teachers. 

In  many  of  the  mixed  schools  it  is  difficult  to  get  a sufficient  number 
of  boys  to  work  a garden.  If  the  Scheme  were  extended  so  as  to  include 
girls  these  schools  would  be  materially  benefited. 

Miss  Anderson  ( Inspectress  of  Home  Industries),  reports : — 

The  past  session  has  been  marked  by  no  very  startling  changes  or 
developments,  but  the  tendencies  of  the  previous  year  have  been  ac- 
centuated in  certain  directions. 

The  Sprigging  Industry  has  continued  to  make  satisfactory  progress 
wherever  instruction  is  efficient  and  business  management  sound. 

_ A steady  advance  may  be  recorded  in  certain  districts,  more  par- 
ticularly in  West  Fermanagh  and  in  the  Glenties  centre,  County  Donegal- 
Very  good  work  has  been  done  in  these  areas. 
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Lacemaking. 

The  lighter  varieties  of  lace  have  been  favoured  by  fashion,  and  many 
fine  examples  of  Limerick  Lace  have  been  produced  in  our  Southern 
centres.  In  many  cases  fine  technique  is  worthily  bestowed  upon 
artistic  designs  : but  again  in  other  districts  good  work  lias  been  wasted 
upon  inferior  patterns,  in  which  poor  and  wiry  lines  predominate,  and 

the  details  lack  grace  and  beauty.  , . 

The  careful  study  of  good  examples  of  antique  lace,  French,  Flemish, 
and  early  Limerick  work,  is  earnestly  recommended  m such  cases.  These 
laces  supply  excellent  models  on  which  to  base  modern  lace  design.  Ihe 
importance  of  artistic  and  appropriate  design  in  our  Lace  Industry  can 
hardly  be  exaggerated. 

Carrickmacross  Laoe. 

The  demand  for  good  Carrickmacross  Lace  has  been  steadily  main- 
tained. As  there  is  a shortage  in  the  market,  more  especially  of  hrst 
rate  Guipure,  a judicious  extension  of  this  industry  may  be  recommended. 

Crochet. 

The  depression  in  the  Crochet  industry  which  was  noted  in  1912-13, 
has  unfortunately  continued  during  the  past  session.  It  has  been  felt 
severely  in  many  centres,  and  the  reduced  earnings  of  the  workers  have 
given  an  impetus  to  emigration  from  many  lace  districts . Though  the 
depression  has  been  general,  its  effects  have  not  been  uniformly  serious 
throughout  the  country.  . . . , 

Thus,  certain  centres  which  produce  a specially  fine  and  delicate  crochet 
lace,  and  which  have  studied  trade  requirements,  have  been  able  to 
maintain  their  hold  on  the  market.  These  centres  have  secured  orders 
sufficient  to  keep  their  workers  employed  during  the  slack  season. 

Raised  crochet,  based  on  Venetian  rose  point,  may  be  mentioned  as 
another  type  of  lace  which  has  not  lost  ground  during  the  past  year. 
Here  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  future  prosperity  of  Irish  Crochet 
must  largely  depend  upon  its  development  as  a real  lace-  For  this 
reason  any  adulteration  with  braid,  or  similar  cheap  fabric,  is  to  be 
deprecated,  as  it  degrades  crochet  to  the  level  of  machine-made  goods. 

Energy  and  resourcefulness  on  the  part  of  certain  teachers  have 
effectually  helped  to  tide  their  classes  over  slack  times.  As  one  teacher 
pithily  expressed  it,  “If  the  orders  don’t  come  in  to  the  industry,  why  the 
industry  must  go  out  for  the  orders.”  A very  sound  and  practical  maxim. 

Besides  trade  depression,  another  factor  has  occasioned  loss,  more 
particularly  to  some  of  our  Southern  industries.  The  cessation  of  the 
call  at  Queenstown  by  the  fast  steamers  of  the  Cunard  and  White  Star 
Lines,  has  been  a serious  blow  to  those  centres  which  depend  mainly 
upon  American  tourists  for  a market.  . 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  are  some  indications  of  a revival 
in  the  Crochet  industry  in  the  near  future. 

Plain  Needlework. 

Little  progress  can  be  reported  in  this  important  branch  of  work. 
Apart  from  the  few  centres  where  the  subject  is  taught  intelligently, 
the  instruction  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Too  much  time  and  attention  are  still  bestowed  upon  unimportant 
details,  such  as  microscopic  sewing,  while  the  essential  parts  such  as 
accurate  cutting-out  and  fitting,  are  too  often  neglected. 

Defective  fitting  and  proportion  are  particularly  noticeable  in  shirt- 
making ; many  faulty  examples  have  been  remarked  both  in  the  work  of 
Classes  and  in  the  Needlework  Section  at  County  Shows. 

Greater  attention  to  the  renovation  of  worn  clothing  is  also  needed 
in  certain  centres.  There  are  some  districts  where  practical  lessons 
in  mending  would  be  of  even  greater  utility  than  instruction  in  making 
new  garments. 

Attention  may  be  directed  to  this  subject. 
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The  Training  oe  Teachers. 

The  Summer  Courses  ol  instruction  for  teachers,  held  in  July 
and  August,  provided  for  instruction  in 
summer  courses,  experimental  science  (physics,  chemistry, 
1914.  botany,  and  physical  and  commercial  geo- 

graphy), drawing  and  modelling,  manual 
instruction  (woodwork),  chemical  manufactures,  life  drawing 
and  figure  composition,  weaving,  lithography,  coloured  em- 
broidery, applied  design,  technology  for  teachers  of  introductory 
English  and  mathematics  in  Technical  schools,  office  routine 
and  business  methods,  practical  mathematics  and  mechanics, 
handrailing,  manual  training  (metalwork),  advanced  cookery, 
advanced  dressmaking,  hygiene  and  sick  nursing,  lace-making, 
crochetwork  and  sprigging,  and  rural  science  (including  school 
gardening). 

The  institutions  at  which  the  courses  were  conducted  were  : —

of  Art,  Dublin  ; the  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic  Economy, 
Stillorgan,  Co.  Dublin ; the  Municipal  Technical  Institute, 
Belfast ; the  Department’s  “ Industrial  Annexe,”  Dublin  ; the 
Municipal  Technical  School  and  School  Garden,  Kingstown  ;

Provision  is  made  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  the 
training  of  teachers  of  science,  special 
training  groups  of  subjects  being  arranged  for 
of  teachers  of  students  who  propose  to  become  teachers 
science  and  art.  in  Day  Secondary  and  Technical  Schools. 

Teacherships-in-Training,  tenable  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science  and  Metropolitan  School  of  Art  are 
offered  for  competition  amongst  science  and  art  students.

The  Department  have  made  provision  for  a supply  of  teachers 
of  commercial  subjects  who  will  be  capable 
training  of  giving  instruction  in  some  of  the  higher 
of  teachers  of  branches.

Economics  and  Political  Science  (University  ot  London),  and 
have  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  country  under  the  Depa 
ment’s  schemes:  of  these,  however,  six  are  now  otherwise 
employed.  Ten  scholars  are  at  present  attending  the  London 
School  of  Economics,  one  is  temporarily  engaged  m teaching 
and  will  resume  his  scholarship  next  session,  and  one  is  serving 
with  the  colours  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Owing  to  the  demand  for  the  services  of  Manual  Instructors 
the  Department,  as  a result  of  an  examina- 
tion held  on  the  21st  June,  1913,  selected 
sixteen  students  to  undergo  an  eight 
months’  course  of  instiuction.  The  course 
was  conducted  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Sinclair,  the 
Department’s  Organising  Manual  Instructor,  assisted  by  r. 
Andrea?Lang.  It  opened  on  the  2nd  September,  at  the  Depart- 
ments “Industrial  Annexe,”  Grand  Canal  Bank  near  Hareourt 
Terrace,  Dublin,  and  terminated  on  the  17th  May,  1914. 

On  the  results  of  the  examinations  held  at  the  conclusion  o 
the  period  of  training  all  the  students  were  provisionally  recog- 
nised as  teachers  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  Manual  Work

Li  order  to  provide  for  the  further  training  of  Instructors 
already  qualified,  otherwise  than  by  means  of  Summer  Courses 
facilities  have  been  offered  to  enable  Instructors  to  attend 
special  Saturday  classes,  at  convenient  centres.  Classes  in 
Structural  Engineering  and  Engineering  Worfchop  Practice 
were  held  at  the  Crawford  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Coik, 
during  the  past  session.  Each  class  was  attended  by  seven 
Instructors.

Since  1909  the  Department  have  conducted  Special  Summer 
Courses  of  Instruction  in  Rukal  Science  (including  School 
Gardening).  These  Courses  have  been  held  during  the  month 
of  August,  and  have  been  attended  by  teachers  drawn  from  all 
over  the  country.

Of  the  75  scholars,  28  are  at  present  attending  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  Schools  and  47  have  been  apprenticed  to  approved 
trades.  Of  the  28  scholars  attending  Day  Trades  Preparatory 
Schools  19  are  now  eligible  for  apprenticeship,  and  arrangements 
are  being  made  to  place  these.  Considerable  difficulty  is,  how- 
ever, being  experienced  in  doing  so,  because  the  majority  of 
them,  neglecting  trades  such  as  Agricultural  Engineering, 
Woodworking,  etc.,  where  good  wages  may  be  earned  when  the 
period  of  apprenticeship  is  completed,  desire  apprenticeship  in. 
Mechanical,  Motor  and  Electrical  Engineering  trades.  There 
are  few  vacancies  in  these  trades,  and  there  is  always  a large 
waiting  list  of  boys  (sons  of  workmen,  etc.)  for  such  vacancies 
as  occur. 

The  forty-seven  scholars  who  have  been  placed  have  been 
apprenticed  as  follows  : — Electrician,  1 ; Mechanical  Engineer, 
1 ; Motor  Engineers,  2 ; Motor  Body  Maker,  1 ; Motor  Mechanics, 
8 ; Locomotive  Fitters,  6 ; Fitters  (Mechanical  Engineering  and 
Shipbuilding),  7 ; Fitters  (Agricultural  Engineering),  7 ; 
Moulders  (Agricultural  Engineering),  2 ; Platers,  8 : Ships 
Draughtsman,  1 ; Shipwright,  1 ; Plumber,  1 ; Cabinet  Makers, 
8 ; Woodworkers,  2 ; Road  Carriage  Builders,  4 ; Lithographic 
Artists,  2. 

In  addition  to  the  Scholarships  awarded  under  the  Scheme 
mentioned  above,  409  Scholarships  were  awarded  in  1914  by 
the  Managers  of  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools.  These 
Scholarships,  as  a rule,  cover  only  tuition,  or  tuition  and  the 
necessary  books  and  instruments,  but  104  scholars  received, 
in  addition,  sums  varying  from  £l  to  £10  as  maintenance- 
allowance  or  as  grants  towards  the  cost  of  travelling. 

These  scholarships  are  in  some  cases  renewed  from  year  to- 
year  if  the  progress  made  by  the  scholar  is  satisfactory.  In 
other  cases  Scholarships,  other  than  First  Year  Scholarships, 
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are  awarded  to  pupils  generally  upon  the  results  of  the  work 
of  the  previous  session.

Scholarships  at  Residential  Schools  of  Domestic  Training, 
of  the  value  of  £15  each,  are  awarded  to  a 
scholarships  at  limited  number  of  girls  to  enable  them  to 
residential  attend  for.  one  year  a regular  course  of 
schools  of  instruction  and  training  in  Domestic  Econ- 
-DOMESTic  training,  omy,  such  as  will  cultivate  their  intelligence 
and  resourcefulness,  and  render  them  more 
practical  m the  performance  of  home  duties.  The  Scholarship, 
together  with  the  payment  of  a fee  of  £2  on  the  part  of  the 
Scholar,  entitles  the  holder  to  board,  residence,  and  instruction 
during  the  term  of  the  Scholarship.  Further  particulars  of  the 
conditions  under  which  the  Scholarships  are  awarded,  and  the

At  the  examination  for  Science  and  Technological  Scholar- 
ships and  Teacherships-in-Training,  held 
senior  science  on  the  30th  June,  1914,  and  following  days, 
scholarships.  twenty-seven  candidates  competed  for  the 
five  Scholarships  and  five  Teachersbips, 
offered  for  competition  by  the  Department  and  tenable  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science. 

Ihe  conditions  attached  to  these  Scholarships  and  Teacher- 
ships-in-Training are  given  on  Form  S.  33  printed  in  the  Ap- 
pendices, page  [184]. 

The  three  Teacherships-in-Training  at  the  Metropolitan 
School  of  Art,  awarded  in  1913,  were 
senior  arts  renewed  for  a second  year,  and  consequently, 
scholarships.  as  there  were  no  vacancies  to  fill,  a com- 
petition was  not  held  in  1914.  ' 

The  conditions  under  which  these  Teacherships-in-Training 
will  be  offered  for  competition  in  1915  are  given  in  Form  S.  2 
printed  in  the  Appendices,  page  [182]. 

Commercial  Scholarships  are  of  the  value  of  £100  each  per 
annum,  and  are  tenable  for  two  years. 
commercial  The  object  of  the  Scholarships  is  to  enable 
scholarships.  selected  persons  to  obtain  such  a training 
as  will  enable  them  to  undertake  the  teach- 
ing of  higher  commercial  subjects  in  Ireland. 

Ten  new  scholarships  have  been  awarded  in  1914,  and  the 
holders  of  nine  of  these  (one  having  joined  the  Army  for  the 
period  of  the  war)  are  attending  the  London  School  of  Economics 
and  Political  Science.  Of  the  five  scholarships  awarded  in.  1912 
three^have  now  expired,  the  holders  having  completed  a two 
years  course  at  the  London  School  of  Economics  and  Political 
Science  (University  of  London).  The  holder  of  one  of  the 
remaining  Scholarships  awarded  in  that  year  attended  the 
London  School  of  Economics  and  Political  Science  for  the 
Session  1912-13,  and  was  permitted  to  take  up  a temporary 
appointment  as  teacher  during  the  Session  1913-14.  He  has 
now  been  specially  allowed  by  the  Department  to  take  a further 
temporary  teaching  appointment  for  the  session  1914-15.  The 
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fifth  of  these  scholars,  who  was  permitted  to  defer  taking  up  the 
Scholarship  until  the  Session  1913-14,  has  returned  to  the  School 
for  the  session  1914-15. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  Scholarships  were  awarded 
are  given  in  Form  S.  194,  printed  in  the  Appendices,  page  [186]. 

The  Department  offered  for  competition  in  1914  three  Scholar- 
ships tenable  at  the  Training  School  for 

crochet-work  Lace  and  Sprigging  Teachers,  Enniskillen. 

scholarships.  The  object  of  the  Scholarships  is  to  enable 
* selected  applicants,  who  must  have  had^a 

satisfactory  general  education,  to  secure  training  as  teachers 
of  the  subjects  mentioned. 

Three  Scholarships  in  Crochet  work  were  awarded  on  the 
results  of  examinations  held  in  Dublin  and  Enniskillen.  Further

3.— FISHERIES. 

The  report  of  the  Fisheries  Branch  for  the  year  1913,  ■which 
has  been  issued  since  the  date  of  the 
sea  fisheries.  Department’s  last  General  Report,  shows 
that,  for  the  year  under  review,  both  as 
regards  the  quantity  of  fish  landed  and  the  number  of  boats 
and  men  engaged  in  fishing,  there  has  been  a continuance  of 
the  decline  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  The  decrease  in 
capture  in  the  year  1913  was  due  largely  to  the  great  falling 
off  in  the  product  of  the  mackerel  fisheries  and,  to  a certain 
extent,  to  the  suspension  during  the  period  of  labour  trouble 
in  Dublin  of  the  operations  of  the  steam  trawlers  from  that 
port.  In  connection  with  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  boats 
employed,  it  should  be  noted  that  this  is  compensated  for  by 
the  greater  efficiency  of  the  many  boats  fitted  with  mechanic- 
ally propelled  machinery  which  have  of  recent  years  been 
added  to  the  Irish  fishing  fleet.  The  value  at  places  of  landing 
of  the  total  capture,  excluding  salmon,  was  estimated  at 
£358,547.  This  amount  does  not  include  the  product  of  the 
whaling  industry  which  was  carried  on  from  two  stations 
(Inishkea  and  Blacksod),  the  total  output  of  which  consisted 
of  3,900  barrels  of  oil,  4 tons  and  175  bags  of  whale  bone,  and 
2,110  bags  of  manure.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1914,  loans  to  the  amount 
of  £10,416  14 s.  10 d.  were  issued  for  the  pro- 
loans.  vision  of  fishing  vessels  and  gear.  Included 
in  this  amount  were  sums  advanced  to 
■cover  the  cost  of  new  motor  fishing  boats,  of  the  installation 
of  motor  power  in  existing  fishing  boats,  of  a second-hand 
steam  drifter,  and  of  a second-hand  motor  boat. 

The  total  quantity  of  herrings  landed  during  the  year 
amounted  to  420,620  cwts.,  being  52,089 
herring  cwts.  less  than  the  catch  of  the  preced- 

FISHERIES.  ing  year.  Owing  to  enhanced  prices, 

however,  the  value  of  the  catch,  which 
was  estimated  at  £159,547,  shows  the  substantial  increase  of 
nearly  £30,000  on  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  spring  mackerel  season  was  the  worst  on  record  since 
this  fishing  became  general,  and  the 
mackerel  autumn  season  did  not  come  up  to  the 
fisheries.  average  of  recent  years.  The  Department’s 
mackerel  curing  experiment  was  continued 
and  the  results  of  the  Sale  of  the  product  in  the  United  States 
gave  further  demonstration  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  the  careful  curing,  grading  and  packing  of  the  fish. 


The  number  of  Irish  vessels  actually  engaged  in  fishing 
during  the  year  (some  wholly  and  some 
vessels  and  partially),  irrespective  of  those  engaged 
men  engaged,  in  salmon  fishing,  was  5,093.  The  numbers 
of  men  and  boys  employed  were,  re- 
spectively, 17,823  and  251. 


Six  fishermen  lost  their  lives  during  the  year  ended  30th 
September,  1913,  while  actually  engaged 
in  the  pursuit  of  their  calling. 


CASUALTIES. 


The  Department  continued  to  improve  public  oyster  beds 
by  restocking  operations  carried  on  at 
oysters.  Clarenbridge,  Ballylongford  and  Passage 
East.  Storage  ponds  for  oysters  were 
constructed  at  Tralee  Bay. 

The  quantity  of  mussels  taken  from  the  principal  fishery, 
which  is  situated  in  Castlemaine  Harbour, 
mussels.  showed  a slight  decline  from  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  precautions  which  the  Department  have  taken  to  protect 
the  stock  which  they  transplanted  in  the  year  1912  may  result 
in  an  improvement. 
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marine  Convictions  were  obtained  in  four  cases 

superintendence  9^  illegal  trawling  by  steam  trawlers  and 
in  three  cases  by  Sailing  vessels. 

net-mending  The  Department  afforded  instruction  in 
net -mending  at  Arklow  and  Kinsale. 

The  endeavours  of  the  Department  during  the  last  five 
years  to  develop  the  sale  of  fish  in  towns 
sale  oe  pish  in  in  Ireland  seem  to  have  resulted  in  the 
INLAND  TOWNS,  establishment  of  satisfactory  relations 
between  the  retailers  and.  the  salesmen 
at  the  various  fishing  centres. 

The  Irish  Crown  Brand  for  cured  herrings  was  again 
administered  at  Ardglass  and  Kilkeel, 
GOVERNMENT  and  was  also  availed  of  by  curers  at 
brand  for  cured  Howth  and  Clogher  Head.  Notwith- 
HERRINGS.  standing  the  decrease  in  landings  on  the 
East  Coast  during  the  summer  herring 
fishery,  the  Brand  was  applied  to  8,540|-  barrels. 

The  value  of  the  kelp  exported  from  the  Counties  of  Clare, 
kelp.  Galway,  Mayo,  Sligo,  Donegal  and  Antrim 

was  estimated  at  £16,600. 

The  Department’s  dredging  plant  was  employed  during  the 
year  1913  at  Arklow,  Portrush,  Ballintoy, 
piers  and  Carrickfergus  and  Balbriggan.  Works  have 

harbours.  been  undertaken  with  a view  to  the 

improvement  of  the  accommodation  for 
boats  at  Ballyhack,  Ballaghaline,  Rathlin  Island,  Dunany  and 
Annagassan,  An  appliance  for  hauling  up  fishing  boats  has 
been  erected  at  Ballymacaw  (Co.  Wexford).  Regarding  the. 
schemes  which  are  being  financed  from  the  Development  Fund, 
considerable  progress  has  been  effected  at  Helvick ; and  pre- 
liminary arrangements  having  been  completed,  a satisfactory 
start  has  been  made  at  Kilkeel. 

The  periodic  observations  of  temperature  and  the  collection 
of  water  and  plankton  samples  in  con- 
fishery  nection  with  the  work  of  the  International 
investigation.  Council  for  the  Exploration  of  the  Sea 
have  been  carried  out  as  in  former  years, 
and  an.  investigation  of  the  age  and  size  of  the  herring  landed 
on  the  Irish  coasts  has  been  undertaken.

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4.— STATISTICS  AND  INTELLIGENCE. 

The  work  of  this  Branch  falls  under  four  main  heads  : — 

(X.)  The  collection  and  publication  of  agricultural,  trade, 
and  other  economic  statistics  relating  to  Ireland  ; 

(2.)  The  collection  of  information  both  at  home  and  abroad 
on  questions  submitted  to  the  Department  and 
affecting  its  work  ; 

.{3.)  The  editing  of  the  Quarterly  Journal  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  press-editing  of  other  publications  issued 
by  the  Department ; 

(4.)  The  supervision  of  the  Department’s  printing  and 
publishing  work.  The  distribution  and  despatch  of 
reports,  leaflets,  and  the  numerous  other  Depart- 
mental publications. 

Statistical  Section. 

This  section  has  three  main  divisions — the  Agricultural 
Statistics  of  Ireland,  the  Statistics  of  Irish  Imports  and  Exports, 
and  the  Statistics  of  Prices  of  Irish  Agricultural  Products. 

The  Agricultural  Statistics  of  Ireland  include  the  statistics  of 
the  division  of  land,  of  the  number  and 

agricultural  size  of  agricultural  holdings  and  of  their 
statistics.  distribution,  of  the  area  and  produce  of 
crops  and  the  numbers  and  classes  of  live 
•stock,  of  the  extent  and  kinds  of  woods  and  plantations  and 
of  planting  and  felling  operations,  and  also  of  the  supply  and 
migration  of  agricultural  labour  and  the  wages  of  the  same. 
Special  statistics  are  also  collected  showing  the  area  under  the 
different  classes  of  fruit ; the  extent  under  the  several  varieties 
of  potatoes  ; the  different  breeds  of  live  stock  ; the  mortality 
of  live  stock  ; the  extent  of  bee-keeping  ; the  number  and  pro- 
duction of  creameries,  butter  factories,  corn  mills,  scutch  mills, 
malt  houses  ; and  the  numbers  of  the  chief  classes  of  farm 
machinery. 

The  statistics  of  the  division  of  land  and  the  number  and 
classes  of  live  stock,  together  with  many  of  the  special  statistics, 
are  collected  annually  in  June.  The  preliminary  results  of  the 
•enumeration  showing  the  areas  under  the  various  crops  and 
the  numbers  of  each  description  of  live  stock  are  published  in 
August  or  September. 

Particulars  of  the  yield  of  the  crops  are  collected  from  the 
end  of  August  to  early  in  December.  Returns  of  the  yield  of 
hay  are  collected  at  the  end  of  August,  those  of  grain  crops 
and  potatoes  at  the  end  of  October  or  early  in  November 
ancl  those  of  the  root  crops  and  flax  at  the  beginning  of 
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December.  As  soon  as  the  information  thus  collected  has 
been  examined  and  compiled,  it  is  issued  in  a series  of  bul- 

fttFui  TP  ’ (2)tw,ln  rCr°pS’  (3)  Potatoes’  (4)  Roots,  and 
(5)  Flax.  This  method  of  division  enables  the  information 

regarding  the  several  crops  to  be  made  known  at  as  early  a 
date  as  possible.

Finally,  in  the  volume  of  Detailed  Agricultural  Statistics 
which  is  issued  later,  full  and  revised  tables  are  furnished 
showing,  as  compared  with  previous  years,  the  area  and  produce 
of  crops  and  the  numbers  of  live  stock.  In  this  volume  are  also 
contained  particulars  of  the  acreage  of  agricultural  holdings  ■ 
statistics  of  forestry,  and  various  other  statistics  relating  to 
vaneties  of  fnut,  live  stock,  scutch  mills,  etc. 

A separate  report  is  issued  annually  on'the  subject  of  Irish 
Agricultural  Labour.  This  report  deals  with  the  annual 
w/twn011  °f  ^cultural  labourers  to  England  and  Scotland, 
with  the  supply  of  agricultural  labour  in  Ireland,  and  with  the

Reports  on  Irish  Import  and  Export  Statistics  are  published' 
each  year.  The  returns  from  which  these 
tbade  statistics.  Reports  are  compiled  are  in  some  respects 
still  unsatisfactory.  As  has  been  pointed- 
out  in  these  Reports  from  time  to  time  the  returns  relating  to 
manufactured  imports  and  exports  are  at  present  open  to  errors, 
which,  under  existing  conditions,  cannot  be  avoided,  and,  until 
adequate  statutory  powers  are  provided,  it  will  be  impossible 
to  secure  returns  which  are  fully  complete,  reliable,  and  up-r 
to-date. 

Two  half-yearly  reports  are  also  issued  by  the  Department' 
on  the  Banking,  Railway,  and  Shipping  Statistics  of  Ireland. 

Statistical  leaflets  are  issued  to  the  “ Press,”  public  and 
private  companies  and  private  individuals,  showing  : —

Enquiries  are  constantly  being  received  for  statistical  informa- 
tion from  Government  departments,  public  institutions,  and 
private  individuals  in  these  and  foreign  countries  and  in  the 
Colonies.  This  involves  the  compilation  of  a large  number  of 
special  statistical  tables  each  year.

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Intelligence  Section. 

The  collection  of  information  by  means  of  egg  records  has- 
been  continued  during  the  past  year,  and 
special  inquiries,  regular  monthly  returns  have  been  received 
from  about  150  correspondents.  These 
records  have  proved  of  great  interest  and  importance  as  showing 
in  a concrete  way  the  use  of  statistical  method  in  farm  work.  A 
further  development  of  the  work  has  now  taken  place.  Hitherto 
the  records  have  been  of  flocks  or  pens,  but  a series  of  records, 
dealing  with  individual  hens  by  means  of  the  trap-nesting 
system,  has  been  established.  In  connection  with  this  matter 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  for  the  second  time  an  Egg  Laying 
Competition  was  conducted  during  the  year  at  the  Munster 
Institute,  Cork.  Quarterly  reports  of  the  progress  of  the  Com- 
petitions and  a detailed  report  at  its  close  were  published  in 
the  Department’s  Journal.  The  full  detailed  report  has  been 
issued  as  a Journal  reprint  as  will  be  seen  from  the  list  below. 
The  keeping  of  records,  whether  in  milk  or  egg  production,  is 
a matter  of  the  greatest  importance,  as  it  is  only  by  means  of 
the  records  that  reliable  comparisons  can  be  made,  and  that 
herds  and  flocks  can  be  properly  weeded  of  the  least  profitable 
stock.  At  the  same  time  only  by  such  continuous  records  and 
observation  can  the  transmission  of  producing  power  be  ascer- 
tained in  a reliable  manner.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that 
this  part  of  the  work  should  be  further  developed,  and  that 
also  in  other  branches  of  farm  management  more  systematic 
information  should  be  obtained  as  to  actual  costs  of  production 
on  typical  farms  in  Ireland.  There  is  a great  field  for  the 
useful  development  of  statistical  records  and  exact  method  of 
accounts  as  applied  to  farm  work. 

The  list  of  the  principal  Irish  Exporting  Manufacturers  is 
still  being  issued  at  home  and  abroad,  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  bring  it  under  the  notice  of  all  likely  to  help  in  any  way 
Irish  industries  and  Irish  industrial  and  commercial  expansion. 
Inquiries  are  frequently  received,  both  direct  and  through  the 
Irish  Chambers  of  Commerce,  from  foreign  countries  for  the 
names  of  firms  of  Irish  Producers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
publication  will  greatly  assist  in  making  known  the  names  of' 
Irish  firms  and  the  merits  of  Irish  goods.

The  total  number  of  separate  leaflets  issued  during  the  year 
amounted  to,  approximately,  1,113,000. 

There  has  been  a steady  increase  in  correspondence  with 
foreign  countries  and  in  the  information 
foreign  furnished  to  the  Department  as  regards 
correspondence  agricultural  development  abroad.  The 
AND  EXCHANGE,  great  increase  in  agricultural  research  work 
library,  etc.  as  well  as  in  the  methods  of  organisation 
for  the  protection  and  development  of 
agriculture  in  the  different  countries  is  a matter  which  requires 
the  closest  observation.  No  country  can  afford  to  ignore  the 
steps  which  other  countries  are  taking,  or  to  neglect  to  compare 
results.  The  Department  are  now  in  regular  communication 
with  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Rome,  Agri- 
cultural and  Statistical  Departments  of  the  Colonies,  and  the 
Chief  Foreign  Countries,  and  receive  an  exchange  of  publica- 
tions which  may  be  consulted  in  the  Departmental  Library. 
In  addition,  a large  number  of  foreign  agricultural  publications 
of  a non-official  character  are  received  and  their  contents  in- 
dexed for  the  use  of  inquirers,  and  a monthly  list  of  accessions 
to  the  Library  is  prepared  and  circulated. 

The  number  of  foreign  accessions  and  the  collection  of  foreign 
intelligence  generally  have  been  severely  affected  by  the  out- 
break of  war.  Communication  with  the  hostile  countries  is, 
of  course,  entirely  cut  off,  and  no  periodical  or  other  literature 
has  been  received  from  them  since  early  in  August.  In  the 
other  belligerent  countries  the  publication  of  agricultural 
papers  has  been  much  restricted,  if  not  entirely  suspended, 
and  the  Intelligence  Section  have  had  to  rely  for  information 
largely  upon  the  publications  issued  in  neutral  countries.  A 
good  number  of  these  are  now  received  in  the  Library,  and 
from  them  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  a considerable  amount 
of  useful  information  with  regard  to  agricultural  and  economic 
conditions  abroad,  the  prices  of  foodstuffs,  and  other  questions, 
which  have  been  engaging  the  Department’s  attention. 

Publications,  Despatch,  Etc.,  Section. 

^?e  work  of  this  Section  was  of  the  usual  miscellaneous  and 
detailed  nature,  and  consisted  principally  of  the  supervision 
of  the  Department’s  printing  and  publishing  work ; taking 
charge  of  the  Department’s  advertising  business  ; obtaining 
from  H.M  Stationery  Office,  other  Government  Departments, 
hims,  and  individuals,  the  supplies  of  published  books,  blue 
books,  maps,  etc.,  required  for  the  Department’s  work ; and 
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the  distribution  and  despatch  of  Leaflets,  Schemes,  Quarterly 
Journal,  Annual  General  and  other  Annual  Reports,  Fail- 
Reports,  Crop  Reports,  etc.,  to  the  persons  whose  names 
appear  on  the  Department’s  mailing  lists,  and  to  many  other 
correspondents. 

In  connection  with  the  inquiries,  statistical  and  other,  carried 
on  by  this  branch,  the  Department  have  to  acknowledge  the 
great  assistance  received  from  the  Inspector-General  of  the 
Royal  Irish  Constabulary,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  the 
Dublin  Metropolitan  Police,  the  Registrar-General  for  Ireland, 
the  Managers  of  the  Irish  Banks,  the  Irish  Railway  Companies, 
the  Irish  Port  and  Harbour  Authorities,  and  also  from  a large 
number  of  correspondents  who  have  furnished  information  on 
agricultural  and  other  questions. 


5.— VETERINARY. 

The  Veterinary  Branch  deals  with  the  work  connected  with 
the  Department’s  functions  as  the  Central  Authority  in  Ireland 
under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  A separate  and  detailed 
report  in  relation  to  the  proceedings  under  these  Acts  is  issued 
for  each  calendar  year,  and  therefore  only  a few  of  the  principal 
matters  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Branch  up  to  30th 
June,  1914,  need  be  referred  to  here. 

A notable  feature  in  this  period  was  the  further  appearance 
of  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  Ireland.  It 
root  and  had  been  preceded,  as  on  former  occasions, 

mouth  disease,  by  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  Great 
Britain,  where  cases  were  notified  as  having 
occurred  in  November  and  December,  1913.  In  Ireland  the 
initial  cases  were  reported  at  the  end  of  January,  1914,  but 
by  the  30th  June  following  the  outbreak  had  been  practically 
suppressed,  as  it  was  only  on  one  owner’s  premises  that  cases 
were  confirmed  after  that  date.  The  final  cases  occurred  on 
17th  July,  and  on  9th  September  it  was  officially  announced 
that  Ireland  was  again  clear  of  the  disease.  During  the  course 
of  the  outbreak,  which,  while  it  lasted,  gravely  embarrassed 
the  livestock  trade,  the  disease  appeared  on  the  premises  of 
76  different  owners  in  4 separate  counties,  viz.  : Kildare,  Cork, 
Tipperary,  and  Dublin.  The  operations  for  eradication  of  the 
.disease  involved  the  slaughter  in  the  aggregate  of  4,472  animals. 

Only  one  case  of  anthrax  occurred  in  Ireland  during  the 
year.  In  the  preceding  year  the  position 
had  been  equally  satisfactory. 
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The  new  Order,  made  in  1913,  providing  for  the  slaughter  by 
local  authorities  of  cattle  suffering  from 
certain  specified  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
bovine  and  the  payment  in  such  cases  of  compensa- 

tuberculosis.  tion  to  the  owners,  on  prescribed  conditions, 
was  in  operation  for  the  whole  of  the  year 
at  present  under  review.  During  this  period  reports  as  to 
-affected  or  suspected  animals  were  received  from  1,047  premises, 
and  the  total  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  was  893.  In  175 
other  instances  the  affected  animals  died  naturally. 

The  position  with  regard  to  swine  fever  in  Ireland  was  much 
the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  One 
swine  fever,  hundred  and  seventy-two  outbreaks  were 
recorded  in  the  later  period  as  against  161 
in  the  earlier.  These  figures  are  normal  in  their  character  and 
may  be  taken  as  indicating  an  average  degree  of  prevalence 
of  the  disease. 


Seventy  outbreaks  of  parasitic  mange  were  recorded  amongst 
equine  animals  in  Ireland  during  the  year, 
iparasitic  mange,  a satisfactory  reduction  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  in  which  113  outbreaks 

■occurred. 

There  was  a re-appearance  of  glanders  in  Ireland  in  the  year 
under  review.  One  outbreak  was  recorded. 
glanders.  The  single  animal  which  was  found  affected 
was  promptly  slaughtered,  and  no  extension 
■of  infection  seems  to  have  occurred. 


Sheep  scab  showed  an  increased  prevalence  in  Ireland  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  1912-13 — 
.sheep  scab.  590  outbreaks  having  been  recorded  as 
against  441  in  the  preceding  year. 
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6.— TRANSIT  AND  MARKETS.

Transit  of  Produce. 

The  arrangements  made  by  carrying  companies  for  the  con- 
veyance of  agricultural  produce  are  ob- 
inspections . served  by  Inspectors  of  the  Department. 

Communications  are  sent  to  the  Carrying 
Companies  concerned  when  reports  are  received  that  due  care 
has  not  been  exercised  in  loading  or  unloading  at  any  point, 
that  adequate  protection  has  not  been  afforded  to  consignments 
while  in  the  hands  of  the  Companies,  that  produce  has  been 
placed  in  proximity  to  articles  likely  to  taint  it,  that  unsuitable 
wagons  have  been  used,  or  that  damage  to  packages  during 
conveyance  has  apparently  resulted  from  careless  handling. 
In  such  circumstances  action  is  usually  taken  by  the  Com- 
pany to  have  a full  investigation  made  in  the  matter,  and 
when  considered  necessary  steps  are  also  taken  with  a view  to 
preventing  a recurrence.  Where  unsuitable  cases  or  boxes 
have  been  used,  or  where  packages  show  evidence  of  faulty  or 
careless  preparation,  the  matter  is  taken  up  with  the  con- 
signors, and  recommendations  are  made  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  improvement  might  be  effected. 

During  the  concluding  months  of  1913  the  transit  arrange- 
ments at  some  ports  were  much  dislocated  owing  to  labour 
troubles.  For  a time  employees,  more  or  less  inexperienced, 
were  called  upon  to  deal  with  agricultural  produce,  and  no  doubt 
instances  of  carelessness  in  the  handling  of  consignments, 
resulted.  Taking  the  year  as  a whole,  however,  there  was  no 
relaxation  on  the  part  of  the  Carrying  Companies  in  securing 
due  attention  to  the  necessity  for  careful  handling  and  loading. 

From  time  to  time  exporters  of  perishable  agricultural  pro- 
duce find  that  openings  for  the  extension 

advice  as  to  of  their  business  exist  in  market  centres 
routing,  j in  Great  Britain,  provided  a sufficiently 
expeditious  transit  for  consignments  can 
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he  obtained.  When  such  cases  are  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Department  it  is  often  found  practicable,  especially  as 
regards  the  less  important  market  centres,  to  assist  by  advising 
as  to  the  selection  of  routes.  Suggestions  are  also  made 
by  the  Department  to  Carrying  Companies  for  special  arrange- 
ments for  particular  classes  of  traffic.  On  most  occasions  these 
suggestions  receive  the  fullest  consideration. 

Complaints. 

During  the  year  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-one  complaints  as  to  delays  or  damage  to  consign- 
ments m transit  were  received.  The  complaints  related  to  butter, 
cheese,  cream,  eggs,  fish,  fresh  meat,  fruit,  poultry,  vegetables, 

In  some  of  the  cases  of  delay  investigated  it  was  found  that 
the  consignors  might  have  secured  a more 
delays.  expeditious  service  by  forwarding  by  a 
route  other  than  that  selected.  Advice  as 
to  routes  was  given  to  complainants.  Delay  and  misdeliverv 
appeared  m a few  instances  to  have  resulted  from  in  sufficient 
addresses  on  the  packages.  Exceptional  causes,  such  as  con- 
gestion or  traffic  or  dislocation  occasioned  by  labour  troubles, 
accounted  for  some  delays. 

Claims  in  respect  of  the  loss  sustained  through  damage  were 
met  in  many  cases.  Occasionally  the  dam- 
damage.  age  appeared  to  have  occurred  to  consign- 
...  , ments  through  accident.  As  a result  of 

inquiries  the  Department  were  informed  that  many  eon- 
signments  in  regard  to  which  complaints  as  to  damage  were 
made  had  been  signed  for,  without  remark,  cn  delivery,  the 
damage  having  been  subsequently  discovered  on  unpacking. 
11,  through  any  circumstances,  it  is  not  practicable  to  examine 
the  condition  of  packages  when  tendered  by  Carrying  Com- 
panies a qualified  signature,  e.g.,  “ unexamined  ” should  be 
“l1  consignees.  Any  damage  subsequently  discovered 
should,  without  delay,  be  notified  to  the  delivering  company. 


Butter. 

The  close  attention  given  in  recent  years  by  the  Department 
to  the  question  of  suitable  boxes  for  the 
packages.  conveyance  of  Irish  butter  to  the  markets 
has  been  productive  of  good  results. 
Most  of  the  exporters  are  alive  to  the  desirability  of  exercising 
adequate  care  as  to  the  construction  of  the  boxes.  Better  timber 
is  now  used,  the  lids  rarely  project  over  the  sides,  and  the 
general  appearance  of  the  boxes  shows  improvement.  Defects 
m construction  are  brought  under  notice  when  observed,  and 
no  opportunity  is  lost  of  impressing  on  consignors  the  necessity 
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lor  the  packages  presenting  a neat  and  inviting  appearance. 
Packages  are  occasionally  found  to  be  m a soiled  condition 
during  transit . As  a rule  the  railway  vehicles  used  for  the  traffic 
are  clean,  and,  in  the  instances  referred  to,  the  carelessness 
apparently  occurred  before  the  consignments  were  delivered 


for  conveyance.  . ,, 

The  following  short  particulars  in  regard  to  some  ol  tlie 
complaints  as  to  the  transit  of  butter  illustrate  the  type 
of  the  complaints  which  were  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 


Department. 


The  question  of  an  expeditious  transit  for  unsalted  butter 
purchased  at  markets  in  West  Clare  was 
specimen  raised  by  a Cork  butter  merchant..  It 
complaints.  appeared  that  consignments  handed  m at 
certain  stations  had  not  reached  Cork  on 
the  following  morning.  After  correspondence  satisfactory 
arrangements  for  the  traffic  were  come  to,  consignments  being- 
delivered  the  day  after  despatch. 

An  Inspector  of  the  Department  reported  that  a butter 
merchant  in  a town  in  the  north  of  Ireland  had  informed  him 
that  as  a general  rule  delay  occurred  to  butter  forwarded  to 
Dublin.  After  some  correspondence,  the  Railway  Company 
(Great  Northern)  made  special  provision  to  secure  that  consign- 
ments handed  to  them  about  6 p.m.  for  conveyance  would  be 
delivered  in  Dublin  early  on  the  morning  after  despatch 

A communication  was  received  to  the  efiect  that  two  days 
were  occupied  in  the  conveyance  of  butter  sent  from  certain 
midland  towns  to  Cork.  Inquiries  were  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  matter,  and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to 
secure  that  the  transit  would  be  completed  in  one  day. 

Inquiries  were  made  relative  to  the  transit  of  a sample  con- 
signment of  six  boxes  of  butter  forwarded  on  the  21st  May 
from  a Co-operative  creamery  in  County  Limerick  to  Norwich. 
In  this  case  the  Department  were  informed  by  complainants 
that  delivery  was  not  effected  until  the  29th  May.  It  appeared 
that  the  butter  was  transferred  at  Rosslare  on  the  22nd.  May, 
at  London  on  the  26th  May,  and  was  delivered  at  Norwich  on 
the  27th  May.  As  regards  the  time  which  elapsed  between  the 
receipt  of  the  boxes  at  Rosslare  and  the  transfer  at  London,  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company  explained  that  on  arrival 
at  London  delay  was  occasioned  through  the  necessity  tor 
making  inquiries,  as  the  consignment  was  not  fully  addressed. 


Eggs. 

The  use  of  small  cases  fitted  with  cardboard,  divisions,  or 
compartments,  for  containing  eggs,  is 
cases.  apparently  on  the  increase,  especially  in 

the  north  of  Ireland.  These  cases,  while 
providing  a safe  and  convenient  means  of  conveyance  when 
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moved  by  hand,  require  to  be  very  carefully  dealt  with  when 
being  transferred  to  a steamer.  Flat  trays,  instead  of  slings, 
should  then  be  used  for  the  loading  of  such  lightly -constructed 
packages.  Although  general  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the 
.handling  of  egg  traffic  during  conveyance,  the  upending  of 
cases  by  employees  of  consignors  and  of  carrying  companies 
.occasionally  occurs.  Complaints  that  eggs  are  missing  from 
consignments  on  delivery  are  still  received.  The  abstraction  of 
eggs  in  transit  would  be  largely  prevented  if  adequate  care 
were  exercised  in  the  construction  of  the  cases,  and  in  securing 
that  only  suitable  timber  is  used.  The  removal  of  eggs  is 
facilitated  when  the  spaces  between  the  boards  of  the  cases 
are  too  large,  when  easily  broken  timber  is  used,  or  when  the 
lids  of  the  cases  are  not  securely  fastened. 

Instances  are  still  observed  where  the  straw  or  hay  packing 
in  cases  of  eggs  is  in  a wet  condition  when 
packing.  the  traffic  is  delivered  at  railway  stations 
for  conveyance.  This  is  usually  due  to 
the  packing  of  the  eggs  in  open  markets,  where  inadequate  or 
no  protection  against  adverse  weather  conditions  is  provided, 
or  to  the  insufficiency  or  absence  of  protection  for  the  traffic 
when  being  carted — sometimes  over  comparatively  long  dis- 
tances from  outlying  districts — to  the  stations. 

The  following  are  short  summaries  of  a few  of  the  complaints, 
regarding  the  transit  of  eggs,  which  were  dealt  with  during  the 
period. 

Inquiries  were  made  relative  to  the  transit  of  eggs  sent  in 
July  by  exporters  in  Counties  Kerry, 
specimen  Kilkenny,  and  Limerick  to  a company  in 
complaints.  London.  Nine  consignments  were 
mentioned  as  having  been  delivered  in  a 
damaged  condition.  The  Carrying  Companies  investigated  the 
transit  in  these  cases.  As  regards  live  of  the  consignments  it 
was  not  ascertained  where  or  under  what  circumstances  the 
damage  complained  of  occurred,  but  it  was  arranged  by  the 
Companies  to  meet  claims  in  respect  of  the  loss  sustained.  In 
three  cases  the  delivering  Company  to  whom  the  eggs  had  been 
transferred  in  apparently  good  condition  stated  that  there  was 
no  evidence  to  show  that  any  damage  occurred  while  the 
consignments  were  in  their  possession,  and  added  that  every 
possible  care  was  taken  in  the  handling  of  eggs  at  their  station. 
The  Department  were  informed  that  the  remaining  consign- 
ment was  signed  for  on  transfer  from  the  Irish  Railway  Company 
as  “ not  clamped,  one  cover  loose  and  repaired.” 

In  September  complaints  were  received  as  to  delay  in  the 
delivery  of  a number  of  consignments  forwarded  by  consignors 
in  the  west  of  Ireland  to  Manchester.  It  appeared  that  the 
unsatisfactory  transit  in  these  cases  was  caused  by  dislocation 
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consequent  on  labour  troubles  at  the  ports  ol  Dublin  and 
Liverpool. 

Complaint  was  made  to  an  Inspector  of  the  Department 
by  a firm  in  the  County  Fermanagh  that  in  one  case  of  each 
of  two  consignments  of  eggs  sent  from  Lisnaskea  (10  cases)  and 
Irvinestown  (9  cases)  it  was  found,  on  examination  after  delivery , 
that  72  and  92  eggs,  respectively,  were  missing.  The  former 
consignment  apparently  passed  through  the  hands . of  the 
Carrying  Companies  without  remark,  and  a clear  receipt  was 
given  on  delivery.  Two  claims  were  paid  in  connection  with 
the  Irvinestown  lot. 

The  transit  of  a consignment,  consisting  of  six  half-cases  of 
eggs,  forwarded  on  the  8tli  April  from  Castleblayney  to  Derby, 
was  inquired  into,  complaint  having  been  made  that  five  of 
the  cases  did  not  reach  their  destination  until  the  15th  April,, 
and  that  the  remaining  case  was  not  delivered  until  the  following 
day.  The  Department  ascertained  that  the  delay  to  the 
eggs  was  occasioned  by  the  pressure  of  traffic  consequent  on 
the  Easter  Holidays,  and  that  the  transit  of  egg  traffic  for 
Derby  was,  as  a rule,  very  regular.  . . 

It  was  represented  to  the  Department  that  a sufficiently 
expeditious  service  was  not  afforded  to  eggs  forwarded  on 
Saturday  evenings  from  Belcoo  to  Belfast,  delivery  in  some 
cases  not  being  effected  until  the  following  Wednesday.  It 
appeared  that  delays  had  occurred  at  Enniskillen,  the  point 
of  transfer.  Special  arrangements  for  the  traffic  were  made, 
■whereby  consignments  would  be  delivered  on  Monday  momings- 

Cream. 

The  transit  afforded  to  consignments  of  cream  was  inquired 
into  in  a few  cases.  Claims  in  respect  of  the  loss  sustained 
were  met  in  some  instances,  and  in  others  the  companies 
concerned  were  not,  after  full  consideration,  prepared  to  recoup 
the  consignors,  Generally  speaking,  the  consignments  were 
forwarded  at  Owner’s  Risk  rates. 

Cheese. 

The  question  of  the  time  occupied  in  the  conveyance  of 
cheese  forwarded  from  Dungarvan  to  Highbridge,  Somerset- 
shire, was  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Department.  It 
was  represented  that  consignments  intended  for  a market  at 
Highbridge  on  Tuesdays  had  to  be  despatched  from  Dungarvan 
on  the  previous  Thursday.  Inquiries  showed,  however,  that 
if  consignments  were  despatched  from  Dungarvan  on  Satur- 
day morning  they  should,  in  the  ordinary  course,  arrive  in 
time  for  the  market  on  Tuesday. 

Vegetables. 

A Dublin  firm  requested  the  assistance  of  the  Department 
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towards  securing  an  improvement  in  the  service  afforded  bv 
shipping  Companies  for  the  conveyance  of  vegetable  traffic 
forwarded  to  Glasgow.  It  was  stated  that  an  elrlier  del^ery 
“f 1U'redy “ consIgnments  were  not  available  for  the  market 
on  the  day  following  despatch.  It  appeared  that  to  secure 
-an  earlier  delivery  at  Glasgow  an  earlie!-  departure  of  the  Com- 
panies boats  from  Dublin  would  be  necessary,  and  that  in  view 
of  the  requirements  of  other  classes  of  traffic  such  earlier 
departure  would  not  be  feasible.  eailier 

Complaint  was  made  by  the  consignor  as  to  the  late  arrival 
at  Liverpool  of  early  potatoes,  forwarded  from  Skerries  on  the 
4th  June  and  shipped  from  Dublin  on  that  date.  It  was  ascer-

II  was  complained  that  the  transit  of  consignments  of  meat 
offal  forwarded  from  Dublin  to  London  and  other  English 
cities,  was  unsatisfactory  during  the  period  May  to  September- 
Special  arrangements  were  made  for  the  more  expeditious 
despatch  of  consignments  from  the  English  port  at  which  they 
are  landed. 

Station  Accommodation. 

In  connection  with  a complaint  as  to  delay  in  the  delivery 
of  a consignment  of  butter  from  Tralee  station,  the  question 
of  improved  arrangements  for  perishable  traffic  received  at 
the  station  was  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Great  Southern 
and  Western  Railway  Company.  Some  additional  siding 
accommodation  was  provided.  . 

The  attention  of  the  Department  was  called  to  the  question 
of  improved  facilities  for  dealing  with  the  traffic  in  potatoes 
and  barley  at  Ardrahan  station.  It  was  stated  that  the  accom- 
modation available  was  inadequate  for  the  volume  of  traffic 
offering,  and  that  serious  delays  had  occurred  m effecting 
delivery.  The  Great  Southern  and  Western  Railway  Company 
informed  the  Department  that  some  additional  land  would 
be  required  in  order  to  provide  an  improved  roadway,  and 
that  the  matter  was  then  receiving  consideration.  Subsequently 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  Company  had  decided  not  to  incur 
the  expenditure  that  would  be  involved,  as  it  appeared  that 
arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  conveyance,  by  sea-coast- 
ing vessels,  of  the  traffic  indicated. 

Railway  Rates. 

Forty-one  complaints  as  to  charges  for  the  conveyance  of 
merchandise  were  received  during  the  year  ended  the  30th 
June,  1914.  The  complaints  related  to  butter,  cream,  eggs,, 
feeding-stuffs,  fresh  meat,  fish,  flax,  fruit,  grain,  honey,  live- 
stock,  milk,  potatoes,  poultry,  sulphate  of  copper,  etc. 

Six  of  the  complaints  had  reference  to  the  non-existence  of 
through  rates.  Through  rates  were  fixed  in  two  cases.  Through 
rates  which  had  been  formerly  in  operation,  and  which  had 
been  temporarily  withdrawn,  were  resumed  m one  case,  three 
cases  are  receiving  attention.  , 

Fifteen  of  the  complaints  were  to  the  effect  that  through; 
rates  for  the  conveyance  of  consignments  were  excessive.  In 
four  cases  reduced  rates  were  put  into  operation,  and  refunds 
were  made  in  three  cases.  In  one  case  the  charge  mentioned. 
appeared  to  be  in  excess  of  the  through  rate  in  force  for  the 
traffic,  and  it  was  suggested  to  complainant  that  he  should 
communicate  with  the  forwarding  company,  with  a view  to 
obtaining  a refund.  It  was  found,  as  regards  one  complaint, 
that  a lower  rate  for  the  traffic  concerned  was  available  tor 
larger  lots,  and  the  complainant  was  informed  accordingly- 
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In  three  cases  it  appeared  that  the  Companies  were  not  prepared 
to  agree  to  reductions.  In  one  case  sufficient  particulars  were 
not  supplied  by  complainant,  while  the  remaining  two  cases 
are  receiving  attention. 

Seventeen  of  the  complaints  related  to  local  rates.:  One 

reduced  rate  was  put  into  operation.  In  seven  cases  refunds 
were  made,  and  in  one  case  the  Department  were  informed 
that  the  matter  had  been  satisfactorily  adjusted.  One  com- 
plaint was  to  the  effect  that  a certain  rate  had  been  increased, 
but  it  was  found  on  inquiry  that  no  advance  had  been  made.  A 
special  scale  of  charges  which  had  been  withdrawn  by  a railway 
company  was  reinstated  in  a modified  form,  and  in  another  case 
certain  temporary  rates  which  had  been  withdrawn  were  re- 
sumed. One  complaint  that  the  charges  for  a particular  class 
of  traffic  between  two  specified  stations  were  higher  in  one 
direction  than  in  the  other,  and  one  that  different  charges 
were  made  for  different  classes  of  feeding  stuffs  did  not  appear, 
on  inquiry,  to  be  well  founded.  In  one  case  the  carrying  com- 
panies concerned  were  not  prepared  to  consider  favourably 
the  question  of  reducing  the  rates  in  force,  but  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  lower  figures  were  in  operation  for  the  traffic  by 
another  route.  In  the  remaining  two  cases  the  charges  were 
such  as  the  Companies  were  entitled  to  make. 

In  one  case  it  was  complained  that  special  rates  in  force 
for  certain  traffic  were  not  available  for  the  conveyance  of 
consignments  packed  in  a particular  way.  It  did  not  appear 
to  the  Department  that  serious  objection  could  be  taken  to 
the  regulations,  as  consignors  could  readily  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  carrying  company. 

One  complaint  was  received  in  regard  to  the  collection  on 
delivery  of  a charge  in  respect  of  a consignment  for  the  con-- 
veyance  of  which  prepayment  had  been  made.  A refund  was. 
arranged. 

In  the  remaining  case  sufficient  particulars  were  not  supplied 
by  complainant  to  enable  the  Department  to  have  the  matter- 
investigated. 

In  the  Department’s  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  it  was  men- 
tioned that,  in  June,  1913,  the  Great  South- 
GREAT  SOUTHERN  em  and  Western  Railway  Company  gave 
AND  WESTERN  notice  of  intention  to  apply  to  the  Railway 
railway  company,  and  Canal  Commissioners  for  consent  to 
an  increase — about  four  per  cent. — in 
rates  (a)  for  the  carriage  of  goods  and  mineral  traffic  by  mer- 
chandise  trains,  and  ( b ) for  the  carriage  of  perishable  and  other 
merchandise  traffic  by  passenger  trains.  The  Department  were 
requested  by  a large  number  of  bodies  and  persons  (Chambers 
of  Commerce,  local  Authorities,  Co-operative  Societies,  traders  . 
and  manufacturers,  etc.)  to  exercise  their  powers  under  Section 
17  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,, 
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and  intervene  in  the  matter.  The  Department  decided  to  appear 
at  the  hearing  of  the  ease.  The  Cork  Corporation,  Cork  County 
Council,  Limerick  County  Council,  Kerry  County  Council, 
Tralee  Urban  District  Council,  and  the  Tralee  and  Fenit  Pier 
and  Harbour  Commissioners  were  also  represented.  The  case 
was  heard  at  the  Four  Courts,  Dublin,  on  the  9th,  10th  and 
11th  June,  1914.  The  Commissioners  also  heard,  at  then- 
sitting  in  Dublin,  an  application  by  the 
Fishguard  and  Fishguard  and  Rosslare  Railways  and 
BOSSLARE  RAILWAYS  Harbours  Company  for  sanction  to  pro- 
and  harbours  posed  increases  in  through  rates  via  the 
company.  Port  of  Waterford. 

Judgment  in  the  above  cases  was  de- 
livered on  the  24th  July,  when  the  applications  were  refused. 

Notice  was  given  of  intention  to  increase,  by  the  sum  of 
threepence  per  ton,  all  rates  from  or  to 
increased  Belfast  and  from  or  to  Londonderry,  in 
charges.  Classes  1 to  5 of  the  Classification,  where 

such  rates  included  cartage  in  Belfast  or 

cartage.  Londonderry,  the  altered  rates  to  come 
into  force  on  the  4th  May  and  1st  July, 
1914,  respectively.  The  increases  were,  it  appeared,  due  to 
.advances  in  the  cost  of  cartage. 

Particulars  as  to  proposed  increases,  as  from  the  20th  July, 
1914,  in  rates  for  the  conveyance,  by 
shipping  certain  routes,  of  merchandise  traffic  be- 
charges.  tween  Liverpool  and  stations  on  the  Dublin 
. and  South  Eastern  Railway  were  supplied 
to  the  Department.  It  was  stated  that  the  revision  of  the  rates 
was  necessary  in  consequence  of  additional  payment  being 
claimed  for  the  sea  portion  of  the  journeys.  The  Railway  and 
Canal  Traffic  Acts  do  not  apply  to  independent  Steamship 
Companies. 

The  Enforcement  of  the  Sole  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  as  regards 
Butter,  Margarine,  Cheese,  Margarine-Cheese, 
and  Milk. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drags  Acts,  18715  to  1907  are  adminis- 
tered primarily  by  the  local  authorities 
administration  (i.e.,  the  Councils  of  the  thirty-three  ad- 
of  the  acts.  mimstrative  counties  and  the  eleven 
boroughs),  who  appoint  the  necessary 
inspectors  and  analysts.  Analysts  are  bound,  on  payment 
of  the  fee  agreed  upon  with  the  local  authority,  to  analyse 
any  article  of  food,  etc.,  submitted  to  them  either  by  an 
inspector  or  by  a private  purchaser  in  the  administrative  area 
concerned.

Duriiso  the  year  under  review,  the  Department  again  availed 
themselves  to  a considerable  extent  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Sale 
of  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1899,  to  direct 
officers  to  procure  samples  of  articles  of 
food  for  analysis.  In  the  case  of  each 
sample  so  procured,  the  result  of  the  an- 
alysis must  be  communicated  to  the  local  authority  the 
district  in  which  the  sample  was  taken,  and  the  duty  of  m 
stitutiim  proceedings,  in  cases  where  any  offence  against  the 
provisions'  of  the  slle  of  Food  “d  Drugs  A«ts  has  b^n  com- 
mitted, falls  upon  the  local  authority.  In  19  M »" 
the  Department  purchased  1,041  samples  of  buttei  the 
samples'  were  purchased  in  33  counties  and  7 boroughs;  105 
were  obtained  at  markets. 

T wen  tv-three  of  the  samples  were  found  on  analysis  to 
coJtlif  mme  than  16  per  int.  of  water,  4 were  certified 
Tconsisting  nearly  altogether  of  fats  foreign  to  butter,  and 
one  was  found  to  contain  an  excessive  propoition  of  salt, 
10 -S4  per  cent. 

In  17  of  the  23  cases  in  which  samples  of  butter  were  found 
to  contain  excess  water,  prosecutions  were 
water  ix  instituted  by  the  local  authorities  con- 
BUTTER  cerned.  Convictions  were  obtained  m 13 

cases,  and  penalties  amounting  to 
£6  145.  3 d.  were  imposed.  Three  cases  were  dismissed  mainly 
on  technical  points  of  procedure. 

In  three  of  the  cases  in  which  proceedings  were  not  instituted, 
the  proportion  of  water  was  only  very  slightly  ill  excess  of 
16  per  cent. — the  vendor  of  one  sample  was  cautioned  by  the 
Department  and  the  Local  Authority  was  asked  to  caution 
the  vendor  in  another  case.  In  two  cases,  the  Local  Authority 
concerned— the  Clare  County  Council— decided  that  no  Ie0al 
proceedings  should  be  taken.  In  these  cases,  the  samples  of 
Cttertad  been  found  to  contain  20-6  and 
of  water,  respectively.  The  samples  were  both  sold  as 
“salt  firkin”  butter,  and,  in  the  ease  of  the  former  sample, 
the  firkin  containing  the  butter  bore  on  the  lid  a printed  label 
indicating  the  presence  of  “ about  20  per  cent,  moisture. 
In  the  cafe  of  the  latter  sample,  the  time  limit  for  a prosecution 
had  expired  when  the  Co.  Council  notified  tlieir  intention  not 
to  take  anv  action.  Both  of  these  samples  were  purchased 
at  butter  markets.  In  the  remaining  case,  it  was  not  P°s‘s*le 
to  take  action,  as  no  Local  Inspector  had  been  appointed  foi 
the  district  in  which  the  offence  was  committed. 
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Proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  local  authorities  con- 
cerned in  respect  of  the  samples  which 
fats  foreign  were  certified  as  consisting  nearly  alto- 

to  butter.  gether  of  fats  foreign  to  butter.  A con- 

viction followed  in  each  case,  and  penalties 
amounting  in  all  to  £17  10s.  6d.  were  imposed. 


The  vendor  of  the  sample  which  was  found  to  contain  an 
excessive  proportion  of  salt — 10-84  per 
cent. — was  prosecuted  under  Section  6 
of  the  Act  of  1875.  A conviction  result- 
ed, and  penalties  amounting  to  fifteen 
shillings  were  imposed.

During  the  half-year  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  officers  of 
the  Department  purchased  454  samples 
samples  taken  (447  butter,  4 margarine,  and  3 jam)  in 
by  department’s  31  counties  and  5 boroughs.  Twenty - 
officers,  nine  of  the  samples  of  butter  were  pur- 
half-year  chased  at  markets.  Ten  samples  of  butter 
ended  30tii  june,  were  found  to  contain  over  16  per  cent,  of 
1914.  water.  Nine  prosecutions  were  instituted 

by  the  Local  Authorities ; eight  con- 
victions were  obtained,  and  penalties  amounting  to  £6  9s.  Id. 
were  imposed.  In  the  case  in  which  no  action  was  taken,  the 
percentage  of  water  in  excess  was  small,  and  the  local  authority 
was  asked  to  caution  the  vendor. 

Five  samples  purchased  as  butter  were  found  on  analysis 
to  consist  nearly  altogether  of  fats  foreign  to  butter.  Proceedings 
were  instituted  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  each  of  these  samples  ; 
a conviction  resulted  in  each  case,  and  penalties  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  £36  were  imposed.  In  one  of  these  cases, 
the  substance  sold  as  butter  was  delivered  to  the  Department’s 
officer  in  a wrapper  on  which  the  word  “ Margarine  ” was 
printed  in  yellow  letters,  and  was  as  a result  practically  illegible. 
It  is  understood  that  the  local  authority  of  the  area  in  which 
the  sample  was  purchased  are  taking  action  with  a view  to 
prevent  the  use  of  such  wrappers.  In  these  cases,  and  in  two 
of  the  cases  in  which  convictions  were  obtained  for  the  sale 
of  butter  containing  excess  water,  already  referred  to,  detective 
methods  were  employed  by  the  Department’s  officers. 

One  sample  of  butter  was  found  on  analysis  to  contain  6-8 
per  cent,  of  salt.  The  local  authority  concerned  was  asked  to 
caution  the  vendor  of  the  sample. 

In  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  four  samples  of  margarine 
purchased  by  the  Department’s  officers,  the  requirements  in 
regard  to  marking  were  not  complied  with.  In  each  case  a 
prosecution  was  instituted  by  the  local  authority.  In  three 
cases,  convictions  were  obtained  for  exposing  margarine  for 
sale  unlabelled  and  delivering  margarine  in  a plain  wrapper, 
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and  penalties  amounting  to  £3  Is.  were  imposed.  In  the  re- 
maining case,  a conviction  was  obtained  for  delivering  margarine 
in  a plain  wrapper,  and  the  vendor  was  fined  one  penny. 

Three  samples  of  jam  were  purchased  as  a result  of  a 
complaint  made  to  the  Department  as  to  the  quality  of  some 
of  the  jams  sold  by  retailers.  The  samples  were  certified  by 
the  Public  Analyst  to  be  pure.  As  a result  of  further 
sampling  of  jam  carried  on  in  different  localities  since  the 
30th  June,  1914,  the  Department  have  been  in  communi- 
cation with  certain  manufacturers  regarding  the  results  of 
the  analysis  of  samples  of  jam  of  their  manufacture. 

Tables  giving  particulars  as  to  the  samples  taken  during  the 
year  1913  and  the  half-year  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  are 
printed  at  page  [286]  of  the  Appendices. 

On  the  30th  June,  1914,  the  number  of  premises  registered 
for  wholesale  dealing  in  margarine  or 

manufacture  of  margarine  cheese  was  139,  a decrease  of 

and  wholesale  one  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
dealings  in  date  in  1913.  The  registrations  in  respect 
margarine.  of  8 premises  in  Belfast  and  one  in  Cork 
Borough  were  cancelled,  while  7 fresh 
registrations . were  effected  in  Dublin  (Borough)  and  one  in 
County  Antrim. 

The  numbers  of  premises  registered  as  manufactories  of 
margarine  and  of  margarine  cheese  on  the  30th  June  were 
five  and  one,  respectively.  The  numbers  for  the  same  date  in 
1913  were  six  and  one.  The  change  took  place  in  the  Borough  of 
Limerick. 

A table  showing  as  on  the  30th  June,  1914,  the  distribution 
of  the  registered  manufactories  and  wholesale  dealers  will  be 
found  on  page  [288]  of  the  Appendices. 

Manufacturers  of  margarine  and  margarine-cheese,  and 
wholesale  dealers  in  these  articles,  are 
inspection  required  to  keep  registers  showing  the 

OF  quantity  and  destination  of  each  consign  - 

registers.  ment  of  such  substances  sent  out  from 
their  manufactories  or  places  of  business. 
The  Department  are  empowered  to  send  officers  to  visit  the 
premises  of  manufacturers  and  wholesale  dealers,  and  to  in- 
spect the  registers  kept  there. 

In  one  case  during  the  year  under  review,  a register  was 
not  available  at  the  time  of  inspection,  and  in  a few  cases 
the  registers  produced  did  not  appear  to  have  been  entered 
up  to  date.  , In  each  of  these  cases  the  Department  communi- 
cated with  the  traders  concerned  and  asked  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  statutory  re- 
quirements. 
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Section  1 (a)  of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act  requires  the 
registration  of  butter  factories  (i.e.,  premises 
butter  and  on  which,  by  way  of  trade,  butter  is 
margarine  act,  blended,  re-worked,  or  subjected  to  any 
1907.  other  treatment,  but  not  so  as  to  cease  to 

registration  of  be  butter).  There  were  166  butter  factories 
butter  registered  on  the  30th  June,  1914,  as 
factories.  compared  with  171  on  the  same  date  in 
last  year.  The  registered  premises  were 
situated  in  twenty  counties  and  six  boroughs.  During  the 
year  under  review,  there  were  15  fresh  registrations  and  19 
cancellations,  while  the  period  of  one  temporary  registration 
expired. 


A table  showing  the  number  of  butter  factories  in  each 
administrative  area  will  be  found  at  page  [288]  of  the 
Appendices. 


A large  number  of  visits  were  made  by  officers  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  registered  butter  factories  during 
inspection  of  the  year ; samples,  including  a few  of 
butter  preservatives  found  on  the  premises, 
factories.  were  taken,  and  methods  of  treating 
butter  received  attention.  The  analysis 
of  the  samples  of  preservatives  taken  did  not,  in  any  case, 
disclose  the  presence  of  an  injurious  ingredient.  No  oil  or 
fat  capable  of  being  used  as  an  adulterant  was  found  in 
any  butter  factory. 

In  several  instances,  registrations  of  butter  factories  resulted 
from  visits  paid  by  officers  of  the  Department  to  unregistered 
premises  on  which  the  business  of  a butter  factoiy  was  being 
carried  on. 

The  list  of  registered  butter  factories  includes  about  twenty 
premises  in  which  the  business  of  a creamery  is  also  carried 
on.  In  most  of  these  cases,  the  manufacture  of  creamery 
butter  is  the  principal  business,  and  registration  as  a butter 
factory  has  been  effected  generally  in  order  to  permit  of  the 
occasional  re-working  of  that  product.  In  two  of  these  cases, 
creamery,  separator,  and  factoiy  butter  are  produced  in  the 
same  premises. 

There  are  also  two  cases  of  registered  butter  factories  where 
hand-separated  and  factory  butter  are  produced  on  the  same 
premises.  In  another  instance,  a registered  butter  factory 
adjoins  a creamery  under  the  same  ownership. 

When  creamery  or  separator  butter  has  been  blended  or  re- 
worked it  can  no  longer  be  properly  described  as  “ creamery  ” 
or  “separator”;  and  it  is,  therefore,  undesirable  that  the 
manufacture  of  butter  of  these  descriptions  should  be  carried 
on  in  conjunction  with  the  business  of  a butter  factoiy. 
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Most  of  the  samples  obtained  at  butter  factories  during  the 
year  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  were  in 
samples  taken  the  nature  of  test  samples.  Of  these  test 
at  butter  samples,  18  were  found  to  contain  more 

factories.  than  sixteen  per  cent,  of  water,  the  excess 

in  many  cases  being,  however,  very  slight. 
The  Department,  in  each  of  these  cases,  communicated  with 
the  proprietor  of  the  factory  in  regard  to  the  excess.  Nine  of 
these  s imples  had,  it  appeared,  not  been  blended  or  re-worked 
at  the  factories. 

Only  one  of  the  thirteen  samples  which  were  formally  taken 
was  found  to  contain  water  in  excess  of  16  per  cent. ; and  in 
the  case  in  question  it  was  stated  that  the  butter  from  which 
the  sample  had  been  taken  was  firkin  butter,  and  had  not 
been  blended  or  re-worked  in  the  factory. 

In  six  samples  of  butter  taken  at  butter  factories  during  the 
year  sugar  in  small  proportions  was  found, 
sugar  in  and  in  four  of  these  cases  sugar  was  found 

butter.  on  the  factory  premises  on  the  occasion  of 

the  inspection  and  sampling.  In  another 
case,  sugar  was  discovered  on  the  butter  factory  premises 
during  an  inspection.  No  sugar  was  found  in  the  sample  of 
butter  taken  on  the  same  occasion.  The  Department  com- 
municated with  the  proprietors  of  the  butter  factories 
concerned,  pointing  out  that  sugar  in  butter  must  be  regarded 
as  an  adulterant,  and  asking  for  an  undertaking  that  its 
use  would  be  discontinued.  The  required  undertaking  has  been 
given  in  every  case. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907, 
fancy  or  other  descriptive  names  for  use 
names  for  in  connection  with  margarine  in  Ireland 
margarine.  must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

Applications  were  made  to  the  Department 
for  the  approval  of  14  names,  of  which  the  10  following 
were  approved  : — Ardel,  Banana,  Invenit,  Ivory,  Ixi,  Lusnut, 
Monte  Cristo,  Morning  Glory,  Bozo,  Silver  Sea. 

Lists  of  the  names  approved  by  the  Department  are  issued 
at  intervals  to  the  local  authorities  for  the  information  of  the 
officers  engaged  in  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts. 

The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  informed  the  De- 
partment that  during  the  twelve  months 
samples  taken  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  their  officers 
at  Irish  ports,  acting  under  Section  1 of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1899,  and  Section  5 of  the 
Butter  and  Margarine  Act,  1907,  topk  five  samples,  all  at  the 
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Port  of  Belfast,  viz.,  four  samples  of  condensed  milk  and  one 
sample  of  milk  powder.  In  no  case  did  any  infringement  of  the 
Sections  appear  to  have  taken  place.

Following  on  a complaint  made  to  the  Department,  the 
attention  of  the  police  authorities  was  drawn  to  the  alleged 
sale  of  bad  eggs  as  fresh  eggs  in  the  Downpatrick  district.  As 
a result,  a prosecution  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  (Ireland) 
Act  was  instituted,  and  the  defendant  was  convicted  and 
fined. 


Action  taken  by  the  Department's  Stake  in  Great  Britain. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  a number 
of  traders  in  Great  Britain  for  falsely  describing  articles 
purporting  to  be  of  Irish  origin.  In  other  instances  of  false 
or  misleading  description,  which  came  under  notice,  a warning 
to  the  offenders  as  to  the  penalties  to  which  they  rendered 
themselves  liable  had  the  desired  effect. 

Markets,  shows,  and  exhibitions  were  visited  in  the  interests 
of  the  work  of  prevention  of  fraud  on  Irish  produce. 


Samples  were  obtained  at  different  centres.  In  many 
instances  margarine  was  substituted  when 
butter.  Irish  butter  was  asked  for.  Prosecutions 

were  undertaken  in  two  London  boroughs 
during  the  winter.  In  the  Borough  of  Islington  sixteen  traders 
were  proceeded  against.  The  penalties  imposed  were  as  follows  : 
one  £10,  five  £5  each,  four  £3  each,  one  £4,  and  £l  Is.  costs  ; 
one  £2  Is.,  with  £3  5s.  costs  ; one  £2,  and  £3  15s.  6 d.  costs  ; 
one  £2  and  £l  Is.  costs  ; one  £2  with  12s.  6 d.  costs,  and  one 
£1,  with  £1  Is.  costs.  Two  traders  were  prosecuted  in  the 
Borough  of  Finsbury,  and  were  fined  £18,  with  12s.  6d.  costs, 
and  £7  with  12s.  6 d.  costs,  respectively. 
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Complaints  in  regard  to  the  misapplication  of  descriptive 
terms  relating  to  Irish  butter,  and  as  to  quality,  percentage  of 
moisture,  damage  in  transit,  and  condition  on  arrival,  were 
investigated  and  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  descriptions  applied  to  eggs  received  attention,  and  the 
premises  of  dealers  suspected  of  re-packing 
eggs.  foreign  eggs  into  Irish  cases  were  under 

observation.  Proceedings  were  instituted 
by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  at  the  instance  of 
the  Department’s  Inspector,  against  an  egg  merchant  at 
Clerkenwell,  London,  for  describing  and  selling  eggs  of  foreign 
origin  to  which  the  words  “Irish”  and  “New  Laid  Irish” 
were  applied,  and  a fine  of  10s.  with  £5  5s.  costs  was  imposed. 

The  precautionary  measures  adopted  in  re-packing  render 
it  difficult  to  obtain  evidence  sufficient  to  justify  proceedings, 
but  the  local  publicity  given  to  the  above  case,  at  an  important 
egg-distributing  centre,  will,  it  is  hoped,  have  a deterrent  effect 
in  regard  to  frauds  of  this  nature. 


The  marks  applied  to  bacon  received  attention.  Cases  of  a 
suspicious  nature  were  investigated.  A 
' trader  in  London  was  interviewed  in  regard 

to  misleading  descriptions,  which  were  thereupon  withdrawn. 

Test  purchases  of  articles  offered  for  sale  as  “ Linen  ” or 
“ Irish  Linen  ” were  made  in  different 
linen.  parts  of  the  country.  Greater  care  was 

observed  to  be  taken  generally  in  marking 
and  verbal  description.  Several  traders  who  were  applying 
misleading  descriptions  to  their  goods,  on  being  approached 
by  the  Inspector,  undertook  to  discontinue  the  practice. 


Proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  at  the 
instance  of  the  Department’s  Inspector  in  a number  of  cases 
of  continued  misdescription. 

A trader  at  Barking,  London,  v'as  summoned  for  applying 
the  false  trade  description  “ Turtle  Waterproof  Linen  ” to 
collars  composed  of  cotton,  and  for  selling  the  collars  as  de- 
scribed. Penalties  of  £5  for  “ applying  ” and  £S  for  “ selling,” 
with  £10  costs,  were  imposed.  A firm  in  Manchester  were  also 
summoned  for  similar  offences  in  connection  with  collars 
described  as  “ Turtle  Waterproof  Linen,”  but  having  regard 
to  the  proceedings  already  taken  at  Barking,  and  in  view  of 
an  undertaking  given  by  the  manufacturers  of  these  collars 
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that  the  word  “ Linen  ” would  be  eliminated  from  their  show- 
cards,  which  would  be  taken  back  from  the  retailers,  the  pro- 
ceedings were  withdrawn,  by  permission  of  the  magistrate, 
on  payment  by  defendants  of  25  guineas  costs. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a firm  trading  at  two  addresses 
m London,  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  cotton  collars  and  belts 
which  were  advertised  and  sold  as  Linen.  Defendant  was 
fined  £2  10s.  on  each  of  fourteen  summonses,  with  10  guineas 
costs,  or  an  alternative  of  one  month’s  imprisonment. 

A fine  of  £10,  with  £o  5s.  costs,  was  imposed  upon  a firm  of 
drapers  at  Islington,  London,  for  describing  and  selling  cotton 
collars  as  Linen. 

At  Norwich  a trader  was  fined  £3,  with  £l  16s.  costs  for  a 
similar  offence. 


Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  proprietor  of  drapery 
stores  m Manchester  for  having  applied  the  false  trade  descrip- 
tion Irish  Linen  ” to  collars  and  handkerchiefs  composed  of 
cotton,  and  for  selling  articles  so  described.  It  was  shown  that 
although  the  stores  bore  an  Irish  title,  defendant  did  not  trade 
m Irish  Linen  goods.  A fine  of  £5,  and  £10  10s.  costs,  was  im- 
posed. 

A trader  at  Cricklewood,  London,  was  fined  £l,with  30s.  costs 
lor  describing  and  selling  as  linen  collars  comnosed  of  cotton 
cloth. 


Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  two  partners  of  a well- 
known  firm,  carrying  on  an  extensive  business  in  the  West 
end  of  London,  for  the  false  application  of  the  term  “ Linen  ” 
to  collars,  and  the  sale  of  collars  so  described.  Counsel  for  the 
Board  of  Trade  proved  the  offence  conclusively.  The  case 
was  heard  at  considerable  length  and  adjourned.  At  the 
subsequent  hearing  defendants  were  acquitted  on  a plea  of 
mnocency.  The  magistrate  was,  however,  satisfied  that  the 
misdescription  had  occurred,  and  refused  to  allow  defendants 
the  costs  applied  for. 

At  Pimlico,  London,  the  proprietor  and  manager  of  a large 
drapery  stores  were  summoned  for  selling  cotton  collars  and 
cuffs  as  linen.  They  pleaded  guilty,  and  were  fined  £10,  with 
£5  5s.  costs,  and  £5,  with  £3  3s.  costs,  respective!}'. 

For  describing  and  selling  cotton  aprons  as  linen,  a trader 
in  Kensington,  London,  was  fined  £10,  with  Ss.  costs. 

13 
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The  term  “ Xylonite  Linen  ” applied  to  collars  composed 
of  cotton,  treated  with  “ Xylonite,”  was  withdrawn  by  the 
manufacturers  in  view  of  contemplated  proceedings  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  at  the  instance  of  the  Inspector. 

A case  where  the  term  “ Linen  ” was  applied  to  collars 
composed  mostly  of  cotton  came  under  notice.  This  term 
was  also  withdrawn,  cn  representations  being  made  by  the 
Inspector.  The  term  “ Lignon  ” was  substituted. 

Several  instances  of  misdescription  applied  to  tweed  are 
receiving  attention.  Samples  of  lace  were 
obtained,  but  the  evidence  of  intent  to 
defraud  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  action 

being  taken. 

Merchandise  Marks  Acts. 

(Ireland). 

The  Department  are  empowered  to  undertake  prosecutions 
in  certain  cases  under  these  Acts,  and  are  always  prepared 
to  investigate  complaints  made  to  them  in  regard  to  mislead- 
ing descriptions. 

In  a number  of  cases,  the  use,  in  connection  with  butter, 
of  descriptions  which  appeared  to  be  mis- 
butter.  leading,  received  attention.  The  Depart- 
ment communicated  with  the  traders 
concerned,  in  most  cases  with  satisfactory  results.  Most  of 
the  cases  dealt  with  arose  out  of  the  inspection  of  registered 
butter  factories,  and  the  descriptions  complained  of  were 
applied  to  boxes,  cartons,  wrappers  and  invoice  forms  used 
in  connection  with  butter  blended  or  re-worked  at  butter 
factories,  hand  separated  and  dairy  butter,  or  foreign  butter 
forwarded  from  places  in  this  country. 

A large  number  of  purchases  of  collars  and  handkerchiefs 
were  made  by  the  Department’s  Inspectors. 
linen.  In  only  one  case  was  it  found  to  be 

necessary  to  take  proceedings,  but  the 
information  obtained  in  connection  with  these  cases  will  be 
of  great  assistance  to  the  Department  in  pursuing  further 
inquiries  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  linen  goods  in  Ireland. 

In  the  case  in  which  a prosecution  was  instituted  the  facts 
were  as  follows.  Collars  exposed  for  sale  in  the  window  of 
a shop  in  Dublin  were  marked  “ Irish  Linen  Collars,  25.  9 d. 
half  dozen,  or  Qd.  each.”  An  Inspector  of  the  Department, 
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who  purchased  some  of  the  articles  so  advertised  was  supplied 
with  collars  which,  when  submitted  to  expert  examination, 
were  found  to  be  made  from  cotton  cloth.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  by  the  Department  against  the  owner  of  the  premises, 
who  was  also  the  vendor,  in  respect  of  purchases  made  on 
'three  different  occasions,  two  on  the  same  date.  A conviction 
resulted,  and  the  defendant  was  fined  £2. 

The  following  case  was  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Department.  A bale  of  serge  forwarded 
SERGE.  by  a firm  in  London  to  a Dublin  trader, 

in  fulfilment  of  an  order  for  Irish  serge, 
and  invoiced  as  “ Irish,”  was  subsequently  admitted  to  be 
of  English  manufacture.  As  the  cloth  had  been  returned  by 
the  trader,  and  was  therefore  not  available  for  examination, 
it  was  not  possible  to  take  action  in  the  matter. 

The  question  of  the  importation  of  foreign  beef  into  a certain 
district  received  attention.  Careful  inquiry 
meat.  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  quantities 

imported  were  small.  There  was  no 
evidence  of  the  sale  of  the  beef  as  Irish.  Descriptions  applied 
to  bacon  also  received  attention. 


Inquiries  were  also  made  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poplin 

ties,  tweed  and  crochet.  A number  of 
MISCELLANEOUS.  , , , , , . 

samples  were  purchased,  but  in  no  case 

were  legal  proceedings  considered  necessary. 


Markets  and  Fairs  ( Weighing  of  Cattle)  Acts,  1887  and  1891. 

The  Department’s  officers  have  continued  to  make  inspections 
and  inquiries  in  connection  with  the 
inspections.  question  of  the  provision  of  suitable  ac- 
commodation for  weighing  cattle  at  fairs 
where  tolls  are  taken  in  respect  of  cattle  and  at  auction  marts. 
In  cases  where  weighing  accommodation  was  not  provided,  or 
where  the  existing  facilities  were  considered  to  need  improve- 
ment, the  Department  brought  the  matter  under  the  notice 
of  those  concerned. 


New  machines  for  weighing  cattle  were  provided  at  the 
Abbeyfeale,  Fethard  and  Galway  fairs, 
weighing  and  improvements  were  effected  in  the 
accommodation,  weighing  accommodation  at  Ennistymon, 
Ivillarney,  and  Oughterard. 

In  several  cases  in  which  new  or  improved  accommodation 
is  desirable  the  Department  are  in  communication  with  the 
market  authorities. 
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During  tire  year  ended  the  30th  June,  1914,  the  Department 
issued  Orders  exempting  market  authorities 
exemption  and  fauctioneers  from  the  obligation  to 
orders.  provide  accommodation  for  weighing  cattle 
in  respect  of  33  fairs  and  11  auction  marts. 
A list  of  the  fairs  and  auction  marts  will  be  found  at  page  [290] 
of  the  Appendices.

SCHOLARSHIPS  IN  AGRICULTURE,  HORTICULTURE, 
FORESTRY  AND  CREAMERY  MANAGEMENT. 


A limited  number  of  scholarships  will  be  offered  in  1913  for  competition 
among  young  men  in  Ireland  who  desire  to  acquire  a thorough  knowledge 
of  Technical  Agriculture,  and,  in  addition,  one  or  more  scholarships  will 
be  provided  for  students  who  intend  to  specialise  in  either  Horticulture, 
Forestry,  or  Creamery  Management.  Each  scholarship  includes — (1)  free 
admission  to  the  first  year’s  course  of  instruction  in  the  College,  (2)  one 
third-class  railway  fare  to  Dublin  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  one 
third-class  fare  from  Dublin  at  the  end  of  the  session,  and  (3)  either  of  the 
following  at  the  option  of  the  Department — (a)  a maintenance  allowance  of 
one  guinea  per  week  while  in  attendance  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science 
or  elsewhere,  as  the  Department  may  decide  ; or  (&)  free  board  and  resi- 
dence at  one  of  the  Department’s  institutions  ; in  the  latter  case  a small 
grant  will  be  made  to  each  student  towards  the  cost  of  books  and  appa-; 
ratus. 

A scholarship  is  tenable  for  one  year,  but  selected  candidates  must 
undergo  a probationary  course  of  one  term  of  about  three  months.  If 
satisfactory  progress  be  made  by  the  holder,  the  scholarship  may  be  renewed 
for  a second,  a third,  and  a fourth  year,  to  enable  the  student  to  com- 
plete his  course. 

The  Department  do  not  undertake  to  employ,  or  find  employment 
for,  students  at  the  close  of  the  period  of  training. 

Holders  of  these  scholarships  will  be  subject  to  the  regulations  made 
from  time  to  time  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  and  will  be  required 
to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  them  by 
the  Department. 

Candidates,  who  should  be  between  18  and  30  years  of  age  on  the  1st 
September,  1913,  must  make  application  on  a form,  which  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction, 
Dublin,  or  the  Registrar,  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  after  the  1st 
February,  1913,  and  which  should  be  returned  not  later  than  the  31st  July, 
1913. 

Candidates  must  have  been  born  in  Ireland  or  have  been  resident  in 
Ireland  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to  the  1st  September,  1913. 

Past  and  present  students  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland 
are  ineligible  as  candidates. 

The  examination  will  take  place  in  Dublin,  on  the  13th,  14th,  and 
loth  August,  1913.  No  expenses  in  connexion  with  attendance  at  this 
examination  will  be  allowed.

Under  this  head  each  applicant  must  present  himself  for  examination  only 
in  the  subject  in  which  he  desires  a scholarship. 

Jsf.B. — On  no  account  will  a scholarship  he  awarded  to  a candidate  who 
jails  to  attain  a high  standard  in  the  subject  he  selects  for  this  portion  of  the 
examination  ; while  excellence  in  that  subject  will  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  case  of  deficiency  in  one  or  more  of  the  others. 

E. — Ability  to  Impart  Instruction  : — 

Gauged  by  the  style  of  the  answers  in  both  the  written  and  the  oral 
examinations. 

Candidates  who  are  qualified  for  scholarships  by  their  examination  on 
the  foregoing  subjects  wall  be  required  to  submit  to  an  examination  by  a 
medical  officer  appointed  by  the  Department..  A scholarship  will  not 
be  awarded  in  any  case  where  the  candidate  is  certified  to  be  unfit  to 
undertake  the  prescribed  course  of  studies.

THE  ALBERT  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE,  GLASNEVIN,  DUBLIN. 


Session  1913-14. 


The  Albert  Agricultural  College  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  Dublin 
in  a healthy  situation  about  170  ft.  above  the  sea  level.  It  is  easily  reached 
by  tram  to  the  Glasnevin  terminus,  from  which  it  is  distant  less  than  a mile. 
The  College  consists  of  a residence  for  about  sixty  students,  together  with  a 
farm,  orchard,  and  gardens,  all  covering  an  area  of  about  180  acres. 

The  College  provides  two  distinct  courses  of  instruction — one  for  farmers, 
the  other  for  gardeners.  The  former  or  Agricultural  Course  occupies  in 
the  Department’s  scheme  of  agricultural  education  a position  intermediate 
between  the  instruction  given  at  the  Agricultural  Stations  and  that  pro- 
vided by  the  agricultural  faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin. 
The  Horticultural  Course  is  intended  for  selected  pupils  who  are  seeking  to 
qualify  for  the  post  of  Instructor  in  Horticulture.  (For  particulars  rela- 
tive to  the  Horticultural  Course  see  separate  leaflet,  A 153a.) 

AGRICULTURAL  COURSE. 

This  course  is  intended  for  young  men  who  desire  a technical  and  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  agriculture,  to  fit  them  for  entrance  to  the  Royal  College 
of  Science,  Dublin,  for  becoming  farmers,  or  for  engaging  in  any  other 
occupation — such  as  creamery  management— which  requires  technical 
training  in  the  sciences  underlying  agriculture.  It  includes  instruction 
in  agriculture  in  the  classroom,  farmyard,  and  fields,  supplemented  by 
lessons  in  dairying,  horticulture,  poultry  management,  bee-keeping,  and 
veterinary  hygiene.  The  elements  of  physics,  chemistry,  botany,  zoology, 
and  entomology  are  taught  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  the  proper  under- 
standing of  the  principles  underlying  the  most  approved  farmyard  practice. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  bookkeeping,  surveying,  and  wood-work, 
while  literature,  mathematics,  and  drawing  receive  such  attention  as  is 
found  requisite. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  pursuit  of  athletics  and  to  the 
development  of  social  intercourse  among  the  students. 

The  College  discussion  society  meets  frequently  throughout  the  session. 
The  papers  read  before  it  relate  to  topics  of  current  interest  to  the  farming 
■c  ommunity. 
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The  library  is  supplied  with  standard  works  on  agriculture,  and  copies 
of  the  best  farming  periodicals  are  procured  regularly  for  students’  use. 

The  Staff. — The  staff  consists  of  Principal,  Agriculturist,  House 
Masters,  and  teachers  of  chemistry,  botany,  zoology,  veterinary  hygiene, 
horticulture,  dairying,  poultry-keeping,  bee-keeping,  and  woodwork.  A 
competent  Drill  Instructor  attends  twice  weekly  to  see  to  the  physical 
training  of  the  students.  . 

The  Clergy  of  the  different  denominations  also  visit  tho  College  weekly 
to  give  religious  instruction.  The  domestic  comfort  and  bodily  health  of 
the  students  are  under  the  care  of  an  experienced  Matron. 

The  Session. — The  course  of  study  extends  over  a session  of  ten 
months,  which  for  the  year  1913-14  will  open  on  Tuesday,  the  14th 
October,  1913,  and  end  on  Friday,  the  14th  August,  1914.  There  will  be 
two  intervals,  each  of  about  a fortnight— during  which  students  will  return 
to  their  homes — one  at  Christmas  and  the  other  at  Easter. 

College  Diploma. — The  College  Diploma  is  awarded  partly  on  the 
result  of  the  sessional  examinations  and  partly  on  the  work  done  through- 
out the  year.  It  is  of  two  classes,  the  first  being  reserved  for  those  students 
who  add  to  an  intelligent  grasp  of  scientific  principles  a high  standard  of 
skill  in  practical  farm  work. 

Prizes  are  given  bv  the  Department  for  progress  made,  for  work  done, 
and  for  services  cheerfully  rendered  to  the  common  weal.  These  prizes 
are  awarded  after  consultation  with  the  Principal,  and  not  merely  on 
marks  obtained  at  the  examination.  _ .... 

Conditions  of  Admission. — Admission  to  the  College  is  conditional 
on  passing  the  entrance  examination  and  furnishing  evidence  of  good 
health  and  character.  Only  resident  students  who  are  prepared  to  stay 
the  whole  session  and  to  take  the  full  curriculum  are  admitted.  They 
must  not  be  less  than  17  nor  more  than  30  years  of  age  on  1st  September, 
1913. 

The  entrance  examination  will  be  held  in  the  first  week  in  September, 
1913,  at  four  centres  situated  one  in  each  province.  Each  applicant  for 
admission  will  be  notified  in  due  course  as  to  the  centre  at  which  he  will 
be  required  to  present  himself.  No  expenses  will  be  allowed  in  respect  of 
attendance. 

The  subjects  included  in  the  examination  will  be  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  English,  including  dictation  and  composition. 

(2.)  Arithmetic,  including  calculations  requiring  a thorough  know- 
ledge  of  weights  and  measures,  decimal  and  vulgar  fractions, 
percentages,  and  interest. 

(3.)  Mathematics. — The  elements  of  mensuration— lengths,  areas, 
volumes  ; and  algebra  to  simple  equations. 

(4.)  Agriculture. — The  questions  on  this  subject  are  framed  with 
a view  to  testing  knowledge  acquired  by  practical  experience 
of  farm  work.  No  text-book  is  prescribed  or  recommended. 
The  examination  may  be  oral  as  well  as  written. 

Fees. — The  fees  for  tuition,  board,  residence,  laundry,  and  ordinary 
medical  attendance  during  the  entire  session  are  : — 

For  students  whose  parents  or  guardians  derive  their  means  of 

living  mainly  from  farming  in  Ireland,  . . . £15 

For  students  other  than  the  foregoing,  . • • £5° 

The  fees  are  payable  to  the  Principal  in  two  instalments,  viz.,  one  of 
£10  (or  £30)  on  entrance  and  the  balance  on  1st  February.  In  addition  to 
the  instalment  of  the  fee  payable  on  entrance  each  student  must  deposit 
with  the  Principal  a sum  of  £3  to  cover  the  cost  of  repairs  to  clothing,  and 
of  books  and  stationery.  The  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  of  this  deposit 
will  be  returned  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

Outfit. — Students  are  required  to  provide  themselves  with  a proper 
outfit,  particulars  of  which  will  be  supplied  to  candidates  successful  at 
the  entrance  examination.

FARM  APPRENTICESHIPS. 


ALBERT  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE,  GLASNEVIN. 


The  Department  are  prepared  to  accept  a limited  number  of  young 
men  as  farm  apprentices  for  a course  of  practical  training  on  a farm 
attached  to  the  Albert  Agricultural  College.  Applicants  must  be  at 
least  seventeen  years  of  age  on  the  1st  October,  1914,  and  must  satisfy 
the  Principal  of  the  College  as  to  their  fitness  for,  and  willingness  to  do- 
and  learn  farm  work. 

The  period  of  training  will  be  about  twelve  months.  There  will  be- 
an interval  of  one  week  during  which  the  apprentices  may  return  to 
their  homes. 

An  apprentice  who  is  found  to  be  unable  to  perform  a fair  day’s  work, 
or  to  be  otherwise  unsuitable  will  not  be  retained. 

Apprentices  will  be  admitted  without  payment  of  fee.  They  will  be 
required  to  deposit  with  the  Principal  on  entrance  a sum  of  £1  to  cover 
the  cost  of  repairs  to  their  clothing,  and  the  purchase  of  such  books, 
etc.,  as  may  be  required  by  them.  The  balance,  if  any,  of  this  deposit 
will  be  refunded  at  the  termination  of  the  course. 

On  conclusion  of  apprenticeship  a bonus  at  the  rate  of  £1  per  month, 
will  be  paid  to  those  whose  conduct  has  been  good  and  whose  work  has- 
been  done  with  care  and  diligence.  Unless  there  are  satisfactory  grounds 
for  the  termination  of  an  apprenticeship  before  the  end  of  the  course 
no  bonus  will  be  payable.  In  no  case  will  a bonus  be  paid  in  respect 
of  the  first  two  months  of  apprenticeship. 

Apprentices  must  keep  such  hours  as  the  work  of  the  farm,  including 
care  of  live  stock,  necessitates.  They  will  be  free  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, except  during  hay -time,  harvest  or  other  periods  of  pressure. 

Apprentices  will  reside  in  the  buildings  attached  to  the  College,  and 
will  be  subject  to  the  regulations  applying  to  other  students  except  that 
they  will  not  be  required  to  attend  daily  instruction  in  the  class  rooms. 
Separate  classes,  in  the  evenings  and  at  times  when  farm  work  is  not 
pressing,  will  be  formed  for  them.

Session,  1913-14. 


The  course  provided  at  this  School  is  suited  for  men  who  have  already 
diad  experience  in  fruit-growing  and  general  gardening  such  as  can  be 
..obtained  by  working  for  four  or  five  years  under  a fully  qualified  gardener. 
In  addition  to  the  practical  work  in  the  gardens,  class-room  instruction 
•is  given  to  the  students  to  enable  them  to  understand  the  scientific  prin- 
ciples underlying  horticulture. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  1913-14  session  must  be  not  less  than 
.twenty  years  of  age,  or  more  than  thirty  years,  on  the  1st  October,  1913, 
in  good  health,  and  of  strong  constitution.  They  should  have  received  a 
:fair  general  education,  and  will  be  required  to  produce  evidence  that  they 
have  been  employed  regularly  at  garden  work.  They  must  have  been  born 
in  Ireland  or  have  been  resident  in  Ireland  for  at  least  three  years  prior  to 
,1st  October,  1913. 

Students  will  be  admitted  on  probation  as  the  result  of  an  examination 
which  will  be  held  in  Dublin  on  the  8th  August,  1913.  % The  subjects 
included  in  the  examination  will  be  : — 

(1.)  English — to  be  tested  by  dictation  and  a short  letter. 

(2.)  Arithmetic— the  first  four  rules,  simple  and  compound  ; a know- 
ledge of  weights  and  measures  ; and  percentages. 

(3.)  Practical  Fruit-growing  and  Gardening. 

A high  standard  will  not  be  expected  in  English  or  Arithmetic.  The 
. examination  in  practical  fruit-growing  and  gardening  will  cover  the  whole 
i range  of  these  subjects. 

No  expenses  will  be  allowed  to  candidates  in  connection  with  their 
attendance  at  this  examination. 

Successful  candidates  will  be  required  to  enter  on  their  duties  on  the 
14th  October,  1913. 

The  session  will  close  on  the  30th  September,  1914.  Students  may  be 
retained  at  the  School  beyond  that  date,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Depart- 
ment, they  would  profit  by  an  extension  of  the  course. 

Students  are  provided  with  furnished  lodging,  including  coal  and  light, 
and  receive  an  allowance  of  14s.  per  week  dining  their  first  session  and  of 
16s.  per  week  during  their  second  session.  They  are  required  to  find  their 
own  board. 

Students  of  the  Horticultural  School  are  subject  to  such  regulations  re- 
garding conditions  of  work,  hours  of  attendance,  etc.,  as  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Department. 

The  Department  do  not  undertake  to  employ  or  to  procure  employ- 
ment for  students  at  the  close  of  the  courses,  but  the  names  of  those  who 
qualify  are  sent  to  County  Committees  of  Agriculture  with  an  intimation 
-that  they  are  eligible  for  appointment  by  such  Committees,  to  instructor- 
ships  under  the  Department’s  Scheme  of  Instruction  in  Horticulture  and 
;Bee-keeping.

FARM  APPRENTICESHIPS. 


AGRICULTURAL  STATION,  ATHENRY,  COUNTY  GALWAY. 


Young  men  who  intend  to  become  farmers  are  admitted  to  the  Station 
for  one  year,  as  apprentices,  for  a course  of  practical  training  in  several 
branches  of  farming.  Instruction  in  the  principles  of  the  sciences  under- 
laying ordinary  farm  practice  is  also  provided. 

Apprentices  are  admitted  without  payment  of  any  fee.  They  are 
required  to  take  part  in  all  the  operations  of  the  fields  and  of  the  farmyard. 
They  must  perform  diligently  all  work  assigned  to  them  by  the  Farm 
Manager  or  his  foreman.  Applicants  are  not  admitted  unless  they  are 
regarded  as  generally  fitted  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  apprentice. 

Technical  instruction  in  the  class-room  is  given  on  part  of  each  working 
day  in  winter.  During  the  spring  and  summer  months  such  instruction  is 
given  only  at  times  when  the  weather  is  unsuitable  for  outdoor  work.  The 
class-room  instruction  is  of  such  a character  as  to  continue  the  general 
•education  of  the  apprentices  and  be  useful  to  them  in  their  future  career 
.as  farmers.  It  is  not  intended  as  a preparation  for  any  examination. 

Applicants  for  apprenticeships  must  be  not  less  than  seventeen  years  of 
age  on  the  date  of  admission,  and  each  must  give  an  undertaking  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  become  a farmer  in  Ireland.  He  must  also  pro- 
vide, in  his  application  form,  evidence  of  a sure  prospect  of  obtaining  a 
farm  of  his  own,  or  bona  -fide  occupation  on  a farm.  Preference  is  given 
to  applicants  from  the  province  of  Connacht.  It  is  also  a recom- 
mendation if  the  applicant  has  attended  a course  of  instruction  held  under

The  apprentices  are  required  to  reside  in  the  buildings  attached  to  the 
Agricultural  Station,  where  they  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  superintendent.

Young  men  who  intend  to  follow  the  farming  profession  and  who  desire- 
to  acquire  a practical  knowledge  of  its  several  branches  are  admitted  to- 
the  Station  as  apprentices. 

Applicants  for  apprenticeships  must  be  not  less  than  seventeen  years- 
of  age  on  the  1st  October,  1913,  and  each  must  give  an  undertaking  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  become  a farmer  in  Ireland.  He  must  also  provide,, 
in  his  application  form,  evidence  of  a sure  prospect  of  obtaining  a farm  of 
his  own,  or  bona  fide  occupation  on  a farm.  Preference  is  given  to 
applicants  who  have  attended  a course  of  instruction  under  the  Depart- 
ment’s Scheme ' of  Winter  Agricultural  Classes.  It  is  also  a recom- 
mendation if  the  applicant  produces  a certificate  from  the  Itinerant 
Instructor  in  Agriculture  for  the  County  in  which  he  resides  that  he  has- 
taken  advantage  of  the  Instructor’s  lectures  and  demonstrations  and  has- 
shown  a desire  to  improve  his  knowledge  of  tillage  farming. 

The  apprentices  are  required  to  reside  in  Ballyhaise  House  attached  to- 
the  Station,  where  they  are  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Principal.  They  must  take  part,  ns  directed,  in  all  the  work  of  the  farm. 

The  1913-14  Session  will  commence  on  the  14th  October,  1913,  and  close- 
on  the  14th  August,  1914.  It  will  be  divided  into  two  terms,  viz.,  the 
Winter  Term,  from  the  opening  of  the  Session  to  the  8th  April,  1914  ^ 
and  the  Summer  Term,  from  21st  April,  1914,  to  the  close  of  the  Sesion- 
There  will  be  an  interval  at  Christmas  of  about  a fortnight,  during  which. 
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the  apprentices  may  return  to  their  homes.  Apprentices  who  are  required 
at  home  for  farm  work  during  the  spring  and  summer  may  leave  the  Station 
at  the  end  of  the  Winter  Term. 

The  course  of  training  includes  : — (1)  classroom  instruction  in  agri- 
cultural subjects  which  have  a direct  bearing  on  farming  in  Ireland ; 
(2)  instruction  in  subjects  of  a general  educational  nature,  such  as  English, 
arithmetic,  bookkeeping,  etc.,  which  will  be  useful  to  the  apprentices 
in  their  future  career  as  farmers  ; (3)  practical  instruction  in  all  the  work 
of  the  fields  and  farmyard  in  connection  with  the  various  seasonable 
operations  and  with  permanent  improvements  ; (4)  lessons  in  veterinary 
hygiene  and  woodwork. 

The  Winter  Term  is  occupied  principally  with  classroom  instruc- 
tion in  agricultural  and  general  subjects.  The  following  subjects  are 
included  in  the  agricultural  course  : — ■ 

Soils,  tillages,  manures  (natural  and  artificial),  seeds,  grasses,  weeds, 
treatment  of  pastures,  cropping,  management  of  live  stock  (including 
winter  dairying),  valuation  of  manures  and  feeding  stuffs,  elementary  chain 
surveying,  and  elementary  science,  explanatory  of  the  principles  under- 
lying ordinary  farm  practice. 

The  Summer  Term  is  given  almost  exclusively  to  practical  outdoor  work 
on  the  farm. 

An  apprentice  is  not  retained  at  the  Station  if  he  is  found  to  be 
unable  to  do  a fair  day’s  work,  or  to  be  otherwise  imsui table. 

Admission  as  an  apprentice  is  conditional  on  passing  the  entrance 
examination,  and  producing  certificates  of  good  health  and  character. 

Applicants  who  have  been  pupils  at  Winter  Agricultural  Classes  are 
exempted  from  the  entrance  examination  provided  their  attendance  and 
progress  at  the  Agricultural  Classes  have  been  satisfactory. 

Entrance  Examination. 

The  entrance  examination  for  the  1913-14  Session  will  be  held  in 
September,  1913.  Each  applicant  will  receive  about  ten  days’  notice  of 
the  arrangements  for  this  examination. 

The  following  subjects  are  included  in  the  examination  : — 

Arithmetic — Simple  calculations  requiring  a knowledge  of  weights 
and  measures,  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  and  percentages. 
English — Dictation,  Grammar  and  Composition. 

The  examination  will  be  of  such  a nature  as  should  present  little  diffi- 
culty to  a young  man  who  has  passed  the  fifth  standard  at  a National 
School. 

No  candidate  is  admitted  as  an  apprentice  whose  general  education 
is  too  backward  to  admit  of  his  talcing  advantage  of  the  classroom  instruc- 
tion, or  who  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  unsuitable  in  any  other 
respect  for  an  apprenticeship. 

No  expenses  are  allowed  to  candidates  in  connection  with  their 
attendance  at  the  entrance  examination. 

Fees.

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Agricultural  Station,  Ballyhaise,  for 
a course  of  technical  instruction  for  young  men  who  intend  to  become 
Creamery  Managers. 

The  course  to  be  held  in  the  year  1913-14  will  commence  on  Tuesday, 
14th  October,  1913,  and  will  terminate  on  Friday,  13th  March,  1914.  There 
will  be  an  interval  of  about  a fortnight  at  Christmas. 

The  following  subjects  will  be  included  in  the  course  : — Physical  Science 
in  relation  to  Creamery  work  ; Dairy  Bacteriology ; Dairy  Technology  ; 
Dairy  Engineering  ; Business  Methods. 

The  course  will  be  particularly  suitable  for  those  who  have  had  expe- 
rience of  creamery  work.  , ,,  _ , ,, 

Students  who  intend  to  compete  for  certificates  under  the  Department  s 
scheme  for  improvement  in  the  management  of  creameries  will  have  special 
facilities  for  the  study  of  the  subjects  prescribed  for  the  examination  m 
connection  with  these  certificates  which  is  to  be  held  in  March,  1914. 

At  the  close  of  the  technical  course,  at  Ballyhaise  Agricultural  Station 
a limited  number  of  the  best  students  will  be  afforded  facilities  for  learning 
the  practice  of  Creamery  Management  during  the  Summer  of  1914,  in 
selected  creameries  in  Ireland.  Such  students  will  receive  a maintenance 
allowance  at  the  rate  of  ten  shillings  per  week,  in  addition  to  free  instruc- 
tion, while  in  attendance  at  the  creamery. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  course  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years 
of  age  on  the  1st  October,  1913.  . 

Admission  is  . conditional  on  passing  the  entrance  examination,  pro- 
ducing certificates  of  good  health  and  character,  and  paying  the  specified 
fee. 
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Applicants  who  fulfil  the  foregoing  conditions  are  admitted  in  the  order 
in  which  their  applications,  on  Form  A 134,  are  received  in  the  Depart- 
ment’s offices,  preference  being  given,  however,  to  those  who  have  expe- 
rience of  creamery  work. 

Students  are  required  to  take  part,  as  directed  by  the  Principal,  in  all 
branches  of  the  outdoor  work  of  the  Station  which  relate  to  dairying. 
They  must  conform  strictly  to  the  disciplinary  rules  in  force  at  the  Station. 

Entrance  Examination. 

The  entrance  Examination  for  the  1913-14  course  will  be  held  in  August, 
1913.  Each  applicant  will  receive  about  ten  days’  notice  of  the  arrange- 
ments for  this  Examination. 

The  following  subjects  are  included  in  the  examination 

Arithmetic. — Calculations  requiring  a knowledge  of  weights  and 
measures,  decimal  and  vulgar  fractions,  areas,  volumes  and 
percentages. 

English. — Dictation,  Grammar  and  Composition. 

No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  fails  to  satisfy  the  Department  that 
his  education  and  experience  are  such  as  to  enable  him  to  follow  the 
course  satisfactorily. 

No  expenses  will  be  allowed  to  candidates  in  connection  with  their 
attendance  at  this  examination. 

Fee. 

Tlie  fee  for  tuition,  board,  residence,  laundry  and  ordinary  medical 
attendance  during  the  course  will  be  £10. 

The  fee  must  be  paid  to  the  Principal  of  the  Station  on  entrance,  and, 
in  addition,  a sum  of  £1  must  be  deposited  at  the  same  time  to  cover  the 
cost  of  repairs  to  clothes,  the  purchase  of  books,  stationery,  etc.  The 
unexpended  balance,  if  any,  of  this  deposit  will  be  refunded  at  the  close 
of  the  course. 

Free  Places. 

Free  places  at  the  course  will  be  offered  to  a limited  number  of  bona  fide 
managers  of  creameries  or  auxiliary  creameries  of  at  least  three  years’ 
standing. 

An  applicant  to  whom  a~free  place  is  granted  will  be  required,  like 
other  students,  to  lodge  with  the  Principal  on  entrance  the  fee  of  £10  and 
the  deposit  of  £1  above  mentioned,  but  in  his  case  the  amount  of  the  fee 
will  be  refunded  to  him  at  the  conclusion  of  the  course.  The  Department, 
however,  reserve  the  right  to  retain  the  fee  if  the  applicant  fails  to  take 
full  advantage  of  the  course.

FARM  APPRENTICESHIPS. 


AGRICULTURAL  STATION,  CLONAKILTY,  COUNTY  CORK. 


Young  men  who  intend  to  follow  the  farming  profession  and  who  desire 
to  acquire  a practical  knowledge  of  its  several  branches  are  admitted  to 
the  Station  as  apprentices. 

The  farm  is  managed  by  an  experienced  agriculturist,  under  whose 
direction  the  apprentices  are  required  to  take  part  in  all  the  work  of  the 
fields  and  of  the  farmyard,  whether  in  connection  with  seasonable  opera- 
tions or  permanent  improvements.  In  the  class-room  attention  is  given 
in  the  evenings  and  at  other  times  when  out-door  work  is  not  pressing,  to 
English,  Arithmetic  (including  Surveying),  Book-keeping  and  Technical 
Agriculture.  This  instruction  is  not  intended  as  a preparation  for  any  ex- 
amination. It  is  of  such  a character  as  to  continue  the  general  education 
of  the  apprentices,  and  be  useful  to  them  in  their  future  career  as  farmers. 

Applicants  for  apprenticeships  must  be  not  less  than  seventeen  years 
of  age  on  the  1st  October,  1913,  and  each  must  give  an  undertaking  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  become  a farmer  in  Ireland.  He  must  also  provide, 
in  his  application  form,  evidence  of  a sure  prospect  of  obtaining  a farm 
of  his  own,  or  bona  fide  occupation  on  a farm.  Preference  is  given  to 
applicants  from  the  province  of  Munster,  especially  to  those  who  have 
attended  a course  of  instruction  under  the  Department’s  Scheme  of  Winter 
Agricultural  Classes.  It  is  also  a recommendation  if  the  applicant 
produces  a certificate  from  the  Itinerant  Instructor  in  Agriculture  for 
the  County  in  which  he  resides  that  he  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Instruc- 
tor’s -lectures  and  demonstrations  and  has  shown  a desire  to  improve  his 
knowledge  of  tillage  farming. 

The  apprentices  are  required  to  reside  in  the  buildings  attached  to  the 
Station,  where  they  are  in  the  charge  of  a house  master  and  matron. 

The  1913-14  Session  will  commence  on  the  14th  October,  1913,  and  will 
terminate  on  the  14th  August,  1914.  There  will  be  two  intervals,  each  of 
about  a fortnight,  during  which  the  apprentices  may  return  to  their  homes 
— one  at  Christmas  and  the  other  at  Easter. 

Admission  as  an  apprentice  is  conditional  on  passing  the  entrance 
examination,  producing  certificates  of  good  health  and  character  and 
paying  the  required  fee  according  to  the  scale  indicated  overleaf. 

Applicants  who  have  been  pupils  at  Winter  Agricultural  Classes  are 
exempted  from  the  entrance  examination  provided  their  attendance 
and  progress  at  the  Agricultural  Classes  have  been  satisfactory. 

An  apprentice  is  not  retained  at  the  Station  if  he  is  found  to  bo 
unable  to  perform  a fair  day’s  work,  or  to  be  otherwise  unsuitable. 

Entrance  Examination. 

The  entrance  examination  in  connection  with  the  1913-14  Session  will 
be  held  in  September,  1913.  About  ten  days’  notice  of  the  arrangements 
for  this  examination  will  be  given  to  each  applicant. 

The  following  subjects  are  included  in  the  examination  : — 

Arithmetic. — Simple  calculations  requiring  a knowledge  of  weights 
and  measures. 

English — Dictation,  Grammar  and  Composition. 

The  examination  will  be  of  such  a nature  as  should  present  little  diffi-

ANTRIM  AGRICULTURAL  SCHOOL. 


Session  1913-14. 

The  School  is  under  the  control  of  the  Antrim  County  Committee  of 
Agriculture,  and  is  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a Sub -Committee^ 
on  which  Co.  Antrim,  Co.  Down  and  the  Governors  of  the  Henry  Trust 
are  represented. 

The  School,  which  is  situated  within  one  mile  of  the  town  of  Antrim r 
includes  a residence  and  a farm.  The  residence  provides  accommoda- 
tion for  twenty-five  students  and  the  staff,  in  addition  to  the  necessary 
class-rooms,  etc.,  which  are  fully  equipped.  The  farm  extends  to  187.' 
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.-acres,  of  which  130  acres  are  arable.  It  will  be  worked  as  a 
-mixed  tillage  farm.  Suitable  farm  buildings  have  been  provided.  There 
is  also  a large  garden  and  orchard  in  which  instruction  in  horticulture 
will  be  given  to  the  students. 

The  farm  is  managed  by  an  experienced  agriculturist,  under  whose 
■direction  the  students  will  be  required  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  the 
fields  and  of  the  farmyard,  whether  in  connection  with  seasonable 
-operations  or  permanent  improvements.  Poultry  runs  of  the  best  type 
have  also  been  erected,  and  the  students  will  be  given  the  opportunity 
of  learning  the  most  approved  methods  of  poultry  husbandry.  Instruction 
is  also  given  in  Veterinary  Hygiene,  Woodwork  and  Beekeeping. 

The  work  at  this  School  is  not  intended  as  a preparation  for  any 
examination.  It  is  of  a character  to  give  the  students  technical  know- 
ledge of  agriculture,  horticulture,  etc.,  such  as  will  be  of  use  to  them 
in  their  future  career  as  fanners. 

Part  of  the  day  will  be  devoted  to  technical  instruction  in  the  class- 
rooms. The  remainder  will  be  spent  at  practical  work  on  the  farm. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than  seventeen  years  of 
age  on  the  1st  October,  1913.  Each  applicant  must  give  an  undertaking 
that  it  is  his  intention  to  become  a farmer  in  Ireland,  and  he  must  also 
produce,  in  his  application  form,  evidence  of  a sure  prospect  of  obtaining 
a farm  of  his  own  or  bona  fide  occupation  on  a farm.  Preference  will  be 
•given  to  applicants  from  County  Antrim,  but  six  places  will  be  reserved 
for  students  nominated  by  the  County  Down  Committee  of  Agriculture 
and  Technical  Instruction.  It  will  be  a recommendation  if  the  applicant 
produces  a certificate  from  an  Itinerant  Instructor  in  Agriculture,  that 
he  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Instructor’s  lectures  and  demonstrations, 
and  has  shown  a desire  to  improve  his  technical  knowledge  of  farming. 

Applicants  are  required  to  pass  a simple  entrance  examination,  to 
produce  certificates  of  good  health  and  character,  and  to  pay  fees 
according  to  the  scale  set  forth  below. 

All  students  must  reside  in  the  School. 

The  Session  for  the  year  1913-14  will  commence  on  7th  October,  1913,. 
and  terminate  in  the  first  week  in  August,  1914.  There  will  be  two 
intervals,  one  at  Christmas  and  the  other  about  Easter,  during  which

Each  applicant  will  be  notified  of  the  fee  payable  by  him.  The  fee 
must  be  paid  to  the  Principal  of  the  School  on  entrance.

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Deposit. 

Each  student  must,  also,  on  entrance,  deposit  with  the  Principal  a 
sum  of  £1  to  cover  the  cost  of  repairs  to  clothing,  purchase  of  books, 
stationery,  etc.  The  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  of  this  deposit  will 
be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  Session.

2- — A course  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology  explanatory  of  the 
natural  processes  which  increase  or  diminish  the  returns  from 
farm  operations. 
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3.  — Farm  calculations.  Surveying  of  Land.  Values  of  Manures  and 

Feeding  Stuffs. 

4.  — Study  of  Seeds,  Grasses,  Weeds  and  Pastures. 

5. — Use  of  Natural  and  Artificial  Manures. 

6.  — Management  of  Live  Stock.  Winter  Dairying. 

7.  — Veterinary  Hygiene. 

8.  — Fruit  Growing. 

9.  — Bee-keeping. 

10. — Farm  Account-keeping. 

Terms. 

A number  of  Scholarships  value  £10  each  will  be  awarded  this  year  on- 
the  result  of  a qualifying  Entrance  Examination  in  the  following  subjects 
(a)  English  : Dictation,"  Grammar  and  Composition  ; (&)  Arithmetic  tested 
by  simple  questions,  involving  a knowledge  of  weights  and  measures,  pro- 
portion, decimal  and  vulgar  fractions  of  a simple  kind,  and  percentages.

The  expenses  con- 
nected with  their  attendance  at  this  examination  must  be  defrayed  by  the 
candidates.  . . ,, 

The  Pension  for  those  awarded  Scholarships  will  be  £15,  payable 
in  advance  on  day  of  entrance.  . K 

For  all  others  the  Pension  will  be  £25,  payable  in  two  instalments,  £15 
on  day  of  entrance,  and  £10  on  the  first  of  the  following  March.  The  fee 
for  non-resident  students  is  £5  per  year  ; payable  in  advance.  _ 

Students  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Brothers  at  all  times,  on  the 
farm,  in  the  laboratories,  dormitories  and  recreations. 

Each  Scholarship  Student  will  be  required  to  give  an  undertaking  that 
it  is  his  intention  to  become  a Farmer  in  Ireland,  or  that  he  has  a good 
prospect  of  obtaining  occupation  on  a farm  in  Ireland. 

Students  who  do  not  attend  punctually  on  the.  opening  day  or  do  not 
return  on  the  appointed  day  after  the  Christmas  and  Easter  holidays,  are 
liable  to  have  their  Scholarships  cancelled.

COURSE  OF  TRAINING  FOR  WORKING  FORESTERS. 


APPRENTICESHIPS  IN  FORESTRY. 


The  Department  provide  a course  of  training  in  practical  forestry, 
with  a view  to  creating  a class  of  working  foresters  suitable  for  employ- 
ment on  the  Department’s  Forestry  Centres,  or  on  private  Estates 
throughout  the  country,  An  Examination  is  held  in  Dublin  in  September 
of  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  apprentices  from  the  candidates 
presenting  themselves.  The  Examination  includes  Arithmetic,  English 
Composition  and  Dictation.  Preference  is  given  to  those  candidates 
who  have  had  experience  of  forestry  or  other  outdoor  work,  and  are 
likely  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  training  given.  Selected  candidates 
are  required  to  undergo  a year’s  manual  training  at  Dundrum  Forestry 
Centre,  Co.  Tipperary,  where  the  Department  are  gradually  clearing 
and  re-planting  a large  area  of  woodland.  They  are  paid  at  the  rate 
of  14s.  per  week,  and  provided  with  free  lodgings  in  a house  on  the 
grounds.  Instruction  is  given,  after  working  hours,  in  Arithmetic, 
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Business  Correspondence,  Mensuration,  etc.,  together  with  the  elements 
of  Practical  Forestry. 

Upon  completing  one  year  satisfactorily  at  Dundrum,  apprentices 
-are  required  to  undergo  a further  examination.  Those  who  successfully 
pass  this  examination,  and  whose  conduct  and  industry  during  the 
previous  year  are  favourably  reported  upon  by  the  Forester  in  charge, 
may  then  be  given  at  Avondale  Forestry  Station  or  elsewhere  a further 
•course  of  training.  If  the  further  course  of  training  is  given  at  Avondale 
Forestry  Station  apprentices  will  receive  free  tuition  and  board  and 
lodging,  in  addition  to  a wage  of  5s.  per  week.  Apprentices  will  be 
required  to  take  part  in  the  general  work  of  the  Station  by  day,  and 
receive  class-room  instruction  in  Forestry,  Elementary  Science,  Surveying, 
•etc.,  during  the  evenings.  Apprentices  who  successfully  pass  through 
the  course  are  offered,  as  vacancies  occur,  employment  as  Working 
Foresters  or  Foremen  at  the  Department’s  Forestry  Centres,  but  the 
Department  do  not  undertake  to  provide  or  guarantee  employment  to 
■any  time-expired  apprentice. 

The  course  of  training  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  giving  one 
week’s  notice  on  either  side.  Any  apprentice  who  fails  to  conduct  him- 
self properly,  to  conform  to  the  rules  or  regulations  laid  down  by  the 
Department,  or  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  his  training  or  class 
work,  will  not  be  permitted  to  continue  his  course.

POULTRY  FATTENING. 


APPRENTICESHIPS. 


The  Department  have  made  arrangements  with  the  owner  of  an. 
approved  fattening  station  in  Co.  Wicklow  for  the  training,  as  apprentices, 
of  a limited  number  of  young  men  who  desire  to  become  qualified  for  the 
position  of  poultry  fattener  at  a fattening  station  in  Ireland.  Apprentice- 
ship may  extend  over  a period  of  twelve  months  or  longer  according  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  apprentice. 

The  apprentices  will  be  instructed  in  the  preparation  of  suitable  foods, 
the  selection  and  buying,  fattening,  cramming,  killing,  plucking  and 
preparation  of  poultry  for  market.  They  will  be  required  to  devote 
their  whole  time  to  such  work.  Apprentices  who  make  satisfactory 
progress  will  be  provided  with  instruction  in  the  incubation,  rearing 
and  management  of  poultry. 

Applicants  for  apprenticeships  must  be  at  least  nineteen  years  of  age, 
unmarried,  in  good  health  and  of  strong  constitution.  Preference  will 
be  given  to  those  who  have  had  experience  in  poultry-keeping. 

The  apprenticeships  will  be  awarded  on  the  result  of  an  examination, 
which  will  be  held  in  Dublin  on  Friday,  27th  March,  1914.  The  examina- 
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tion  will  include  written  tests  in  English  and  Arithmetic.  A high) 
standard  will  not  be  expected  in  these  subjects.  Each  candidate  will* 
also  be  examined  orally  as  to  his  general  suitability  for  an  apprenticeship. 

No  expenses  will  be  allowed  to  candidates  in  connection  with  their 
attendance  at  this  examination. 

Successful  candidates  will  be  called  up  for  training  as  vacancies  may 
occur.  They  will  receive  wages  at  the  rate  of  16s.  per  week  from  the 
date  of  their  commencing  work,  and  will  be  required  to  find  their  own 
board  and  lodging.  The  apprenticeship  may  be  determined  at  any 
time  by  one  week’s  notice  on  either  side. 

The  Department  do  not  undertake  to  employ  or  to  procure  employment 
for  apprentices  on  the  conclusion  of  their  training.

If  their  progress  during  the  third  term  is  satis- 
factory they  may  be  admitted  to  further  training  with  a'  view  to 
qualifying  for  the  position  of  (a)  Itinerant  Instructor  in  Butter-making 
and  Poultry-keeping  under  a County  Committee  of  Agriculture  and

Girls  who  desire  to  become  dairymaids  in  creameries,  and  who  have 
attended  two  terms,  either  at  the  Ulster  Dairy  School  or  at  a School 
of  Rural  Domestic  Economy,  will,  on  attaining  the  required  standard 
at  their  second  terminal  examination  be  admitted  to  the  third  term 
course  at  the  Ulster  Dairy  School.

Each  selected  pupil  will  receive  a mainten- 
ance allowance  at  the  rate  of  ten  shillings  per  week  in  addition  to  free 
instruction  at  a creamery  for  a period  of  twenty  weeks. 

The  Department  do  not  undertake  to  employ  or  to  find  employment 
for  students  on  completion  of  their  training  at  the  School.

This  School  has  been  established  in  order  to  provide  the  women  and 
girls  of  the  neighbourhood  with  such  practical  training  as  will  enable  them 
to  increase  the  comfort  of  their  homes  and  improve  generally  the  condi- 
tions under  which  they  live.  The  particular  object  of  the  Department  m 
promoting  this  type  of  instruction  m rural  districts  m Ireland  is  to  mcu 
cate  respect  and  affection  for  the  home  and  the  countryside,  and  thereby 
counteract  the  tendency  to  despise  farm  work  and  abandon  rural . 

The  training  aims  at  mailing  efficient  housewives.  It  does  not  am  at  the 
preparation  of  girls  for  domestic  service  or  for  the  factory  or  the  shop. 

The  course  of  instruction  comprises  : — 

Dairying. — Including  the  making  of  cheese  as  well  as  butter  ; and  the 
caring  and  feeding  of  cows  and  calves. 

Poultry-keeping. — The  rearing  and  management  of  hens,  ducks, 
turkeys,  and  geese.  . 

Pin-rearing. — The  feeding  and  general  management  of  pigs- 
Gardening. — The  cultivation  of  such  vegetables,  fruits,  and  flowers 
as  may  be  grown  in  the  cottage  garden. 

^Sewing^  Knitting,  and  Mending — Including  the  making  and  repairing 
of  garments  of  every  kind  worn  in  the  district. 

Washing  and  Ironing.  . , . . 

Cookinq. — The  preparation,  with  inexpensive  and  simple  utensils, 
of  those  dishes  for  which  the  materials  are  furnished  by  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  farm  and  the  garden.  Open  hearths  are  used. 

The  Gleaning  and  decoration  of  the  home.  _ . , , 

Home  Industries  which  can  be  carried  on  m time  not  required  for  the 
farm  or  the  household,  such  as  lace-making,  embroidery,  carpet 
weaving,  the  making  of  artificial  flowers,  etc. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  who  wish  to  enter,  without  restriction  as . to 
religious  denomination.  No  fees  are  payable ; the  only  conditions  which 
the  pupils  must  fulfil  are  that  they  should  be  more  than  fourteen  years  of 
age  and  reside  sufficiently  near  the  School  to  permit  of  their  returning 

daily  to  their  homes.  ......  ... 

In  order  to  give  the  lessons  direct,  practical  application  to 'the  home 
life  of  the  people,  the  pupils  are  required  to  bring  with  them  to  the  School, 
so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  the  materials  needed  for  their  work  the 
cream  or  milk  for  dairy  practice  ; the  poultry  to  be  lulled  or  dressed  , the 
materials  for  the  dishes  to  be  cooked ; the  cloth  for  new  garments  ; the 
clothing  to  be  repaired,  washed  or  ironed.  The  pupils  take  home  with 
them  ii  the  evening  the  products  of  their  day’s  labour,  which  serve  as 
object  lessons  to  those  who  cannot  be  present  at  the  classes. 
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Housewives,  and  others  in  the  neighbourhood  who  are  not  in  a position 
to  attend  the  classes  daily,  are  at  liberty  to  avail  themselves  of  the  instruc- 
tion in  any  subject,  and  to  come  to  the  School  for  advice  whenever  they 
desire  it  in  connection  with  their  home  work  ; and  the  teachers  are  pre- 
pared to  visit  the  homes  of  persons  who  desire  their  guidance  in  the  diffi- 
culties of  household  management.

AGRICULTURAL  SCHEMES,  1913-14. 


Sir, 

I have  to  forward  herewith,  for  the  information  of  your  Committee 
the  accompanying  copies  of  Agricultural  Schemes  for  1913-14,  and  to- 
call  attention  to  the  modifications  as  under  made  therein. 

Scheme  No.  6. — Subsidies  to  Shows. 

Clause  4 (3). — The  Department  will  indicate  which  (if  any),  of  the 
societies  receiving  subsidies  from  the  joint  fuiid  will  be  required  to 
utilise  portion  of  the  subsidy  in  providing  classes  for  Irish  Draught  Mares 
registered  by  the  Department,  and  for  the  progeny  of  such  mares  by 
Irish  draught  sires  on  the  Department’s  Register. 

Some  doubt  having  arisen  as  to  the  interpretation  of  the  note  at  the 
end  of  the  scheme,  the  note  has  been  re-worded  to  make  it  quite  clear 
that  when  a show  society  invites  a County  Committee  to  nominate 
representatives  on  the  committee  for  the  show,  such  representatives 
must  be  members  of  the  County  Committee. 

Scheme  No.  10. — Winter  Agricultural  Glasses. 

Clause  3 (4). — Classes  at  each  centre  must  be  held  on  consecutive 
days. 

Clause  9 (2). — The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  seeing  that  proper  local  arrangements  have  been  made 
before  the  class  actually  begins. 

The  syllabus  has  been  slightly  revised. 

Scheme  No.  11. — Poultry. 

Clause  2 enables  a County  Committee  on  certain  conditions  to  grant 
the  Instructor  an  increment  of  salary  not  exceeding  £5  in  any  one  year. 
The  maximum  salary  is  fixed  at  £140  per  annum. 

Clause  13. — The  holder  of  a goose  station  may  keep  more  than  one 
approved  pen,  but  one  premium  only  will  be  paid. 

Clause  16. — In  certain  districts  to  be  approved  for  the  purpose  specially 
by  the  Department,  egg  stations  for  ducks  alone  of  the  Aylesbury  breed 
will  be  permitted. 

Scheme  No.  12. — Tutorial  and  Practical  Poultry  Classes. 

Clause  4. — The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  will  be  responsible 
for  seeing  that  proper  local  arrangements  have  been  made  before  the 
class  actually  begins. 

Scheme  No.  13. — Buttermaking. 

Clause  2 enables  a County  Committee  on  certain  conditions  to  grant, 
the  Instructor  an  increment  of  salary  not  exceeding  £5  in  any  one  year. 
The  maximum  salary  is  fixed  at  £140  per  annum. 
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Clause  6. — The  Secretary  of  the  Comity  Committee  will  be  responsible 
for  seeing  that  proper  local  arrangements  have  been  made  before  the 
class  actually  begins. 

The  list  of  equipment  recommended  for  use  under  this  Scheme  has 
. been  revised. 

Scheme  No.  14. — Horticulture. 

Clause  2 enables  a County  Committee  on  certain  conditions  to  grant 
the  Instructor  an  increase  of  salary  not  exceeding  £5  in  any  one  year. 
The  maximum  salary  is  fixed  at  £150  per  annum. 

Clause  10  (&)  (6). — The  sum  to  be  expended  on  seeds,  manures,  etc., 
in  the  case  of  a demonstration  plot  established  for  the  first  time  may 
not  exceed  £2  10s. 

A supply  of  the  Schemes  will  be  issued  to  you  on  receipt  of  a requisition 
which  should  be  made  on  the  accompanying  form.  It  is  particularly 
requested  that  you  will  not  ask  for  more  copies  than  can  be  used 
profitably  during  the  year.

SCHEME  FOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  BREEDS 
OF  HORSES. 

1914. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 


1.  The  main  objects  of  this  scheme  are  to  encourage  the  improvement 
of  Horse  Breeding  in  Ireland  by  inducing  stallion  owners  to  keep  suitable 
and  sound  sires  of  a high  degree  of  excellence,  and  by  inducing  farmers  to 
retain  their  best  young  mares  for  breeding  purposes.  When  arranging 
the  details  of  this  scheme  to  suit  local  requirements  each  County  Committee 
of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction,  or  County  Committee  of  Agri- 
culture, as  the  case  may  be,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  County  Committee, 
is  requested  to  secure  to  small  farmers  as  large  a share  of  the  resulting 
benefits  as  is  practicable. 

2.  The  sum  to  be  provided  by  the  Department  under  this  scheme  for 
■encouraging  improvement  in  the  breeds  of  horses  in  a county  will  depend 
on — (1)  the  amount  provided  in  aid  of  the  scheme  by  local  authorities, 
(2)  the  special  needs  of  the  locality,  and  (3)  the  proportion  which  the 
amount  of  the  local  contribution  bears  to  the  genuine  capacity  of  the 
locality  to  contribute. 

In  accordance  with  Section  16  (6)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  the  Department  will  not,  in  the  absence  of 
' special  considerations,  apply  or  approve  of  the  application  of  money 
under  this  scheme  in  a locality  out  of  which  aid  is  not  given  either  by 
local  authorities  or  from  other  local  sources. 

3.  The  joint  fund  available  under  this  and  other  live  stock  schemes, 
comprising  the  grant  from  the  Department  and  the  money  provided 
locally,  will,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  be  administered 
in  a county  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Clauses  6 and  7. 
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4.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Secretary,  whose  appointment  for  the  year  and  whose  duties  must 
'first  be  approved  by  the  Department,  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the  sub- 
committee for  live  stock. 

5.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  submit,  for  the  approval  of 
the  Department,  all  details  of  schemes  proposed  for  his  county. 

No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
rthis  scheme  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the  Department  has  been 
obtained  in  writing. 

6.  The  County  Council  should  by  resolution  delegate  to  the  County 
“Committee  full  powers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  and  that  Committee  should  appoint 
from  among  their  own  members  an  executive  sub-committee  for  live  stock. 

No  payments,  however,  in  connection  with  this  scheme  shall  be  author- 
ised except  by  the  County  Committee. 

7.  The  duties  of  the  sub-committee  for  live  stock  will  be  to  frame  the 
■details  of  the  live  stock  schemes  for  the  county  in  accordance  with  the 
•conditions  of  the  Department’s  general  scheme,  and  to  act  as  the  execu- 
tive committee  for  the  administration  of  such  county  schemes  when  they 
have  been  approved  by  the  County  Committee  and  by  the  Department, 
but  the  executive  sub -committee  shall  not  have  the  power  of  authorising 
• any  payment  in  connection  with  these  schemes. 

8.  The  joint  fund  available  under  this  scheme  shall,  after  the  expenses 
of  administration  are  provided  for,  be  applied  solely  for  nominations  of 
mares. 

9.  In  the  event  of  there  not  being  a sufficient  number  of  registered 
stallions  in  any  comity  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme,  the  Department 
may  provide  for  such  county,  under  certain  conditions  to  be  prescribed 
by  them,  by  assisting  approved  applicants,  whether  individuals  or 
associations,  to  buy  suitable  stallions  under  the  Department’s  scheme  of 
loans  for  the  purchase  of  stallions. 

REGISTRATION  OF  STALLIONS. 

10.  Thoroughbred  stallions,  calculated  to  produce  weight -carrying 
hunters  and  high-class  harness  horses,  may  be  registered  for  any  county 
in  Ireland. 

Irish  Draught  and  Half-bred  stallions  may  be  registered  for  any  county 
in  Ireland. 

All  Clydesdale  and  Shire  stallions  registered  in  1913  may  again  be  offered 
for  registration  under  this  scheme  for  the  particular  districts  in  which  they 
•were  registered  during  that  year,  but  no  other  stallions  of  these  breeds 
will  be  accepted  for  registration  in  1914  except  for  the  Province  of  Ulster, 
the  counties  of  Dublin  and  Louth,  and  the  district  comprised  within  a 
radius  of  ten  miles  of  the  city  of  Cork. 

11.  The  Department  will  publish  a List  of  the  Thoroughbred  Irish 
Draught,  Half-bred,  Clydesdale,  and  Shire  Stalhons  entered  on  their 
Register  as  approved  for  service  under  this  scheme.  Owners  of  suitable 
stalhons  are  invited  to  apply  to  have  their  horses  placed  on  the  Register, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  scheme.  A stallion  to  be  entitled  to  a 
subsidy  in  the  form  of  nominations,  or  otherwise,  must  be  registered  or 
accepted  for  registration  in  the  Department’s  Register  of  Stallions  for  the 
year  1914. 

Copies  of  the  List,  when  published,  may  be  had  free  of  charge  on 
application  to  the  Department. 

12.  (1.)  Owners  offering  tlieir  stalhons  under  this  scheme  must,  if 
required,  submit  them  to  inspection  and  veterinary  examination  by  the 
Department.  Notice  of  the  arrangements  as  to  place  and  method  of  in- 
spection wiU  be  given. 

(2.)  Owners  of  stalhons  failing  to  present  their  animals  for  inspection 
on  the  dates  and  at  the  places  selected  will  be  liable  to  have  their  applica- 
tions cancelled  by  the  Department. 
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(3.)  Thoroughbred  stallions,  to  qualify  for  registration,  must  be  entered 
in  Weatherby’s  Stud  Book.  Clydesdale  and  Shire  stallions  must  bo 
entered  in  the  stud  book  of  their  respective  breeds.  If  required  the  stallion 
owner  or  (if  the  stallion  is  being  purchased  with  a view  to  registration  in 
Ireland)  the  vendor  must  produce  a certificate  from  the  keeper  of  the  stud 
book  to  the  effect  that  the  stallion  offered  for  registration  is  entered  in 
the  stud  book  or  will  duly  appear  in  the  next  volume. 

(4.)  No  application  will  be  considered  in  which  any  particular  required- 
in  the  form  of  application  is  not  supplied. 

(5.)  No  application  will  be  considered  in  respect  of  a stallion  foaled  in 
1912. 

(6.)  The  owner  of  a stallion  accepted  under  this  scheme  must  agree 
not  to  permit  that  stallion  to  serve  more  than  fifty  nominated  mares 
entitled  to  its  services.  This  regulation  is  subject,  however,  to  the  condi- 
tions stated  in  Clauses  21  (14),  22  (1),  and  30. 

(7.)  Stallions  approved  under  this  scheme  will  be  accepted  for  particular 
districts  only,  and  shall  not,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Depart- 
ment, be  removed  to  other  districts.  If  a stallion  is  removed  without  such 
consent  to  a district  for  which  it  was  not  accepted,  the  name  of  such 
stallion  will  be  removed  from  the  Register,  and  the  owner  shall  forfeit  all 
claim  to  any  monies  which  may  be  payable  to  him  under  this  scheme. 

13.  Forms  of  application  for  the  registration  of  Stallions  under  this 
scheme  may  be  had  from  the  Department. 

One  of  these  forms,  accurately  filled  up  in  every  particular  and  signed 
by  the  owner  or  his  agent,  must  be  lodged  in  or  sent  by  post  so  as  to  reach 
the  offices  of  the  Department  not  later  than  the  31st  August,  1913. 

An  application  received  between  1st  and  30th  September,  1913,  will 
not  be  accepted  unless  accompanied  by  a fee  of  £1.  An  application 
received  between  30th  September  and  the  30th  November,  1913,  must  be 
accompanied  by  a fee  of  £5. 

Applications  for  registration  in  respect  of  stallions  already  at  stud  in 
Ireland  will' not  be  accepted  after  the  30th  November,  1913. 

14.  (1.)  Applications  in  respect  of  stallions  imported  into  Ireland 
after  the  31st  August,  1913,  will  be  considered  without  fee  if  received  on 
any  date  up  to  the  28th  February,  1914.  Similar  applications  in  regard 
to  stallions  in  Ireland  which  have  not  previously  been  used  for  stud  pur- 
poses will  be  considered  up  to  28th  February,  1914,  provided  they  are 
each  accompanied  by  a fee  of  £5.  The  entry  of  such  stallions  in  the  pub- 
lished List  for  1914  cannot,  however,  be  guaranteed,  but  the  owners 
of  such  stallions  will  be  accorded  all  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  owners 
of  stallions  appearing  on  the  Register. 

(2.)  A person  in  Ireland  intending  to  import  a stallion  or  to  buy  a 
stallion  already  located  in  Ireland  is  advised  not  to  complete  the  purchase 
until  he  has  received  formal  notice  in  writing  from  the  Department  that 
the  stallion  in  question  will  be  accepted  under  this  scheme  for  a particular 
district.  [See  Clause  18.] 

(3.)  The  Department  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  supply  the  service  of 
their  Inspectors  free  of  charge  to  persons  in  Ireland  intending  to  purchase 
and  import  suitable  stallions  for  districts  in  which  there  is  not  a sufficient 
number  of  approved  stallions  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  ; the  stallion, 
however,  must  have  been  seen  and  provisionally  approved  by  the  intending 
purchaser. 

(4.)  The  vendor  of  a Pure-bred  stallion  must,  if  required,  submit  a 
certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  the  stud  book  to  the  effect  that  the  animal 
is  entered  in  the  stud  book,  or  will  duly  appear  in  the  next  volume. 

15.  Stallions  may  be  inspected  for  their  general  merit  and  fitness  for  the 
purposes  of  the  scheme.  Such  inspection  shall  be  carried  out  by  one  or 
more  Inspectors  appointed  by  the  Department.  If  the  stallion  has  been 
to  stud,  evidence  of  his  fruitfulness,  and,  where  practicable,  of  the  char- 
acter of  his  stock,  must  be  produced,  if  required.  Inspection  for  general 
fitness,  when  deemed  necessary,  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  precede  veter» 
inary  examination. 
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16.  (1.)  The  veterinary  examination  shall  be  carried  out  by  one  or  more- 
qualified  Veterinary  Surgeons,  appointed  by  the  Department. 

(2.)  No  stallion  shall  be  rejected  as  unsound  unless  suffering  from  one 
of  the  following  diseases : — Cataract,  Roaring,  Whistling,  Ringbone, 
Sidebone,  Unsound  Feet,  Spavin,  Curb,  and  Shivering. 

17.  The  inspection  for  general  merit  and  fitness  and  the  veterinary 
examination  of  stallions  may  be  dispensed  with  in  cases  where  evidence 
of  suitability  and  soundness  have  been  sufficiently  established  to  satisfy 
the  Department. 

The  Department,  however,  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  an  accepted 
stallion  at  any  time. 

18.  The  Department  cannot  undertake  to  disclose  their  reasons  for  tho 
non-acceptance  of  any  stallion,  but  with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  men- 
tioned the  owner  of  any  stallion  in  Ireland  not  accepted  may  have  his  case 
reconsidered  by  one  or  more  referees  appointed  by  the  Department.  Every 
notice  of  appeal  must  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of  £5,  which  will  be 
returned  in  the  event  of  the  appeal  being  upheld.  Notice  of  appeal  must 
be  given  in  writing  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  letter  of  rejection. 

This  privilege  shall  not  extend  to  cases  in  which  stallions  have  been 
rejected  on  appeal  in  a previous  year  or  to  cases  in  which  stallions  are 
offered  under  Clause  14  (1  and  2). 

19.  The  Department  reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  without  assigning 
any  reason,  or  without  inspection  or  veterinary  examination,  to  decline 
to  place  or  retain  on  the  Register  any  stallion  for  the  purposes  of  this 
scheme. 

No  right  of  appeal  shall  lie  in  the  case  of  stallions  rejected  under  this- 
clause. 

20.  Any  person  being  the  owner,  lessor  or  custodian  for  the  time  being 
of  a registered  stallion  who  directly  or  through  any  of  his  agents  or 
employes  (a)  makes,  or  promises  to  make,  a gift  to  the  owner  of  a nomi- 
nated mare  of  portion  of  the  service  fee,  (6)  allows  a nominated  mare  to  be 
served  by  a stallion  other  than  that  originally  selected  by  the  owner  of 
the  mare,  or  (c)  is  detected  in  any  other  fraudulent  practice  in  connection 
with  this  scheme  shall  have  his  stallion  or  stallions  struck  off  the  Depart- 
ment’s Register,  and  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  to  which  he 
may  be  liable  by  law,  be  debarred  from  obtaining  any  future  benefit  under 
the  Department’s  schemes.  He  shall  also  forfeit  any  claim  in  respect  of 
monies  due  to  him  under  this  scheme. 


NOMINATIONS  OF  MARES. 

21.  (1.)  Upon  consecutive  dates,  and  at  places  to  be  first  approved  by 
the  Department,  exhibitions  of  farmers’  mares  shall  be  held  in  each  county 
for  the  purpose  of  awarding  nominations. 

(2.)  Wherever  practicable,  and  in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  expense, 
two  exhibitions  shall  be  held  on  one  day  at  two  centres,  i.e.,  one  in  the 
morning  and  one  in  the  afternoon. 

(3.)  The  County  Committee  shall  give  due  notice  to  farmers  in  the 
county  of  the  dates,  etc.,  fixed  for  such  exhibitions  by  means  of  posters, 
advertisements  in  the  local  newspapers,  circulars,  or  such  other  method1 
as  may  be  deemed  by  the  Committee  to  be  the  most  effective  and  econo- 
mical for  the  purpose. 

(4.)  The  Secretary  should  send  to  the  Department  two  copies  of  eaoh 
such  poster,  advertisement,  circular  or  other  notice  as  soon  as  issued. 

(5.  ) The  Secretary  shall  receive  entries  for  each  exhibition  on  forms  to  be 
obtained  from  him.  Each  form  must  be  signed  by  the  owner  of  the  mare, 
who  must  certify  on  the  form  that  all  the  particulars  given  thereon  are 
correct.  Further,  if  required,  this  certificate  must  be  attested  by  a magis- 
trate. 

(6.)  Mares  to  receive  nominations  must  be  the  bona-fide  property  of 
farmers  resident  in  the  county  (with  the  exception  of  the  case  provided 
for  in  No.  9 of  this  clause). 
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(7.)  In  order  to  secure  the  second  of  the  main  objects  stated  in  Clause  1 
of  this  scheme,  preference  will  be  given  to  the  best  young  mares  under 
six  years  of  age. 

(8.)  Each  mare  must  be  the  bona-fide  property  of  a farmer,  the  tenement 
valuation  in  aggregate  of  whose  holding  or  holdings,  wherever  situated, 
and  for  which  he  is  rated,  does  not  exceed  the  limit  fixed  by  the  County 
Committee. 

Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Department, 
herds’  mares  will  be  eligible  to  compete  for  nominations. 

(9.)  A farmer  who  holds  land  in  more  than  one  county  may  apply  for  a 
nomination  in  any  one  of  these  counties  provided  the  aggregate  tenement 
valuation  of  the  holding  or  holdings,  wherever  situated,  and  for  which  he 
is  rated,  does  not  exceed  the  limit  fixed  under  (8.)  for  the  county  in  which 
he  proposes  to  compete.  » 

(10.)  Mares  shall  be  selected  by  a judge  or  judges  appointed  by  the 
Department,  and  must  be  passed  free  from  any  hereditary  disease  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  by  the  Department.  The  decisions  of 
the  judge  or  judges  and  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  as  to  the  suitability 
and  soundness  respectively  of  mares  for  nominations  will  be  con- 
clusive. 

(11.)  At  each  local  exhibition  all  eligible  mares  not  selected  for  nomina- 
tions shall  be  placed  on  a reserved  list  in  strict  order  of  merit. 

(12.)  No  farmer  shall  receive  more  than  one  nomination,  unless  the 
number  of  mares  selected  and  reserved  be  insufficient  for  the  granting  of 
the  full  number  of  nominations  allotted  to  the  county,  in  which  case  a 
second  nomination  may  be  awarded. 

(13.)  The  owner  of  a registered  stallion  has  a right  to  require  hobbles 
to  be  used.  Mares  can  be  served  only  at  their  owners’  risk. 

(14.)  The  owner  of  a registered  stallion  must  grant  priority  of  service  to 
nominated  mares  over  other  mares  brought  on  the  same  day  for  service. 
He  may  refuse  service  to  mares  suffering  from  a contagious  disease  ; but 
the  reasons  for  such  refusal  must  be  intimated  immediately  to  the  Depart- 
ment and  to  the  County  Committee  by  the  stallion  owner. 

22.  The  County  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department, 
may — 

(1.)  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  10,  restrict  nominations  to  any 
one  or  more  of  the  breeds  of  stallions  (on  the  Register)  ; 

(2.)  refuse  a nomination  for  any  mare,  without  assigning  any  reason 
therefor  ; 

(3.)  for  the  purpose  of  identification,  brand  all  mares  selected  for  nomi- 
nations ; 

(4.)  require  the  owner  of  each  nominated  mare  to  deposit  a sum  not 
exceeding  £2,  such  deposit  to  be  refunded  if  the  mare  is  served  by  the 
selected  stallion  or  to  be  forfeited  to  the  Committee  in  the  event  of  the  owner 
failing  without  sufficient  cause  to  have  the  mare  served  by  such  stallion  ; 

(5.)  make  regulations  which  will  render  a farmer  who,  without  sufficient 
cause,  fails  to  send  his  nominated  mare  to  the  selected  stallion,  ineligible 
to  enter  mares  for  nominations  in  subsequent  years  ; 

(6.)  defer  payment  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  nomination  fee  until  a 
foal  is  produced  in  the  following  year  ; and 

(7.)  make  regulations  in  regard  to  any  other  matter  under  this  scheme. 

All  regulations  so  made  shall  take  effect  in  the  county  as  if  incorporated 
in  this  scheme. 

23.  The  term  “ farmer  ” is  to  be  understood  to  mean  a person  who 
derives  his  means  of  living  mainly  from  farming. 

24.  (1.)  The  fists  of  owners  of  mares  selected  for  nomination  and  of 
mares  reserved  must  be  submitted  to  the  Department  by  the  Secretary, 
within  six  days  after  the  date  of  the  last  exhibition  in  the  county,  on  the 
form  supplied  for  the  purpose. 

(2.)  The  dockets  for  the  selection  of  stallions  and  the  service  tickets 
will  be  supplied  to  the  Secretary,  when  such  form,  complete,  has  been 
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by  *be  Department.  The  election  dockets  and  service  tickets 
shall  then  be  filled  in  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall  return  them  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  necessary  check  and  authorisation  for  issue. 

Secretary,  before  issuing  the  selection  docket,  shall  date  it. 

(4.)  The  service  ticket  must  not  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  until  the 
owner  of  the  mare  has  returned  to  him  the  selection  docket  with  the  name 
■of  the  selected  stallion  duly  entered  thereon  by  the  said  owner. 

(5.)  Not  later  than  the  10th  day  of  August,  1014,  the  Secretary  shall 
forward  to  the  Department,  on  the  form  provided  for  the  purpose  par- 
ticulars  regarding  the  distribution  of  such  tickets. 

25.  (1.)  A farmer  receiving  a nomination  must  select  one  of  the  approved

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


SCHEME  FOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE 
BREEDS  OF  CATTLE. 


1.  The  main  objects  of  this  scheme  are  to  improve  the  dairy  and  store 

cattle  in  Ireland  by  encouraging  the  breeding  or  introduction  of  pure 
bred  bulls  or  registered  dairy  bulls  of  a high  degree  of  excellence  and 
by  inducing  associations  of  farmers  or  persons  of  means  to  purchase 
high  class  bulls  for  the  use  of  small  farmers.  When  arranging  the  details 
of  the  scheme  to  suit  local  requirements  each  County  Committee  o. 
Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction,  or  County  Committee  of  Agri- 
culture, as  the  case  may  be,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  County  Com- 
mittee, is  requested  to  secure  to  small  farmers  as  large  a share  of  the 
resulting  benefits  as  is  practicable.  , . 

2.  The'  sum  to  be  provided  by  the  Department  under  this  scheme  lor 
encouraging  improvement  in  the  breeds  of  cattle  in  a county  will  depenc 
on — (i)  the  amount  of  money  provided  in  aid  of  the  scheme  by  loca 
authorities,  (2)  the  special  needs  of  the  locality,  and  (3)  the  proportion 
which  the  amount  of  the  local  contribution  bears  to  the  genuine  capacity 
of  the  locality  to  contribute. 
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In  accordance  with  Section  16  (6)  of  the  Agriculture  and  Technica 
Instruction  ( Ireland ) Act,  1899,  the  Department  will  not,  in  the  absence 
of  special  considerations,  apply,  or  approve  of  the  application  of  money 
under  this  scheme  in  a locality  out  of  which  aid  is  not  given  either  by 
local  authorities  or  from  other  local  sources. 

3.  The  joint  fund  available  under  this  and  other  live  stock  schemes, 
comprising  the  grant  from  the  Department  and  the  money  provided 
locally,  will,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  be  administered 
in  a county  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of. Clauses  6 and  7. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Secretary,  whose  appointment  for  the  year  and  whose  duties  must 
■first  be  approved  by  the  Department,  shall  act  as  Secretary  to  the  sub- 
committee for  live  stock. 

5.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  submit,  for  the  approval  of 
•the  Department,  details  o*  all  schemes  proposed  for  his  county. 

No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
this  scheme  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the  Department  has 
been  obtained  in  writing. 

6.  The  County  Council  should  by  resolution  delegate  to  the  County 
'Committee  full  powers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Agriculture  and'  Technical 
Instruction  (Ireland)  Act,  1899,  and  that  committee  should  appoint 
from  among  their  own  members  an  executive  sub -committee  for  live 
stock. 

No  payments,  however,  in  connection  with  this  scheme  shall  be 
authorised  except  by  the  County  Committee. 

7.  The  duties  of  the  sub-committee  for  live  stock  will  be  to  frame  the 
details  of  the  live  stock  schemes  for  the  county  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  the  Department’s  general  scheme,  and  to  act  as  the  executive 
committee  for  the  administration  of  such  county  schemes  when  they 
have  been  approved  by  the  County  Committee  and  by  the  Department ; 
but  the  executive  sub-committee  shall  not  have  the  power  of  authorising 
any  payment  in  connection  with  these  schemes. 

8.  The  joint  fund  available  under  this  scheme  shall,  after  the  expenses 
of  administration  are  provided  for,  be  applied  solely  in  providing  premiums 
for  bulls. 

9.  In  exceptional  circumstances  the  Department  may,  under  certain 
conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  them,  provide  for  a county  either  by  pur- 
chasing bulls  on  behalf  of  applicants  selected  by  County  Committees 
under  Clause  17,  or  by  granting  loans  to  approved  applicants  who  desire 
to  purchase  bulls  through  the  Department. 

Applications  for  loans  under  this  clause  should  be  made — by  the 
selected  individuals— directly  to  the  Department  not  later  than  1st  March, 
1914. 

10.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  premiums  may  be 
restricted  to  one  or  more  breeds  of  pure  bred  bulls  or  registered  dairy  bulls. 

11.  Only  bulls  entered  or  qualified  by  pedigree  for  entry,  in  the  herd 
books  of  their  respective  breeds,  or  in  the  Department’s  Register  of  Dairy 
Cattle,  shall  be  eligible  for  premiums.  The  owner  of  a pure  bred  bull  not 
entered  must,  if  required,  produce  a certificate  from  the  secretary  of  the 
herd  book  to  the  effect  that  the  bull  is  eligible  for  entry  and  will  duly  appear 
in  the  next  volume.  (See  Clause  16  (2).)  In  the  case  of  a registered  dairy 
bull  a certificate  from  the  Department  must  be  produced.

All  bulls  must  show  a high  degree  of  excellence.  Two -year -olds,  three- 
year-olds,  and  four -year-olds  which  show  signs  of  having  been  badly 
cared,  or  which  are  not  fully  developed,  will  not  be  selected. 

The  Department  will  be  prepared  to  consider  applications  in  a limited 
number  of  special  cases  for  the  award  of  premiums  to  five-year-old  bulls. 

13.  The  amount  of  a premium  for  a high-class  pure  bred  bull  (other 
than  a Galloway,  Kerry,  Dexter,  Welsh,  or  Ayrshire  bull)  payable,  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  this  scheme,  at  the  end  of  the  season  shall  be  not  less 
than  £10  nor  more  than  £15.  Where  special  provision  for  the  use  of 
Galloway,  Kerry,  Dexter,  Welsh,  and  Ayrshire  bulls  is  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Department,  the  value  of  the  premium  shall  be  £10.

SCHEME  FOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  BREEDS 
OF  SWINE. 


1914. 


Clauses  1 to  7,  inclusive,  of  the  Department’s  Horse  and  Cattle  Schemes, 
1914,  shall,  with  the  necessary  modifications,  apply  to  this  scheme. 

SWINE. 

8.  The  system  to  be  adopted  in  connection  with  this  scheme  for 
encouraging  improvement  in  the  breeds  of  swine  shall  be  the  provision  of 
premiums  for  selected  boars. 

9.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  premiums  may  be  re- 
stricted to  one  or  more  of  the  following  breeds  of  swine,  viz.  : Large  White 
York,  Large  Black,  Large  White  Ulster. 

10.  Only  boars  eligible  for  entry  in  the  Herd-books  of  their  particular 
breeds,  in  the  Register  of  Pigs  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  or  in  the 
Register  of  Ulster  Swine  established  by  the  Royal  Ulster  Agricultural 
Society,  shall  be  eligible  for  premiums.  The  owner  of  a boar  selected  for 
a premium  most,  if  required  by  the  Department,  have  the  animal  entered 
in  the  proper  Herd-book  or  Register  as  the  case  may  be. 

11.  Boars  belonging  to  any  Society  or  to  any  Association  of  Farmers 
shall  be  eligible  to  compete  for  premiums  ; but  the  premiums  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Society  or  Association,  and  not  to  the  individuals  in  whose  charge 
the  boars  are  placed. 

12.  A boar  when  inspected  for  the  first  year’s  premium  shall  be  not 
less  than  five  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months  old.  The  granting  of  a 
premium  to  any  boar  shall  not  be  regarded  as  affording  any  right  to  a 
premium  in  a subsequent  year. 

13.  The  value  of  a premium  shall  not  exceed  £5  for  the  first  year,  and 
£3  for  the  second  year. 

14.  Only  those  boars  which  were  awarded  first  year  premiums  in  1913 
shall  be  eligible  for  second  year  premiums  in  1914.  All  such  boars  must 
show  a high  degree  of  excellence.  Two-year-old  boars  which  show  signs 
of  having  been  badly  cared  or  are  not  fully  developed  will  not  be  selected. 

The  owner  of  a boar  selected  for  a second  year  premium  must  produce 
evidence  of  the  fruitfulness  of  the  boar  in  the  preceding  year. 

15.  A boar  which  may  be  awarded  a premium  in  1914  out  of  funds 
administered  by  any  other  body  shall  not  be  eligible  for  a premium  under 
this  scheme. 

16.  (1.)  Boars  which  were  awarded  first  year  premiums  in  1913  will 
be  inspected  by  the  Department  at  places  and  on  dates  of  which  the  owners 
will  be  duly  advised  by  the  Department. 

(2.)  Owners  of  such  boars  failing  to  produce  their  animals  for  inspection 
on  the  dates  thus  notified  will  not  have  their  cases  reconsidered. 

(3.)  The  Department  will  furnish  the  County  Committee  as  soon  as' 
practicable  with  a list  of  boars  which  have  been  passed  under  this  clause 
as  eligible  for  premiums  in  1914. 

(4.)  A boar  provisionally  selected  for  a premium  under  this  clause  must 
stand  for  service  at  the  same  place  as  in  1913.

Any  premium  not  applied  for  on  or  before  the  15th  January,  1915, 
will  be  considered  as  having  lapsed.  pgj 

31.  In  all  cases  of  dispute  in  matters  connected  with  this  scheme  the 
decision  of  the  Department  shall  be  final. 


Scheme  No.  4. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 

LOANS  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  STALLIONS,  1914. 


1.  Applications  for  loans  for  the  purchase  of  Stallions  must  be  made 
— on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  37) — direct  to  the  Department. 

2.  In  considering  an  application  for  a loan  the  Department  will  have 
regard  to  the  number  of  registered  Stallions  in  the  district. 

No  loans  will  be  made  save  for  the  purchase  of  Stallions  accepted  by 
the  Department  under  the  Horse-breeding  Scheme  for  1914. 

The  Department  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  application  for  a loan 
without  assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal. 

3.  The  individual  or  association  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  applicant) 
applying  for  a loan  must  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

4.  The  purchase  price  of  the  Stallion  must  be  approved  by  the 
Department. 

5.  The  applicant  must  pay  to  the  Department  (1)  one-third  of  the 
approved  purchase  price,  (2)  the  amount  of  the  stamp  duty,  and  (3)  the 
premium  for  the  insurance  of  the  Stallion  against  death  only  at  the  full 
amount  of  the  approved  purchase  price — the  payment  to  the  Department 
of  this  premium  must  be  secured  under  conditions  similar  to  those 
provided  for  the  repayment  of  principal  and  interest.  (See  7 and  8.) 
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6.  On  receipt  by  the  Department  of  (1)  one-third  of  the  agreed  on 
purchase  money,  (2)  the  necessary  stamp  duty, . (3)  the  premium  for 
insurance,  and  (4)  a form  of  undertaking  to  have  the  necessary  bond 
duly  completed  without  delay,  the  Department  will  pay  to  the  vendor 
the  full  amount  of  the  agreed  on  purchase  price,  and  will  intimate  to 
him  that  possession  of  the  Stallion  may  be  given  up  to  the  applicant. 

If  the  vendor,  before  being  paid  by  the  Department,  gives  up  possession 
of  the  Stallion,  the  Department  will  hold  themselves  free  of  any  liability 
to  the  vendor. 

7.  As  soon  thereafter  as  possible  the  applicant,  with  two  or  more 
approved  solvent  sureties,  shall  enter  into  a bond  to  repay  the  Depart- 
ment the  amount  advanced  by  them — viz.,  two -thirds  of  the  purchase 
money — in  five  equal  annual  instalments,  payable  on  the  1st  November 
in  each  year,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  per  cent,  on  the 
outstanding  balance.  The  first  instalment  shall  be  payable  on  the  1st 
November  next  succeeding  the  date  of  payment  by  the  Department 
of  the  full  purchase  price  to  the  vendor. 

8.  In  the  case  of  an  association  repayment  must  be  guaranteed  by 
the  Committee  of  the  association,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the 
Department  may  require. 

9.  The  applicant  will  be  required  to  observe  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1)  He  shall  not  castrate,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  Stallion 
without  the  previous  consent  of  the  Department  in  writing  until 
all  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  are  paid  off  in  accordance 
with  Clause  7,  and  in  any  case  not  earlier  than  after  the  expiration 
of  five  years  from  the  date  of  sale  to  the  applicant. 

(2)  He  shall  during  the  period  from  the  delivery  of  the  Stallion 
until  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  payment  of  the 
last  instalment  of  the  loan,  maintain  the  Stallion  in  good  healthy 
breeding  condition,  save  only  for  such  accident  or  illness  as  may 
arise  or  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  other  than  the  negligence  or 
default  of  the  applicant  or  his  employees. 

(3)  He  shall  without  delay  give  notice  in  writing  or  by  telegram 
to  the  Department  in  the  event  of  the  horse  (a)  becoming  ill  or  lame, 
(b)  meeting  with  any  accident  or  injury,  or  (c)  dying.  In  the  last 
case  a certificate  from  a Veterinary  Surgeon  must  be  furnished  at 
the  applicant’s  expense. 

(4)  He  shall  provide  proper  accommodation  for  the  Stallion,  and 
care  it  in  a proper  manner  to  the  statisfaction  of  the  Department. 

(5)  He  shall  procure  at  his  own  expense  the  services  of  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  when  necessary. 

(6)  He  shall  dining  the  continuance  of  the  loan  if  required  to 
do  so  (a)  offer  the  Stallion  each  year  for  registration,  (6)  conform  at 
all  times  to  the  regulations  of  the  Department’s  Scheme  for  the  time 
being  for  encouraging  improvement  in  the  breeds  of  horses,  and  (c) 
allow  the  Stallion  to  serve  nominated  mares  at  a fee  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Department,  but  such  fee  may  not  exceed  £3  per  mare. 

In  the  event  of  the  breach  of  any  of  the  above  conditions,  the  applicant 
shall  pay  to  the  department  as  and  for  liquidated  damages  such  sum 
as  may  be  named  in  the  bond  by  the  Department  without  prejudice  to 
the  Department’s  right  to  recover  with  interest  the  unpaid  instalment 
or  instalments  of  the  price  of  the  Stallion. 

10.  Nominated  mares  the  property  of  the  members  of  an  association 
purchasing  a Stallion  under  this  scheme  shall  not  take  priority  of  service 
over  nominated  mares  owned  by  non-members. 

As  soon,  however,  as  all  nominated  mares  whose  owners  have  selected 
the  Stallion  have  been  served,  the  service  of  the  Stallion  may  be  retained 
exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  such  association. 

1 1 . The  Department  shall  have  the  right : — 

(1)  to  inspect  the  Stallion  at  any  time,  and 
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(2)  to  repurchase  the  Stallion  from  the  applicant  at  the  price  at 
which  the  animal  was  sold  to  him,  provided  that  this  right  may 
not  be  exercised  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date 
of  payment  of  the  last  instalment  of  the  loan- 

12.  Should  the  Department  grant  a special  subsidy  in  respect  of  the 
Stallion  such  subsidy  shall  not  be  paid  to  the  individual  or  association 
in  possession  of  the  Stallion,  but  shall  be  applied  as  the  Department 
may  determine  either  in  reduction  of  the  price  or  towards  the  repayment 
of  the  loan. 

13.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these 
loans  shall  be  final. 

Forms  of  application  for  loans  under  this  scheme  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction 
for  Ireland,  4 Upper  Merrion  Street,  Dublin. 


Scheme  No.  5. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


LOANS  FOR  THE  PURCHASE  OF  BULLS;  1914. 


1.  Applications  for  loans  for  the  purchase  of  Bulls  should  be  made — 
on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  38) — direct  to  the  Department  before  1st 
March,  1914. 

2.  An  application  for  a loan  for  the  purchase  of  a Bull  will  not  be 
considered  if  coming  from  a locality  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Department,  there  is  already  a sufficient  number  of  premium  Bulls  for 
the  purpose  of  their  scheme.  A loan  will  not  be  granted  save  for  the 
purchase  of  a Bull  passed  by  the  Department  as  suitable  for  a premium. 
The  Bull  must  be  of  a breed  approved  by  the  County  Committee.  The 
Department  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  any  application  for  a loan  without 
assigning  any  reason  for  such  refusal. 

3.  The  purchase  price 'of  the  Bull  must  be  approved  by’the  Department. 

4.  The  person  applying  for  a loan  under  this  scheme — hereinafter 
referred  to  as  “ the  applicant  ” — must  purchase  through  the  Department, 
who  cannot  undertake  to  consider  applications  for  loans  in  respect  of 
animals  purchased  without  their  knowledge,  at  shows,  sales,  or  from 
private  individuals. 

5.  Before  taking  possession  of  the  Bull  the  applicant  will  be  required 
to  pay  to  the  Department’s  representative — (1)  one-third  of  the  approved 
purchase  price,  (2)  the  stamp  duty,  and  (3)  the  charge  for  insurance  against 
death  of  Bull  (see  Clause  9).  Further,  he  must  sign  a form  of  undertaking 
to  have  the  necessary  form  of  guarantee  for  repayment  duly  signed  and 
completed. 

6.  As  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  applicant  and  two  approved 
solvent  sureties  shall  sign  a form  of  guarantee  to  repay  to  the  Department 
the  amount  advanced  by  them  in  two  equal  annual  instalments, 
payable  on  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  the  first  instalment  to 
be  payable  on  the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  year  following  that  in  which  the 
Bull  was  purchased,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  2£  per  cent,  on 
the  outstanding  balance. 

7.  In  the  case  of  an  association  the  person  in  whose  charge  the  Bull  is 
to  be  placed  must,  with  two  other  approved  members  of  the  association 
in  their  capacity  of  private  individuals,  guarantee  repayment  of  the  loan. 

8-  The  Bull  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Department  having  been  previously  obtained  in  writing,  until 
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all  instalments  of  principal  and  interest  are  paid  off  in  accordance  with 
Clause  6 ; and  in  any  case  not  earlier  than  until  the  expiration  of  two 
years  from  the  date  of  sale  to  the  applicant.  In  the  event  of  the  applicant 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  clause  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of 
the  Bull  he  shall  pay  to  the  Department  as  and  for  liquidated  damages 
the  sum  of  £10  without  prejudice  to  the  Department’s  right  to  recover 
with  interest  the  unpaid  instalment  or  instalments  of  the  price  of  the  Bull. 

9.  The  applicant  must  insure  the  Bull  with  the  Department  against 
death  only  for  the  full  amount  of  the  purchase  price.  The  fee  for  such 
insurance  shall  be  5 per  cent,  on  the  full  amount  of  the  purchase  price, 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  Department. 

10.  The  Department  will  insure  the  Bull  with  an  insurance  company 
for  twelve  months  only  from  the  date  of  payment  of  the  insurance  fee 
by  the  applicant.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Bull  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  twelve  months  in  question  any  sum  received  from  the  insurance 
company  will  be  credited  to  the  applicant’s  loan  account.  If  such  sum 
is  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  the  loan  with  interest  accrued, 
the  surplus  will  be  paid  to  the  applicant. 

11.  The  applicant  will  be  required  to  observe  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1.)  He  must,  without  delay,  give  notice  in  writing  or  by  telegram 
to  the  Department  (a)  in  the  event  of  the  Bull  getting  ill  or  lame, 
(&)  in  the  event  of  any  accident  or  injury  occurring  to  the  Bull,  and 
(c)  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  Bull. 

(2.)  He  must  take  all  reasonable  precautions  to  prevent  the  Bull 
from  coming  into  contact  with  any  animal  suffering  from  disease. 

(3.)  He  must  provide  proper  accommodation  for  the  Bull  and  care 
it  in  a proper  manner,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department. 

(4.)  He  must  procure  at  his  own  expense  a syringe  and  disinfecting 
materials  and  use  same  for  the  washing  of  his  Bull  after  each  service, 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  in  the  Department’s  leaflet 
No.  13  on  Contagious  Abortion  in  Cows. 

(5.)  He  must  procure  at  his  own  expense  the  services  of  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  when  necessary. 

(6.)  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  the  Bull  he  must  forward  a certi- 
ficate from  a Veterinary  Surgeon  or  such  other  evidence  as  to  the  cause 
or  fact  of  death  as  the  Department  may  require. 

12.  The  granting  of  a loan  does  not  imply  that  a premium  will  be 
awarded  in  respect  of  the  Bull. 

Should  the  Bull  be  awarded  a premium  (1)  the  person  in  whose  favour 
the  loan  is  being  granted  must  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  breeds  of  cattle,  or  any  modi- 
fications therein  made,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department,  by  the 
County  Committee  ; and  (2)  the  amount  of  such  premium  shall  be  paid 
to  the  applicant,  after  the  provisions  of  the  general  scheme  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

13.  The  Department  shall  have  the  right 

(a)  to  inspect  the  Bull  at  any  time  ; 

(&)  to  apply  the  tuberculin  test  at  their  own  expense  to  any  Bull 
purchased  under  this  scheme. 

14.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  matters  relating  to  these  loans 
shall  be  final.

SUBSIDIES  TO  AGRICULTURAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL 
SOCIETIES,  ETC. 


1913-1914. 


1.  A County  Committee  of  Agriculture  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Department  and  to  the  conditions  of  this  scheme,  grant  subsidies  to 
societies  established  for  the  purpose  of — 

(а)  Holding  Agricultural,  Poultry,  Horticultural,  and  Farm  Produce 

Shows  ; Industrial  Shows  or  Exhibitions  and  Feiseanna  ; 
Skilled  Labour  Competitions,  Implement  Trials,  Ploughing 
Matches,  etc. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  grant  to  any  one  Ploughing 
Match  shall  not  exceed  £5,  irrespective  of  the  number  of 
competitions  at  such  Match. 

(б)  Obtaining  for  its  members  Analyses  of  Manures  and  Feeding 

Stuffs,  Seed  Tests,  etc. 

2.  (1.)  A show  society  or  other  body,  desiring  to  obtain  a grant  under 
this  scheme  must  make  application  on  the  prescribed  foi’m  not  later  than 
1st  February,  1914,  to  the  County  Committee,  and  must  at  the  same  time 
furnish  the  following  particulars  in  respect  of  each  show  held  by  the 
society  in  1913,  viz. : — 

(а)  A balance  sheet  duly  certified  to  have  been  audited  and  found 

correct  by  two  persons  not  being  members  of  the  committee 
of  the  show  society  or  other  body  concerned,  and  setting  forth 
in  detail  the  financial  position  of  the  society  after  all  liabilities 
have  been  discharged,  and  also 

(б)  If  required,  a list  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  show  society 

or  other  body,  setting  forth  the  amounts  actually  collected 
in  local  subscriptions  from  private  individuals  in  1913. 

Any  Society  or  other  body  which  fails  to  furnish  these  particulars,  or  such 
further  information  as  the  County  Committee  or  the  Department  may  require, 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  a siibsidy. 

(2.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee, 
by  means  of  advertisements  or  otherwise,  to  invite  applications  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  from  all  societies  or  other  bodies  con- 
cerned, and  to  submit  same  with  the  necessary  particulars  to  the  County 
Committee  as  soon  as  possible,  but  not  later  than  at  a meeting  of  the 
Committee  held  in  the  month  of  February,  1914. 

(3.)  Not  later  than  1st  March,  1914,  the  County  Committee  shall 
forward  to  the  Department  the  foregoing  documents,  together  with  their 
recommendations  as  to  the  distribution  of  funds  available  under  this 
scheme. 

3.  In  allocating  the  funds  available  under  this  scheme,  the  County 
Committee  should  consider  the  claims  of  the  various  shows  held  in  the 
county  and  the  special  requirements  of  particular  districts. 

The  County  Committee  in  allocating  a grant  to  any  particular  show 
Bhall  take  into  consideration  : — 

(1.)  The  amounts  actually  collected  in  local  subscriptions  from 
private  individuals  in  1912  and  1913. 

(2.)  The  total  value  of  prizes  awarded  in  1913,  and  the  cost  of 
administration. 

( 3 . ) The  regard  paid  by  the  society  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s live  stock,  poultry,  and  other  county  schemes. 

(4.)  The  amount  set  aside  for  classes  confined  to  small  farmers. 
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4.  (1.)  The  prize  schedule  for  1914  must,  prior  to  publication,  be  sub- 
mitted in  duplicate  through  -the  County  Committee  to  the  Department 
for  approval  in  writing. 

(2.)  It  shall  be  a condition  attached  to  any  grant  from  the  joint  fund 
that  stallions  which  are  entered  on  the  Department’s  Register  for  the 
current  year  shall  be  exempted  from  veterinary  examination  when  com- 
peting either  in  reserved  or  in  open  classes  at  a show  subsidised  by  a 
County  Committee. 

(3.)  In  the  case  of  certain  show  societies  selected  by  the  Department, 
portion  of  the.  grant  from  the  joint  fund  shall  be  utilised  in  providing 
classes  for  Irish  Draught  mares  on  the  Department’s  Register,  and  for 
the  progeny  of  such  mares  by  registered  Irish  Draught  stallions. 

(4.)  In  the  case  of  live  stock  shows,  other  than  shows  confined  to  horses, 
provision  must  be  made  in  the  schedule  of  prizes  for  the  inclusion  of 
classes  for  sheep,  goats,  swine,  and  for  the  breeds  of  poultry  subsidised 
by  the  County  Committee. 

In  dairying  districts  show  societies  should  make  special  provision 
for  classes  for  registered  dairy  cows  and  their  progeny. 

The  Department  will  not  consider  any  schedule  which  has  not  previously 
received  the  approval  of  the  County  Committee. 

5.  The  amount  of  the  joint  contribution  from  the  County  Committee 
and  the  Department  must  be  acknowledged  in  the  prize  schedule. 

6.  Each  society  receiving  a subsidy  under  this  scheme  shall,  if  required, 
afford  all  reasonable  facilities  for  the  inspection  of  their  books  by  the 
Department,  and  shall  admit  the  Department’s  Inspectors  to  the  judges’ 
rings  during  all  adjudications. 

7.  Grants  from  the  joint  fund  available  under  this  scheme  may  be 
given  to  new  show  societies,  provided  the  County  Committee  and  the 
Department  are  assured  : — 

(1.)  That  there  is  need  for  such  new  societies  in  the  county  ; 

(2.)  That  adequate  local  support  is  forthcoming ; and 

(3.)  That  the  rules  and  financial  proposals  of  the  society  are  deemed 
satisfactory. 

8.  The  cost  of  employing  judges  must  be  defrayed  by  show  societies 
out  of  their  own  funds.  The  Department  cannot  undertake  to  supply 
the  services  of  a judge  or  demonstrator  for  any  show  or  competition. 

If  the  County  Committee  approve,  one  or  more  of  the  Instructors 
employed  under  county  schemes  may  be  permitted,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  demonstrations,  to  attend  a show  subsidised  by  a County  Com- 
mittee. 

9.  (1.)  Immediately  after  the  show  or  competition  the  Secretary  of  the 
society  or  other  body  shall  furnish  to  the  County  Committee  a certificate 
as  to  the  total  amount  actually  awarded  in  prizes,  exclusive  of  cups  and 
presentation  prizes  (the  value  of  which  should  be  stated  separately), 
and  the  County  Committee  shall  forward  such  certificate  to  the  Department. 

(2.)  As  soon  as  the  Department  are  satisfied  as  to  the  fulfilment  of  the 
conditions  of  this  scheme,  the  County  Committee  will  be  notified  that 
payment  may  be  made  to  the  show  society  or  other  body  of  the  full 
amount  of  the  subsidy  or  part  of  the  subsidy  as  the  case  may  be. 

(3.)  In  the  event  of  the  total  sum  actually  awarded  in  prizes  at  any  show 
or  competition  being  less  than  the  sum  originally  voted  by  the  County 
Committee,  the  show  society  or  other  body  managing  the  show  or  com- 
petition shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  payment  from  the  joint  fund  of 
any  sum  exceeding  the  amount  actually  awarded  in  prizes,  exclusive  of 
cups  and  presentation  prizes. 

10.  Non-compliance  with  any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  will  render  a 
show  society  or  other  body  ineligible  for  a grant  under  this  scheme,  and 
will  entail  the  cancellation  of  any  subsidy  proposed  to  be  given  by  the  County 
Committee  to  such  show  society  or  other  body. 

11.  In  all  cases  of  dispute  in  matters  connected  with  this  scheme  the 
decision  of  the  Department  shall  be  final. 
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The  Department  recommend  that  each  Agricultural  or  other  Show  Society 
receiving  a subsidy  under  this  Scheme  should  invite  the  County  Committee 
to  nominate  one  or  more  of  their  members  to  act  on  the  Show  Committee. 


Scheme  No.  7. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


PRIZES  FOR  COTTAGES  AND  SMALL  FARMS, 
1914. 


1 . Prizes  may  be  offered  in  one  or  both  of  the  following  sections,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  viz.  : — A.  Cottages  with  gardens ; B.  Small 
Farms. 

In  Section  A.  prizes  may  be  offered  in  any  one  of  the  following  ways  : — 
(1)  wholly  in  cash,  (2)  wholly  in  fruit  trees  and  seeds,  (3)  partly  in  cash 
and  partly  in  fruit  trees  and  seeds. 

A County  Committee  may  delegate  the  working  of  this  scheme  to  a 
society  eligible  for  a grant  under  the  scheme  of  subsidies  to  agricultural 
and  industrial  societies. 

2.  Competition  in  Section  A shall  be  confined  to  bona  fide  cottagers  as 
defined  by  the  County  Committee.  Cottagers  on  whose  holdings  demon- 
stration plots  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of  instruction  in  horticulture 
are  situated,  shall,  however,  be  ineligible  to  compete. 

Only  bona  fide  farmers  who  derive  their  means  of  living  mainly  from 
farming,  who  reside  on  their  farms  and  work  the  farms  themselves,  will 
be  eligible  to  compete  in  Section  B.  At  least  one-fourth  of  the  arable  land 
of  the  entire  holding  of  each  competitor  in  this  section  must  be  tillage, 
first  year’s  grass  or  meadow  being  regarded  as  tillage. 

Teachers  in  National  or  other  primary  schools  are  ineligible  to  compete 
under  this  scheme. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  the  county  may  be  divided  into  dis- 
tricts or  circuits,  in  each  of  which  separate  competitions  will  be  held. 

4.  Particulars  as  to  the  sections  adopted,  the  number  of  districts  or 
circuits  into  which  the  county  is  divided,  the  number  of  classes  in  each 
section,  the  limits  of  valuation  or  acreage  fixed  by  the  County  Committee 
for  each  class,  and  the  number  and  value  of  the  prizes  offered,  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Department  on  the  prescribed  form  for  approval. 

5.  Entries  must  be  made  on  special  forms  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  County  Committee.  Each  competitor  must  forward  one  of 
these  forms,  accurately  filled  up  in  every  detail,  so  as  to  reach  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Committee  on  or  before  a date  to  be  fixed  by  the  County 
Committee,  but  in  no  case  later  than  the  20th  May,  1914. 

No  holding  will  be  inspected  in  respect  of  which  the  owner  fails  to  fill  in 
an  entry  form. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  examine  these  entry 
forms  and  to  satisfy  themselves,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  to  the  eligibility 
of  each  entrant  before  the  list  of  competitors  is  supplied  to  the  judge. 

6.  In  cases  of  insufficient  competition,  want  of  merit,  or  in  wliich  the 
conditions  of  this  scheme  have  not  been  strictly  adhered  to,  the  prizes 
may  be  withheld  in  whole  or  in  part. 

7.  The  following  points  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  judge 
in  making  his  awards  : — 


Cottage  Section. 

(a.)  Cleanliness  and  general  order  of  cottage  and  premises. 

(6.)  Cultivation  of  the  garden,  including  vegetables,  fruits  and  flowers, 
freedom  from  weeds,  well-kept  fences  and  walks. 

(c.)  Arrangement  of  manure  heap. 
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(d.)  General  management  and  care  of  live  stock,  particularly  pigs 
and  poultry,  special  attention  to  be  given  to  quality  and 
bousing. 

(e.)  Management  of  bees. 

Small  Fabm  Section. 

(a.)  Cleanliness,  order  and  economy  in  the  dwelling-house  and  offices 
(including  poultry  houses). 

(6.)  Judicious  character  of  cropping,  efficiency  of  cultivation,  arrange- 
ment of  manure  heap,  and  provision  for  utilising  liquid 
manure.  «...  , a 

(c.)  Cultivation  of  the  garden,  including  vegetables,  fruits  and  flowers. 

(d.)  General  condition  of  land  under  grass,  care  of  fences,  gates,  water 
courses,  etc. 

(e.)  Planting  of  trees  for  shelter  or  other  purposes. 

(;.)  Freedom  from  weeds,  especially  grass  land,  stack-yards  and  head- 
lands. 

(a.)  Cultivation  of  headlands.  ...  , 

(h.)  Management  and  care  of  live  stock  and  poultry  (quahty  to  be 
particularly  considered). 

(i.)  Special  credit  will  be  given  if  simple  accounts  of  receipt  and  expen- 
diture in  connection  with  any  holding  entered  for  competition 
(or  with  any  branch  of  the  work  on  the  holding,  such  as  milk 
records,  cost  of  feeding  cows  or  pigs,  of  rearing  calves,  of  keep- 
ing poultry,  etc.)  are  kept  and  submitted  to  the  judge  for 
inspection- 

Marks  may  also  be  given  for  improvements  in  buildings,  reclamation  o 
land,  or  the  keeping  of  records  in  connection  with  the  Department  s Dairy 
Cattle  Scheme  or  Poultry-keeping  Scheme. 

8.  The  Department  will  supply,  free  of  charge  to  the  County  Committee, 
the  services  of  an  Instructor  to  act  as  judge  under  this  scheme. 

9.  The  judge’s  report  shall  deal  with  such  matters  in  connection  witn 
the  competition  as  the  Department  and  the  County  Committee  may  decide. 

10.  The  inspection  of  cottages  or  small  holdings  entered  for  competition 
under  this  scheme  will  be  made  in  the  months  of  June,  July,  or  August. 

11.  The  Committee  shall  submit  the  judge’s  report,  with  list  of  awards, 
for  consideration  by  the  Department,  who,  as  soon  as  they  are  satisfied 
as  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  this  scheme,  will  notify  tfie 
Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  that  the  prizes  or  reduced  prizes  may 
be  paid.  The  awards  will  not  be  final  until  the  sanction  of  the  Department 
has  been  conveyed  in  writing  to  the  Secretary. 

12.  The  County  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the  Department  sucn 

•detailed  statements  of  expenditure  under  this  scheme  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time.  . , . { 

13.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  tfie 
Department  shall  be  final. 


Scheme  No.  8. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 

PRIZES  FOR  FLAX  ON  FOOT. 


1914. 


1.  County  Committees  of  Agriculture  in  flax  growing  counties  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  and  to  the  conditions  of  this 
scheme,  offer  prizes  as  under  for  flax  on  foot : — 

(cs.)  For  growers  the  valuation  of  whose  holding  does  not  exceed  £10, 
and  who  grow  at  least  hah  a statute  acre  of  flax  or  sow  at  least  £ bag  of  seed. 
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(&.)  For  growers  the  valuation  of  whose  holding  exceeds  £10  but  does  not 
exceed  £25,  and  who  grow  at  least  one  statute  acre  of  flax  or  sow  at  least 
£ bag  of  seed. 

(c.)  For  growers  the  valuation  of  whose  holding  exceeds  £25  but  does 
not  exceed  £50,  and  who  grow  at  least  two  statute  acres  of  flax  or  sow  at 
least  1 bag  of  seed. 

( d .)  For  growers  the  valuation  of  whose  holding  exceeds  £50,  and  who 
grow  at  least  three  statute  acres  of  flax  or  sow  at  least  l£  bags  of  seed. 

N.B. — The  limits  of  valuation  in  the  foregoing  classes  are  not  prescribed  ; 
they  are  merely  inserted  as  an  indication  to  County  Committees  to  encourage 
the  small  grower. 

2.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
any  portion  of  this  scheme  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  Committee’s  proposals  has  been  obtained  in  writing.  The 
scheme,  when  sanctioned  by  the  Department,  must  be  considered  as  final 
for  the  year. 

3.  Competition  shall  be  confined  to  bona  fide  flax  growers  as  defined  by 
the  County  Committee. 

4.  The  County  Committee  shall,  by  means  of  advertisements  in  the 
local  papers  and  by  posters,  invite  applications  on  special  forms  from 
persons  in  the  county  desirous  of  competing  for  the  prizes  offered  under  this 
scheme.  Copies  of  these  posters  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  this  scheme  the  county  may  be  divided  into  dis- 
tricts, in  each  of  which  separate  competitions  may  be  held,  provided  that 
a competitor  in  one  district  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  a prize  in 
another  district  of  the  county  during  the  same  season. 

6.  The  County  Committee  may  require  an  entry  fee  from  each  competitor. 

7.  Particulars  as  to  the  number  of  districts  into  which  it  is  proposed  to 
divide  the  county,  the  limits  of  valuation  or  acreage  for  each  class,  the 
number  and  value  of  prizes  for  each  class,  and  the  amount  of  the  entry 
fee,  if  any,  to  be  charged,  shall -be  submitted  not  later  than  31st  March  on 
the  prescribed  form  for  approval  by  the  Department. 

8.  Entries  must  be  made  on  special  forms  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  County  Committee.  Each  competitor  must  forward  one 
of  these  forms,  accurately  filled  up  in  every  detail,  so  as  to  roach  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  County  Committee  on  or  before  a da'.e  to  be  fixed  by  the 
County  Committee,  but  in  no  case  later  than  the  20th  May,  1913. 

No  crop  will  be  inspected  in  respect  of  which  the  owner  fails  to  fill  in 
an  entry  form. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  examine  these  entry 
forms,  and  to  satisfy  themselves,  as  far  as  practicable,  as  to  the  eligibility 
of  each  entrant  before  the  list  of  competitors  is  supplied  to  the  judge. 

9.  The  County  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department, 
appoint  a competent  judge  or  judges  for  the  purpose  of  this  scheme.  A 
resident  in  the  county  may  be  appointed  as  judge,  but  he  shall  notact  in  the 
district,  as  defined  in  the  county  scheme,  in  which  his  residence  is  situated. 

10.  The  inspection  of  flax  crops  entered  for  competition  under  this 
scheme  will  be  made  in  the  months  of  June,  July  or  August. 

11.  The  following  points  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  judge 
in  making  his  awards  : — 

(a.)  Freedom  of  crop  from  weeds  ; 

(b.)  Uniformity  of  crop  ; 

(c.)  Length  and  quality  of  crop. 

12.  In  cases  of  insufficient  competition,  want  of  merit,  or  in  which  the 
conditions  of  this  scheme  have  not  been  strictly  adhered  to,  the  prizes  may 
be  withheld  in  whole  or  in  part. 

If  it  be  discovered  that  any  fraud,  deception,  or  dishonest  practice 
has  been  committed,  either  in  connection  with  ownership  of  the  flax,  or  in 
any  representation  which  may  have  affected,  or  have  been  intended  to 
affect,  the  decision  of  the  judge  or  judges,  the  offending  person  shall  be 
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disqualified,  and  shall  be  debarred  from  obtaining  any  future  benefits 
under  the  Department’s  schemes.  He  shall  also  forfeit  any  claim  in  respect 
of  prizes  awarded  under  this  scheme.  The  Department  reserve  the  right 
to  publish  the  names  of  such  persons  if  deemed  expedient. 

13.  The  judges  report  shall  deal  with  such  matters  in  connection  with 
the  competition  as  the  County  Committee  and  the  Department  may  decide . 

14.  The  Committee  shall  submit  the  judge’s  report  with  list  of  awards, 
within  a week  of  their  receipt,  for  consideration  by  the  Department,  who, 
as  soon  as  they  are  satisfied  as  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  this 
scheme,  will  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  that  the  prizes 
or  reduced  prizes  may  be  paid.  The  awards  will  not  be  final  until  the 
sanction  of  the  Department  has  been  conveyed  in  writing  to  the  Secretary. 

15.  The  County  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the  Department  such  de- 
tailed statements  of  expenditure  under  this  scheme  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time. 

16.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  the 
Department  shall  be  final. 

Note. — If  an  association  of  fanners  decide  to  employ  a flax  expert  the 
Department , on  conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  them , will  be  prepared  to 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  employin'}  such  an  expert,  provided  a person 
approved  by  the  Department  is  available. 


Scheme  No.  9. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


INSTRUCTION  IN  AGRICULTURE,  1913-14. 


1.  The  Department  are  prepared  to  approve  the  appointment  of  at  least 
one  Instructor  in  Agriculture  for  each  county  in  Ireland,  provided  the 
County  Committee  can  secure  the  services  of  a person  or  persons  qualified 
for  the  position.  In  the  case  of  new  appointments  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  for  an  Instructorship  in  the  county  of  which  he  is  a native,  or  in 
which  he  resides  permanently. 

The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  County  Committees  in 
obtaining  instructors  by  supplying  the  names  of  qualified  persons. 

2.  The  initial  salary  of  an  Instructor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  £150  per 
annum  (inclusive  of  maintenance  and  hotel  expenses),  in  addition  to 
expenses  of  locomotion,  which  include  second  or  third  class  railway  fare 
as  decided  by  the  County  Committee,  car  hire  when  necessary,  or  a 
bicycle  allowance  not  exceeding  2d.  (or  in  the  case  of  a motor  cycle,  3d.) 
per  mile. 

An  increment  of  salary  not  exceeding  £10  in  any  one  year  may  be  granted 
to  an  Instructor  on  re-appointment,  provided  that  his  work  during  the  pre- 
ceding year  has  been  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department,  and 
that  his  salary  shall  not  be  increased  thereby  to  more  than  £250  per  annum. 

3-  The  employment  of  an  Instructor  under  this  scheme  shall  not  con- 
tinue beyond  the  30th  September,  1914,  and  shall  be  terminable  at  any 
time  previous  to  that  date  by  the  giving  of  three  months’  notice  in  writing 
on  either  side. 

4.  (1.)  It  will  be  the  duty  of  an  Instructor,  who  should  take  every 
opportunity  of  discussing  with  farmers  matters  affecting  their  industry, 
to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  work  and  to  do  all  in  his  powrer  to  further  the 
interests  of  agriculture  in  the  county,  and  in  pursuance  thereof — 

(a)  to  conduct  such  field  and  live  stock  experiments  and  demonstra- 
tions as  may  be  approved  by  the  Department,  including  the  selection 
of  suitable  land,  the  supervision  of  the  sowing  of  the  seeds  and  manures. 
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and  of  the  keeping  of  the  plots  free  from  weeds,  the  weighing  of  the 
produce,  the  tabulation  of  the  figures,  and  the  preparation  of  reports 
on  the  results  ; 

(6)  to  deliver  lectures  on  agricultural  subjects,  such  as  soils,  manures, 
seeds,  pastures,  crops  and  their  cultivation,  the  breeding,  feeding 
and  management  of  live  stock,  especially  of  dairy  cattle  and  the 
keeping  of  milk  records  ; 

(c)  to  visit  farms  ; 

( d ) to  reply  to  enquiries  from  farmers  ; 

(e)  to  make  known  as  widely  as  possible  the  facilities  provided  by 
the  Department  for  the  training  of  young  men  who  intend  to  become 
farmers  and,  especially,  to  endeavour  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
farmers’  sons  at  Winter  Agricultural  Classes  ; 

(/)  to  advise  farmers  _ (i.)  how  they  can  take  advantage  of  the 
Department  s Seed  Testing  Station,  (ii.)  as  to  the  registration  of  cows 
and  the  formation  of  Cow  Testing  Associations  under  the  Depart- 
ment’s Scheme  for  the  Improvement  of  Dairy  Cattle,  (iii.)  as  to  the 
planting  of  forest  trees  for  shelter  and  ornament,  (iv.)  how  they  can 
best  avail  themselves  of  all  approved  county  schemes,  and  (v.)  how 
they  may  take  advantage  of  agricultural  co-operation  ; 

[g)  to  act  as  official  sampler  under  the  Fertilisers  * and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Act,  to  make  known  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  of  the  Destructive 
Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  and  of  the  Weeds  and  Agricultural  Seeds 
(Ireland)  Act ; 

(&)  to  report,  if  required  by  the  Department,  on  applications  for 
the  consent  of  the  Department  under  Section  32  of  the  Irish  Land 
Act,  1909,  to  the  felling  of  trees  on  holdings  affected  by  that  Act ; and 

(*)  to  famish  to  the  County  Committee  and  to  the  Department 
as  may  be  required,  reports  on  the  progress  of  his  work  and  on  matters 
relating  to  the  agricultural  industry  of  the  county. 

(2.)  An  Instructor  may  also  be  required  (a)  to  assist  in  the  teaching  of 
winter  agricultural  classes,  (6)  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
scheme  for  the  registration  of  dairy  cattle,  by  the  weighing  and  testing  of 
milk,  etc.,  and  (c)  to  act  as  judge  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of  prizes 
for  cottages  and  small  farms  in  a county  other  than  that  in  which  he  acts 
as  Instructor. 

Note.— -The  employment  of  an  Instructor  to  teach  winter  agricultural 
classes  will  not  relieve  him  of  his  other  duties  under  this  scheme,  and 
accordingly  when  he  is  occupied  in  teaching  for  four  days  in  a week  he 
should  deliver  at  least  one  lecture  in  the  same  week  as  well  as  attend 
as  far  as  practicable  to  the  other  branches  of  work  above  mentioned. 
If  occupied  less  than  four  days  a week  in  teaching  such  classes,  the  number 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations  should  be  correspondingly  increased. 

, 5-  The  Instructor  or  Instructors  shah,  as  far  as  the  monies  allocated 
by  the  County  Committee  will  permit,  make  arrangements  to  have 
experimental  and  demonstration  plots  in  each  district  or  circuit  into 
which  the  county  may  be  divided  under  Clause  6 of  this  Scheme,  and 
during  the  summer  months,  meetings  of  farmers  should  be  held  at  these 
plots  to  discuss  the  objects,  etc.,  of  the  plots.  In  selecting  sites  for  plots 
preference  should  be  given  to  localities  in  which  agricultural  classes  have 
been  held  during  the  preceding  winter. 

During  the  winter  months— viz.,  from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the 
end  of  February— the  County  Committee  should  arrange  for  a series  of 
lectures  by  the  Instructor  or  Instructors  in  the  several  circuits.  At  least 
one  lecture  m each  circuit  should  deal  with  the  results  of  the  experiments 
carried  out  in  the  previous  season. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  a County  Committee  will  find  it 
convenient  to  divide  the  county  into  a number  of  districts  or  circuits, 
m which  an  Instructor  should,  as  far  as  possible,  work  in  turn. 

The  County  Committee  alone  are  responsible  for  the  selection  of  centres 
and  the  arrangement  of  lectures.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that  the 
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Instructor  should  be  consulted  in  the  matter.  The  centres  at  which 
lectures  are  to  be  given  during  the  season  of  1913-14  should,  if  possible, 
be  decided  upon  by  the  County  Committee  not  later  than  15th  October, 

1913.  i , 

When  a County  Committee  have  decided  that  a lecture  should  be  given 
in  any  locality,  they  should  appoint  a small  local  committee,  who  should 
undertake  to  secure  the  necessary  accommodation  for  the  purpose,  to 
arrange  for  the  lighting,  heating,  etc.,  of  the  room  in  which  the  lecture  is 
to  be  delivered,  and  to  have  posters  and  handbills,  which  will  be  supplied 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  effectively  displayed  and  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  locality.  Copies  of  these  posters  and  handbills 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County 
Committee  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  lectures 
to  which  they  refer. 

The  County  Committee  alone  are  responsible  for  seeing  that  an  In- 
structor’s time  is  fully  and  usefully  employed,  and  that  he  pays  due  regard 
to  the  performance  of  the  duties  for  which  he  is  appointed.  With  this  end 
in  view,  the  County  Committee  should  take  such  steps  as  may  seem  to 
them  most  effective  to  make  known  to  farmers  in  the  several  districts 
of  the  county  that  an  Instructor  is  available  to  afford  advice  on  all  matters 
affecting  their  interests. 

The  County  Committee  shall  obtain  the  Departments  approval  in 
writing  for  all  payments  in  respect  of  materials  for  experiments  and  demon- 
strations, and  articles  of  equipment  required  by  an  Instructor,  and  shall 
keep  a separate  account  of  all  expenditure  under  this  scheme.  Detailed 
statements  of  such  expenditure  as  may  from  time  to  time _ be  required 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Department  by  the  County  Committee. 

7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  to  furnish 
such  returns  in  connection  with  this  scheme  as  the  Department  may  require ; 
and  to  keep  an  inventory,  and  be  responsible  for  the  custody,  of  all 
equipment  provided  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme. 

8.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
this  scheme,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the 
Department  has  been  obtained  in  writing. 

9.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  the 
Department  shall  be  final. 


Scheme  No-  10. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


WINTER  AGRICULTURAL  CLASSES. 


1913-14. 


1.  The  County  Committee  may  employ  as  teacher  for  agricultural 
classes  ( 1 ) for  not  more  than  four  days  per  week,  an  Itinerant  Instructor 
in  Agriculture,  if  approved  by  the  Department,  or  (2)  an  approved  teacher, 
who  would  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  classes. 

In  the  event  of  an  Itinerant  Instructor  being  employed  as  teacher 
he  shall  devote  the  remaining  days  of  the  week  to  duties  in  connection  with 
the  scheme  of  itinerant  instruction  in  agriculture. 

2.  (1.)  The  aim  of  the  instruction  is  to  impart  such  knowledge  as  is 
capable  of  direct  practical  application  to  farm  work.  The  subjects  taught 
■will  be  as  follows  : — Soils,  tillages,  manures  (natural  and  artificial),  seeds, 
grasses,  weeds,  farm  pests,  treatment  of  pasture,  cropping,  management 
of  live  stock  (including  winter  dairying),  valuation  of  manures  and  feeding 
stuffs,  simple  farm  account  keeping  and  farm  calculations,  mensuration, 
elementary  chain  surveying,  and  elementary  science  explanatory  of  the 
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principles  underlying  ordinary  farm  practice.  As  far  as  possible  the 
lessons  should  be  illustrated  by  practical  demonstrations. 

(2.)  The  County  Committee  may  arrange  for  a few  outdoor  demonstra- 
tions in  the  planting  and  after  treatment  of  fruit  trees  and  the  cultivation 
of  vegetables  to  be  given  to  the  students  by  the  County  Instructor  or 
Instructors  in  Horticulture  at  gardens  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  the  class  centres,  but  no  lectures  on  horticulture  shall  be  given.  The 
holding  of  horticultural  demonstrations  must  not  entail  any  reduction  of 
the  number  of  hours  assigned  for  the  teaching  of  other  subjects. 

3.  (1.)  Centres  for  the  classes  should  be  selected  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  by  the  County  Committee,  or  by  a sub-committee  appointed  by  them 
under  Clause  7 of  this  scheme.  Preference  should  be  given  to  thickly- 
populated  tillage  districts,  and  no  place  should  be  selected  where  it  appears 
likely  that  a regular  attendance  of  at  least  ten  students  cannot  be  secured. 
It  is  desirable  that  the  Itinerant  Instructor  or  Instructors  in  Agriculture 
should  be  consulted  as  to  the  selection  of  centres,  but  they  should  not 
be  required  to  undertake  responsibility  therefor.  Unless  in  exceptional 
circumstances,  centres  at  which  agricultural  classes  have  been  held  in 
recent  years  should  not  be  selected  under  this  scheme. 

(2.)  Each  class  shall  be  held  on  not  more  than  three  or  less  than  two 
days  weekly  during  a period  not  exceeding  twenty  weeks,  commencing  not 
earlier  than  the  20th  October,  1913,  and  ending  not  later  than  the  14th 
March,  1914. 

(3.)  In  fixing  the  days  of  the  week  on  which  the  classes  are  to  be  held 
at  any  centre,  the  County  Committee  should  have  regard  to  the  dates  of 
fairs  and  markets,  as  well  as  to  any  local  circumstance  which  might  interfere 
with  the  attendance  of  students  on  certain  days. 

(4.)  Unless  in  exceptional  circumstances,  classes  at  each  centre  shall 
be  held  on  consecutive  days. 

(5.)  The  classes  shall  be  held  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  the 
hours  of  attendance  shall  be  arranged  to  suit,  as  far  as  possible,  the  con- 
venience of  students  who  travel  by  rail.  Instruction  in  subjects  mentioned 
in  Clause  2 (1)  of  this  scheme  shall  be  given  for  at  least  four  hours  each  day. 

4.  (1.)  The  County  Committee  shall,  by  means  of  advertisements  in  the 
local  newspapers  and  by  posters  and  leaflets,  invite  applications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  classes.  Copies  of  these  posters  and  leaflets  must  be  forwarded 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  the  Department  as  soon  as  issued. 

The  County  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  as  they  think 
necessary  with  regard  to — 

(a.)  the  maximum  age  of  students  to  be  admitted  to  the  classes  : 
and 

(b.)  the  admission  to  classes  of  students  who  have  previously  attended 
similar  classes,  provided  that  admission  to  an  elementary  class  shall 
not  be  approved  in  the  case  of  any  student  who  has  attended  two 
previous  classes. 

(2.)  Applications  for  admission  to  the  classes  must  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  on  forms  provided  by  him  for  the 
purpose. 

(3.)  Admission  to  the  classes  will  be  conditional  on  the  applicants 
satisfying  the  Department  that  their  general  education  is  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  benefit  by  the  instruction  given,  and  on  their  undertaking 
to  attend  regularly  throughout  the  course. 

(4.)  The  classes  shall  be  confined  to  young  men  over  sixteen  years  of  age 
on  1st  October,  1913,  who  are  engaged  in  farm  work  in  the  county. 
Not  more  than  twenty-four  students  shall  be  admitted  at  any  centre. 
If  the  number  of  students  eligible  for  admission  at  a centre  is  less  than 
ten,  the  class  proposed  for  that  centre  shall  not  be  held.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  the  County  Com- 
mittee may,  if  they  think  fit,  ( a ) prescribe,  for  admission,  a minimum  age 
greater  than  sixteen  years,  or  (6)  if  a sufficient  number  of  students  of  six- 
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teen  years  or  over  is  not  available,  admit  applicants  who  are  not  less  than 
fifteen  years  of  age  on  1st  October,  1913. 

(5.)  No  applicant  shall  be  permitted  to  join  a class  after  the  lapse  of 
two  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  class. 

(6.)  No  fee  shall  be  charged  for  the  course.  Students  must  provide,  at 
their  own  expense,  note-books  and  other  stationery  as  directed  by  the 
teacher. 

5.  If  the  attendance  at  a class  falls  below  five  on  three  consecutive 
occasions,  the  class  shall  be  at  once  discontinued. 

6.  Students  who  reside  beyond  a radius  of  three  statute  miles  from  their 
class  centre  will,  at  the  end  of  the  course,  be  allowed  the  cost  of  third-class 
railway  tickets,  or,  if  the  journey  cannot  be  made  by  rail,  one  penny  for 
each  mile  by  which  the  double  journey  by  road  between  their  homes  and 
their  class  centres  exceeds  six  miles,  provided  that  their  attendance  and 
progress  are  regarded  by  the  Department  as  satisfactory.  No  student 
will  be  regarded  as  having  attended  satisfactorily  who  shall  not  have 
been  present  at  five-sixths  of  the  meetings  of  his  class,  unless  his  absence 
shall  have  been  due  to  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that  a County  Committee  adopting  this  scheme 
should  appoint,  from  amongst  their  own  members,  a special  sub-committee 
of  not  more  than  six  members  who  should  be  empowered  to  make,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Department’s  Agricultural  Inspector,  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  organisation  and  holding  of  the  classes.  Particulars 
of  the  arrangements  made  should  be  submitted  immediately  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Form  A 196  for  the  .Department’s  approval. 
In  the  event  of  any  alteration  in  the  time  table  of  a class  being  sub- 
sequently found  desirable,  the  Department’s  approval  for  same  should 
be  applied  for  without  delay.  No  payments,  under  this  scheme,  shall 
be  authorised  except  by  the  County  Committee. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  teacher  of  Agriculture  to  keep  a register 
of  attendance  of  the  students  on  the  form  provided,  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Department. 

9.  The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall — 

(1.)  Submit  on  the  prescribed  form,  for  the  approval  of  the  Department, 
the  details  of  the  scheme  as  proposed  for  the  county ; 

(2.)  Prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  each  class,  satisfy 
himself  that  proper  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  heating, 
lighting  and  furnishing  of  the  class  room  ; 

(3.)  At  the  earliest  possible  date  after  the  opening  of  the  classes,  furnish 
to  the  Department,  on  the  prescribed  form,  a return  of  the  students  in 
attendance,  showing  for  each  student  the  mode  of  travelling  to  the  class 
and  the  daily  mileage  ; 

(4.)  Obtain  the  Department’s  approval,  in  writing,  for  all  payments  in 
connection  with  this  scheme,  and  keep  a separate  account  of  all  such 
payments  ; 

(5.)  Keep  an  inventory,  and  be  responsible  for  the  custody,  of  all  equip- 
ment provided  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  ; 

(6.)  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  course,  take  charge  of  the  equip- 
ment provided  for  the  classes,  and  furnish  a list  of  the  same  to  the  Depart- 
ment ; 

(7.)  Submit  to  the  Department  a return  of  the  attendance  of  the 
students  and  of  the  travelling  allowances  payable  to  them  under  this 
scheme. 

10.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  the 
Department  shall  be  final. 

Note. — (1.)  If  these  classes  are  entered  under  the  Department’s  revised 
scheme  for  the  administration  of  grants  to  schools  other  than  day  secondary 
schools,  the  regulations  of  that  scheme  must  be  strictly  observed. 

(2.)  Students  of  winter  agricultural  classes  whose  attendance  and  progress 
thereat  have  been  satisfactory,  receive  special  preference  in  connection 
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with  the  award  of  agricultural  apprenticeships  at  the  Department’s  Agri- 
cultural Stations.  Such  students  are  exempt  from  the  ordinary  entrance 
examination  prescribed  for  other  applicants  for  these  apprenticeships.  If, 
however,  scholarships  tenable  at  an  Agricultural  Station,  or  other 
approved  agricultural  school,  are  offered  by  the  County  Committee  to 
students  of  the  Winter  Agricultural  Classes,  such  scholarships  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  results  of  a competitive  examination  conducted  by  the 
Department.

SYLLABUS  OF  THE  COURSE. 


/Soils. — Brief  sketch  of  origin  and  formation.  Conditions  influencing 
fertility.  Soil  improvement  by  draining,  liming,  etc. 

Plant  Life. — Study  of  a plant,  and  the  functions  of  roots,  stem  and 
leaves.  Elements  of  plant  food  and  their  relative  importance  from  an 
agricultural  point  of  view.  Conditions  affecting  the  development  of 
plants.

Crops  and  Cropping. — Rotations.  Cultivation.  Seeding,  Manuring  and 
Harvesting  of  the  principal  farm  crops.  Forage  and  catch  crops.  Study 
of  the  commoner  insect  pests  and  fungoid  diseases  of  crops. 

Crosses  and  Clovers. — Characteristics,  duration  and  adaptability  for 
various  purposes  in  farm  practice.  Identification  of  the  different  species 
and  varieties. 

Seeds. — Identification  of  farm  seeds  and  the  commoner  impurities  and 
adulterants.  Germination  and  purity  tests,  how  performed  ; the  inferences 
to  be  drawn  therefrom.  Change  of  seed.  Grass  seed  mixtures.  Weeds 
and  Agricultural  Seeds  (Ireland)  Act. 

Live  Stock. — Care  and  management  of  various  classes  of  farm  stock,  with 
special  reference  to  breeding,  feeding  and  housing. 

Feeding  Stuffs. — Constituents  of  foods  ; their  respective  functions  and 
value  in  animal  nutrition.  Valuation,  description,  properties  and  uses 
of  home-grown  and  purchased  feeding  stuffs.  Impurities  and  adulterants. 
Rations  for  various  classes  of  farm  stock.  Methods  of  using  foods.  Fer- 
tilisers and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act. 

Dairying. — Composition  of  milk  ; conditions  influencing  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  milk  yield.  Care  and  treatment  of  milk  for  new 
milk  trade  or  buttermaking.  Cream  ripening.  Milk  records.  Improve- 
ment of  the  milking  qualities  of  herds.  Summer  and  Winter  Dairying. 

Mensuration  and  Land  Surveying. — Rules  for  estimating  the  areas  of 
the  principal  geometrical  figures  met  with  in  chain  surveying  and  farm 
calculations.  Field  book  ; method  of  entering  measurements  ; calculation 
and  computation  of  areas.  Practical  work  with  the  chain  in  the  field. 
Plotting  from  the  field  book  to  given  scale.  Location  of  drains,  etc.,  on 
the  plans  for  future  reference. 

Farm  Account  Keeping. — 'Method  of  keeping  a diary,  cash  book,  and  a 
record  of  credit  transactions.  Farm  valuations  and  stocktaking.  Balance 
sheets,  their  interpretation.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of  various  farm  opera* 
tions,  etc.

INSTRUCTION  IN  POULTRY  KEEPING. 


1913-14. 


1.  The  Department  are  prepared  to  approve  the  appointment  of  at  least 
one  instructor  in  Poultry-Keeping  for  each  county  in  Ireland,  provided  the 
County  Committee  can  secure  the  services  of  a person  or  persons  qualified 
for  the  position.  In  the  case  of  new  appointments  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  for  the  position  of  Instructor  in  the  county  of  which  he  or  she 
is  a native  or  in  which  he  or  she  resides  permanently. 

The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  County  Committees 
in  obtaining  Instructors  by  supplying  the  names  of  qualified  persons. 

2.  The  initial  salary  of  an  Instructor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  £100  per 
annum  (inclusive  of  maintenance  and  hotel  expenses)  in  addition  to 
expenses  of  locomotion,  which  include  second  or  third  class  railway  fare 
as  decided  by  the  County  Committee,  car  hire  when  necessary  or  a bicycle 
allowance  not  exceeding  2 d.  (or  in  the  case  of  a motor  cycle  3d.)  per  mile. 

An  increment  of  salary  not  exceeding  £5  in  any  one  year  may  be 
granted  to  an  Instructor  on  re-appointment,  provided  that  his  or  her 
work  during  the  preceding  year  has  been  performed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Department  and  that  his  or  her  salary  shall  not  thereby  be  increased 
beyond  £140  per  annum. 

3.  The  employment  of  the  Instructor  under  this  scheme  shall  not  . con- 
tinue beyond  the  30th  September,  1914,  and  shall  be  terminable  at  any 
time  previous  to  that  date  by  the  giving  of  four  weeks’  notice  in  writing 
on  either  side. 

The  appointment  of  a female  Instructor  will  terminate  as  a matter 
of  course  on  her  marriage. 

4.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Instructor  to  give  his  or  her  whole  time 
towards  promoting  improvement  in  poultry -keeping  in  the  county,  and  in 
pursuance  thereof  to  deliver  courses  of  lectures  on  poultry-keeping  ; to 
conduct  classes  and  give  practical  instruction  and  demonstrations  on  the 
feeding,  housing,  and  general  management  of  poultry  ; on  the  preparation 
of  poultry  for  market,  and  on  the  treatment  of  common  diseases  such  as 
gapes,  etc. ; to  visit  farms  and  poultry  runs,  and  give  such  advice  and 
practical  instruction  as  may  be  considered  necessary ; to  inquire  into 
and  report  upon  outbreaks  of  disease  ; to  inspect  the  egg  distribution 
and  turkey  stations  referred  to  in  Clauses  10,  13,  and  14  ; to  assist  selected 
applicants  to  procure  suitable  stockbirds ; and  to  report  to  the  Department 
and  to  the  County  Committee  regarding  the  progress  of  his  or  her  work 
either  weekly  or  otherwise  as  may  be  required. 

5.  For  courses  of  lectures  the  county  should  be  divided  into,  circuits, 
each  comprising  not  less  than  five  centres.  The  Instructor,  except  in  special 
cases,  should  work  for  at  least  four  weeks  in  each  circuit,  and  deliver  one 
lecture  per  week  at  each  centre  during  that  time.  The  Instructor  should 
visit,  either  on  the  day  of  the  lecture  or  on  the  following  day,  farms  and 
poultry  runs  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  give  such  information  on  poultry - 
keeping  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  suggest. 

In  no  case  should  lectures  be  given  after  the  31st  May. 

6.  Instead  of  delivering  lectures  the  Instructor  may  conduct  practical 
classes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Scheme  12. 

7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  centres  at  which 
the  lectures  and  classes  will  be  held,  and  to  appoint  at  each  centre,  a 
small  local  committee,  who  should  undertake  to  secure  the  necessary 
accommodation  for  the  purpose  and  to  arrange  for  the  lighting,  heating, 
etc.,  of  the  room  in  which  the  lecture  or  class  is  to  be  held.  Prior  to  the-

date  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  any  lecture  or  class  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Committee  shall  satisfy  himself  that  proper  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  heating,  lighting  and  furnishing  of  the  room. 
In  selecting  centres  the  County  Committee  should  have  particular  regard 
to  districts  in  which  lectures  or  classes  may  not  have  been  held  in  previous 
years. 

The  County  Committee  alone  are  responsible  for  the  selection  of  centres 
and  the  arrangement  of  lectures  and  classes.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that- 
the  Instructor  should  be  consulted  in  the  matter. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  undertake  the  re- 
sponsibility of  seeing  that  the  Instructor’s  time  is  fully  and  usefully  em- 
ployed. 

The  County  Committee  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  expenditure 
under  this  scheme,  and  shall  furnish  such  detailed  statements  of  that 
expenditure  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Department. 

The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall  keep  an  inventory,  and 
be  responsible  for  the  custody  of  all  equipment  provided. 

8.  Lectures  and  classes  should  be  arranged,  wherever  possible,  to  be 
given  in  schoolrooms  or  other  suitable  rooms,  and  should  be  held  in  rural 
centres  only.  Towns  and  the  larger  villages  should  be  avoided,  as  experience 
has  shown  that  the  greatest  success  attends  those  meetings  which  are  held 
in  the  rural  parts  of  a county,  especially  in  districts  where  the  greatest 
number  of  those  interested  in  poultry-keeping  is  to  be  found.  The  local 
committee  at  each  centre  should  be  responsible  for  appointing  a repre- 
sentative chairman  for  each  lecture,  and  should  undertake  to  have  posters 
and  handbills,  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County 
Committee,  effectively  displayed  and  distributed  throughout  the  circuit. 
Copies  of  these  posters  and  handbills  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  each  course  of  instruction.  Each  lecture  should 
be  followed  by  a discussion,  during  which  persons  interested  in  poultry- 
keeping will  be  invited  to  ask  questions  relative  to  the  subject.  Where 
a course  of  lectures  has  already  been  given  a new  syllabus  should  be 
presented. 

9.  The  Instructor  will  be  required,  after  the  stations  have  been  reported 
by  her  to  be  fully  stocked,  to  make,  before  the  31st  May,  at  least  two  in- 
spections of  all  stations  in  the  county.  Inspections  in  the  case  of  turkey 
stations  must  be  made  between  1st  February  and  15th  April.  The 
Instructor  shall  submit  at  the  end  of  each  week  to  the  County  Committee 
and  to  the  Department  on  the  prescribed  form  a report  on  all  stations 
inspected  during  that  week. 

Distribution  of  Sittings  of  Eggs  of  Pure  Breeds. 

Hen  and  Duck  Stations. 

10.  In  counties  in  which  instruction  in  poultry-keeping  is  providedj  a 
limited  number  of  premiums  of  £5  each  may  be  offered  to  persons  selected 
by  the  County  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Department.  The  Com- 
mittee in  making  such  selection  shall  have  regard  to  the  needs  of  the 
various  districts  in  the  county,  provided  that  when  considering  the  appli- 
cation of  a person  who  had  not  held  a station  in  1913  care  is  taken  that 
the  new  station  shall  not  be  established  within  three  statute  miles  of  an 
approved  station  in  the  county. 

Applicants  will  be  required  to  undertake  to  comply  with  the  following 
conditions  : — 

(1.)  To  keep  only  one  pure  breed  of  hens,  or  one  pure  breed  of  hens 
and  one  pure  breed  of  ducks,  for  station  purposes. 

(2.)  To  dispose  of  any  existing  fowl  on  the  premises  of  which  the 
Instructor  or  the  Department  may  disapprove,  and  not  to  bring 
on  the  premises,  during  the  period  for  the  distribution  of  eggs,  fowl 
of  any  description  without  the  sanction  of  the  Instructor  and  of  the 
Department. 
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(3.)  To  dispose  of  the  male  birds  in  use  at  the  station  during  1912-13, 
and  to  replace  these  with  others  unrelated  to  the  stock  at  the  station. 

(4.)  When  a premium  is  claimed  for  hens  alone,  to  keep  not  less  than 
thirty  or  more  than  sixty  birds,  approved  by  the  Instructor  and  the 
Department,  of  the  selected  breed.  If  the  premium  is  claimed  in  respect 
of  hens  and  ducks,  not  less  than  five  ducks  and  twenty-five  hens  must 
be  kept,  or  ten  ducks  and  twenty  hens,  but  the  total  number  of  birds 
to  be  kept  at  any  one  station  shall  not  exceed  sixty.  At  least  one  cock 
or  cockerel  must  be  kept  for  every  ten  hens  or  pullets,  and  one  drake 
for  every  five  or  six  ducks. 

(5.)  To  replace  each  year  at  least  one-third  of  the  hens  with  early- 
hatched  pullets,  and  one-third  of  the  ducks  with  ducklings. 

(6.)  To  provide  proper  housing  and  day  shelter  where  such  do  not 
already  exist.  In  the  case  of  enclosed  runs  for  hens  the  size  should 
be  at  least  twenty  square  yards  per  bird. 

(7.)  To  feed  and  care  the  birds  in  such  a manner  as  the  Instructor 
and  the  Department  may  require,  and  not  to  dispose  of  the  birds 
until  after  the  31st  May. 

(8.)  To  supply,  during  the  season  specified  in  par.  (10.)  below, 
to  residents  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county  at  least  80  sittings  of 
eggs  from  the  station  birds  (twelve  eggs  to  count  as  a sitting),  at  a 
price  not  exceeding  Is.  per  sitting  (the  cost  of  package  and,  where 
necessary,  carriage  being  borne  by  the  purchaser),  and  to  replace 
infertile  eggs  that  are  returned  within  one  month  from  the  date  on 
which  they  were  sent  out.  In  special  cases  the  Department  may 
sanction  a higher  price  than  Is.  per  sitting,  provided  the  County 
Committee  show  satisfactory  reasons  for  increasing  the  price. 

When  the  demand  from  residents  in  the  county  for  sittings  exceeds  the 
supply,  each  applicant  should  be  restricted  to  one  sitting,  but  if  less  than  80 
sittings  are  distributed  the  premium  will  be  reduced  in  proportion. 

Holders  of  stations  may  set  eggs  for  their  own  use,  but  such  sittings 
will  not  count  towards  premium. 

No  maximum  number  of  sittings  to  be  distributed  is  prescribed,  but 
holders  of  stations  must  continue  selling  sittings  at  the  fixed  price  until 
3lst  May. 

(9.)  To  stamp  all  eggs  given  out  with  a stamp  provided  for  the 
purpose  by  the  County  Committee. 

(10.)  To  enter  daily  during  the  season  in  a special  book  provided 
by  the  County  Committee  a record  of  all  eggs  laid  and  distributed. 
This  book  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee 
or  to  the  Department  when  asked  for,  and  in  any  case  must  be  re- 
turned together  with  the  egg  stamp  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County 
Committee  at  the  end  of  the  distributing  season,  which  will  com- 
mence on  the  1st  December,  1913,  and  terminate  on  the  31st  May, 
1914.  (See  Clause  19.) 

(11.)  To  permit  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  to  inspect  the 
birds  at  any  time. 

[Note. — In  exceptional  circmnstances  the  Department  may  allow 
other  pure  breeds  to  be  kept  on  the  same  premises  provided  all  such 
birds  are  up  to  station  standard,  and  all  station  requirements  are 
complied  with  as  to  housing,  penning,  feeding,  and  mating.  A limited 
number  of  cross-bred  hens  may  also  be  allowed,  provided  no  male  birds 
are  allowed  to  run  with  such  cross-bred  hens.  Permission,  however, 
will  be  given  only  where  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  are  satisfied 
as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  arrangements  made  by  the  station  holder 
to  keep  all  such  stock  thoroughly  isolated  from  the  station  birds.  In 
no  case  will  a first  cross  or  other  cross-bred  breeding  flock  be  allowed.] 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules  may  entail  a reduction  in  or 
the  cancellation  of  the  premium. 

1 1 . The  following  breeds  of  hens  and  ducks  will  alone  be  recognised  : — 
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Hens. 

Laying  Breeds. 

Black  Minorcas.  White  Leghorns.  Brown  Leghorns. 

General  Purpose  Breeds. 

Plymouth  Rocks  (Barred  variety  recommended).  Orpingtons  (Buff  and 

White  recommended).  White  Wyandottes.  Salmon  Faverolles. 

Sussex.  Rhode  Island  Reds. 

Ducks. 

Indian  Runner.  Aylesbury.  Pekin.  Rouen. 

12.  A County  Committee  may,  if  they  so  decide,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Department  and  subject  to  signing  an  undertaking  on  Form  A.  171 
make  a grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  actual  cost,  but  in  no  case  exceeding 
£2,  to  a selected  person  who  provides  for  the  purpose  of  this  scheme  a suit- 
able portable  wooden  fowl-house,  and  a similar  grant  not  exceeding  £1 
for  a suitable  day  shelter,  approved  by  the  Department.  No  grant  in 
respect  of  a poultry  house  may  be  made  to  any  station  holder  who  has 
received  a grant  for  this  purpose  in  a previous  year,  nor  may  any  grant  be 
made  in  respect  of  improvements  in  an  existing  house,  and  if  a new  house  is 
provided  it  must  be  portable. 

Goose  Stations. 

13.  A limited  number  of  premiums  of  £2  each  may  also  be  offered  to 
persons  selected  by  the  County  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment, who  will  undertake  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1.)  To  keep  on  the  premises  at  least  one  pen  of  birds,  approved 
by  the  Instructor  and  the  Department.  A pen  shall  consist  of  one 
gander  and  three  geese  of  the  Embden  breed. 

(2.)  To  retain  no  gander  for  more  than  six  years  at  any  one  station. 
A gander  which  has  been  for  six  years  at  one  station  must  be  replaced 
by  a bird  unrelated  to  the  stock  at  the  station. 

(3.)  To  supply,  during  the  season  specified  in  paragraph  (7)  below, 
to  residents  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  county  at  least  12  sittings  of 
eggs  from  the  station  birds  (three  eggs  to  count  as  a sitting),  at  a 
price  not  exceeding  Is.  Qd.  per  sitting  (the  cost  of  package  and,  where 
necessary,  carriage  being  borne  by  the  purchaser). 

When  the  demand  from  residents  in  the  county  for  sittings  exceeds 
the  supply  each  applicant  should  be  restricted  to  one  sitting,  but  if 
less  than  12  sittings  are  distributed  the  premium  will  be  reduced 
in  proportion.  _ . 

No  maximum  number  of  sittings  to  be  distributed  is  prescribed, 
but  holders  of  stations  must  continue  selling  sittings  at  the  fixed 
price  until  31st  May. 

(4.)  To  provide  and  maintain  on  the  station  premises  an  adequate 
supply  of  water  for  the  birds. 

(5.)  To  provide  proper  housing  where  necessary.  The  birds  should 
have  access  to  suitable  shelter  at  all  times,  and  should  be  hand- 
fed,  when  a sufficient  amount  of  natural  food  is  not  obtainable,  in 
such  a way  as  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  may  require. 

(6.)  To  stamp  all  eggs  given  out  with  a stamp  provided  for  the 
purpose  by  the  County  Committee. 

(7.)  To  enter  daily  during  the  season  in  a special  book  provided 
by  the  County  Committee  a record  of  all  eggs  laid  and  distributed. 
This  book  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  or 
to  the  Department  when  asked  for,  and  in  any  case  must  be  returned 
together  with  the  egg  stamp  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Com- 
mittee at  the  end  of  the  distributing  season,  which  will  commence 
on  1st  January  and  terminate  on  31st  May,  1914. 
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(8.)  To  permit  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  to  inspect  the 
birds  at  any  time. 

[Note. — Where  a second  pen  of  geese  is  kept  with  the  approval 
of  the  Department  the  birds  must  be  of  the  Embden  breed  and  up 
to  premium  standard.  Further,  the  pens  must  be  effectively  isolated 
from  each  other,  and  all  station  requirements  with  regard  to  mating, 
housing,  feeding  and  management  complied  with.  Only  one  premium, 
however,  will  be  allowed.] 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules  may  entail  a reduction  in  or  the 
cancellation  of  the  premium. 

Turkey  Stations. 

14.  A limited  number  of  premiums  of  £2  each  may  also  be  offered  to 
persons  selected  by  the  County  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment who  will  undertake  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1.)  To  keep  one  pure  bred  American  Bronze  stock  turkey  cock, 
approved  by  the  Instructor  and  the  Department,  for  the  service  of 
turkey  hens,  the  property  of  residents  in  the  rural  districts  of  the 
county.  The  approved  turkey  cock  shall  serve,  at  a fee  of  6 d.  per 
service,  twenty  hens  other  than  those  belonging  to  the  owner  of  the 
turkey  cock.  If  a smaller  number  is  served,  the  premium  will  be 
proportionately  reduced.  After  twenty  hens  have  been  served  the 
owner  may  refuse  to  allow  the  bird  to  serve  more  or  may  charge  a 
higher  fee.  The  stock  birds  must  not  be  less  than  the  following 
weights  on  1st  January,  1914,  viz.  : — Cockerels,  22  lbs.  ; adult  birds 
28  lbs.  Birds  more  than  three  years  old  are  not  eligible  for 
premiums. 

[A  station -holder  under  the  1912-13  scheme  will  not  be  eligible  to  hold 
a premium  with  the  same  bird  under  this  scheme.] 

(2.)  To  provide  such  housing  accommodation  and  to  feed  and  care 
the  bird  in  such  a manner  as  the  Instructor  and  the  Department 
may  require. 

(3.)  To  enter  daily  during  the  season  in  a special  book,  provided 
by  the  County  Committee,  a record  of  all  hens  served.  This  book  must 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  or  to  the  Depart- 
ment when  required,  and  in  any  case  must  be  returned  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  County  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  service  season,  which 
will  terminate  on  31st  May,  1914. 

(4.)  To  permit  the  Instructor  and  the  Department  to  inspect  the 
birds  at  any  time. 

[Note. — In  exceptional  cases  the  Department  may  approve  of  a 
second  turkey  cock  of  the  American  Bronze  breed  being  kept,  pro- 
vided it  is  up  to  premium  standard,  and  that  all  other  station  require- 
ments are  complied  with.  Only  one  premium  however  will  be 
allowed.] 

Any  infringement  of  the  above  rules  may  entail  a reduction  in  or 
the  cancellation  of  the  premium. 

15.  Subject  to  signing  an  undertaking  on  Form  A.  171  a grant  of  50  per 
cent,  of  the  actual  cost,  but  in  no  case  exceeding  £1,  may  be  made  to  a 
selected  person  who  provides  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  a house  and 
enclosed  run  of  a pattern  approved  by  the  Instructor  and  by  the  Depart- 
ment. 


General. 

16.  An  applicant  will  be  eligible  for  one  premium  only  in  respect  of 
each  of  the  following  : — (a)  hens  or  hens  and  ducks,  (6)  geese,  and 
(c)  turkeys,  but  the  same  person  may  hold  premiums  for  (a),  ( b ) and  (c). 
As  a rule  a premium  will  not  be  given  for  ducks  alone  save  in  certain 
localities  specially  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the  Department.  In 
such  cases  ducks  of  the  Aylesbury  breed  only  will  be  recognised. 
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17.  (1.)  As  soon  as  the  Instructor  has  been  appointed  and  the  number 

of  premiums  proposed  to  be  awarded  has  been  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment, the  County  Committee  shall  invite  applications  from  persons  in  the 
county  who  already  possess,  or  are  willing  to  purchase,  pens  of  the  approved 
pure  breed  of  hens*  hens  and  ducks,  or  geese,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  to  keep 
one  pure-bred  turkey  cock,  and  who  are  prepared  to  comply  with  the  above 
conditions.  When  these  applications  have  been  received  the  Instructor 
shall,  without  delay,  inspect  and  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  to 
the  number  of  suitable  applicants.  The  names  of  the  applicants  selected 
by  the  County  Committee,  with  full  particulars  as  to  the  breeds,  number 
of  birds,  and  housing  shall  then  be  submitted,  on  the  prescribed  form,  for 
the  approval  of  the  Department,  who  may  thereupon  further  inspect  the 
selected  farms,  and  submit  a list  of  those  of  which  they  approve  to  the 
County  Committee  for  their  final  selection.  _ 

(2.)  The  County  Committee  may  make  such  regulations  as  they  think 
fit  with  regard  to  requiring  applicants  for  premiums  to  deposit  with  each 
application  a sum  not  exceeding  10s. — such  deposit  shall  be  refunded  if  the 
applicant  is  not  selected  by  the  Committee,  or  being  selected  complies  with 
all  the  conditions  of  the  county  scheme,  or  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  County 
Committee  in  the  event  of  the  applicant  when  selected  failing  to  comply 
with  all  the  conditions  of  the  county  scheme.  . 

1 8.  The  Department  will  not  consider  applications  from  a county  m respect 
of  premiums  under  this  scheme  later  than  1st  November,  1913. 

County  Committees  who  intend  to  adopt  this  scheme  should  have  all 
arrangements  completed  prior  to  the  1st  December,  1913- 

19.  (1.)  Not  later  than  7th  June,  1914,  the  selected  applicants  for  prem- 
iums must  forward  to  the  Secretary,  of  the  County  Committee  the  record 
books  and  egg  stamps  referred  to  in  Clauses  10  (10),  13  (7),  and  14  (o), 
accompanied  by  a certificate  that  the  entries  in  these  books  are  correct, 
and  that  all  the  conditions  of  this  scheme  have  been  comphed  with. 

(2.)  As  soon  as  the  Department  are  satisfied  as  to  the  fulfilment  ol . the 
conditions  of  this  scheme,  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  will  be 
notified  that  payment  may  be  made  by  the  Committee  of  the  premiums 
or  portions  thereof  payable  under  this  scheme. 

(3.)  Any  premium  not  applied  for  by  the  7th  June,  1914,  will  be  con- 
sidered as  having  lapsed.  . j ...  . 

20.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 

this  scheme,  or  any  part  thereof,  into,  operation,  until  the  sanction  ol  the 
Department  has  been  obtained  in  writing.  . . . ,, 

21.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  the 
Department  shall  be  final.

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND  TECHNICAL 
INSTRUCTION  FOR  IRELAND. 


TUTORIAL  AND  PRACTICAL  CLASSES  IN  POULTRY-KEEPING 


1913-14. 


1.  The  Department  are  prepared  to  approve  the  holding  of  Tutorial 
and  Practical  Classes  in  Poultry-Keeping  by  the  Itinerant  Instructors,  m 
Poultry-Keeping  in  counties  where  circumstances  justify  the  introduction 
of  this  form  of  instruction. 

2.  Classes  shall  be  held  at  each  selected  centre  for  not  less  than  two 
and  not  more  than  four  weeks,  and  daily  instruction  of  not  less  than 
two  hours’  duration  shall  be  given. 
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At  least  eight  pupils  must  be  enrolled  at  each  centre,  but  not  more  than 
eighteen  pupils  may  be  admitted  to  any  class. 

Pupils  must  undertake  to  attend  regularly.  A person  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  not  be  enrolled  on  the  class  register. 

3.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Instructor — • 

(a.)  To  give  instruction  in  the  subjects  suggested  in  the  syllabus, 
but  the  Instructor  should  consider  the  requirements  of  the  district 
as  well  as  the  season  of  the  year  and  select  subjects  accordingly. 
Each  day’s  work  should  commence  with  a discourse  and  demonstra- 
tion, which  should  be  followed  by  practical  instruction.  Diagrams, 
models,  samples  of  foods,  and  black-board  illustrations  should  be  used 
as  far  as  possible. 

The  pupils  should  be  required  to  take  as  full  notes  as  possible  ; 
these  should  be  carefully  checked  and  corrected  by  the  Instructor 
outside  class  hours. 

The  Instructor  should  from  time  to  time  question  the  class  on 
the  work,  and  should  hold  a short  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
course. 

(&.)  To  visit  farms  and  poultry  runs  every  day,  especially  at  the 
homes  of  pupils,  and  advise  according  to  individual  requirements. 
The  general  conditions  of  management  should  be  gone  into,  mistakes 
pointed  out,  and  improvements  suggested.  The  fowl-houses  should 
be  examined,  and,  where  necessary,  attention  drawai  to  such  points 
as  day  shelter,  roosting  accommodation,  ventilation,  lighting,  lime- 
washing,  etc.  The  preparation  and  mixing  of  the  food  might  also 
be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Instructor. 

(c.)  To  arrange  for  the  distribution  of  the  Department’s  leaflets 
applicable  to  the  subjects  dealt  with  at  the  classes. 

(d.)  To  keep  a register  of  attendance  of  the  pupils  according  to 
Department’s  regulations. 

(e.)  To  furnish  weekly  to  the  Department  and  to  the  County  Com- 
mittee a report  on  the  prescribed  form. 

4.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  suitable  centres 
at  which  classes  will  be  held,  and  to  appoint  at  each  centre  a small  local 
committee,  who  should  be  responsible  for  the  local  arrangements  neces- 
sary and  for  securing  a good  and  regular  attendance  of  pupils.  Prior  to 
the  date  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  any  class,  the  Secretary  of  the 
County  Committee  shall  satisfy  himself  that  proper  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  heating,  lighting,  and  furnishing  of  the  room. 

The  local  committee  should  undertake  to  have  posters  and  handbills, 
which  wall  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  effectively 
displayed  and  distributed  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  centre.  Copies  of 
such  posters  and  handbills  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  each  class. 

The  centres  should  be  selected  in  rural  districts  ; large  towns  and 
villages  should  be  avoided. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  to  keep  an 
inventory,  and  be  responsible  for  the  custody  of  all  equipment  provided. 

SYLLABUS. 

(a.)  Suggested  Subjects  for  Discourse  and  Demonstration. 

I.  Breeds  and  Grosses  of  hens  best  suited  to  district. — (1.)  for  egg  pro- 
duction ; (2.)  for  table  ; (3.)  for  general  purposes.  Describe  points  of  (1) 
a good  layer,  (2)  a good  table  fowl,  (3)  a general  purpose  fowl,  and 
illustrate  the  difference. 

II.  Ducks,  Geese,  and  Turkeys. — Rearing  and  general  management. 

III.  Breeding  and  selection  of  stock. — Enumerate  advantages  of  pure 
breeds  over  mongrel  fowls,  and  point  out  the  value  of  selection  for  desired 
points,  e.g.,  laying  strains,  etc.  Use  of  trap  nests.  (Illustrate  by  dia- 
grams and  black-board.)  Conditions  necessary  to  obtain  fertile  eggs. 
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IV.  Houses  and  Runs. — Suitable  houses  and  day  shelters,  illustrated  by 
models,  diagrams  or  black-board  sketches.  Principles  of  housing,  such  as 
situation,  shelter,  materials  to  use,  size  of  house,  ventilation,  light,  flooring, 
fittings  (nest  boxes  and  perches) ; care  of  houses  ; importance  of  cleanli- 
ness ; danger  from  parasites  ; the  use  of  portable  houses  and  the  colony 
system  ; other  systems. 

V.  Chicken  Rearing. — Conditions  necessary  for  success.  Methods  of 
hatching  and  rearing,  natural  and  artificial ; when  to  hatch  for  (1)  stock 
birds  ; (2)  egg  production  ; (3)  table  birds.  Describe  simple  hatching  box 
and  how  it  might  be  made.  Provide  a hatching  box  and  hen  ; demonstrate 
on  making  the  nest  and  setting  the  hen.  Mention  precautions  necessary 
against  rats  and  insect  vermin.  Explain  the  importance  of  fresh  ground 
for  chickens. 

Describe  best  kind  of  coop  and  how  to  use  it.  (Illustrate  by  model  or 
black-board.)  (See  Leaflet  No.  43.) 

VI.  Feeding. — Importance  of  suitable  food.  Best  foods  ; how  to  use  them 
for  (1)  rearing  young  stock  ; (2)  egg  production  ; (3)  table  poultry  ; and 
(4)  breeding  stock.  Give  approximate  quantities  and  prices  of  foods  ; 
show  samples  of  feeding  stuffs,  grits,  etc.  Special  attention  should  be  paid 
to  suitable  foods  of  a simple  character  within  the  reach  of  poultry-keepers 
in  the  district. 

VII.  Winter  Egg  Production. — Explain  chief  points  of  (1)  early  hatching  ; 
(2)  early  moulting  ; (3)  day  shelters  ; and  (4)  suitable  feeding  with  special 
reference  to  the  use  of  animal  and  green  foods. 

VIII.  Selecting  and  Testing  Hatching  Eggs. — Kind  of  eggs  to  select ; 
demonstrate  with  suitable  and  unsuitable  eggs.  Describe  a fertile,  infertile,, 
and  addled  egg  (black-board  illustrations  and  specimens).  Explain  the 
use  of  testing,  demonstrating  with  a hand  tester. 

IX.  Marketing  and  Packing  of  Eggs. — Necessary  conditions,  with  special 
reference  to  maintenance  of  egg  supply  in  winter  ; size,  cleanliness  and 
freshness,  marketing  and  packing. 

X.  Preservation  of  Eggs  for  Home  Use. — Best  preservatives  and  how  to 
use  them.  Demonstrate  with  butter,  vaseline,  or  water-glass. 

XI.  Preparation  and  Marketing  of  Table  Poultry. — Trough  feeding  ; use 
of  pellets  ; proper  fasting  and  methods  of,  killing,  plucking,  stubbing, 
singeing,  shaping,  cooling,  trussing,  grading,  and  packing. 

XII.  Simple  Accounts  and  Egg  Records. — Explain  advantages  and  teach 
suitable  methods,  see  page  [91]. 

XIII.  Diseases. — Explain  symptoms,  causes  and  treatment  of  common 
diseases,  making  special  mention  of  the  importance  of  fresh  ground, 
isolation,  disinfection  and  other  methods  of  prevention. 

XTV.  Composition  of  an  Egg. — Description  of  its  composition  ; the  use 
and  association  of  the  various  parts  in  the  formation  of  the  chicken. 

Suggested  Additional  Demonstrations. 

(1.)  Dissection  of  two  birds,  showing  and  explaining  the  difference  in 
appearance  between  the  organs  of  a healthy  and  diseased  specimen.  (2.) 
Dissection  of  a chicken  with  gapes  ; explaining  symptoms,  cause,  preventive 
and  curative  treatment,  and  demonstrating  the  effect  of  fumigation.  (3.) 
Dissection  of  an  over-fat  hen,  showing  and  explaining  effect  of  accumulated 
fat  on  the  egg  producing  and  other  organs.  (4.)  Careful  removal  of  the 
digestive  organs  of  a fowl,  explaining  in  detail  their  functions.  (5.)  Packing 
eggs  for  hatching  and  private  trade.  (6.)  Preparing  soft  foods.  (7.)  Simple 
operations  ; the  use  of  simple  medicines.  (8.)  Making  of  simple  appliances 
such  as  feeding  troughs,  drinking  vessels,  nest  boxes,  chicken  coops,  hatching 
boxes,  etc.  (9.)  Use  of  incubator  and  brooder.

INSTRUCTION  IN  BUTTER-MAKING. 


1913-14. 


1.  The  Department  are  prepared  to  approve  the  appointment  oi  at  least 

one  Instructor  in  Butter -making  in  each  county  in  Ireland,  provided  the 
County  Committee  can  secure  the  services  of  a person  or  persons  qualified 
for  the  position.  In  the  case  of  new  appointments  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
for  the  position  of  Instructor  in  the  county  of  which  she  is  a native  or  in 
which  she  permanently  resides.  „ i r<  ■ 

The  Department  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  County  Committees  in 
obtaining  Instructors  by  supplying  the  names  of  qualified  persons. 

2.  The  initial  salary  of  an  Instructor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  £100  per 
annum  (inclusive  of  maintenance  and  hotel  expenses),  in  addition  o 
expenses  of  locomotion,  which  include  second  or  third  class  railway  tare 
as  decided  by  the  County  Committee,  car  hire  when  necessary,  or  a 
bicycle  allowance  not  exceeding  2d.  (or  in  the  case  of  a motor-cycle  da.) 
per  mile. 
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An  increment  salary  not  exceeding  £5  in  any  one  year  may  be  granted 
to  an  instructor  on  re-appointment,  provided  that  her  work  during  the 
preceding  year  has  been  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  that  her  salary  shall  not  thereby  be  increased  beyond  £140 
per  annum. 

3.  The  employment  of  the  Instructor  under  this  schemo  shall  not  con- 
tinue beyond  the  30th  September,  1914,  and  is  terminable  at  any  time 
previous  to  that  date  by  the  giving  of  four  weeks’  notice  in  writing  on 
either  side. 

The  appointment  of  an  Instructor  will  terminate  as  a matter  of  course 
on  her  marriage. 

4.  Classes  shall  be  held  at  each  selected  centre  for  not  less  than  two 
and  not  more  than  four  weeks,  and  daily  instruction  of  not  less  than  two 
hours’  duration  shall  be  given.  The  instruction  shall  take  the  form  of 
lessons  in  dairying,  and  practical  work  in  which  the  pupils  shall  take 
part  (see  syllabus). 

Not  more  than  twelve  pupils  may  be  admitted  to  any  class. 

Pupils  must  undertake  to  attend  regularly.  A person  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  shall  not  be  enrolled  on  the  class  register. 

5.  On  the  first  day  of  visiting  each  centre  the  Instructor  should  give  a 
public  lecture  and  demonstration,  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  course 
at  that  centre  should  conduct  a class  daily  in  which  pupils  only  will  take 
part,  but  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

The  Instructor  shall  keep  a register  of  attendance  of  the  pupils,  recording 
therein  daily  such  particulars  as  may  be  required  by  the  Department. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Instructor  to  give  her  whole  time  to  the 
work  of  the  Committee  ; to  visit  home  dairies  in  the  county  and  to  give 
necessary  advice  particularly  with  regard  to  the  proper  ripening  of  milk 
and  cream;  to  give,  where  possible  during  that  part  of  the  day  not  re- 
quired for  class  work,  demonstrations  in  the  making  of  butter,  by  means 
of  the  equipment  actually  in  use  in  the  dairies  visited  ; to  reply  to  letters 
from  persons  seeking  information  on  dairying ; and  to  report  to  the  De- 
partment and  to  the  County  Committee  on  the  progress  of  her  work  either 
weekly  or  otherwise  as  may  be  required. 

6.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  suitable  centres 
at  which  classes  will  be  held,  and  to  appoint  at  each  centre  a small  local 
committee  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  local  arrangements  necessary 
for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  work,  and  who  will  be  required  to 
comply  with  the  annexed  conditions.  Prior  to*  the  date  fixed  for  the 
commencement  of  a class  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall 
satisfy  himself  that  proper  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  heating, 
lighting  and  furnishing  of  the  class  room. 

The  local  committee  should  undertake  to  have  posters  and  hand-bills, 
which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  effect- 
ively displayed  and  distributed  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Centre.  Copies 
of  these  posters  and  hand-bills  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  at  least  a week  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  each  class. 

The  Comity  Committee  alone  are  responsible  for  the  selection  of  centres 
and  the  arrangement  of  lectures  and  classes.  It  is  desirable,  however, 
that  the  Instructor  should  be  consulted  in  the  matter. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  undertake  the 
responsibility  of  seeing  that  the  Instructor’s  time  is  fully  and  usefully 
employed. 

The  County  Committee  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  expen- 
diture under  the  scheme,  and  shall  furnish  such  detailed  statements 
of  that  expenditure  as  may  from  time  to  tune  be  required  by  the 
Department. 

The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall  keep  an  inventory  and 
be  responsible  for  the  custody  of  all  equipment  provided  for  the  purposes 
of  this  scheme. 
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To  avoid  expense  and  to  ensure  success  these  classes  should  be  held, 
as  far  as  possible,  in  schoolrooms  or  other  suitable  buildings  m rural 
centres.  Unless  in  exceptional  circumstances  no  class  should  be  held 
in  a large  village  or  town,  or  near  a creamery.  . 

7 No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
this  scheme  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the  Department  has  been 
obtained  in  writing. 

CONDITIONS  REQUIRED  OE  LOCAL  COMMITTEES. 

I.  To  secure  premises  suitable  for  a working  dairy,  if  possible  not  less 
than  25  feet  by  18  feet,  or  other  dimensions  affording  similar  floor  space. 
Either  a public  room,  schoolroom,  or  barn  with  good  floor,  would  be  suit- 
able  for  the  purpose. 

II.  To  secure  a sufficient  supply  of  good  water. 

III.  To  provide  on  the  premises  means  of  heating  at  least  fifteen  gallons 
of  water  at  one  time,  for  use  in  cleaning  utensils,  etc. 

After  the  opening  day  at  each  centre  about  three  gallons  of  milk 
and  six  gallons  of  cream  will  be  required  for  each  day’s  work.  Notli.— 
The  pupils  should  bring  sufficient  milk  or  cream  for  the  use  oi  the 
class. 

IV.  To  guarantee  not  less  than  six  and  not  more  than  twelve  pupils 
to  attend  on  each  of  the  days  over  which  the  course  of  instruction  extends. 

V.  To  arrange  for  the  carriage  of  utensils  from  one  centre  to  another. 
The  weight  of  the  utensils  is  usually  from  25  to  30  cwts.,  and  they  are 
somewhat  bulky. 


Syllabus  of  Course  of  Instruction,  extending  over  a period  of 
NOT  LESS  THAN  TEN  AND  NOT  MORE  THAN  TWENTY  DAYS. 

On  the  first  day  on  which  the  Class  meets,  the  Instructor  should  give 
a lecture  and  demonstration  on  Butter-makmg,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  Course  conduct  a class  daily  in  which  all  pupils  enrolled  on  the 

register  should  take  part.  _ 

In  addition  to  the  daily  practical  work  done  by  the  pupils,  the  Instructor 
should  give  a series  of  daily  lessons  on  Dairying,  in  which  the  following 
subjects  should  be  dealt  with : — 

Bousing. — Necessity  for  having  clean,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated

Construction  of  Dairy.— Conditions  necessary  for  obtaining  best  results. 
Cream  Separation. — Shallow  pans  and  mechanical  separator. 

Cream  Ripening. — Natural  and  artificial. 


Whole  Milk  Ripening. 

Churning. — Cream  and  whole  milk. 

Thermometer. — Use  in  ripening  and  churning. 

Butter. — Washing,  salting,  making  up,  packing,  marketing. 
Utensils. — Articles  required ; cleansing  and  proper  care  of  same. 


Use  of  Gerber  Tester. 

Milk  Records. — Explanation  of  method  of  keeping  records,  and 
advantages  thereof. 

Calf  Rearing. — Housing,  feeding,  and  general  management  of  calves.

In  the  case  of  new  appointments  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  position  of  Instructor  m the  county  of  which 
he  is  a native,  or  In  which  he  permanently  resides. 

The  Department,  will,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  County  Committees  m 
obtaining  Instructors  by  supplying  the  names  of  qualified  persons. 

2.  The  initial  salary  of  an  Instructor  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  £100  per 

annum  (inclusive  of  maintenance  and  hotel  expenses),  in  addition  to 
-expenses  of  locomotion,  which  include  second  or  third  class  railway  fare, 
as  decided  by  the  County  Committee,  car  hire  where  necessary,  or  a 
bicycle  allowance  not  exceeding  2 d.  (or  in  the  case  of  a motor-cycle  da.)

r'ld4."  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Instructor  to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  work 
and  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  further  the  interests  of  horticulture  and  bee- 
keeping in  the  county  ; to  give  demonstrations  and,  if  approved,  to  deliver 
lectures  on  horticultural  subjects,  such  as  soils,  manures,  vegetable,  fruit, 
and  flower  cultivation,  plant  diseases,  and  insect  pests  to  visit  gardens 
and  orchards,  and  give  practical  demonstrations  on  spraying,  planting, 
pruning  and  grafting  of  fruit  trees — to  conduct  such  experiments  and  °theF 
demonstrations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Department — to  select  suitable 
lands  for  this  purpose — to  supervise  the  sowing  of  the  seeds  and  manures, 
and  the  keeping  of  the  plots  free  from  weeds — to  give  instructions  in  the 
principles  and  practice  of  modem  bee-keeping — to  deal  with  diseases  o 
bees,  plants,  and  trees — to  advise  farmers,  cottagers,  and  others  interested 
in  land,  as  to  the  planting  of  trees,  &c..  for  shelter  and  other  purposes— -to 
reply  to  letters  from  those  seeking  his  advice  on  horticultural  and  bee-keeping 
subjects — to  give  practical  out-door  demonstrations  to  students  attending 
winter  agricultural  classes — to  report  to  the  Department  and  to  the  County 
Committee  on  the  progress  of  his  work  either  weekly  or  otherwise,  as  may 
be  required.  , . 

He  will  be  required  to  carry  out  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  mm 
in  connection  with  anv  Orders  issued  by  the  Department  under  the  De- 
structive Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  1877  and  1907.  Further,  it  will  be  his 
duty  to  report  to  the  County  Committee  the  names  and  addresses  of 
persons  in  the  possession  of  bushes  or  trees  on  which  he  has  detected  or 
has  reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting  the  existence  of  any  disease  or  pest 
referred  to  in  such  Orders. 

5.  The  Instructor  shall  report  to  the  County  Committee  on  all  cases 
of  foul  brood  which  may  come  under  his  notice,  and  shall  act  as  Inspector 
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of  the  County  Committee  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bee  Pest  Prevention 
(Ireland)  Regulations,  1900. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme,  the  County  Committee  will  find  it 
convenient  to  divide  the  county  into  a number  of  districts  or  circuits 
in  which  the  Instructor  should,  as  far  as  possible,  work  in  turn.  The  In- 
structor shall  visit  gardens,  orchards  and  apiaries  in  the  district,  and  give 
such  information  on  practical  subjects  as  the  circumstances  of  the  easo 
may  suggest.  In  cases,  however,  where  an  Instructor  may  be  employed 
to  give  instruction  in  bee-keeping  only  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  divide 
the  county  into  circuits.  In  such  instances  demonstrations  can  be  arranged 
at  centres  from  which  applications  have  been  made  through  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Committee  for  his  services. 

The  County  Committee  alone  are  responsible  for  the  selection  of  centres 
for  demonstrations.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that  the  Instructor  should 
be  consulted  in  the  matter. 

7.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  select  centres  at 
which  demonstrations  shall  be  given. 

In  selecting  centres  the  County  Committee  should  have  particular  regard 
to  districts  in  which  lectures  and  demonstrations  may  not  have  been  given 
in  previous  years. 

It  will  also  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Committee  to  undertake  the  re- 
sponsibility of  seeing  that  the  Instructor’s  time  is  fully  and  usefully  em- 
ployed. 

The  County  Committee  shall  keep  a separate  account  of  all  expenditure 
under  this  scheme,  and  shall  furnish  detailed  statements  of  such  expenditure 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Department. 

The  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee  shall  keep  an  inventory,  and 
be  responsible  for  the  custody,  of  all  equipment  provided  for  the  purpose 
of  this  scheme. 

8.  Where  it  is  considered  desirable,  with  the  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment, to  arrange  for  lectures  or  demonstrations,  the  lectures  should  be 
given  in  schoolrooms  or  other  suitable  rooms  in  the  evenings,  and  should  be 
held  in  rural  centres.  Towns  and  the  larger  villages  should  be  avoided,  as 
experience  has  shown  that  the  greatest  success  attends  those  lectures  which 
are  given  in  the  rural  parts  of  a county.  The  local  committee  at  each  centre 
should  bo  responsible  for  appointing  a representative  chairman  for  each 
lecture,  and  should  undertake  to  have  posters  and  handbills,  which  will  be 
supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Committee,  effectively  displayed 
and  distributed  throughout  their  district.  Copies  of  these  posters  and 
handbills  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  County  Committee  at  least  a week  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
each  course  of  lectures.  Each  lecture  should  be  followed  by  a discussion, 
during  which  persons  interested  in  horticulture  and  bee-keeping  will  be 
invited  to  ask  questions. 

The  demonstrations  should  be  held  in  the  evenings,  as  far  as  possible, 
and  in  localities  in  which  horticultural  demonstration  plots  have  been 
established  they  should.be  utilised  for  this  purpose. 

9.  (1)  The  County  Committee  may  arrange  with  approved  nurserymen 
to  supply  trees,  &c.,  at  special  prices  to  residents  in  the  county,  or  may 
purchase  fruit,  forest  and  other  trees,  shrubs,  or  plants,  in  bulk,  and  resell 
them  at  cost  price,  including  carriage,  to  farmers  and  other  residents  in  the 
county.  As,  however,  it  lias  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department 
that  trees  and  plants  infested  with  disease  have  been  imported  into 
Ireland,  it  will  be  necessary  for  County  Committees  who  intend  to  put 
this  clause  into  operation -to  invite  from  approved  nurserymen  tenders  for 
the  supply  of  trees,  etc.,  to  be  guaranteed  free  from  disease,  and  before  ac- 
ceptance to  submit  the  tenders  to  the  Department  on  or  before  1st  day  of 
January,  1914.  The  Department  may,  if  they  think  it  advisable,  inspect 
the  trees,  &e.,  that  are  offered  for  sale,  and  satisfy  themselves  that  the 
trees,  &c.,  are  suitable  and  free  from  disease. 

2.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  the  County  Committee 
may.  if  they  think  fit,  make  regulations  confining  to  persons  of  sma1!

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means  the  right  to  participate  in  any  arrangement  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee under  the  preceding  paragraph. 

10.  In  each  circuit  one  demonstration  plot  may  bo  provisionally  selected 
for  the  purpose  of  growing  vegetables,  fruit,  and  flowers,  and  showing 
improved  methods  of  cultivation,  but  no  new  plots  shall  be  selected  in  a 
county  if  a sufficient  number  of  suitable  plots  established  in  previous  years 
is  being  continued. 

Before  sanctioning  the  establishment  of  a new  plot  the  Department 
must  be  satisfied  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  site,  &c.  (Soe  Clause  11.) 

Demonstration  plots  under  this  scheme  may  not  be  established  in 
connection  with  National  or  other  primary  schools  or  teachers’  residences. 

K( a ) In  counties  in  which  a sufficient  number  of  suitable  plots,  approved 
by  the  Department  under  this  scheme,  already  exist,  the  Committee  should 
make  provision  for  the  continuance  of  the  plots  at  a cost  not  to  exceed 
£1  per  plot.  (See  List  A.) 

It  is  not  desirable  to  continue  the  grant  to  any  plot  for  more  than  three 
years. 

All  requisite  labour  must  be  given  gratuitously  by  the  owner  of  the  plot 
who  will  be  entitled  to  the  produce. 

(6)  In  cases  where  it  is  proposed  to  establish  new  plots  the  Department 
will  require  compliance  with  the  following  regulations  : • 

(1)  Plots  must  not  exceed  a quarter  of  an  acre  in  extent,  or  be  less 
than  one-eighth  of  an  acre  (quarter  acre  plots  are  recommended). 

(2)  No  new  plot  shall  be  established  save  at  a convenient  centre 
adjacent  to  a main  road. 

(3)  Plots  should  be  selected  on  sites  which  are  properly  fenced. 

(4)  The  aspect  of  each  plot  and  the  nature  of  the  soil  must  be  suitable 
for  the  cultivation  of  vegetables  and  fruit.  Necessary  improvements, 
such  as  fencing  and  drainage,  must  be  carried  out,  and  when  required 
farm-yard  manure  must  be  supplied,  by  the  plot  owner  without 
expense  to  the  Committee. 

(5)  The  owner  of  the  plot  must  sign  an  undertaking  on  the  presented 
form  to  continue  the  plot  for  three  years. 

(6)  The  necessary  labour  must  be  given  gratuitously  by  the  persons 
providing  the  plots — the  produce  of  which  will  be  their  property. 

The  cost  of  trees,  &c.,  required  for  planting  a new  plot  must  not  exceed 
£2  10s.  (See  List  B.) 

[Note. — The  Department  recommend  that  allotments  attached  to 
labourers’  cottages  should  be  selected  for  the  establishment  of  new  demon- 
stration plots  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions.] 

(c)  The  County  Committee  shall  forward  to  the  Department  on  the 
prescribed  form,  not  later  than  the  1st  of  January,  a list  of  demonstration 
plots  selected  for  the  year,  accompanied,  in  the  case  of  new  plots,  by  a 
detailed  report  from  the  Instructor. 

11.  The  Department’s  approval  in  writing  must  be  obtained  before 
any  expense  is  incurred  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a plot. 

12.  No  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Committee  towards  putting 
this  scheme,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  operation  until  the  sanction  of  the 
Department  has  been  obtained  in  writing. 

13.  In  all  matters  of  dispute  relating  to  this  scheme  the  decision  of  the 
Department  shall  be  final.

SCHEME  FOR  ENCOURAGING  IMPROVEMENT  IN  THE  DAIRY 
CATTLE  OF  IRELAND. 

Dairying,  as  well  as  the  raising  of  store  cattle,  is  one  of  the  principal 
branches  of  agriculture  in  this  country.  It  is,  accordingly,  of  importance 
that  the  milking  properties  of  Irish  cattle  should  be  preserved  and 
improved.  In  dairy  herds  the  yield  and  quality  of  milk  given  by  each 
■cow  largely  determine  whether  the  animal  realises  a profit  or  entails  a 
loss  to  the  owner  ; consequently,  it  is  essential  that  farmers  should  know 
■exactly  the  quantity  and  quality  of  milk  which  each  cow  yields  per 
annum.  At  the  same  time,  as  young  cattle  are  a considerable  source 
of  revenue,  it  is  desirable  that  the  good  milking  cow  should  be  of  the 
type  likely  to  produce  a calf  which  will  be  of  value  for  both  beef  and 
milk.  With  this  object  the  Department,  since  1909,  have  been  en- 
couraging the  formation  of  Cow-Testing  Associations. 

Cow-Testing  Associations. 

All  owners  of  dairy  cows  are  strongly  advised  to  join  cow-testing 
associations,  or,  if  there  is  no  association  in  their  districts,  to  help  where 
practicable  to  form  such  an  association.  Cow-testing  associations  enable 
their  members  not  only  to  ascertain  the  quantity  but  also  the  quality 
of  the  milk  yielded  by  each  of  their  cows,  and  thus  make  it  possible  to 
determine  which  cows  are  worth  retaining  in  a herd  and  which  should 
be  disposed  of. 

These  associations  are  solely  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  the 
records  kept  by  their  members.  In  this  connection  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  value  of  a herd  with  records  or  of  a young  bull  from 
a,  registered  cow  will  depend  mainly  on  the  degree  of  confidence  which 
other  farmers  place  in  the  breeder’s  figures.  This  fact  should  induce 
farmers  to  bestow  special  care  on  the  keeping  of  their  milk  records. 

1.  The  Department  are  prepared  to  consider  applications  for  the 
attendance  of  a lecturer  at  meetings  of  farmers  to  explain  the  objects 
and  advantages  of  cow-testing  associations.  It  is  desirable  that  associa- 
tions which  are  to  come  into  operation  in  the  beginning  of  any  year 
should  be  formed  as  soon  as  possible  after  1st  November  preceding. 
Applications  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 

2.  A cow-testing  association  formed  for  the  purpose  of  this  scheme 
will,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  recognition  by  the  Department,  be  required 
to  undertake  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions  : — 
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(а)  To  secure  an  entry  of  as  many  herds  of  milking  cows  as  possible r 
each  member  being  required  to  enter  all  his  cows.  No  association  will 
be  recognised  unless  milk  records  for  at  least  100  cows  are  kept  throughout 
the  year  by  members  of  the  association. 

(б)  To  admit  to  membership  all  dairy  farmers  (cow  owners)  in  the- 
district  served  by  the  association.  An  association  may,  however,  refuse 
to  admit  any  person  to  membership,  provided  the  association  satisfies 
the  Department  as  to  the  reason  for  such  exclusion. 

(c)  To  secure  that  the  members  shall  have  the  milk  of  each  cow 
weighed  on  every  seventh  day  (the  exact  day  of  the  week  for  each  member 
being  fixed  by  the  association).  The  morning  and  evening  milk  shall 
be  weighed  and  recorded  separately  on  the  byre  record  (Form  A.  291) 
which  will  be  provided  by  the  Department. 

( d ) To  arrange  that,  after  every  weighing,  a sample  of  each  cow’s  milk 
shall  be  taken  and  preserved  until  the  end  of  the  month,  and  that  the 
composite  sample  for  the  month  shall  be  tested  for  butter -fat. 

(e)  To  appoint  a competent  supervisor  whose  duties  shall  be  (i.)  to 
ensure  that  the  weekly  records  are  properly  kept,  and  to  transfer  them 
each  month  from  the  byre  records  to  the  monthly  statements  (Form  A. 
288)  provided  by  the  Department,  (ii.)  to  carry  out  regularly  the  monthly 
butter-fat  tests,  (iii.)  to  record  in  the  monthly  statements  the  results 
of  these  tests,  the  calculated  number  of  pounds  of  butter-fat  contained 
in  the  milk  and  the  value  of  such  milk,  (iv.)  to  investigate  all  cases  of 
abnormal  weights  and  tests,  and  take  special  samples  to  check  same, 
(v.)  to  certify  all  particulars  in  respect  of  any  cows  submitted  by  members 
of  the  association  for  entry  in  the  Department’s  Register,  and  (vi.)  to 
prepare  an  annual  statement  of  the  work  of  the  association  on  the 
prescribed  form  and  to  send  a copy  of  such  statement  to  the  Department. 

(/)  To  provide  all  apparatus,  chemicals,  etc.,  necessary  for  testing 
the  samples  of  milk,  and  to  pay  the  supervisor  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
threepence  per  cow  per  monthly  test. 

(g)  To  permit  the  Department  at  any  time  to  inspect  the  byre  records, 
monthly  statements,  list  of  members,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  milking  of  the 
cows  and  the  testing  of  the  milk  samples. 

3.  When  the  Department  are  satisfied  that  a cow-testing  association 
has  been  formed,  and  that  suitable  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
comply  with  the  foregoing  requirements,  they  will  be  prepared  (a)  to 
supply  the  society  with  the  necessary  number  of  byre  records  and  forms 
of  monthly  statement,  and  ( b ) for  one  year  to  contribute  to  the  associa- 
tion at  the  rate  of  twopence  per  cow  per  monthly  test  towards  the  cost 
of  employing  a supervisor.  The  subsidy  referred  to  at  ( b ) will  not  be 
payable  until  the  Department  are  satisfied  that  all  requirements  have 
been  complied  with. 

Registration  of  Cows. 

4.  The  Department  will  keep  a Register  of  dairy  cattle  in  which  cows 
and  their  progeny  may  be  entered  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  scheme. 
The  inspection  of  cows  with  a view  to  entry  on  the  Register  will  be 
carried  out  by  the  Department. 

5.  The  Department,  on  receiving  payment  of  a fee  of  2s.  Qcl.  for  each 
cow,  will  be  prepared  to  inspect  at  such  centres  as  may  be  determined 
by  them  all  cows  which  have  given,  during  the  milking  period  covered 
by  the  records,  a yield  of  not  less  than  210  lbs.  of  butter -fat,  provided 
that  the  calculated  average  percentage  of  butter -fat  in  the  milk  does 
not  fall  below  3 and  the  calculated  yield  of  milk  below  6,000  lbs.  Tho 
Department  will  accept  for  entry  in  the  Register  all  such  animals  which 
as  a result  of  inspection  they  consider  to  be  of  good  conformation  and 
well-defined  type.  The  fees  will  be  refunded  in  respect  of  cows  which 
are  rejected. 

Applications  for  the  inspection  of  cows  should  be  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  416)  not  later  than  12th  December, 
and  should  be  accompanied  by  a certified  record  of  the  milk-yield  of 
each  cow  for  a complete  milking  period.  (See  clause  9.) 
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6.  The  owner  of  each  registered  cow  will  be  required  to  comply  with 
the  following  conditions 

(a)  To  have  the  animal  served  by  a registered  dairy  bull  or  a 
pure-bred  bull,  of  her  own  type,  which  has  been  passed  by  the 
Department  as  up  to  premium  standard ; 

(b)  To  furnish  to  the  Department  on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  66) 
within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  birth,  particulars  regarding 
sex,  colour,  markings,  etc.,  of  each  calf  produced  by  a registered 
cow,  and  such  particulars  of  the  sire  and  dam  as  the  Department 
may  require  ; and 

(c)  To  keep  on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  79)  a record  of  the  breeding, 
date  of  birth,  etc.,  of  progeny,  for  the  purposes  of  future  registration. 
This  record  must  be  open  to  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  Department. 

7.  When  a registered  cow  or  her  calf  has  been  disposed  of,  the  Depart- 
ment must  be  notified  of  the  fact  within  fourteen  days  of  the  disposal 
of  the  animal,  and  at  the  same  time  advised  of  the  name  and  address 
of  the  new  owner. 

The  death  of  a registered  cow  or  her  calf  must  also  be  notified  to  the 
Department  within  fourteen  days  of  the  death  of  the  animal. 

Failure  to  observe  this  regulation  may  entail  the  removal  from  the 
Register  of  the  animals  entered  in  the  name  of  the  person  in  default. 

8.  In  cases  where  the  conditions  of  clauses  6 and  7 have  been  fully 
complied  with,  male  progeny  will  be  eligible  for  inspection  with  a view 
to  provisional  selection  for  premiums  under  the  Department’s  Cattle 
Breeding  Scheme,  within  the  limits  of  age  specified  therein,  and,  if  so 
selected,  will  be  entered  in  the  Register  as  “ Registered . Dairy  Bulls.” 

Owners  of  male  progeny  eligible  for  inspection  should  apply  on  the 
prescribed  form  in  the  month  of  December  for  a certificate  of  eligibility, 
and  for  particulars  of  the  show  or  centre  at  which  the  animal  should 
be  exhibited  for  inspection. 

General. 

9.  For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  the  term  “milking  period”  shall 
mean  the  period  during  which  a cow  continues  to  yield  milk  after 
calving.  Provided  that  if  such  period  exceeds  45  weeks  the  first  45 
weeks  after  calving  shall  be  regarded  as  the  cow’s  milking  period. 

10.  The  Department  reserve  the  right,  without  assigning  any  reason 
for  their  action,  (a)  to  remove  the  name  of  any  animal  from  their 
Register,  and  (6)  to  refuse  to  inspect  or  register  any  cow  or  the  progeny 
of  any  registered  cow. 

11.  The  Department  also  reserve  the  right  to  modify  or  withdraw 
this  scheme  in  whole  or  in  part  at  any  time. 

12.  In  all  cases  of  dispute  in  matters  connected  with  this  scheme  the 
decision  of  the  Department  shall  be  final.

REGISTRATION  OF  PURE-BRED  DAIRY.  SHORTHORN 
CATTLE. 


The  Department  will  keep  a Register  of  dairy  cattle  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Register)  in  which  cows  and  their  progeny  may  be 
entered,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Scheme.  The  Inspection  of 
cows,  with  a view  to  entry  on  the  Register  will  be  carried  out  by  the 
Department. 
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1.  Type  of  cows  eligible  for  registration. — Owners  of  Pure-bred,  dairy 
Shorthorn  cows  may  apply  on  the  prescribed  form  for  the  inspection 
of  their  stock  by  the  Department  as  regards 

{a)  General  appearance  ; . 

(6)  Milk  yield. 

Only  good  cows  are  eligible. 

2.  Application  and  entry  fee. — Inspections  of  cows  for  provisional 
selection  will  be  carried  out  twice  each  year.  Applications  for  the  first 
inspection  should  be  lodged  with  the  Department  on  Form  A.  63  not 
later  than  the  31st  August,  and  for  the  second  inspection  not  later  than 
the  12th  December.  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of 
2s.  6d.  in  respect  of  each  cow  entered  for  inspection. 

Cow  owners  presenting  animals  for  inspection  will  be  refunded  all 
fees  paid  by  them,  except  in  respect  of  cows  which  are  provisionally 
selected  for  registration  under  Clause  3. 

3.  Places  of  inspection. — Provisional  selection  will  be  made  at  local 
exhibitions,  or  at  such  other  convenient  centres  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Department  as  soon  as  practicable  after  31st  August  and  12th 
December.  The  Department  will  give  due  notice  to  each  owner  of  the 
centre  fixed  for  the  inspection  of  his  animals. 

All  animals  provisionally  selected  for  general  appearance  under  this 
scheme  will  be  suitably  marked  by  the  Department  for  future  identification. 

Provisionally  Selected  Cows. 

4.  Conditions  to  be  observed. — Owners  of  cows  provisionally  selected 
under  Clause  3 are  required  to  observe  the  following  conditions  : — 

{a)  To  provide  themselves  with  an  approved  type  of  machine  for 
weighing  milk  ; 

(6)  To  weigh  the  milk  yielded  by  each  cow  on  every  seventh  day 
during  the  milking  period  (the  exact  day  of  the  week  for  each  herd  will 
be  fixed  by  the  Department),  and  to  record  the  same  on  Form  A.  64, 
which  will  be  provided  by  the  Department  for  the  purpose  ; 

(c)  To  permit  their  herds  to  be  inspected  by  the  Department  at  any 
time  ; and 

(d)  To  afford  the  Department  every  facility  for  examining  the  milk 
records  and  the  weighing  of  the  milk,  and  for  taking  samples  of  the  milk 
of  each  selected  animal. 

5.  Forwarding  of  milk  records. — Form  A.  64  containing  the  records 
kept  under  Clause  4 ( b ) shall  be  forwarded  by  the  owner  of  the  cow  to 
the  Department  as  soon  as  the  milk  yield  for  a milking  period  has  been 
recorded,  or  at  such  other  time  or  times  as  the  Department  may  require. 

The  term  “ milking  period  ” shall  mean  the  period  during  which  a 
cow  continues  to  yield  milk  after  calving.  Provided  that  if  such  period 
exceeds  45  weeks,  the  first  45  weeks  after  calving  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  cow’s  milking  period.  • 

Owners  should  forward  the  milk  record  forms  at  the  proper  time  without 
waiting  for  an  application  for  them  from  the  Department.  Postage  need 
not  be  prepaid. 

6.  Registration  of  cows. — As  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  Form 
A.  64  the  Department  will  notify  to  the  owner  their  decision  as  to  the 
registration  or  rejection  of  the  animal  whose  milk  yield  is  recorded  on 
the  Form. 

Registered  Cows. 

7.  Conditions  to  be  observed. — The  owner  of  each  registered  cow  shall 
comply  with  the  following  conditions  : — 

(а)  To  have  the  animal  served  by  a Pure-Bred  Shorthorn  bull.  The 
bull  must  be  passed  by  the  Department  as  up  to  premium  standard. 

(б)  To  furnish  to  the  Department  on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  66) 
within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  birth,  particulars  regarding  sex. 
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colour,  markings,  etc.,  of  each  calf  produced  by  a registered  cow,  and 
such  particulars  of  the  sire  and  dam  as  the  Department  may  require; 


(c)  To  keep  on  the  prescribed  form  (A.  79)  a record  of  the  breeding, 
date  of  birth  etc.,  of  progeny,  for  the  purposes  of  future  registration, 
lins  record  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  Department. 

8.  Inspection  of  progeny.— The  female  progeny  of  registered  cows 
served  by  bulls  approved  under  Clause  7 (a)  will  be  eligible  for  provisional 
selection  when  about  two  years  old,  at  a fee  of  2s.  6d.  each. 

Applications  for  the  inspection  of  female  progeny  should  be  made 
at  the  times  set  forth  in  Clause  2. 


Registered  Dairy  Bulls. 

9.  Male  progeny  in  respect  of  which  the  conditions  of  Clause  7 have 
been  complied  with,  will  be  eligible  for  inspection  with  a view  to  pro- 
visional selection  for  premiums  under  the  Department’s  Cattle  Breeding 
bcheme.  within  the  limits  of  age  specified  therein.  Any  bull  so  selected 
will  be  entered  m the  Register  as  a “ Registered  Pure-Bred  Dairy  Bull.” 
Applications  for  the  inspection  of  male  progeny  should  be  made  in 
December  on  the  prescribed  form. 

A0'  Disposal  of  cow  or  calf  to  be  notified. — When  a registered  cow  or 
call  has  been  disposed  of  the  Department  should  be  notified  of  the  fact 
within  fourteen  days  of  the  disposal  of  the  animal,  and  at  the  same  time 
advised  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  new  owner. 

The  death  of  a registered  cow  or  her  calf  should  also  be  notified  to 
the  Department  within  fourteen  days  of  the  ‘death  of  the  animal.

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When  his  proposals  have  been  approved  by  the  Comity  Committee 
and  the  Department,  the  Instructor  should,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee, 
order  the  seeds  and  manures  in  the  requisite  quantities.  The  Instructor 
must  not,  of  course,  obtain  goods  for  which  the  Committee  are  liable 
for  payment  without  authorisation  from  the  Committee  to  do  so.  He 
should  take  every  precaution  to  ensure  that  the  seeds  and  manures  are 
of  the  kinds  specified  in  the  scheme,  and  that  the  prices  charged  are  not 
in  excess  of  current  market  rates.  The  merchants’  accounts  are  to  be 
carefully  examined  by  him,  and  he  is  required  to  certify  as  to  their 
accuracy  before  they  are  presented  to  the  County  Committee  for  pay- 
ment . Returns  in  connection  with  the  experiments  of  each  class  (manurial, 
variety,  etc.)  on  the  several  crops  dealt  with  should  be  furnished  to  the 
Department  on  the  forms  supplied  for  the  purpose  immediately  after 
the  necessary  weighing,  etc.,  have  been  completed  on  all  the  plots  of 
any  one  class  from  which  reliable  results  can  be  obtained.  Particulars 
of  all  experiments  of  the  same  class  should  be  furnished  together  on 
one  appropriate  form  and  the  averages,  etc.,  indicated  on  the  form  fully 
worked  out.  . , ,,

is  The  Instructor  should  submit  to  the  County  Committee,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  completion  of  his  experimental  work  each  season,  a 
report  on  the  results  obtained  during  the  season,  so  that  if  the  Com- 
mittee desire  to  publish  the  report,  they  may  obtain  the  approval  of 
the  Department  and  have  the  report  circulated  among  farmers  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  following  season’s  field  operations. 

The  experiments  are  intended  as  object-lessons  to  farmers  m the 
cultivation,  manuring,  and  seeding  of  land,  and  should  be  labelled  so 
that  an  ordinary  observer  may  be  able  easily  to  ascertain  what  they 
are  intended  to  show.  One  label  wifi  suffice  for  each  demonstration 
plot,  but  in  the  case  of  an  experiment  which  includes  several  plots,  a 
larger  label  stating  the  general  character  of  the  experiment  should  be 
erected  in  addition  to  the  smaller  labels,  giving  particulars  with  respect 
to  each  of  the  plots  included  in  the  experiment.  The  labels  should  be 
capable  of  resisting  the  weather. 

No  change  must  be  made  in  any  of  the  manurial  experiments  as  given 
below,  but  the  Instructor  may  include  such  additional  plots  as  local 
conditions  render  advisable.  In  the  variety  tests,  Instructors  are  re- 
quired to  include  all  the  varieties  specified  in  each  list. 

Instructors  with  less  than  two  years’  experience  of  itinerant  work 
must  not  undertake  live  stock  experiments  unless  they  obtain  the 
Department’s  special  approval  for  doing  so.

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B.— SCHEME  OF  EXPERIMENTS  IN  THE  FEEDING  OF  LIVE 
STOCK. 

In  carrying  out  experiments  with  Live  Stock  many  unexpected  diffi- 
culties will  be  met  with  by  Instructors.  They  are,  accordingly,  advised 
to  undertake  only  a few  experiments  of  this  nature  until  they  have  gained 
•experience  of  the  work. 

Selection  of  Farm. 

Li  selecting  farmers  with  whom  to  locate  experiments  in  the  feeding 
of  Live  Stock  only  those  should  be  considered  who  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  feeding  pigs,  in  the  case  of  experiments  with  pigs,  and  cattle 
in  the  case  of  experiments  with  cattle.  Experiments  should  be  under- 
taken only  where  full  facilities  for  weighing  the  animals  exist  on  the 
farm  or  in  its  neighbourhood. 

Marking. 

All  the  animals  in  the  experiments  should  be  properly  marked  for 
identification,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this  could  best  be  done  by  ear 
marks,  i.e.,  by  cutting  notches  out.  A simple  and  cheap  instrument 
would  then  suffice  for  marking  all  kinds  of  stock. 

Records. 

The  herd  or  other  person  who  is  responsible  for  attending  to  the 
feeding  operations  should  keep  notes  of  matters  affecting  the  progress 
of  the  experiment,  e.g.,  periods  when  animals  did  not  fully  consume 
their  rations,  etc. 


Valuing. 

Notes  should  be  made  by  the  Instructor  of  the  appearance  and  value 
of  the  animals  in  the  different  lots  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
•experiment. 

Excluding  Animals  from  the  Experiment. 

If  for  any  reason  such  as  sickness,  accident  or  death  any  animal  is 
removed  from  either  lot  in  an  experiment,  a corresponding  animal  should 
be  removed  from  the  remaining  lot.  Particulars  as  to  the  foods  given 
to  the  excluded  animals  before  being  removed  should  be  omitted  from 
the  returns  given  in  the  general  report  on  the  results  of  the  experiment. 

Weighing  of  Animals. 

The  animals  are  to  be  weighed  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of 
every  experiment.  It  is  most  important  that  the  weighings  should  in 
each  case  be  made  under  similar  conditions,  i.e.,  if  at  the  beginning  of 
the  experiment  the  animals  are  weighed  in  the  morning  after  feeding  they 
should  be  weighed  at  the  same  time  and  under  the  same  conditions  at 
the  end  of  the  experiment. 

In  the  case  of  Experiment  V.,  Fattening  of  Cattle  in  Stalls,  the  animals 
should  not  be  weighed  immediately  they  are  tied  up  off  the  grass.  Before 
the  commencement  of  the  experiment  both  lots  of  cattle  should  be  fed 
alike  for  at  least  one  week  after  they  are  tied  up,  and  they  should  be 
weighed  at  the  end  of  that  period. 

With  regard  to  pigs,  no  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  weighing  the 
animals  at  the  beginning  of  the  experiment.  Where,  however,  it  is 
not  possible  to  obtain  the  live  weight  of  the  different  pigs,  at  the  end 
of  the  experiment  these  should  be  calculated,  allowing  25  per  cent,  for 
loss  in  killing,  and  the  individual  weights  so  arrived  at  should  be 
included  in  the  figures  submitted  to  the  Department. 
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Subsidy. 

To  compensate  farmers  for  the  trouble  involved  in  carrying  out  ex- 
periments, a subsidy  may  be  given,  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the 
■County  Committee,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a certain  sum  in  respect 
of  each  annual  fed.  The  maximum  amount  which  may  be  granted  in 
the  case  of  each  class  of  experiment  is  given  below,  but  Instructors  will 
no  doubt  be  able  to  arrange  in  many  cases  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
■experiments  at  a cost  much  below  the  maximum  allowable.  In  addition 
a smaU  sum  may  be  given  as  a gratuity  to  the  farm-hand  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  immediate  work  of  the  experiment.  The  Instructor  should 
impress  on  the  experimenters  that  payment  of  the  subsidy  will  depend 
on  his  instructions  being  satisfactorily  carried  out.  Before  any  expert, 
ment  is  begun,  the  Instructor  should,  of  course,  obtain  the  County 
■Committee  s and  the  Department’s  approval  of  his  proposals  for  same, 
which  should  be  submitted  in  detail.  L

At  the  end  of  twelve  weeks  or  later,  when  the  experiment  is  concluded, 
the  cattle  in  Lot  1 will  likely  be  fat  and  ready  for  sale,  while  the  cattle 
in  Lot  2 will  not  be  so  forward  in  condition.  At  the  close  of  the  experi- 
ment, therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  both  lots  of  cattle  valued 
as  well  as  weighed.  If  one  or  both  lots  are  sold  the  actual  prices  realised 
should  be  given.

1 * Hle  laying  competition  inaugurated  by  the  Department  in  1912 
will  be  continued  at  the  Munster  Institute,  Cork,  during  the  year  1913-14 
with  pullets  bred  in  Ireland. 

2.  The  competition  will  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Instructor  in  Poultry 
veep  in  g.  at  the  Munster  Institute,  who  will  have  no  knowledge  of  the 

ownership  of  the  birds,  each  pen  being  known  by  a number  only. 

Conditions. 

3.  Competitors  will  not  be  permitted  to  visit  the  competition  or  to 
communicate  with  the  Instructor  in  charge.  Any  breach  of  this  con- 
dition will  entail  the  disqualification  of  the  competitor’s  pen  or  pens. 

4.  The  following  records  will  be  kept: — 

(а)  The  number  of  eggs  laid  by  each  bird  ; 

(б)  The  average  weight  of  eggs  of  the  different  breeds  ; 

(c)  The  market  value  of  eggs  laid  per  pen  per  month. 

o.  Only  pullets  of  the  undermentioned  breeds,  which  are  recognised 
under  the  Department’s  Poultry  Scheme  for  1912-13,  will  be  accepted 
Black  Minorcas,  White  Leghorns,  Brown  Leghorns,  Barred  Plymouth 
Bocks,  White  Orpingtons,  Buff  Orpingtons,  White  Wyandottes, 
Salmon  Faverolles,  Sussex,  Bhode  Island  Beds. 

6.  The  number  of  pens  will  be  limited  to  fifty ; each  pen  consisting 
oi  six  pullets  of  one  breed  hatched  subsequently  to  1st  January,  1913. 
JVo  male  birds  will  be  allowed. 

7.  A separate  house  and  run  will  be  provided  for  each  pen,  and  one 
trap  nest  for  every  two  birds. 

8.  All  birds  will  be  fed  on  similar  foods.  Patent  foods  or  spices  will 
not  be  used  in  the  competition. 

9.  All  eggs  laid  will  be  sold  and  the  amount  thereby  realised  applied 
towards  defraying  the  cost  of  the  competition. 

10.  Any  bird  showing  symptoms  of  disease  will  be  removed  at  once 
and  the  owner  given  the  opportunity  of  replacing  it.  A like  option 
will  be  granted  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  a bird. 

11.  The  laying  competition  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  1st  October, 
1913,  and  end  on  Monday,  31st  August,  1914. 

12.  Entries  should  be  submitted  on  Form  A.  413,  copies  of  which 
can  be  obtained  free  on  application  to  the  Department. 

13.  An  intending  competitor  may  enter  more  than  one  pen  for  the 
competition,  but  in  the  event  of  entries  being  received  from  more  than 
fifty  persons,  one  pen  only  will  be  allotted  to  an  individual  competitor. 

14.  If  entries  are  received  from  more  than  fifty  persons  the  Depart- 
ment will  make  a selection  so  as  to  have  each  county  represented  as 
far  as  possible.

TO  THE  PROPRIETORS  AND  MANAGERS  OP  IRISH 
_ CREAMERIES. 

Gentlemen, 

®rm!rt?6Partl?ent  consider  it  desirable  to  direct  the  attention  of  creamery 
of  frisk  managers  to  certain  complaints  regarding  the  marketing 

to  thfhZT7!'1 Llttef.  aiKi  °*her  dairy  produce  which  were  brought 
to  the  Department’s  notice  during  the  past  year. 
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The  principal  complaints  made  regarding  the  packing  of  Irish  creamery 
butter  were  : — 

(1)  That  in  some  cases  the  56-lb.  pyramid  boxes  were  constructed 

of  badly  seasoned  and  roughly-finished  wood,  with  the  result 
(a)  that  the  timber  did  not  hold  the  nails  firmly  and  withstand 
the  hardships  of  transit,  and  (6)  that  boxes  of  Irish  creamery 
butter  presented  an  uninviting  appearance  as  compared  with 
boxes  of  foreign  and  colonial  butter. 

(2)  That  as  the  boxes  and  parchment  were  not  properly  prepared* 

a considerable  quantity  of  butter  adhered  to  the  parchment* 
and  the  exterior  of  the  butter  was  flavoured  by  the  wood. 

(3)  That  when  the  packages  were  kept  in  store  for  a few  days  moulds 

developed  on  the  parchment,  giving  the  butter  a most 
objectionable  appearance,  and  lowering  its  market  value. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  first  of  the  foregoing  defects  creamery  proprietors 
are  advised  to  insist  upon  being  supplied  with  boxes  which  comply 
strictly  with  the  Department’s  specifications.  Packages  constructed  of 
unseasoned  wood,  or  of  wood  badly  planed  and  finished,  should  not  be 
accepted. 

The  second  defect  may  be  avoided  if  the  package  itself  and  the  parch- 
ment  used  are  prepared  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  Department’s 
Leaflet  No.  60,  “Packing  of  Butter.” 

With  regard  to  the  third  defect,  the  Department  desire  to  draw  special 
attention  to  the  importance  of  using  a butter  parchment  of  good  quality 
for  the  lining  of  butter  packages.  Samples  of  parchment  in  use  at 
several  Irish  creameries  were  taken  by  the  Department  dining  last  year, 
and  tested  for  sugar,  with  the  result  that,  in  some  cases,  the  parchment 
was  found  to  be  loaded  with  from  7-8  per  cent,  to  12-6  per  cent  of  sugar. 
Sugar  in  parchment  acts  as  a food  material  for  moulds,  and  encourages 
their  growth,  and  it  is,  consequently,  most  important,  when  butter 
parchment  is  being  ordered,  to  specify  that  it  must  be  free  from  sugar 
and  all  other  loading  material. 

Another  complaint  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Department  was 
drawn  last  year  is  that  during  the  summer  months  Irish  creamery  butter- 
is  received  in  the  markets  in  Great  Britain  in  an  overheated  condition,, 
and  showing  much  loose  moisture.  The  butter  is,  in  this  respect,, 
seriously  handicapped  as  compared  with  foreign  and  colonial  butters, 
which  are  forwarded  to  the  markets  in  cold  stores  on  the  steamships,, 
and  in  cooled  wagons  on  the  railways.  To  secure  that  Irish  butter  will1 
reach  the  markets  in  good  condition  diming  the  hot  weather  it  is  most 
important  that  the  cream  should  be  properly  cooled  after  separation,, 
and  before  being  churned,  and  also  that  the  butter  should  be  chilled 
at  the  creamery  before  shipment.  The  advantage  of  a refrigerating 
plant,  submeiged  coils,  and  cold  store,  as  compared  with  the  use  of  ice 
at  a creamery  for  this  purpose  is  considerable.  In  hot  weather  butter 
should  be  placed  in  a cool  store  (temperature  about  40°  F.)  for  from 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  before  it  is  sent  from  the  creamery.  The- 
Department,  however,  desire  to  impress  upon  creamery  proprietors  and 
managers  that  cold  stores  at  creameries  which  are  intended  only  for 
the  thorough  chilling  of  freshly-made  butter  should  not  be  utilised  for- 
retaining  butter  for  any  considerable  time  with  a view  to  a rise  in  the 
market  quotations.  The  deterioration  of  the  quality  of  the  butter  so- 
stored  will  adversely  affect-  the  reputation  of  the  creamery  among  its 
customers.  Cooled  railway  vans  provided  for  the  cold  transit  of  butter,, 
and  facilities  for  cold  storage  in  steamships  should  be  availed  of  as  widely 
as  possible,  but  the  use  of  such  conveyance  will  not  be  effective  if  the- 
butter  is  in  a heated  condition  when  it  leaves  the  creamery. 

In  winter  it  is  also  found  that  much  of  the  butter  is  not  worked 
sufficiently  to  mix  the  salt  thoroughly,  and,  as  a consequence,  the  butter 
is  frequently  mottled  or  “marbled  ” after  standing  for  a few  days,  and 
shows  a considerable  amount  of  loose  moisture. 
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Delays  in  transit  should,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  be  avoided  by- 
ascertaining  from  the  representatives  of  the  various  carrying  companies- 
the  quickest  route  from  the  creamery  to  the  buyer  in  Great  Britain,, 
and  the  exact  period  occupied  in  transit.  Care  should  be  taken  to  fill 
m the  route  on  the  consignment  note  and  label,  and  to  communicate 
with  the  carrying  companies  at  the  opening  of  the  season  in  regard  to 
the  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  transit  of  the  butter.  The  con- 
signee should  be  notified  of  the  route  by  which  the  butter  is  forwarded 
with  a view  to  enabling  him  to  make  enquiries  in  case  of  delay,  and  to 
secure  delivery  in  time  for  the  market.  Further,  where  an  exhibit  of 
butter  is  consigned,  especially  by  passenger  train,  to  any  of  the  English 
shows,  it  is  recommended  that  in  order  to  prevent  damage  and  to  ensure 
the  arrival  of  the  package  in  good  condition  it  should  be  enclosed  in  a 
non-returnable  outer  covering  such  as  a hamper. 

With  reference  to  the  marketing  of  Irish  milk  and  cream  in  Great 
Britain,  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Department  that  proprietors- 
and  managers  of  creameries  do  not  always  return,  .to  their  respective 
owners  the  railway  cans  supplied  by  purchasers,  and  that  in  many  cases 
vessels  belonging  to  one  customer  are  used  for  conveying  milk  and  cream; 
to  other  firms  which  may  be  in  competition  with  the  owners  of  the  cans. 
This  procedure  is  most  unbusinesslike,  and  should  be  discontinued. 

It  is  recommended  that  when  contracts  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream 
are  being  made,  purchasers  should  be  asked  to  provide  cans,  and  that 
such  vessels  should  be  well  w-ashed,  scalded,  and  cooled  before  being  filled 
at  the  creamery,  and  returned  to  customers  without  undue  delay.—

BLACK  SCAB  IN  POTATOES  (SPECIAL  AREA,  IRELAND) 
No.  2 ORDER,  1914. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland, 
by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  under  the 
Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Acts,  1877  and  1907,  do  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered,  as  follows  : — 

Restriction  of  movement  of  potatoes  out  of  Scheduled  District. 

1.  Excepting  potatoes  shipped  from  Annalong,  Kilkeel,  Greencastle, 
and  Rostrevor,  potatoes  shall  not  be  moved  out  of  the  district  described 
in  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Order  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
scheduled  district)  otherwise  than  under  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
of  a licence  authorising  such  movement. 

Certificates  : production  of  certificates  ; names  and  addresses. 

2.  (1)  Potatoes  shall  not  be  loaded  on  any  vessel  at,  or  be  moved  from, 
the  ports  of  Annalong,  Kilkeel,  Greencastle,  or  Rostrevor  unless  the  person 
causing,  directing  or  permitting  the  potatoes  to  be  so  loaded,  or  the 
person  causing,  directing  ov  permitting  the  potatoes  to  be  so  moved 
shall  have  obtained  a certificate  in  the  prescribed  form  stating  that  the 
potatoes  are  free  from  the  disease  known  as  Black  Scab,  Wart  or  Warty 
Disease,  Cauliflower  Disease,  Potato  Canker,  or  Potato  Rosette  (and 
caused  by  the  fungis  know-n  as  Chrysophlyctis  enddbiotica  [Schilb]  or 
Synchitrium  endobioticum  [Perc]). 
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(2)  Any  person  causing,  directing  or  permitting  potatoes  to  be  loaded 
or  moved  as  aforesaid  shall,  on  demand  of  a Justice  or  of  a constable 
or  of  an  inspector  or  of  any  authorised  officer,  or  of  the  master  of  any 
vessel  on  which  potatoes  have  been  or  are  about  to  be  loaded,  produce 
and  show  to  him  the  aforesaid  certificate  and  shall  allow  it  to  be  read 
and  a copy  of,  or  extract  from,  it  to  be  taken  by  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  produced. 

(3)  Any  person  in  charge  or  in  possession  of  potatoes  loaded  or  in  the 
course  of  being  loaded  on  any  vessel  at  the  aforesaid  ports  in  contraven- 
tion of  this  Order,  or  of  any  potatoes  moved  in  contravention  of  this 
Order  shall,  on  demand  of  a Justice  or  of  a constable  or  of  an  inspector 
or  of  any  authorised  officer,  give  his  name  and  address  and  all  the  in- 
formation in  his  possession  as  to  the  person  causing,  directing,  or 
permitting  the  potatoes  to  be  so  loaded  or  moved. 

Restriction  on  planting,  digging  and  moving  potatoes  within 
prohibited  areas. 

3.  Within  the  areas  described  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Order 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  prohibited  areas)  potatoes  shall  not  be 
planted,  dug  or  otherwise  raised  out  of  the  ground,  or  moved  from  any 
field,  plot,  pit,  shed,  outhouse  or  other  place  on  or  used  in  connection 
with  any  farm,  garden  or  agricultural  holding  otherwise  than  under 
and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  a licence  authorising  the  planting, 
digging  or  raising  out  of  the  ground,  or  movement  of  the  said  potatoes. 

Restriction  on  planting  of  potatoes  within  scheduled  district. 

4.  Potatoes  shall  not  be  planted  on  any  land  forming  part  of  any  field, 
plot,  or  other  place  on  which  potatoes  have  previously  been  grown,  out- 
side the  prohibited  areas  but  otherwise  within  the  scheduled  district, 
unless  a period  of  at  least  five  years  shall  have  elapsed  since  potatoes 
were  previously  planted  on  the  said  land,  or  until  a licence  authorising 
the  planting  of  potatoes  on  the  said  land  has  been  obtained  by  the 
occupier  of  the  said  land  ; in  the  latter  case  potatoes  shall  not  be  planted 
except  in  accordance  with  the  conditions,  if  any,  specified  in  the  said 
licence. 

Prohibition  of  use  for  seed  purposes  of  potatoes  grown  within  prohibited 
areas  or  scheduled  district. 

5.  (1)  Potatoes  grown  within  the  prohibited  areas  shall  not  be  supplied 
or  used  for  planting. 

(2)  Potatoes  grown  outside  the  prohibited  areas  but  otherwise  within 
the  scheduled  district  shall  not  be  supplied  or  used  for  planting  elsewhere 
than  in  that  district. 

Disposal  of  potatoes  planted  in  contravention  of  the  Order. 

6.  If  an  inspector  or  any  authorised  officer  has  reason  to  believe 
that  potatoes  planted  on  any  land  have  been  so  planted  in  contravention 
of  this  Order  or  in  contravention  of  the  conditions  inserted  in  a licence 
thereunder,  he  may  serve  a Notice  on  the  occupier  of  the  land  requiring 
him  to  dig  or  otherwise  raise  out  of  the  groimd  the  said  potatoes,  and 
to  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner  and  within  such  period  of  time 
as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  Notice  by  the  Inspector  or  authorised  officer. 

Prohibition  of  movement  of  potato  stalks,  etc.,  grown  within 
prohibited  areas. 

7.  Potato  stalks  and  leaves  or  portions  thereof  grown  within  the  pro- 
hibited areas  shall  not  be  moved  out  of  the  field,  plot,  or  other  place 
on  which  they  have  been  grown,  but  shall  be  destroyed  by  burning  or 
shall  be  ploughed  into  the  land  by  the  occupier  of  the  said  field,  plot, 
or  other  place  within  such  period  as  may  be  notified  in  writing  to  the 
occupier  by  an  inspector  or  by  any  authorised  officer.

(c)  plants  any  potatoes  or  digs  or  raises  any  potatoes  out  of  the 

ground  ; or  causes  directs  or  permits  the  same  to  be  dug 
planted  or  raised  in  contravention  of  this  Order  or  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  conditions  inserted  in  any  licence  thereunder  ; or 

(d)  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  any  direction  contained  in

Execution  of  the  Order* 

17.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order  a Notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
served  on  a person  if  it  is  delivered  to  him  personally  or  left  for  him  at 
his  last  known  place  of  abode,  or  at  his  office  or  place  of  business,  or  sent 
through  the  post  in  a.  letter  addressed  to  him  at  either  of  such  addresses, 
and  a Notice  or  other  document  purporting  to  be  signed  by  an  inspector 
or  any  authorised  officer  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  it  was  signed 
by  such  inspector  or  such  authorised  officer  as  the  case  may  be  and 
duly  authorised. 

Definitions. 

18.  In  this  Order — 

“ The  Department  ” means  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 

“Inspector”  means  an  Inspector  of  the  Department. 

“ Authorised  Officer  ” means  any  person  authorised  by  the  Department. 

“Premises  ” means  land,  or  a building  or  buildings,  or  land  with  a 
building  or  buildings  thereon. 

“ Occupier  ” means  any  person  using  land  for  the  purpose  of  or  in 
connection  with  growing  potatoes  thereon,  whether  he  has  an  estate 
in  said  lands  or  not. 

“ Prescribed  ” means  prescribed  by  the  Department. 

G ommencement . 

19.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  Twenty-first  day  of 
September,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

Short  Title. 

20.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Black  Soab  in  Potatoes  (Special 
Area,  Ireland),  No.  2 Order,  1914.

'Sir,  or  Madam, 

The  Regulations  for  the  teaching  of  Experimental  Science,  Drawing, 
Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy  in  Day  Secondary  Schools 
■which  were  in  operation  during  the  academic  year  1913-14,  will  continue 
in  force  during  the  year  1914-15. 

Since  the  last  publication  of  the  Programme  the  following  Syllabuses 
of  instruction  have  been  revised  : — 

Preliminary  Course  in  Experimental  Science  (Form  S.  280) — June,  1912. 

Special  Course  in  Chemistry  (Form  S.  282) — June,  1913. 

Preliminary  and  Special  Courses  in  Drawing  (Form  S.  287) — June,  1912. 

Auxiliary  and  Special  Courses  in  Domestic  Economy  (Form  S.  288) — 
June,  1912. 

'Prefatory  Note  to  the  Syllabuses  in  Experimental  Science — 
June,  1912. 

The  Syllabuses  of  instruction  for  Day  Trades  Preparatory  Schools 
'(Circular  69)  have  also  been  revised — August,  1914. 

The  Syllabuses  of  the  courses  of  instruction,  as  well  as  the  Prefatory 
Note  to  the  Syllabuses  in  Experimental  Science,  may  be  obtained  separa- 
tely for  distribution  among  teachers. 

A practice  of  permitting  students,  who  are  not  of  age  to  be  eligible 
for  grants  under  this  Programme,  to  attend  instruction  in  the  First  Year 
Syllabuses  of  the  Preliminary  Course  has  been  observed  in  some  schools. 
The  Department  will,  as  a rule,  require  that  these  students  shall  in  future 
repeat  the  work  of  the  First  Year  Syllabuses  if  claims  in  respect  of  their 
attendances  at  instruction  in  the  subjects  of  the  Programme  are  to  be 
made  in  subsequent  years . Should  any  such  students,  however,  be  present- 
ing themselves  for  examination  in  the  Junior  Grade  at  the  Intermediate 
Examinations  in  the  year  in  which  they  will  first  become  eligible  for  grants 
under  the  Programme,  they  will  be  permitted  to  proceed  to  the  Second 
Year  Syllabuses  provided  that  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  that  they  have 
made  such  progress  as  would  enable  them  to  take,  with  advantage,  the 
work  of  that  year. 

In  regard  to  the  cases  of  pupils  who  may,  under  Regulation  III-,  16, 
be  working  a second  time  through  any  Syllabus  of  the  Programme,  atten- 
tion is  directed  to  the  fact  that  pupils  who  are  capable  of  profiting  by 
promotion  to  a higher  course  should  not  be  permitted  to  repeat  the 
previous  year’s  course.  The  Department  will  withhold  grants  in  respect 
of  instruction  given  to  pupils  who  may  repeat  the  course  of  any  year  if, 
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in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  those  pupils  had  made  such  progress  as

I.  Subjects.

“ , Is  1 , d Natural  Science  as  will  involve  the  greater  part  of  the 
ork  being  done  by  the  pupils  themselves  in  an  approved  laboratory. 
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2.  Drawing  shall  mean  a system  of  instruction  in  Free  and  Mechanical’ 
Drawing,  Design  and  Modelling. 

3.  Manual  Instruction  shall  include  instruction  in  the  use  of  tools- 
employed  in  Wood  or  Metal-working,  and  drawing  in  connection  there- 
with. 

4.  Domestic  Economy  shall  include  instruction  in  Cookery  and  Home- 
sewing, and  may  include  Laundry-work  or  any  other  form  of  practical 
instruction  in  household  management  of  which  the  Department  may 
approve. 

II.  Courses  of  Instruction. 

5.  The  Courses  of  Instruction  include  : — 

(а)  A Preliminary  (two  year)  Course,  which  is  obligatory  on.all 

pupils  and  on  all  schools  claiming  grants  under  these  regula- 
tions. 

(б)  Special  Courses,  and 

(c)  Auxiliary  Courses. 

6.  The  Preliminary  (two  year)  Course  may  vary  according  to  the 
character  of  the  school ; but  it  shall  include  Experimental  Science  and 
Drawing.  Not  less  than  three  hours  per  week  shall  be  devoted  to  Expeii- 
mental  Science,  and  not  less  than  one  hour  per  week  to  Drawing. 

In  schools  claiming  grants  for  more  than  six  hours’  instruction  in  the 
Preliminary  Course  in  any  week,  Manual  Instruction  or  Domestic  Economy 
must  form  "part  of  the  Preliminary  Course  ; and,  in  such  cases,  at  least  one 
hour  and  a hah  per  week  must  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  one  of  those 
subjects.* 

In  Schools  also  which  do  not  provide  instruction  in  one  of  the  Special 
Courses,  or  whose  Special  Course  has  not  been  recognised  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  attendance  grants,  Manual  Instruction  or  Domestic  Economy, 
with  Experimental  Science  and  Drawing,  shall  constitute  the  Preliminary 
Course  ; and  in  order  that  the  Preliminary  Course  in  such  schools  may  be 
recognised,  the  time-table  must  show  that  at  least  six  hours’  instruction 
per  week  is  devoted  to  instruction  in  those  three  subjects. 

7.  The  following  are  the  Special  Courses.  Grants  shall  not  be  payable 
on  any  one  pupil  in  respect  of  more  than  three  of  these  courses  : — 

(1)  Physics:  Third  Year — General  Physics,  Heat,  and  (optional) 

Electricity  and  Magnetism  ; fourth  year — (a)  Wave  Motion, 
Sound  and  Light  and  Radiant  Heat,  or  (b)  Electricity  and 
Magnetism.  (Either  or  both  fourth  year  syllabuses  may  be 
taken.  In  the  latter  case  grants  would  be  payable  on  any  one 
pupil  in  respect  of  only  one  other  course.) 

(2)  Chemistry  : Third  Year — Inorganic  Chemistry  ; fourth  year- 

inorganic  Chemistry,  with  some  Elementary  Organic  Chem- 
istry. 

(3)  'Mechanics  : Third  year  syllabus  ; fourth  year  syllabus. 

(4)  Botany  : Third  year  syllabus  fourth  year  syallabus. 

(5)  Physiology  and  Hygiene:  Third  year  syllabus;  fourth  year 

syllabus . 

(6)  Physical  and  Commercial  Geography : Third  year  syllabus ; 

fourth  year  syllabus. 

(7)  Domestic  economy  (Special  Course) : Third  year  syllabus  ; fourth 

year  syllabus. 

(8)  Drawing  : Third  year  syllabus  ; fourth  year  syllabus. 


♦Attendances  at  Special  Inspections  may  be  claimed  on,  in  addition  to- 
the  hours  set  apart  in  the  general  time-table. 
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Managers  desiring  to  have  the  Special  Courses  of  their  schools  recognised 
will  be  required  to  show  that  a fair  proportion  of  the  pupils  who  have 
worked  through  the  Preliminary  Course  are  in  attendance  at  the  Special 
Courses  ; that  not  less  than  three  hours  per  week  are  devoted  to  instruction 
in  each  Special  Course  ; and  that  at  least  one-third  of  the  time  is  assigned 
to  theoretical  instruction. 

Not  more  than  six  hours  per  week  may  be  considered,  when  computing 
the  total  number  of  hours  of  attendance  at  any  Special  Course.* 

^ 8.  The  Auxiliary  Courses  include  Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic 
Economy,  which  may  be  taken  in  any  year,  and  may  be  taken  in  addition 
to  the  three  Special  Courses  permitted  under  the  foregoing  paragraph. 
Domestic  Economy  may  not  be  taken  as  a Special  Course  and  also  as  an. 
Auxiliary  Course  by  the  same  pupil  in  the  same  year. 

9.  The  subjects  of  the  Preliminary,  Special  and  Auxiliary  Courses  shall 
be  followed  in  the  order  prescribed  in  the  Department’s  published  Sylla- 
buses, and  pupils  may  not  be  admitted  to  any  course  who  have  not  worked 
satisfactorily  through  the  preceding,  or  equivalent  courses.  Students, 
however,  who  have  worked  through  the  Third  Year  Syllabus  of  Physics 
may  proceed  directly  to  the  Fourth  Year  Syllabus  of  Mechanics,  and  those 
who  have  worked  through  the  Third  Year  Syllabus  of  Mechanics  may  pro- 
ceed directly  to  the  Fourth  Year  Syllabus  (Course  B)  of  Physics. 

III.  Grants. 

10.  Grants  in  respect  of  courses  of  instruction  in  Experimental  Science, 
Drawing,  Manual  Instruction,  and  Domestic  Economy,  may  be  made, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations,  to  Day  Secondary  Schools 
m which  the  Department  are  satisfied  that  sufficient  provision  is  made 
for  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  in  the  other  main  branches  of  a general 
education  : — 

11.  Grants  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  made  by  those 
students  only  who  are  over  twelve  and  under  eighteen  years  of  age  on  the 
1st  day  of  June  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  course  is  entered  upon, 
and  who  have  completed  an  education  which  would  entitle  them  to  be 
placed  in  the  Sixth  Class  of  a school  under  the  Board  of  National  Education 
in  Ireland. 

12.  Grants  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  made  by  the 
pupils  of  those  schools  only  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Department. 

13.  Grants  on  the  attendance  of  duly  qualified  pupils  will  be  made  for 
each  hour  of  instruction  per  week  throughout  the  school  year,  according 
to  the  following  scale  : — 

Experimental  Science. — 10s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course  ; 12s.  6d. 
for  the  second  year  of  the  course  ; 15s.  for  the  third  year  of  the  course  ; 
and  20s.  for  the  fourth  year  of  the  course. 

Domestic  Economy  (as  a Special  Course). — 8s.  for  the  third  or  fourth 
year  of  the  course. 

Drawing. — 5s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course  ; 6s.  for  the  second  year  of 
the  course  ; 7s.  for  the  third  or  fourth  year  of  the  course. 

Manual  Instruction  and  Domestic  Economy  (Auxiliary  Course). — 
6s.  for  the  first  year  of  the  course  ; 7s.  for  the  second  year  of  the  course  ; 
8s.  for  the  third  or  fourth  year  of  the  course. 

14.  The  numbers  on  which  grants  for  each  subject  are  to  be  calculated, 
at  the  foregoing  rates,  shall  be  determined  by  adding  together  the  total 
number  of  hours  of  attendance  made  by  all  the  pupils  in  that  subject  (at 
the  approved  time-table  hours),  and  dividing  by  forty,  the  normal  school 
year  being  regarded  as  of  forty  weeks. 

*Attendances  at  Special  Inspections  may  be  claimed  on,  in  addition  to 
the  hours  set  apart  in  the  general  time-table. 
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15.  The  syllabuses  of  instruction,  “first  year,”  “second  year,”  etc., 
correspond  with  the  “ first  year,”  “ second  year,”  etc.,  rates  of  payment. 

16.  Grants  may  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  attendances  of  any  one  pupil 
for  not  more  than  two  years  in  any  Syllabus.  Payments  will  not  be  made 
in  respect  of  any  one  pupil  for  more  than  five  years  in  all.  It  is  not  obliga- 
tory that  the  claims  should  be  made  in  consecutive  academic  years. 

17.  The  grant  to  be  made  in  respect  of  any  subject  of  any  year  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  regulations,  may,  in  exceptional  cases,  be 
increased  by  one-tenth  when  the  Inspector  of  the  Department  is  of  opinion 
that  the  work  is  of  conspicuous  merit.  It  may  also  be  reduced  by  one  or 
more  tenths  for  defects  of  equipment,  or  of  organisation,  or  of  instruction, 
or  for  any  other  cause  which  may  tend  to  lessen  the  efficiency  of  the  work 
done. 

IV.  Conditions  of  Grants. 

18.  The  courses  of  instruction  should  begin  in  August  or  September  of 
any  year  and  must  be  continuous  throughout  the  school  year.  The  hours 
per  week  devoted  to  the  course  must  be  fairly  distributed  throughout  the 
week : in  exceptional  circumstances,  where  'previous  application  has  been 
made,  the  Department  may  sanction  another  arrangement.  Deviations 
from  the  approved  time-table,  unless  previously  sanctioned,  will  be  re- 
garded as  a serious  irregularity. 

19.  Claims  for  attendance  grants  may  be  preferred  on  behalf  of  those 
students  only  who  have  punctually  and  regularly  attended  instruction 
in  all  the  obligatory  subjects  of  the  Preliminary,  or  of  a Special,  Course. 
Grants  shall  only  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendance  of  students  at 
Auxiliary  Courses  when  such  attendance  has  been  regular  and  punctual. 

20.  Claims  for  attendance  grants  may  be  preferred  on  behalf  of  those 
students  only  who  have  been  registered  as  in  attendance  at  instruction  in 
each  of  the  subjects  of  the  course  on  or  before  the  Is/  day  of  November  in 
any  academic  year. 

21.  Grants  shall  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendances  of  pupils 
of  any  school  which,  after  working  for  one  academic  year  in  accordance 
with  the  Department’s  regulations,  has  not  the  two  years’  Preliminary 
Course  in  operation. 

22.  Grants  shall  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  attendances  at  Manual 
Instruction  of  Domestic  Economy  (Auxiliary  Courses)  in  any  year,  except 
in  the  case  of  pupils  who  have  attended  instruction  in  the  Preliminary 
Course  of  Experimental  Science  and  Drawing  or  in  one  of  the  subjects  of 
a Special  Course,  in  that  year,  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

[ Regulation  23  cancelled .] 

24.  Grants  will  be  made  only  upon  a satisfactory  report  by  an  Inspector 
of  the  Department.  The  Inspector  will  satisfy  himself  not  only  that  the 
attendances  on  which  the  claim  is  based  have  actually  been  made,  but 
also  that  the  instruction  is  of  a class  superior  to  that  given  in  Elementary 
Schools. 

25.  Grants  shall  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  pupils  who  are  reported 
by  the  Department  s Inspectors  as  unfit  to  attend  the  Courses  in  which 
they  have  been  receiving  instruction. 

26.  Pupils  on  the  roll  of  a National  School  are  not  eligible  for  attendance 
grants. 

V.  Registration. 

27.  Attendance  registers  will  be  supplied  by  the  Department  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  form  of  application  for  recognition  of  the  classes  (Form  S.  44)  ; 
attendances  not  registered  in  the  maimer  indicated  on  the  official  registers, 
or  registered  before  the  receipt  of  Form  S.  44,  will  be  disregarded.  A class 
may  not  be  said  to  have  begun  until  attendances  are  so  registered. 
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VI.  Laboratories. 

28.  Grants  will  not  be  made  for  instruction  unless  due  provision  is 
made  for  experimental  work  in  Science,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  in  pro- 
perly equipped  and  approved  laboratories.  1 P

I.— EXPLANATORY  CIRCULAR. 


Department  of  Agriculture  and 

Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 

Upper  Merrion  Street.  Dublin, 
August,  1914. 

Sir, 

The  Regulations  for  Technical  Schools  and  Classes  which  were  in 
operation  during  the  Session  1913-14  will  continue  in  force,  with  certain 
slight  alterations,  during  the  Session  1914-15. 

Teachers  attending  the  ordinary  classes  conducted  in  Technical  Schools 
under  the  terms  of  Section  II.  (a)  of  this  Programme  will  not  be  required 
to  adopt  courses  of  study  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  18,  and  will  be  at 
liberty  to  attend  instruction  in  any  subject  or  subjects  a knowledge  of  which 
would  be  of  advantage  to  them  in  their  work.  Grants  in  such  cases  will 
not  be  paid,  in  any  one  year,  for  more  than  three  subjects  in  respect  of 
any  one  teacher,  and  the  payment  for  any  subject  will  be  at  the  rate 
appropriate  to  the  year  of  syllabus  followed. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  terms  of  Section  II.  (a)  9,  under  which  it  is 
necessary  for  the  Managers  of  Schools  to  submit,  by  the  7th  June  in  each 
year,  full  particulars  of  the  courses  of  instruction  to  be  adopted.  The 
main  subjects  of  each  course  should  be  indicated. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  inspection,  and  the  checking  of  the 
particulars  as  to  previous  training,  etc.,  necessary  in  the  case  of  all  students 
in  respect  of  whom  it  is  proposed  to  claim  grants  under  Sections  II.  (a)  and 
III.,  the  Department  will  require,  by  the  5th  December  in  each  year,  a 
complete  list  of  such  students  showing  the  courses  of  study  followed  by 
each  and  their  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  courses. 

The  Department  have  found  that  the  conditions  in  regard  to  the  keeping 
of  admission  registers  have  not  been  generally  complied  with,  and  they 
desire  it  to  be  understood  that  Managers  of  all  Schools  and  Classes  are  ex- 
pected to  keep  a systematic  record  of  all  students.

PREFATORY  NOTE. 

The  following  Regulations  are  designed  to  provide  supplementary  aid 
towards  the  instruction  given  in  Technical  Schools  and  Classes.  They 
also  apply  to  certain  institutions,  other  than  Day  Secondary  Schools, 
which,  prior  to  the  issue  of  these  Regulations,  had  received  aid  under  the 
conditions  of  the  Science  and  Art  Directory  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  grants  payable  under  these  Regulations  are  from  monies  voted 
annually  by  Parliament,  and  supplement  the  aid  provided  from  the 
Department’s  Endowment  Fund  and  local  rates. 

It  is  recognised  that  the  funds  for  Technical  Instruction  derive^  from 
the  rates  and  from  the  Department’s  Endowment  are  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  them  owing  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  Depart- 
ment’s work  in  Technical  Schools-  The  grant  towards  schemes  of  Tech- 
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nical  Instruction  from  the  Department’s  Endowment  is  limited  by  th© 
.amount  of  that  Endowment.  The  grants  under  these  Regulations  vary 
in  accordance  with  the  amount  and  value  of  the  educational  work  done. 
The  Regulations  are  intended  to  encourage  the  efficient  organisation  of 
•courses  of  instruction  and  to  extend  facilities  for  providing  efficient  teach- 
ing in  the  subjects  of  the  Programme. 

The  Schools  and  Classes  working  under  Part  II.  (a)  of  this  Programme 
are  mainly,  though  not  exclusively,  Evening  Schools.  It  may  be  useful  to 
indicate  the  position  which  teaching  in  evening  classes  occupies  in  relation 
to  other  branches  of  education.  It  is  clear  that  instruction  in  evening 
•classes  cannot  form  a substitute  for  the  more  general  and  systematic 
education  given  in  Day  Schools,  whether  Primary,  Secondary,  or  Tech- 
nical. The  work  of  such  evening  schools  and  classes  constitutes  a 
specialised  form  of  education,  intended  to  fit  those  receiving  it  for  indus- 
trial or  commercial  pursuits,  or  to  render  those  already  engaged  in  such 
pursuits  more  efficient  in  their  work.  Instruction  of  this  nature  in  evening 
schools  has  obvious  drawbacks.  It  possesses,  however,  certain  well 
marked  advantages  Attendance  at  such  schools  is  purely  voluntary. 
Those  attending  are  for  the  most  part  engaged  or  about  to  be  engaged 
in  some  form  of  industry — they  have  commenced  the  serious  work  of  life 
— and  are  meeting  problems  and  difficulties  which  the  Evening  Technical 
•School  can  help  them  to  solve.  They  perceive  that  the  higher  branches 
of  their  calling  may  be  reached  only  by  increased  technical  skill  and 
knowledge.  This  being  the  case,  the  attitude  of  evening  students  to 
instruction  is  usually  most  favourable  ; but  progress  is  hindered  by  several 
circumstances : the  previous  preparation  of  students  joining  evening 
Technical  Schools  is  in  many  cases  not  such  as  to  fit  them  for  the  specialised 
form  of  instruction  which  it  is  the  special  function  of  such  schools  to  impart. 
An  attempt  is  made  in  these  Regulations  to  remedy  this  defect.  Before  a 
student  can  take  full  advantage  of  a specialised  course  of  instruction  in 
any  branch  of  Science  or  Technology  he  should  at  least  be  able  to  express 
himself  clearly,  both  orally  and  by  means  of  writing  and  drawing  ; he 
should  be  able  to  make  such  elementary  calculations  as  are  required  in 
all  industries,  and  he  should  know  something  at  least,  and  that  something 
really  and  practically,  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Science  under- 
lying all  industrial  work.  Without  this  preparation  a student  cannot  hope 
to  profit  by  a specialised  course.  He  will  be  continually  handicapped  and 
■disheartened  by  the  difficulties,  and  will  tend  to  retard  other  members 
of  the  class  who  may  be  better  prepared.  When  these  conditions  are  not 
satisfied  the  young  student  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  comply 
with  them,  and  to  this  end  should  enter  the  Introductory  Course. 

A certain  standard  of  elementary  education  is  obviously  necessary  for 
such  an  Introductory  Course  as  that  set  out  in  the  Regulations.  It  will 
be  necessary  that  schools  should  carefully  refrain  from  registering,  in  the 
Introductory  Course,  students  who  have  not  attained  this  standard.  If 
such  students  were  admitted  the  bad  effects  would  appear  in  the  work  of 
the  specialised  courses.  The  work  of  the  Introductory  Course  is  intended 
to  provide  the  necessary  preliminary  instruction  for  those  not  already 
qualified,  and  suggested  Syllabuses  of  English,  Mathematics,  and  Domestic 
Economy  suitable  to  the  Courses  are  contained  in  Appendix  B. 

A second  difficulty  is  the  shortness  of  time  available  for  instruction  in 
Evening  Classes.  For  students  engaged  in  arduous  work  during  the  day  the 
amount  of  time  devoted  to  evening  technical  school  work  must  be  severely 
limited.  Speaking  generally,  not  more  than  two  evening  attendances  a 
week  can  be  expected,  for  homework  is  essential  if  full  advantage  is  to  be 
derived  from  the  work  in  class.  The  hours  of  school  study  thus  limited 
become  precious,  and  the  organisation  of  the  school  and  the  efforts  of  the 
teachers  should  be  earnestly  directed  to  the  most  thorough  utilisation  of 
those  hours,  and  to  this  end  every  lesson  should  be  carefully  prepared.  It 
will,  moreover,  be  obvious  that,  under  such  circumstances,  regular  attend- 
ance becomes  a matter  of  the  highest  importance.  The  Department  mark 
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their  sense  of  the  importance  of  this  by  the  “ Increment  Grant  ” under 
which  largely  increased  grants  are  paid  for  continued  attendance  over 
twenty  hours,  up  to  a limit  of  120  hours. 

Students  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  through  the  Introductory 
Coarse,  which  may  occupy  one,  or,  at  most,  two  years,  or  who  have  in. 
some  other  manner  reached  a satisfactory  standard  of  education,  may 
be  registered  for  .attendance  in  a course  of  instruction  designed  to  extend 
over  three  or  four  years.  A wide  freedom  is  allowed  under  the  Programme- 
in  order  to  permit  schools  to  frame  courses  in  accordance  with  the  needs 
of  the  locality  and  its  industries.  It  thus  becomes  necessary  on  the  part 
of  Committees  of  Schools  and  their  Principals  to  make  themselves  familiar 
with  the  local  industrial  conditions  and  needs,  and  to  frame  courses  of 
instruction  in  accordance  with  those  conditions.  It  seems  necessary  to 
remark  that  such  courses  should  be  carefully  considered  and  drawn  up- 
some  time  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  a new  session  in  order  that  the 
Department  s approval  may  be  obtained.  The  Department  may  refuse 
where  this  has  not  been  done  to  make  any  [payments  in  respect  of  such 
courses. 

It  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  enough,  in  drafting  a course  of 
instruction  in  any  branch  of  technical  knowledge,  to  indicate  a number  of 
subjects,  some  of  which  may  be  taken  at  the  option  of  the  student.  What 
is  wanted  is  that  a course  of  work  should  be  designed  and  Syllabuses 
should  be  framed  by  the  teacher  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  for  whom  the- 
course  is  intended.  This  may,  and  no  doubt  will,  somewhat  restrict  the 
number  of  those  who  can  be  claimed  upon  as  following  the  course,  but 
it  will  greatly  increase  its  value  to  the  technical  student.  If  the  Sylla- 
buses be  carefully  drawn  up  no  course  need  consist  of  more  than  two  or 
three  subjects,  and  optional  subjects  would  become  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule.  Instead  of  offering  a number  of  Subjects  a school  should 
offer  a number  of  Courses,  and  no  student  should  be  allowed  to  omit  sub- 
jects of  fundamental  importance.  Where,  however,  a student  on  entering 
a school  shows  a competent  knowledge  of  the  earlier  stages  of  a Course  of 
Study  he  may  be  allowed  to  join  the  Second  or  Third  Year  Course. 

The  Department  will  expect  that  Courses  submitted  for  approval  shall' 
be  accompanied  by  Syllabuses  drawn  up  with  a view  to  local  needs. 

They  will  accept,  where  these  are  appropriate,  the  Syllabuses  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts,  etc.,  but  each  subject  in  each  year  of  a course  of  instruction, 
should  be  represented  by  a definite  Syllabus  of  work  graded  to  suit  the 
successive  years  of  the  course.  The  Syllabuses  in  each  subject  should  be 
so  drawn  up  as  to  enable  them  to  be  covered  in  one  session.  When  this 
has  been  carefully  done  the  promotion  of  students  will  proceed  auto- 
matically from  year  to  year,  and  only  in  exceptional  cases  should  it  be 
necessary  for  a student  to  “ repeat  ” the  work  of  a year.  Payments  will 
not  be  made  in  respect  of  attendances  at  subjects  lying  outside  the  courses- 
approved  by  the  Department. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  the  greatest  importance  attaches  to  the  drawing- 
up  and  organisation  of  these  courses  of  instruction.  In  the  first  place 
it  may  be  remarked  that  schools  will  be  well  advised  to  severely  restrict  the 
number  of  courses  attempted. 

While  there  are,  no  doubt,  cases  in  which  an  exception  may  wisely  be 
made,  as  a general  rule  students  should  only  follow  courses  designed  for  the 
occupation  they  follow  or  intend  to  follow.  The  grant  will  vary  according 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  a school,  and  this  in  turn  will  in  a large 
measure  depend  upon  the  manner  in  which  the  school  is  organised  to  meet 
local  needs  and  to  provide  a suitable  training  for  local  industries.  Every 
school  will  be  expected  to  maintain  a careful  and  systematic  record  of 
all  its  students  in  which  particulars  of  the  previous  educational  experience 
of  each  student,  his  age  and  occupation,  the  course,  and  subjects  taken  in. 
successive  years  of  attendance,  are  readily  available,  and,  where  possible,. 
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to  the  needs  of  the  locality ; the  adequacy  of  the  teaching  staff  for  the 
number  of  students  under  instruction,  the  progress  of  the  students,  which 
they  may  ascertain  in  such  a manner  as  they  may  consider  necessary  ; 
the  method  of  registration  ; and  generally  as  to  the  organisation  of  the 
•school  work,  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme  of  instruction  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Department’s  Regulations. 

II.  (a) — Technical  Schools. 

8.  The  authorities  of  each  school  working  under  this  section  must  pro- 
vide a series  of  suggested  courses  of  instruction,  which  have  grown  out 
■of  a study  of  local  industrial  conditions.  These  courses  of  instruction 
■should  be  made  up  of  allied  subjects,  should  be  designed  to  extend  over 
three  or  four  years,  and  should  be  progressive  in  character.  In  the  case 
of  small  schools,  however,  two  year  courses  may  be  accepted.  In  addition 
to  these  in  schools  admitting  students  who  possess  only  the  minimum 
requirements  for  admission  to  a Technical  School,  an  Introductory  Course 
should  be  provided. 

9.  The  courses  proposed  by  the  authorities  of  each  school  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Department  by  the  7th  June  preceding  the  Session,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  Syllabuses  (in  duplicate)  in  cases  where  these 
have  not  already  been  approved.  These  proposals  will  require  the  written 
approval  of  the  Department.  A draft  of  a convenient  form  in  which  to 
■draw  up  the  courses  is  set  out  in  Appendix  E. 

10.  The  instruction  should  be  given  in  evening  classes,  but  where  the 
Department  consider  that  local  circumstances  justify  the  establishment 
•of  day  classes,  such  classes  may  be  formed. 

11.  An  evening  class  is  one  in  which  instruction  begins  at  or  after  4 p.m. 
hroughout  the  week,  or  at  or  after  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

12.  A day  class  is  one  in  which  instruction  begins  before  4 p.m.  through- 
out the  week,  or  before  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

(i.) — Regulations  applying  especially  to  the  Introductory 
Course. 

13.  Introductory  course  classes  should  be  of  such  a nature  as  to  fit 
^students  to  take  up  a specialised  course  of  technical  instruction.  These 
classes  must  be  distinct  from  those  organised  under  (ii.)  below,  and  must 
be  taught  separately. 

14.  The  subjects  of  instruction  in  respect  of  which  payments  are  made 
■under  this  division  are  : — 

(а)  English. 

(б)  Mathematics. 

(c)  One  or  more  of  the  following  : — 

Experimental  Science,  Drawing,  Manual  Training  in  Wood  or 
Metal,  Domestic  Economy. 

15.  Students  on  whom  grants  are  claimed  must  have  received  such  an 
•education  as  would  entitle  them  to  be  placed  in  the  sixth  class  of  a school 
under  the  National  Board. 

16.  All  students  under  instruction  in  the  Introductory  Course  must 
attend  instruction  in  each  of  the  sections  ( a ) (6)  and  (c)  of  paragraph  14 
•above. 

17.  Students  registered  in  the  Introductory  Course  will  not  be  eligible 
for  payments  in  a Specialised  Course,  or  under  Section  ii.  (6)  below,  m 
4;he  same  session. 
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— Regulations  applying  especially  to  the  Specialised  Courses. 

18.  A specialised  course  of  instruction  for  any  student  on  whom  pay- 
ment may  be  claimed  shall  consist  of  a scheme  of  study  in  two  or  more 
subjects  of  a course  approved  by  the  Department,  and  extending  over 
three  or  more  years. 

In  the  first  year  of  specialisation  students  must  take  up  at  least  two 
and  not  more  than  three  subjects,  and  in  subsequent  years  not  more  than 
three  subjects. 

The  Department  will  require,  as  a rule,  that  one  main  subject  will  be 
continued  throughout  each  student’s  course  of  study.  The  instruction 
received  in  this  main  subject,  as  well  as  in  other  subjects  approved  as 
part  of  the  course,  will  be  eligible  for  grants  at  the  rates  appropriate  to 
the  year  of  specialisation  of  the  student. 

In  courses  for  women,  where  a student  adopts  a course  of  study  in  which 
the  main  subject  is  a subject  other  than  in  Domestic  Science,  and  which 
• complies  with  the  minimum  requirements  as  to  the  number  of  subjects  to 
be  taken,  the  Department  will  allow  grants  in  respect  of  instruction  in 
Domestic  Science,  provided  that  not  more  than  three  subjects  in  all  are 
taken  in  any  year. 

19.  Students  registered  in  this  section  must — 

(а)  have  satisfactorily  followed  the  Introductory  Course,  or 

(б)  have  passed  in  the  Junior  Grade  Examination  of  the  Intermediate 

Education  Board,  or 

(c)  be  certified  by  the  Principal  or  responsible  teacher  to  have 
reached  an  equivalent  satisfactory  standard  of  education. 

20.  In  the  case  of  students  registered  under  19  (c)  the  following  par- 
ticulars must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Department’s  Inspector  for 
his  approval : — 

(i.)  any  examinations  passed  which  are  regarded  as  equivalent  to 
(6),  or 

(ii.)  the  marks  obtained  at  entrance  examinations  held  in  the  Tech- 
nical School.  (The  worked  papers  should  be  retained  on  the 
school  premises)  ; or, 

(iii.)  any  special  reasons  for  admitting  students  to  specialised  courses. 

21.  For  the  purposes  of  grants  the  subjects  which  may  be  included  in 
•specialised  courses  of  study,  and  on  which  payment  may  be  made,  are 
grouped  as  follows,  but  courses  of  study  may  be  made  up  of  subjects  taken 
:frora  different  groups. 

Group  A. — Commercial  Subjects  (Section  A.). 

Group  B. — (1)  Commercial  Subjects  (Section  B.). 

(2)  Languages. 

(3)  Mathematics. 

Group  C. — Science  (Pure  and  Applied). 

Group  D. — (1)  Handicraft. 

(2)  Domestic  Science. 

Group  E. — Art  Subjects. 

Group  A. — Commercial  Subjects  ( Section  A.). 

Commercial  subjects  which  involve  mostly  mechanical  operations,  such 
•as  shorthand,  book-keeping,  and  office  routine,  including  copying, 
•indexing,  fifing,  correspondence,  typewriting,  and  the  mechanical  opera- 
tions concerned  with  postage,  telegraph  and  banking. 
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Group  B. — (1)  Commercial  Subjects  ( Section  B.). 

This  group  includes  the  study  of  subjects  which  require  wider  general-' 
knowledge  and  more  intensive  study  than  those  in  Group  A.,  such  as 
economics  of  industry  and  commerce,  commercial  law,  accountancy,, 
banking  and  currency,  insurance,  statistics,  railway  administration,  and 
economic  and  commercial  history  and  geography. 

(2)  Languages. 

The  teaching  of  languages  in  the  evening  is  partly  a subject  of  general 
culture  ; is  required  partly  for  commercial  correspondence  ; and  partly  for 
those  who  have  to  deal  with  the  mechanical  operations  of  seeing  books  and 
other  literature  through  the  press.  The  group  may  include  Irish,  French,. 
German,  Spanish,  Italian,  or  any  other  language  (including  history  and 
literature)  which  a committee  can  show  to  be  required  by  the  circum- 
stances of  a locality. 

(3)  Mathematics. 

Mathematical  subjects,  including  the  treatment  of  the  subject  in  a 
practical  way  ; such  treatment,  for  example,  as  is  usually  given  under  the 
subject  of  mensuration  or  of  practical  plane  and  solid  geometry. 

Group  C. — Science  ( Pure  and  Applied). 

Under  pure  science  will  be  included  such  subjects  as  mechanics,  physics,, 
chemistry,  biology,  botany,  zoology,  physiology. 

Under  applied  science  would  be  included  naval  architecture,  navigation,, 
nautical  astronomy,  building  construction,  machine  construction  and  other 
subjects  involving  systematic  instruction  in  the  underlying  scientific  prin- 
ciples, and  which  would  be  classified  under  such  headings  as  : — 

(1)  Building  industries. 

(2)  Metal  industries. 

(3)  Textile  industries. 

(4)  Printing  and  process  industries. 

(5)  Furniture  industries. 

(6)  Leather  industries. 

(7)  Woodworking  industries. 

(8)  Carriage  Building  industries. 

(9)  Electrical  industries. 

(10)  Chemical  industries . 

(11)  Agricultural  industries. 

At  least  half  the  instruction  in  subjects  included  in  this  group  should  be 
practical,  and  must  be  given  under  approved  conditions  of  accommoda- 
tion and  equipment. 

The  practical  work  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  illustrative  of  the  prin- 
ciples taught,  and  should  not  be  directed  to  developing  dexterity  in  the 
practice  of  trade  processes. 

Group  D. — Handicraft  and  Domestic  Science. 

(1)  Handicraft — manual  instruction  in  wood  and  metal,  wood-carving. 

(2)  Household  subjects,  including  cookery  and  hygiene,  housewifery, 
laundry -work,  dressmaking,  millinery,  needlework. 

Group  E. — Art  Subjects. 

Drawing  (free  and  mechanical),  design,  painting,  architecture,  modelling 
and  applied  art,  such  as  black  and  white  illustration,  goldsmiths’,  silver- 
smiths’, and  jewellers’  work,  stained  glass  work,  mosaic,  enamelling,  and 
any  other  subject  of  applied  art  which  a committee  can  show  to  be  required 
by  the  circumstances  of  their  locality. 

The  first  year  of  a student’s  course  in  Art  must  include  instruction  in  the- 
two  subjects — free  and  mechanical  drawing. 
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(iii-)  Rates  op  Grants  for  Evening  Classes. 

, Grants  will  be  made  upon  the  total  number  of  hours  of  attendance

23.  The  rates  of  grants  payable  in  respect  of  each  group  may  in  any 
school,  upon  account  of  conspicuous  merit,  be  increased  by  one-tenth,  or 
upon  grounds  of  inefficiency,  be  decreased  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the 
Department,  in  consideration  of  their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 

24.  An  increment  for  continued  attendance  at  instruction  in  the  case

36.  Domestic  Science  and  Agricultural  Science,  for  the  purpose  of  this 

regulation,  will  each  be  regarded  as  one  subject.  . .. 

37.  Grants  will  not  be  paid  under  this  Section  on  account  of  students 
in  respect  of  whom  grants  are  paid  under  Section  IL  (a.). 

38.  The  grant  on  account  of  any  Class  under  this  Section  will,  as  a rule, 

be  the  normal  grant  calculated  upon  the  basis  set  out  above,  but  the  grant

the  organization  of  classes  exclusively  for  students  registered  under  this 
section,  t hey  will  require  that  this  shall  be  done.  . . 

41.  The  practical  work  of  the  students  must  not  include  a continuer! 
repetition  of  manipulative  processes  of  which  they  have  acquired  a know- 
ledge. 

III. — Teachers''  Glasses. 

42.  Where  special  classes  or  courses  are  established  by  a Technical 
Instruction  Committee  or  other  responsible  body  of  Managers  other 
than  the  Managers  of  a Training  College  for  the  instruction 
teachers  of  Primary  or  Secondary  Schools  in  the  subjects  of  Jto  P 
gramme,  in  accordance  with  a scheme  approved  by  the  Department 
grants  may  be  paid  at  the  rate  prescribed  for  the  third  year  of  specialisation 
under  Section  II.,  22,  of  this  programme. 

43.  Grants  under  this  Section  will  not  be  paid  m respect  of  more 
fifteen  teacher-students  in  any  one  class.  For  the  P™P0S^S  °£  her 
Regulation  two  or  more  classes  meeting  together  under  the  same  teacher 
shall  be  regarded  as  one  class  during  the  period  of  such  concurrent- 
instruction. 
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Payments  may  be  made  in  respect  of  any  teacher  for  any  subject  for 
not  more  than  three  years,  and  will  be  at  the  same  rate  for  each  year. 

44.  The  amount  of  grant  payable  under  these  rates  may  in  any  school, 
upon  grounds  of  conspicuous  merit,  be  increased  by  one-tenth,  orj  upon 
grounds  of  inefficiency,  be  decreased  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Depart- 
ment, in  consideration  of  their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 

45.  No  increment  grants  will  be  payable  under  this  Section. 

46.  The  instructors  must  be  recognised  by  the  Department  as  qualified! 
for  this  special  work. 

47.  Proposals  for  the  conduct  of  classes  under  this  Section  must  be’ 
specially  submitted  for  approval,  and  should  include  particulars  as  to  the- 
number  and  status  of  the  teachers  for  whom  the  class  or  course  is  organised 
the  proposed  syllabus  of  instruction,  and  the  special  qualifications  of  the- 
teacher. 

48.  Classes  working  under  this  Section  will  be  required  to  submit  to- 
such  examination  as  the  Department  may  decide. 

49.  Grants  will  not  be.paid  in  respect  of  the  attendance  at  these  classes  of" 
students  other  than  teachers  actually  engaged  in  Primary  and  Secondary 
Schools.  Monitors  and  Pupil  Teachers  in  National  Schools,  are  not, 
regarded  as  “ teachers  ” for  this  purpose. 

IV. — Day  Schools  for  Apprentices  and  others  engaged  in  Business . 

50.  Day  technical  or  commercial  schools  or  classes,  which  are  conducted 
by  properly  constituted  managers,  either  in  conjunction  with  works,  busi- 
ness houses,  or  technical  schools,  with  a view  to  improving  the  conditions 
of  local  industries  and  commerce,  and  to  the  further  training  of  sub- 
managers,  foremen,  tradesmen  or  apprentices,  may  be  admitted  for  grants 
under  this  section. 

51.  Such  schools  or  classes  must  be  open  on  one  or  more  days  of  the 
week,  not  later  than  six  o’clock  in  the  evening,  or  than  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

52.  Grants  not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  the  certified  annual  expen- 
diture for  the  conduct  of  such  schools  or  classes  may  be  made  by  the  Depart- 
nv-nt  in  respect  of  students  for  whom  an  employer’s  certificate  can  be  pro- 
duced, showing  that  the  students  have  been  engaged  during  the  session. 
ii;  a business,  trade,  or  industry,  or  that  they  are  indentured  or  properly 
engaged  as  apprentices  to  a firm  or  to  an  individual 

53.  The  expenditure  must  be  set  forth  in  properly  audited  accounts 
to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers. 

54.  The  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  what  constitutes  a legitimate 
cl  large  against  annual  expenditure  shall  be  final. 

55.  The  accommodation  provided,  the  courses  of  instruction,  the  sylla- 
buses of  the  subjects  taught,  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers,  the  time- 
table of  instruction  and  the  estimate  of  expenditure,  must  be  approved 
by  the  Department. 

06.  The  practical  work  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  illustrative  of  the 
pi  ineiples  taught,  and  should  not  be  directed  to  developing  dexterity  in  the 
practice  of  trade  processes. 

57.  The  amount  of  grants  payable  in  respect  of  any  school  may,  upon 
account  of  conspicuous  merit,  be  increased  by  one-tenth,  or.  upon  grounds 
ol  inefficiency,  be  decreased  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Department,  in 
consideration  of  their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 

V. — Schools  of  Art. 

58.  Schools  of  Art,  which  provide  for  students,  the  majority  of  whom 
are  industrial,  courses  extending  continuously  over  two  or  three  years 
according  to  a scheme  approved  by  the  Department,  may  be  paid  grants’ 
not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  the  actual  annual  expenditure  incurred 
in  the  conduct  of  such  courses. 

59.  The  expenditure  must  be  set  forth  in  properly  audited  accounts 
to  be  accompanied  by  vouchers.  An  estimate  of  the  expenditure  must  be- 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Department  before  the  commencement, 
ot  the  session. 
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60.  The  decision  of  the  Department  as  to  what  constitutes  a legitimate 
•charge  against  annual  expenditure  shall  be  final. 

61.  No  grants  will  be  payable  to  Schools  of  Art  adopting  this  section 
of  the  regulations  under  the  methods  of  payment  set  out  in  sections  II.  and 
III. 

62.  Recognition  may  be  withheld  or  withdrawn  from  any  School  of  Art 
in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction 
•and  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  do  not  justify  the  expenditure 
involved. 

63.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  a School  of  Art  must  satisfy  the 
following  conditions  : — 

(а)  The  rooms  and  equipment  must  be  approved  by  the  Department 

and  must  be  wholly  devoted  to  elementary  and  advanced 
instruction  in  art. 

(б)  Provision  must  be  made  for  drawing  from  life  and  modelling,  and 

for  instruction  in  ornamental  and  decorative  art. 

(c)  The  Principal  Teacher  must  hold  an  art  master’s  certificate  or  an 

equivalent  qualification. 

(d)  Assistant  Teachers  must  possess  qualifications  recognised  by  the 

Department  (vide  Appendix  A.). 

'(e)  Both  day  and  evening  classes  must  be  held.  The  evening  class 
must  meet  under  the  instruction  of  the  Principal  Teacher  for 
two  hours  for  at  least  three  evenings  per  week,  during  forty 
weeks  of  the  year,  and  the  day  class  for  the  same  period  for  at 
least  three  hours  per  day  on  two  days  of  the  week. 

'64.  The  amount  of  grants  payable  in  respect  of  any  school  may,  upon 
•account  of  conspicuous  merit,  be  increased  by  one  tenth,  or,  upon  grounds 
of  inefficiency,  be  decreased  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Department,  in 
•consideration  of  their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 


VI. — Training  Colleges. 

65.  Grants  may  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  training 
•colleges  in  mathematics,  experimental  science,  and  drawing. 

66.  The  rates  per  attendance-hour  at  which  grants  will  be  paid  are  as 
follows  : —

67.  No  increments  will  be  payable  on  such  attendances. 

68.  Not  more  than  400  hours  in  all,  nor  more  than  200  in  any  one  of  these 
subjects,  may  be  allowed  for  purposes  of  grants  in  the  case  of  any  one 
student. 

F®  69.  Grants  in  respect  of  any  student  may  be  claimed  once  only  in  the 
first  year  course,  and  once  only  in  the  second  year  course. 

70.  The  rates  per  attendance  hour  may,  upon  account  of  exceptional 
merit,  be  increased  by  one  tenth,  or,  upon  grounds  of  inefficiency,  be 
decreased  by  one  or  more  tenths,  as  the  Department,  on  consideration 
of  their  Inspector’s  report,  may  determine. 

71.  Syllabuses  of  the  courses  of  instruction  must  be  submitted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session  for  the  Department’s  approval. 
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VII. — General  Regulations. 

;( Applicable  to  all  Schools  and  Glasses  conducted  under  this  Programme.) 

72.  Each  school  or  class  working  under  these  regulations  will  be  required 
to  keep  an  admission  register,  which  shall  show  for  each  student : — 

(1)  full  name  and  date  of  birth, 

(2)  business,  trade,  or  occupation, 

(3)  School  or  college  at  which  the  student  received  his  general 

education,  and  standard  of  education  attained,  with  par- 
ticulars of  highest  examinations  passed, 

(4)  qualifications  to  enter  a technical  school,  or  class, 

(5)  classes  attended  each  session  in  the  school. 

Note. — Suitably  drafted  admission  forms  may  be  made  to  fulfil  the 
Department’s  requirements  for  an  admission  register.  In  larger 
schools  it  will  be  found  more  convenient  to  adopt  the  card-index 
system,  the  particulars  required  being  transferred  from  the 
student’s  admission  forms. 

73.  The  registration  of  students  must  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  set  out  on  the  official  registers. 

Attendance  registers  will  be  supplied  by  the  Department  upon  receipt 
of  the  form  of  application  for  recognition  of  the  classes  ; attendances  not 
registered  in  the  manner  indicated  on  the  official  registers  for  the  session 
will  be  disregarded.  A class  may  not  be  said  to  have  begun  until  attend- 
ances are  so  registered. 

74.  Lessons  must  be  of  one,  one-and-a-half,  two,  two-and-a-half  or 
three  hours’  duration.  Laboratory  or  workshop  practice,  or  practical 
instruction  in  Cookery,  must  be  given  in  lessons  of  not  less  than  one-and-a- 
half  hours’  duration. 

75.  Not  more  than  forty  students  may  be  taken  at  a time  by  one  teacher 
for  theoretical  instruction,  nor  more  than  twenty  for  practical  instruction 
in  any  subject,  unless  an  assistant,  recognised  by  the  Department,  is  pro- 
vided, in  which  case  the  number  may  be  increased  to  thirty.  The  special 
circumstances  of  large  institutions  will  be  exceptionally  considered  by  the 
Department  on  written  application. 

76.  Each  class  in  any  subject  must  receive  at  least  twenty  hours’  in- 
struction in  the  session. 

77.  Grants  will  not  be  paid  for  less  than  twenty  hours’  attendance  in 
respect  of  any  one  student.  In  cases  in  which  it  is  permissible  or  neces- 
sary for  a student  to  take  more  than  one  subject,  grants  will  not  be  paid 
on  account  of  any  subject  in  which  less  than  ten  hours’  attendance  is  made. 

78.  Grants  will  not  be  paid  on  account  of  any  attendances  lost,  or  on 
account  of  any  period  during  which  the  school  is  closed  for  epidemic  illness, 
but  where  the  Department  are  satisfied  that  any  failure  to  comply  with 
these  regulations  has  been  due  to  epidemic  illness  or  other  unavoidable 
cause,  they  may  relax  the  regulations  as  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet 
the  case. 

79.  If  any  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  grant  is  awarded  are  not 
fulfilled,  the  Department  may  withhold  the  grant,  or,  if  they  think  fit,  may 
pay  the  grant  with  or  without  deductions,  warning  the  managers  that  a 
grant  will  not  again  be  paid  under  similar  circumstances. 

80.  Students  may  not  be  registered  for  grants  under  these  regulations 
who  are  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  no  student  can  be  registered  for 
grants  under  these  regulations  in  respect  of  whom  any  grant  is  paid  by  the 
Department  under  any  other  regulations. 

81.  Scholars  on  the  roll  of  a school  (day  or  evening)  under  the  Board 
•of  National  Education  may  not  be  registered  for  grants  under  these  regu- 
Jations.

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VIII. — Qualifications  of  Teachers. 

82.  The  Department  do  not  demand  the  same  high  qualifications  from 
teachers  in  small  schools  as  from  teachers  in  the  larger  technical  institutes, 
nor  will  they  approve  of  the  larger  institutions,  especially  in  the  county 
boroughs,  employing  teachers  who  might  for  economic  or  other  reasons 
have  to  be  accepted  as  teachers  in  small  schools.  Each  application  will  be 
dealt  with  on  its  merits,  bearing  in  mind  the  special  circumstances  of  each 
district,  and  the  finances  of  the  school.  Some  of  the  certificates  which 
will  be  accepted  for  provisional  recognition  by  the  Department  are,  how- 
ever, set  out  in  Appendix  A. 

83.  The  final  appointment  of  a teacher  should  not  be  made  until  his 
qualifications  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  Department. 

84.  A register  is  kept  by  the  Department  containing  the  names  of 
teachers  who,  after  provisional  recognition  by  the  Department  in  any  sub- 
ject, have  taught  a class  in  that  subject  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  at  least  one  session. 

IX. — (a)  Local  Science  and  Art  Scholarships. 

85.  Where  County  Committees  of  Technical  Instruction  have  estab- 
lished a system  of  Scholarships  for  boys  as  part  of  the  approved  scheme 
of  technical  instruction  for  the  county,  the  Department  may  make  a grant 
in  aid  of  the  Scholarship  fund  not  exceeding  half  the  value  of  the  Scholar- 
ships awarded.  This  grant  will  not  in  the  case  of  any  county  exceed  £50 
in  any  one  year. 

(&)  Local  Exhibitions. 

86.  Where  Technical  Instruction  Committees  establish,  in  connection 
with  Technical  Schools  in  County  Boroughs  or  Urban  Districts,  for  students 
of  proved  ability  and  ascertained  need,  and  under  the  terms  of  a scheme 
approved  by  the  Department,  one  or  more  Exhibitions,  of  the  annual 
value  of  £50,  tenable  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  the  Metropolitan 
School  of  Art,  or  other  approved  Technical,  Commercial,  or  Art  School, 
the  Department  may  make  a grant  in  aid  of  the  Exhibitions  awarded,  not 
exceeding  half  their  value,  provided  that  the  Department’s  total  contribu- 
tion in  this  respect  does  not  exceed  £50  in  respect  of  any  one  Urban  District, 
other  than  a County  Borough,  in  any  one  year.  Candidates  for  these 
Exhibitions  must  be  eighteen  years  of  age,  they  must  have  been  in  regular 
employment  under  normal  conditions  in  a trade,  business,  or  industry  for 
at  least  a year  ; they  must  have  been  in  attendance  at  a Technical  School 
within  the  administrative  area  of  the  nominating  Committee  for  at  least 
two  complete  and  consecutive  sessions  ; and  they  must  satisfy  the  Depart- 
ment that  their  general  education  is  of  such  a nature  as  to  enable  them 
to  take  full  advantage  of  the  course  of  instruction  selected  at  the  approved 
day  school  of  liigher  education. 

87.  In  the  case  of  Exhibitioners  whose  admission  to  the  Royal  College 
of  Science  for  Ireland,  Dublin,  or  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  Dublin, 
has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Department,  the  fees  for  tuition  at  these  Insti- 
tutions will  be  remitted.  "Where  the  Exhibition  is  held  in  a school,  under 
the  management  of  the  Technical  Instruction  Committee  by  whom  the 
Exhibition  is  established,  the  Department  will  require  that  the  Committee 
shall  remit  the  fees  for  tuition.  In  the  case  of  all  Exhibitions  held  at  other 
approved  Institutions,  the  Department  will  be  prepared  to  pay  half  the 
fees  for  tuition  in  an  approved  course,  provided  that  the  Technical  In- 
struction Committee,  by  whom  the  Exhibition  is  established,  provide  the 
other  half  from  their  funds.  The  Department’s  grant  in  such  circumstances 
will  not,  however,  exceed  the  sum  of  £10  in  respect  of  any  one  exhibition. 

88.  Successful  candidates  must  devote  their  whole  time  during  the 
period  for  which  the  Exhibition  is  granted  to  the  advancement  of  their 
studies.  Committees  proposing  to  establish  Exhibitions  must  submit, 
for  the  Department’s  approval,  a scheme  for  the  award  of  Exhibitions. 
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89.  The  Department  may  refuse  to  aid  any  Exhibition  if  there  is  not  a 
sufficient  number  of  competitors,  or  if  the  selected  candidate  does  not 
in  their  opinion,  show  sufficient  merit  to  justify  the  award  of  an  Exhibition. 


X. — Certificate  of  Satisfactory  Completion  of  Course. 

90.  A certificate  may  be  issued  to  any  student  who  has  followed  in  a 
Technical  School  a sufficiently  satisfactory  course,  extending  over  at  least 
two  years  of  specialisation,  and  an  Honours  certificate  to  any  student  who 
has  followed  an  approved  course  extending  over  at  least  four  years  of 
specialisation.  The  certificate  forms  will  be  prepared  and  filled  in  locally, 
and  signed  by  the  chairman  of  Committee  and  Principal  of  the  school.  The 
Department  will  afterwards  stamp  them  to  give  them  authoritative 
recognition.  The  names  of  the  subjects  of  the  course  in  each  year,  the 
number  of  hours’  instruction,  and  the  number  of  years’  attendance  should 
be  inscribed  on  the  back  of  the  certificate. 


91.  The  Department  may,  as  necessity  arises,  modify  or  add  to  this 
Programme  ; but  no  important  changes  will  be  made  without  due  notice. 

92.  The  decision  of  the  Department  in  all  questions  arising  in  connection 
with  the  payment  of  grants  under  this  Programme  must  be  regarded  as 
final. 


APPENDIX  A. 


QUALIFICATIONS  OF  TEACHERS. 

A register  has  been  formed,  containing  the  names  of  teachers  who,  after 
provisional  recognition  by  the  Department  in  any  subject,  have  taught  a 
class  in  that  subject,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department,  for  at  least  one 
session. 

Provisional  recognition  will,  as  a rule,  be  accorded  in  respect  of  the 
following  qualifications : — 

(1.)  .The  Degree  of  any  University,  or  the  Diploma  of  an  approved  Day 
Technical  University  College,  in  respect  of  subjects  taken  at  the  final 
examination  for  the  Degree  or  Diploma. 

(2.)  First  Class  full  Technological  Certificates  of  the  City  and  Guilds 
of  London  Institute. 

(3.)  The  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Drawing  Certificate  in  respect  of 
elementary  instruction  in  Art  subjects,  such,  for  example,  as  the  teaching  of 
Drawing  to  classes  of  the  Introductory  year. 

(4.)  The  Irish  Secondary  Teachers’  Honours’  Drawing  Certificate  in 
respect  of  the  subjects  named  on  the  certificate.  In  county  boroughs,  and 
in  the  larger  technical  schools  where  circumstances  appear  to  demand  it, 
higher  qualifications  will  be  looked  for. 

(5.)  The  Department’s  Diploma  in  respect  of  Domestic  Economy  subjects 
in  the  case  of  students  trained  at  the  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic 
Economy. 

(6.)  Diplomas  in  respect  of  Domestic  Economy  subjects  awarded  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  by  the  National  Union,  or  by  the  late  Kildare  Street 
School  of  Cookery,  now  the  Irish  Training  School  of  Domestic  Economy. 

(7.)  Certificates  in  respect  of  Manual  Instruction  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment at  the  close  of  courses  of  training  of  Manual  Instructors  conducted  in 
Dublin. 

(8.)  The  Teachers’  Certificates  in  Manual  Training  (Woodwork  and  Metal- 
work) of  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute,  and  the  Teachers’  Higher 
Certificates  (Woodwork  and  Metalwork)  of  the  Board  of  Examinations  for 
Educational  Handwork. 

(9.)  Certificates  of  Class  I.,  Stage  III.,  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts. 
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(10.)  Teachers’  Diplomas  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  respect 
of  commercial  subjects  and  languages  named  thereon. 

(11.)  Pitman’s  Full  Teacher’s  Certificate  for  Shorthand. 

(12.)  The  Certificate  of  the  National  Board,  in  respect  of  English  and 
Mathematics  of  the  Introductory  year. 

First-class  Certificates  in  the  Lower  Grade  (or  in  Stage  II.)  of  Science 
subjects  of  the  Board  of  Education  will  not  alone  be  recognised  as  a suffi- 
cient qualification  to  teach  the  subject  named  on  the  certificate. 

For  recognition  as  teacher  of  a modern  language,  high  attainments,  and 
some  conversational  ability,  will  be  looked  for. 

Specially  qualified  persons  will  always  be  exceptionally  recognised  ; but 
such  recognition  will  be  granted  only  when  the  applicant  for  recognition  has 
satisfied  the  Department  that  he  is  specially  qualified.  Applications  for 
special  recognition  should  be  accompanied  by  a complete  detailed  statement 
of  the  applicant’s  course  of  study  and  work  ; and  should  be  supported,  as 
far  as  possible,  by  certificates  from  professors  or  employers.  In  order  to 
determine  finally  whether  a teacher  has  sufficient  technical  knowledge  of 
the  subject  which  he  seeks  to  teach,  the  Department  may  request  him  to 
undergo  a special  examination.  Such  special  examination  will,  as  a rule, 
be  held  in  Dublin  ; and  the  applicant  will  have  to  bear  his  own  travelling 
and  personal  expenses  in  coimection  therewith. 

Registration  of  a teacher’s  qualification  may  be  suspended  (or  further 
provisional  recognition  refused)  upon  evidence  of  insufficient  knowledge  of 
a subject  for  teaching  purposes,  or  of  inefficiency  as  a teacher  from  what- 
ever cause  arising. 


APPENDIX  B. 


SUGGESTED  SYLLABUSES  FOR  THE  INTRODUCTORY  COURSE 
IN  THE  SUBJECTS  OF  (a)  ENGLISH,  (6)  MATHEMATICS, 
AND  (c)  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY. 


ENGLISH. 

The  aims  of  the  instruction  in  English  should  be  : 

( 1 ) to  train  the  students  to  follow  intelligently  what  they  hear  or  read  j 

(2)  to  enrich  their  vocabulary,  and  thus  give  them  a wider  range  of 

thought  and  larger  powers  of  expression  ; 

(3)  to  develop  the  power  of  thinking  accurately  and  in  connected 

sequence ; 

(4)  to  cultivate  facility  and  clearness  of  expression  in  speech  as  well 

as  in  writing. 

The  methods  of  teaching  adopted  will,  of  course,  vary  with  the  knowledge 
and  experience  of  the  teacher.  Any  good  programme,  however,  will  include 
a course  of  reading.  The  teacher  will  recommend  carefully-selected  books, 
of  which  an  ample  choice  is  now  available  at  small  cost.  The  scheme  of 
study  should  be  closely  connected  with  the  reading  of  these  selected  books. 

The  parts  of  speech. — The  minutiae  of  parsing  should  be  omitted. 

Analysis  of  simple  and  complex  sentences. — The  purpose  of  this  exercise 
is  to  make  evident  the  conditions  of  clear  expression.  When  the  relation 
of  a chief  word,  or  of  a phrase,  or  of  a whole  clause  to  the  rest  of  the  sentence 
has  been  established,  it  is  -unnecessary  to  proceed  further. 

Correction  of  faulty  sentences,  especially  such  as  are  met  with  in  the 
oral  and  written  answers  of  the  students. 

To  write  from  dictation  short  passages  previously  prepared  by  the  students. 

To  paraphrase  a short  excerpt  in  prose  or  verse. — The  extract  should  be 
dealt  with  clause  by  clause  orally  in  class  before  the  written  exercise  is 
undertaken. 
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To  summarise  a 'paragraph. — This  exercise  should  be  done  by  indi- 
vidual students  orally  after  the  paragraph  has  been  read  silently  by  the 
class. 

To  precis  a selected  essay  or  chapter  of  a booh. 

Instruction  and  exercise  in  the  taking  of  notes. 

To  write  a short  essay  of  200  to  300  words  upon  a familiar  subject. — The 
topic  should  occasionally  be  one  with  which  the  students  have  become 
acquainted  in  the  course  of  their  reading.  Advantage  should  be  taken  of 
interesting  local  events  to  secure  a good  descriptive  letter.  Where  Science 
is  taught  as  a subject  of  the  Introductory  year,  the  material  for  com- 
position may  fitly  be  drawn  from  the  notes  of  lessons. 

To  be  familiar  with  the  meaning  of  the  chief  English,  Latin,  and  Greek 
prefixes  and  affixes.  To  know  the  chief  Latin  and  Greek  roots  used  in  the 
formation  of  English  words.  Students  require  some  knowledge  of  word 
formation  and  derivation  to  deal  intelligently,  by  comparison  and  classi- 
fication, and  not  by  intuition  or  memory,  with  the  many  new  words  which 
will  be  met  with  in  books,  but  are  not  in  ordinary  use. 

To  know  the  meaning  of  the  Latin  and  French  words,  phrases,  and  abbre- 
viations which  are  in  common  use. 

MATHEMATICS . 

The  Metric  System. 

Elementary  Mensuration  of  the  rectangle,  triangle,  circle,  rectangular 
solids,  cylinder,  pyramid,  cone,  and  sphere.  (The  formulas  should  be 
established  by  experimental  methods.  Exercises  should  be  worked  in 
both  the  British  and  Metric  systems  of  measurement.) 

Simple  Proportion  and  percentages  by  the  unitary  method. 

The  reduction  and  conversion  of  weights  and  measures. 

Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  of  decimal  and 
vulgar  fractions.

Evaluation  of  equational  formulae,  such  as  are  used  in  Engineering  prac- 
tice by  the  substitution  of  numerical  values. 

Simple  equations  and  problems  producing  simple  equations  with  one 
unknown  quantity. 

(Note. — In  dealing  with  the  remaining  portions  of  the  syllabus,  constant 
use  should  be  made  of  the  ruler,  set  square,  protractor  and  squared  paper. 
The  students  should  be  led  to  establish  the  truths  involved  from  the  results 
of  their  own  observations.  The  working  of  numerical  problems  will  assist 
in  fixing  the  established  truths  in  the  memory.) 

Angles,  triangles,  and  polygons.  The  protractor  and  its  use  in  finding 
the  magnitude  of  angles.  Angle  in  a semi-circle.  Angles  in  a segment  of 
a circle.  Equality  of  alternative  and  vertically  opposite  angles.  Sum  of 
angles  in  a triangle.

3.  The  class  to  meet  under  the  instruction  of  a qualified  teacher,  and 
be  registered  on  at  least  28  days  within  the  academic  year. 

4.  The  class  lessons  to  be  of  at  least  two  hours’  duration  for  the  first; 
and  second  years,  and  three  hours’  duration  for  the  third  year.  Such 
lessons  not  to  be  registered  on  more  than  two  days  in  any  one  week. 

5.  In  other  respects  the  instruction  to  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  of  the  Department’s  Programme  for  Technical  Schools 
and  Science  and  Art. Schools  and  Classes. 

6.  Classes  recognised  by  the  Department  under  these  Regulations 
will  be  eligible  for  grants  under  the  conditions  of  Section  III-  of  the 
Programme  for  Technical  Schools  and  Science  and  Art  Schools  and  Classes. 

7.  The  classes  will  not  be  permitted  to  exceed  twenty-five  teacher- 
students  on  the  roll  for  one  qualified  instructor,  nor  to  exceed  forty  for 
one  qualified  instructor  and  one  recognised  assistant. 

8.  The  Department  will  require  to  be  satisfied  that  the  accommodation 
and  equipment  provided  for  these  classes  are  suitable  and  sufficient. 

9.  The  instructor  will  be  required  to  draw  up  schemes  of  work  based 

on  the  syllabus  for  each  year.  . . . 

The  first  year’s  scheme  should  be  drawn  up  so  as  to  include  the  principles 
involved  in  the  drawing  courses  prescribed  for  Standards  I.  to  IV.  in- 
clusive, and  the  second  year’s  scheme  should  include  the  principles 
involved  in  the  drawing  courses  prescribed  for  Standard  V.  and  upwards. 
(See  Programme  of  Instruction  for  National  Schools  and  Notes  for 

Provision  should  also  be  made  for  a course  of  drawing  on  the  black- 
board. and  for  short  lectures  on  the  preparation  of  suitable  senes  of 
exercises  for  each  Standard,  as  well  as  instruction  on  correct  methods  of 
demonstrating  these  exercises  to  classes  of  pupils. 

The  time  devoted  to  instruction  in  each  branch  of  the  First  and  Second 
Years’  Syllabuses  might  be  in  the  following  proportion  : - 

Free  Drawing  on  paper  . . • • one -half. 

Drawing  on  the  Blackboard  . . • • one-fourth. 

Drawing  with  Instruments  . . . . one-fourtli. 

In  the  third  year,  while  the  general  lines  of  the  Syllabus  must  be 
followed,  the  instructor  should  use  his'  discretion  in  allotting  the  time 
given  to  each  portion  of  it,  and  in  this  he  should  be  guided  by  the  progress 
made  by  his  students  in  the  first  and  second  years  and  by  their  aptitude 
for  particular  portions  of  the  drawing  course. 

10.  Every  teacher-student  will  be  required  to  execute  the  drawing 
exercises  included  in  the  scheme  of  work,  and  to  produce  fair  written 
notes  and  sketches  of  the  teachers’  demonstrations  and  remarks.  Ihese 
notes  and  sketches  must  be  examined  at  regular  intervals  by  the  instructor. 

11.  The  instructor  will  be  required  to  devote  special  attention  to 'the 
educational  aims  of  the  work,  and  to  the  means  of  overcoming  the  diffi- 
culties likely  to  be  encountered  in  dealing  with  this  subject  in  Primary 


12.  Regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance  will  be  regarded  as 

essential.  The  certificate  referred  to  in  Section  13  below'  will  not  be  issued 
to  teacher-students  who  have  not  been  registered  as  present  at,  at  least, 
twenty-one  lessons.  . ' 

13.  At  the  close  of  each  session  the  Department  will  issue  certificates

(a.)  made  the  required  number  of  attendances  ; 

(6)  worked  satisfactorily  through  the  prescribed  syllabuses  ; and 
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(o)  been  present  at  the  special  inspection,  and  have  attained  a 
sufficient  standard  m any  examination  which  it  may  be  con- 
sidered desirable  to  hold.  J , 

14.  These  certificates  will  be  accepted  by  the  Commissioners  of  National 
Education  as  evidence  of  qualification  to  give  instruction  in  the  subject, 
or  subjects,  inscribed  thereon.  J

mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Department  before  the  arrangements  tor 
the  course  of  instruction  are  completed.

The  balance  of  the  funds  for  the  present  academic  year  will  be  applied 
to  such  purposes  as  the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department 
may,  from  time  to  time,  determine. 

II.  INSTRUCTION  IN  INDUSTRIES. 

To  improve  the  work  in  lace  and  crochet-making  and  in  needlework 
carried  on  throughout  the  county,  the  Committee  may  appoint  eight 
teachers.  These  teachers  will  give  instruction  in  centres  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department,  and  each  teacher 
will  be  required  to  give  two  lessons  of  three  hours’  duration  each,  on  three 
days  per  week  (or  an  equivalent  amount  of  teaching),  throughout  the 
session.  The  two  lessons  per  day  may,  or  may  not,  be  given  in  the  same 
centre  ; but  arrangements  will  be  made  whereby  at  least  six  hours’  instruc- 
tion per  week  shall  be  given  at  each  centre. 

A salary  of  £60  per  annum  may  be  allowed  when  the  teacher  is  employed 
for  thirty  hours,  or  upwards,  per  week. 

Conditions  under  which  Classes  will  be  held. 

(1)  A local  Committee  to  be  formed,  who  shall  make  known  the  objects 
of  the  instruction,  obtain  a suitable  class-room,  and  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  cleaning  and  fighting  of  the  room. 

(2)  All  changes  in  the  Time  Table  of  the  classes  to  be  at  once  notified 
to  the  Committee. 

(3)  An  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditure  to  be  kept  for 
each  class  in  the  books  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the  Department. 

(4)  A deduction  of  one  penny  per  shilling  to  be  made  from  the  sale 
price  of  all  articles.  (The  amounts  so  raised  will  be  applied  in  meeting  the 
cost  of  rent,  fuel,  postage,  laundering,  and  incidental  expenses,  and  in 
forming  a fund  to  be  used  in  paying  ready  cash  for  work  done). 

(5)  Laundering  to  be  paid  for  at  a rate  not  exceeding  5 d.  per  pound’s 
worth  of  work  washed. 

(6)  Should  the  fund  referred  to  at  (4)  above  exceed,  at  the  close  of  any 
academic  year,  one-tenth  of  that  year’s  sales,  a bonus  may  be  granted  out 
of  the  excess  to  each  worker,  at  a rate  of  not  more  than  6c?|per  £.  of  the  wages 
paid  in  the  case  of  lace  and  crochet-workers,  and  9 d.  per  £,  in  the  case  of 
spriggers.  (This  bonus  will  only  be  paid  after  the  accounts  have  been 
audited  by  the  Secretary  to  the  County  Committee,  and  on  his  certificate 
that  the  position  of  the  industry  warrants  such  payment). 

(7)  Any  balance  of  the  excess  which  may  remain  after  providing  for  the 
above  purposes  to  bo  returned  to  the  County  Committee. 
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III  INSTRUCTION  IN  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY  AND 
MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  Committee  will  appoint  an  instructress  in  Domestic  Economy 
subjects  and  Hygiene,  and  an  instructor  in  Manual  Training  (woodwork), 
who  shall  conduct  courses  of  instruction  in  these  subjects  at  centres  and 
.at  times  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

Two  classes  will,  as  a rule,  be  held  each  day,  each  class  receiving  at 
least  thirty  lessons  of  two  hours’  duration  each.  The  courses,  as  a rule, 
will  extend  over  a period  of  about  six  weeks.  A fee  not  exceeding  2s.  6d. 
will  be  charged  for  admission  to  each  class. 

IV.  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  LACE  TEACHERS. 

A school  for  the  training  of  skilled  workers  as  teachers  of  lace  and  sprigg. 
ing  classes  will  be  conducted  in  connection  with  the  Technical  School, 
Enniskillen.  Instruction  will  be  provided  in  Lace-making,  or  Sprigging, 
Laundering,  Drawing  and  Design,  English,  Commercial  Arithmetic, 
Business  Procedure,  and  Hygiene.  , , 

Classes  will  be  held  daily  under  the  supervision  of  a principal  holding 
special  quahfications.  , . , ,. 

Students,  while  in  attendance  at  the  school  must  continue  to  practice 

their  industry.  . . . 

Candidates  for  entrance  must  pass  an  examination  in  English,  Arith- 
metic, Drawing,  and  Lace-making  or  Sprigging.  . . 

Recognition  of  qualifications  to  give  instruction  m Lace -making  or  oprigg- 
ino-  wiU  be  accorded  to  those  students  only  who  attend  satisfactorily  during 
one  complete  session  of  twelve  months,  and  who  reach  a satisfactory 
standard  in  an  examination  which  will  be  held  by  the  Department. 

V.  GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

(1)  The  Scheme  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  children  under  fourteen 
years  of  age,  but  such  children  who  have  been  placed  in  the  Sixth  Class 
'of  a National  School,  or  who  have  received  an  equivalent  education,  may 
be  admitted  to  classes,  provided  that  there  is  accommodation  available. 
Under  no  circumstances  may  scholars  on  the  roll  of  a Primary  School  attend 
•classes  under  this  Scheme  which  meet  during  Primary  School  hours. 

(2)  Schools  or  classes  conducted  or  aided  under  the  provisions  of  the 
•Scheme  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  Department’s  Inspectors.  (The 
Inspectors  will,  from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  Department  on  the  condi- 
tion and  suitability  of  the  school  buildings  or  class-rooms,  the  character 
of  the  instruction  and  its  suitability  to  the  needs  of  the  locality,  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  teaching  staff  for  the  number  of  students  under  instruction, 
the  progress  of  the  students— which  they  may  ascertain  in  such  a manner 
as  may  be  necessary— the  method  of  registration,  and,  generally,  the 
■observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Scheme). 

(3)  All  classes  eligible  for  grants  under  the  conditions  of  the  Programme 
for  Technical  Schools  and  Classes  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  Regulations  of  the  Programme. 

(4)  Classes  conducted  or  aided  under  the  Scheme  shall  not  be  of  such 
a size  as  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction.  (A  practical  class 
should  consist  of  not  more  than  twenty  students  under  one  teacher,  and  a 
theoretical  or  demonstration  class  of  not  more  than  forty  students.  _Loca« 
Committees  should  assist  teachers  in  keeping  classes  within  these  limits). 

(5)  Control  will  be  exercised  over  the  admission  to.  classes  so  that 
students  may  take  only  associated  subjects,  and  admission  to  certain 
classes  may  be  limited  by  entrance  examinations  in  order  that  the  classes 
may  be  of  a manageable  size,  and  that  students  selected  may  be  capable 

of  taking  full  advantage  of  the  instruction. 

(6)  Classes  will,  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances,  be  closed  should 
the  attendance  at  four  successive  lessons  be  less  than  six. 

' (7)  Attendance  Registers  shall  be  carefully,  regularly,  and  punctually 
marked. 
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(8)  A Local  Committee  of  Management  shall  be  formed  in  each  centre  in 
the  Rural  Districts  where  classes  are  to  be  held.  The  Committee  formed 
shall  appoint  an  Honorary  Secretary,  and  place  itself  in  communication 
with  the  County  Joint  Committee.  In  an  Urban  District  the  classes  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a Local  Committee  appointed  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  Urban  District  Council.  Wherever  the  instruction  of  girls  is 
involved,  a number  of  ladies  should  be  included  in  the  Local  Committee. 

The  duties  of  a Local  Committee  are  : — 

(а)  To  arrange  for  suitable  accommodation  for  the  courses  of  in- 
struction to  be  given  ; to  awaken  local  interest,  and  to  make  due  pro- 
vision for  the  starting  or  resumption  of  the  courses. 

(б)  To  assist  in  securing  regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  the 
classes. 

(c)  To  visit  the  classes  from  time  to  time,  and  to  check  and  sign 
the  registers,  and 

(d)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  County  Committee  as  to 
local  requirements  in  connection  with  the  classes. 

(9)  Full  particulars  of  the  qualifications  and  experience  of  any  teacher 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  engage  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department,  and 
their  approval  of  the  appointment  obtained,  in  writing,  before  the  appoint- 
ment is  actually  made. 

(10)  The  previous  written  approval  of  the  Department  shall  be  obtained 
for  any  expenditure  upon  additional  equipment,  or  for  any  purpose  not 
covered  by  the  proposals  under  the  head  of  Finance.  (Approval  of  such 
■expenditure  will  not  be  given  unless  the  proposals  have  been  submitted 
for  the  Department’s  sanction  before  any  liability  is  incurred,) 

(11)  Accurate  returns  of  such  particulars  as  are  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment shall  be  made  at  the  specified  times. 

(12)  Within  seven  days  after  any  meeting  of  the  Committee,  a copy 
•of  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of  that  meeting,  as  entered  in  the  minute 
book,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Department. 

(18)  The  accounts  of  the  Committee  shall  be  treated  as  part  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  will  be  audited  as  such  by  the 
Auditor  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

(14)  No  money  shall.be  spent  under  this  scheme  in  an  Urban  District, 
unless  the  Urban  District  Council  contributes  annually  a rate  of  at  least 
Id.  in  the  £,  or  its  equivalent. 


The  Scheme  is  subject  to  revision  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year.

The  Committee  is  a Joint  Committee  of  the  Kilkenny  County  Council! 
and  the  Urban  District  Council  oi  Kilkenny.  It  consists  of  thirty  members,, 
of  whom  fifteen  are  Councillors  and  fifteen  added  members. 

Chief  Industries. 

The  most  important  industries  (excluding  agriculture  and  allied  in- 
dustries) are  building  trades,  woollen  cloth  manufacture,  mechanical

Domestic  Science  : 

Cookery,  Housewifery,  Laundry-work.,  Dress-making,  Home

Aid  and  Sick  Nursing. 

Art  Subjects : 

Object,  Model  and  Blackboard  Drawing,  Drawing  in  Light 
and  Shade,  Design,  Geometrical  Drawing,  Painting  of 
Ornament  in  Monochrome,  Plant  Form,  Painting  from 
Still  Life,  and  Clay  Modelling. 
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(2)  At  Temporary  Centres. 

The  subjects  taught  will  mainly  be  those  mentioned  in  Section 
V.,  but  such  of  the  subjects  above-mentioned  as  may  be  suitable 
to  a particular  locality  may  be  added  from  time  to  time. 

(3)  In  the  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School. 

Experimental  Science  and  Drawing,  Workshop  Mathematics, 
Manual  Instruction  in  Wood  and  Metal,  Practical  Geometry, 
and  Literary  Subjects  including  one  modem  language  in  addition 
to  English. 

III.  TEACHING  STAFF. 

The  teaching  staff  will  comprise  permanent  and  temporary  officers. 
The  permanent  staff  will  consist  of — 

(1)  A Principal,  whose  duties  shall  be  : — 

(a)  To  act  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee. 

(b)  To  give  effect  generally  to  the  provisions  of  the  approved 

Scheme  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 

Committee. 

(c)  To  supervise  the  work  of  the  teaching  staff. 

( d ) To  conduct  day  and  evening  classes  as  may  be  found 

necessary. 

(2)  A teacher  of  Experimental  Science,  Mathematics,  etc.,  with  special 
qualifications  in  Mechanical  Science. 

(3)  A teacher  of  Art  Subjects,  whose  services  will  be  partly  utilised 
in  conducting  day  classes  in  certain  secondary  schools. 

(4)  Two  Manual  Instructors. 

(5)  A teacher  of  English,  Mathematics  and  French. 

(6)  Three  Itinerant  Instructresses  in  Domestic  Economy.  (The  services 
of  these  instructresses  shall  be  available  in  Kilkenny  Urban  District 
and  other  centres  as  may  be  arranged.  They  will  be  entirely  engaged 
in  conducting  courses  of  instruction  at  temporary  centres  between  the 
close  of  one  evening  school  session  and  the  opening  of  the  next.) 

The  temporary  staff  will  consist  of  teachers,  specially  qualified  to  give 
instruction  in  technical  and  commercial  subjects,  whose  engagements 
shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  arranged  at  the  time  of 
making  such  appointment. 

It  will  be  a condition  of  all  appointments  on  the  permanent  teaching 
staff  under  this  scheme  that  the  teachers  will  be  prepared  to  give  in- 
struction at  rural  centres,  and  in  both  day  and  evening  classes,  when 
required  to  do  so  by  the  Committee,  and  that  they  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Principal. 

IV.  DAY  TRADES  PREPARATORY  SCHOOL. 

The  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  is  conducted  at  the  City  Technical 
School,  Kilkenny.  The  aim  of  this  school  is  to  provide  for  boys  over 
thirteen  years  of  age,  who  have  received  an  education  equivalent  to 
that  of  the  Sixth  Standard  of  a National  School,  such  a course  of  training 
as  will  fit  them  to  enter  upon  an  industrial  career. 

The  course  of  instruction  will  extend  over  three  years. 

The  standard  of  education  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  school 
will  be  tested  by  means  of  an  entrance  examination  conducted  under 
conditions  approved  of  by  the  Department. 

The  Department  will  bear  three-fourths  of  the  approved  net  annual 
cost  of  maintaining  the  school.  The  proportion  of  the  expenditure 
admitted  for  payment  by  the  Department  may  be  increased  by  one -tenth 
if  the  Department,  after  consideration  of  their  Inspectors’  reports,  are 
of  opinion  that  the  organisation  and  teaching  justify  such  a course,  or 
it  may  be  reduced  by  one  or  more  tenths  if  the  organisation  or  teaching 
is  considered  unsatisfactory. 
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The  sum  of  £30,  included  in  the  amount  allocated  for  prizes,  is  reserved 
for  pupils  who  have  completed  satisfactory  courses  at  the  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  School,  and  will  be  distributed  imder  the  following  con- 
ditions : — 

Three  prizes  of  the  value  of  £10  each  may  be  awarded  to  the  students 
who  have  most  satisfactorily  completed  a course  extending  over  three 
years. 

The  prizes  will  be  awarded  by  the  Committee  to  the  most  deserving 
students,  having  regard  to  the  report  made  by  the  Principal  in  each 
case. 

Should  sufficient  merit,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  not  be  shown, 
any  or  all  of  the  prizes  may  be  withheld. 

The  first  moiety  of  the  prize  in  each  case  shall  be  payable  upon  the 
production  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  student  has  entered  upon 
an  apprenticeship,  or  taken  up  industrial  employment  approved  by 
the  Committee,  and  that  satisfactory  provision  has  been  made  for  his 
receiving  further  instruction  in  evening  classes. 

The  second  moiety  shall  be  payable  six  months  later,  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress  on  the  part  of  the  student. 

V.  ITINERANT  INSTRUCTION. 

The  subjects  to  be  taught  will  include  Manual  Work  (in  wood). 
Technical  Drawing,  Building  Construction,  Cookery,  Laundry-work, 
Needlework  (including  repairing,  plain  sewing,  and  dress -making), 
Hygiene,  Housewifery,  etc.  The  teachers  will  continue  to  give  short 
courses  of  instruction  in  centres  where  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  classes  can  be  made.  Classes  may  be  held  for 
both  day  and  evening  students  at  each  centre,  and  the  instruction  will 
be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  locality,  and  will  be  as  practical  in  character 
as  possible.  The  short  courses  will  be  organised  so  as  to  allow  a teacher 
to  devote  thirty  days  to  instruction  at  each  centre,  and,  when  expedient, 
to  work  two  centres  concurrently.  In  temporary  centres  a course  of 
instruction  in  practical  Cookery  and  Housewifery,  or  in  Manual  Work, 
shall  consist  of  thirty  two -hour  lessons,  one  in  Laundry  work  of  twelve, 
and  one  in  Needlework  oi  at  least  eighteen  lessons.  A time-table  and 
itinerary,  to  show  the  proposed  distribution  of  the  time  of  the  itinerant 
teachers  for  the  session,  will  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  date 
fixed  for  the  return  of  the  forms  of  application  from  the  different  centres 
in  the  County. 

VI.  SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  BOYS. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  award  of  scholarships  to  boys  attending  primary 
schools,  or  who  have,  during  the  winter  session  preceding  the  scholarship 
examination,  attended  the  Preparatory  Course  in  the  Evening  Technical 
School.  The  object  of  these  scholarships  is  to  aid  promising  boys,  who 
have  already  received  a satisfactory  primary  education,  to  attend,  at 
the  Kilkenny  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School,  a course  of  instruction 
specially  designed  to  fit  them  to  enter  upon  an  industrial  career. 

These  scholarships  entitle  the  holder  to  free  tuition  and  the  free  use 
of  tools,  etc.,  at  the  Day  Trades  Preparatory  School,  and,  in  a certain 
number  of  cases,  to  a maintenance  allowance,  the  amount  of  which  will 
vary  with  the  distance  of  the  residence  of  the  boy  from  the  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  School. 

Scholarship -holders  will  be  allowed  one  set  of  text-books  free  of  charge . 
In  the  event  of  any  of  these  being  lost,  scholars  will  be  supplied  with 
fresh  copies,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  deducted  from  the  next  instalment 
of  the  scholarship. 

There  will  be  five  classes  of  scholarships  : — 

Glass  A. — Six  scholarships  of  £12  each,  tenable  only  by  boys 
whose  homes  are  outside  a radius  of  eight  miles  from  the  Day 
Trades  Preparatory  School. 
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Class  B. — Six  scholarships  of  £8  each,  tenable  by  boys  whose 
homes  are  outside  a radius  of  four  miles  from  the  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  School. 

Class  C. — Six  scholarships  of  £4  each,  tenable  only  by  boys 
whose  homes  are  outside  a radius  of  two  miles  from  the  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  School,  or  who  have  already  held  a Scholarship  under 
Class  D.  for  one  year. 

Glass  D. — Eight  scholarships  of  £3  each,  tenable  by  first  year 
boys  who  reside  within  a radius  of  two  miles  from  the  Day  Trades 
Preparatory  School,  and  by  boys  who  have  already  held  a 
Scholarship  under  Class  E.  for  one  year. 

Class  E. — Sixteen  free  places  without  maintenance  allowance. 

Should  an  insufficient  number  of  eligible  candidates  qualify  for  the 
Scholarships  under  Classes  A,  B,  and  C,  the  Committee  may  award  the 
unallocated  scholarships  to  other  qualified  candidates  in  order  of  merit ; 
but  in  such  cases  the  scholarships  will  be  held  for  one  year  only,  and 
the  holders  will  not  be  entitled  to  special  consideration  in  the  following 
year. 

The  scholarships  are  tenable  for  one  year,  but  if  the  scholar’s  attendance 
and  conduct  are  satisfactory,  may  be  renewed  from  year  to  year  throughout 
the  course.  * 

Information  as  to  the  number  and  value  of  the  scholarships  to  be 
offered  for  competition  may  be  obtained,  early  in  May,  upon  application 
to  the  Secretary  to  the  Committee. 

General  Conditions  regulating  the  Award  and  Retention  of  Scholarships . 

(1)  Scholarship -holders  will  be  required  to  begin  attendance  at  the 
Day  Trades  Preparatory  School  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
and  in  no  case  later  than  the  1st  October. 

(2)  The  amount  of  the  scholarship  will  be  paid  in  instalments  to  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  the  scholar  on  or  about  the  20th  December, 
Wednesday  before  Easter,  and  24th  July.  The  second  and  final  instal- 
ment will  be  paid  only  after  satisfactory  reports  of  attendance  and 
progress  have  been  received  from  the  Principal  of  the  School. 

(3)  The  Committee  may,  at  any  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department,  determine  a scholarship,  without  notice,  upon  being  satisfied 
that  its  continuance  is  for  any  reason  undesirable. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  difficulties  arising  in  connection  with  the  awarding 
or  holding  of  these  scholarships,  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the 
Department,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.

(5)  The  examination  will  be  held  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Technical  Instruction,  on  the  3rd  of  June,  1915,  at  centres  which 
will  be  fixed  when  all  the  applications  have  been  received.

The  Committee  will,  in  addition  to  maintaining  the  Kilkenny  City 
Technical  School,  establish,  or  aid  in  establishing,  so  far  as  the  funds 
at  their  disposal  permit,  evening  technical  classes  in  places  to  be  previously 
approved  of  by  the  Committee  and  the  Department.

The  Scheme,  subject  to  the  provisions  requiring  local  contributions 
from  the  rates,  is  applicable  to  the  Urban  Districts  of  Carrick-on- 
Suir  and  Cashel,  and  to  the  Rural  Districts  (Tipperary  excepted)  within 
the  administrative  area  of  the  County  Council.

Technical  Instruction  Committee. 

The  Technical  Instruction  Committee  is  a Joint  Committee  of  the 
Tipperary  (South  Riding)  County  Council  and  the  Urban  District  Councils 
of  Carrick-on-Suir  and  Cashel.  It  consists  of  twenty  members,  of  whom 
fourteen  are  Councillors,  and  six,  added  members. 

Chief  Industries. 

The  population  of  the  district  served  by  the  Scheme  is  almost  entirely 
devoted  to  agriculture  and  allied  industries.

II.  INSTRUCTION  IN  MANUAL  WORK  AND  DOMESTIC 
ECONOMY. 

(a)  Instructor  in  Manual  Work. 

The  Instructor  will  give  two  lessons  per  week  in  the  Christian  Brothers* 
Day  Secondary  School  at  Carrick-on-Suir  throughout  the  year.  From 
the  middle  of  October  to  the  1st  May  he  will  conduct  evening  classes 
in  wood  carving,  manual  instruction,  and  building  construction  at  this- 
centre  for  three  nights  per  week.  He  will  also  give  two  lessons  per  week, 
in  the  Christian  Brothers’  Day  Secondary  School,  Cashel,  throughout 
the  year.  From  the  middle  of  October  to  the  1st  May  he  will  conduct 
evening  classes  at  this  centre  for  two  nights  per  week.  The  remainder - 
of  his  time  will  be  spent  in  rural  centres,  as  may  be  arranged. 

(b)  Instructresses  in  Domestic  Economy. 

One  Instructress  will  reside  at  Carrick-on-Suir.  She  will  give  seven- 
teen hours’  instruction  per  week  at  the  Convent  of  Mercy  to  the  pupils 
of  the  Residential  School,  and  eight  hours’  instruction  per  week  to  pupils 
at  some  rural  centre  in  the  vicinity  of  Carrick-on-Suir. 

One  Instructress  will  conduct  classes  in  Cookery  and  Laundry-work. 
at  various  rural  centres,  giving  sixty  hours’  instruction  in  each  class. . 

III.  TECHNICAL  CLASSES  FOR  GIRLS. 

Subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  below,  capitation  grants  at  the 
rate  of  £3  per  pupil  for  any  number  not  exceeding  ten,  and  at  the  rate 
of  £2  per  pupil  for  the  remainder  of  the  class,  will  be  paid  in  respect  of 
the  attendances  of  the  girls  at  instruction  in  Lace-making,  Crochet-work, 
Dress -making,  Needlework,  Sprigging,  Embroidery,  Drawn  Thread  Work, 
Shirt-making,  Hosiery-making,  or  such  other  industrial  or  domestic 
subject,  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  approved  by  the  Department. 

In  certain  industrial  subjects,  such  as  Lace-making,  a knowledge  of' 
Drawing  is  of  great  value  to  the  worker.  Where  provision  can  be  made 
for  efficient  instruction  in  Drawing,  a further  grant  of  10s.  per  pupil 
may  be  paid  in  respect  of  those  girls  who  have  qualified  for  the  grant 
referred  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  and  have  received  not  less  than, 
forty  hours’  instruction  in  Drawing. 

General  Conditions  for  the  Conduct  of  Classes  and  Payment  of  Grants. 

(1)  The  industry  in  which  instruction  is  given  shall  be  suited  to  the- 
eireumstanees  of  the  locality. 

(2)  The  grant  may  be  claimed  on  account  of  pupils  who  have  received 
during  the  session  not  less  than  240  horn's’  instruction,  as  specified  in 
Section  4 below.  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  additional  grant  for  Drawing, 
a pupil  must  receive  not  less  than  40  hours’  instruction  in  that  subject 
in  addition  to  the  240  hours’  instruction  above-mentioned. 

(3)  Grants  may  be  paid  in  respect  of  a pupil’s  attendance  at  instruction 
in  any  one  industrial  subject  for  not  more  than  two  school  sessions,  but 
where  circumstances  have  made  it  desirable  to  introduce  a new  industry, 
grants  may  be  paid  on  account  of  a pupil  for  not  more  than  three  school 
sessions  in  all. 

(4)  The  pupil,  as  part  of  the  240  hours’  instruction,  shall  receive  at 
least  40  hours’  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  Subjects.  (The  4fr 
hours’  instruction  may  be  given  in  twenty  lessons  of  two  hours  each, 
and  must  include  practice.  At  least  30  hours  must  be  devoted  to- 
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•Cookery  ; 10  hours  may  be  given  to  Laundry-work.  Not  more  than 
60  hours’  instruction  in  Cookery  and  Laundry-work  may  be  reckoned 
in  the  total  of  240  hours.) 

Note. — In  order  to  assist  managers  of  classes  working  under  this  section 
of  the  scheme,  to  satisfy  the  conditions  in  regard  to  instruction  in 
Domestic  Economy,  the  Committee  may,  if  they  think  it  desirable,  send 
a County  Instructress  to  give  the  required  course  of  instruction.  It 
must  be  understood  that  where  the  services  of  the  Committee’s  Domestic 
Economy  Instructress  are  granted,  the  managers  of  the  class  are  required 
to  provide  fire,  light,  and  the  necessary  materials.  The  instruction 
given  must  be  such  as  is  applicable  to  the  home  life  of  those  attending 
the  course. 

(5)  The  equipment  and  instruction  must  be  satisfactory.  (The 
Department’s  Inspectors  will  be  specially  directed  to  report  how  far 
the  work  is  instruction,  and  how  far  the  'practice  of  an  industry.) 

(6)  The  Sales  and  Wages  Book  and  Attendance  Registers  must  be 
satisfactorily  kept. 

(7)  Grants  will  not  be  payable  in  respect  of  the  attendance  of  pupils  who 
are  not  over  fourteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  admission  to  instruction, 
or  who  are  on  the  Roll  of  a National  School  or  of  an  Industrial  School, 
under  the  Irish  Industrial  Schools  Act. 

(8)  Grants  will  not  be  payable  under  this  section  in  respect  of  instruc- 
tion in  an  industrial  subject  given  by  a teacher  employed  by  the  Committee . 

(9)  Managers  intending  to  claim  grants  under  this  section  must  forward 
Form  S.  47  to  the  Offices  of  the  Committee  on  or  before  the  1st  October, 
1914. 

(10)  Instruction  must  begin,  under  a recognised  teacher,  before  the 
1st  December  at  the  latest. 

Should  the  sum  allocated  for  the  purpose  of  this  section  of  the  Scheme 
not  enable  the  Committee  to  pay  off  all  the  claims  in  full,  at  the  rates 
mentioned  above,  the  amount  available  will  be  divided  in  proportion 
to  the  claims  admitted- 

IV.  APPRENTICESHIP  SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  BOYS. 

(1)  The  object  of  these  Scholarships  is  to  provide,  for  boys  of  13  years 
of  age  and  upwards,  who  have  completed  their  primary  school  course, 
a training  such  as  will  directly  prepare  them  for  a trade  or  industrial 
calling,  and  further  to  help  them  by  actually  apprenticing  them  to 
selected  trades  or  industries  under  the  most  favourable  conditions. 

(2)  The  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  upon  the  results  of  a competitive 
examination  of  which  particulars  are  given  below,  and  only  boys  who 
have,  during  the  preceding  year,  been  in  regular  attendance  at  one  of 
the  following  classes  of  schools  will  be  eligible  to  compete,  viz. : — 

(i)  Primary  Schools  (only  boys  who  have  completed  the  course 

of  the  Sixth  Standard  of  the  National  School  Programme,  or 
its  equivalent,  will  be  eligible  to  compete). 

(ii)  Elementary  Evening  Schools,  conducted  under  the  Rules  and 

Regulations  of  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education. 

(iii)  The  Introductory  Course  of  Evening  Technical  Schools. 

Boys  who  have,  at  any  time,  been  students  of  a Secondary,  or  a Day 
Trades  Preparatory  School,  are  not  eligible  to  compete  for  Scholarships. 

(3)  During  the  first  year  of  the  Scholarship  the  holder  must  attend 
a Day  Trades  Preparatory  School,  or  other  School  the  main  object  of 
which  is  the  instruction  of  pupils  of  an  industrial  type,  and  which  pro- 
vides a course  exclusively  followed  by  the  pupils  attending  it,  equivalent 
to  that  of  a Day  Trades  Preparatory  School-.  The  choice  of  School  will 
remain  with  the  winner  of  the  Scholarship,  or  his  parent  (or  guardian) 
-subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

(4)  During  the  period  of  attendance  of  the  Scholar  at  an  approved

Day  School  the  following  grants  will  be  made  to  the  Scholar’s  parent 
((or  guardian) : — 

(i)  £5  per  annum  if  the  School  is  within  a radius  of  five  miles  from 

the  home  of  the  Scholar. 

(ii)  £10  per  annum  if  the  School  is  outside  a radius  of  five  miles  from 

the  home  of  the  Scholar  (grants  of  this  amount  will  be  made 
only  if  there  is  no  approved  School  within  a radius  of  five 
miles). 

(lii)  £20  per  annum  if  attendance  at  an  approved  School  necessitates 
the  Scholar  residing  away  from  his  home. 

These  grants  will  be  paid  in  equal  instalments  on  or  about  the  15th 
October,  15th  January,  15th  April,  and  15th  July.  The  second  and 
subsequent  instalments  will  be  paid  only  after  satisfactory  reports  of 
attendance  and  progress  have  been  received  from  the  School  authorities. 

(5)  After  completing  one  session  at  the  Day  Trades  Preparatory,  or 
other  approved  School,  arrangements  will  be  made,  if  the  holder  has 
then  attained  the  age  of  16  years,  for  his  apprenticeship  to  a suitable 
trade.  If  the  holder  has  not  then  attained  the  age  of  16  years  he  will 
be  required  to  continue  his  attendance  at  the  School  until,  he  has  attained 
that  age.  (In  special  cases,  where  it  is  the  custom  of  the  trade  to  receive 
apprentices  at  an  earlier  age  than  16  years,  arrangements  may  be  made 
for  the  apprenticeship  of  scholars  who  have  not  attained  1 6 years  of 
age.  In  no  case,  however,  will  a scholar  be  permitted  to  proceed  to 
apprenticeship  until  he  has  completed  at  least  one  session  in  an  approved 
Day  School.) 

(6)  The  choice  of  the  trade  to  be  followed  will  remain  with  the  holder 
•of  the  Scholarship,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department. 

(7)  It  will  be  a condition  of  tenure  that  the  holder  shall  be  duly 
indentured  to  a firm  recognised  by  the  Department  for  the  purpose  of 
these  Scholarships,  and  under  conditions  which  have  been  approved 
of  by  them. 

(8)  It  will  also  be  a condition  of  tenure  that  the  holder  shall  follow 
an  approved  course  of  study  in  an  Evening  Technical  School,  or  a Special 
•Course  of  instruction  for  Apprentices  organised  under  the  Department’s 
Programme  for  Technical  Schools  and  Classes,  and  Scholars  must  submit, 
for  the  approval  of  the  Department,  a time-table  of  their  proposed  courses 
of  study  under  these  conditions.  Scholars  will  be  required  to  begin 
attendance  at  the  approved  course  of  study  at  the  same  time  that  they 
are  admitted  to  apprenticeship,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

(9)  During  the  period  of  apprenticeship  the  Scholar  will  be  paid  such 
sums  as  will,  together  with  the  weekly  rate  of  wages  specified  in  the 
indentures,  amount  to  15s,  per  week.  These  smns  will  be  paid  in  such 
instalments  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Department,  regard  being  paid 
to  the  special  circumstances  of  each  case. 

(10)  Any  bonus  which  may  be  paid  by  an  employer  will  not  be  taken 
into  account  in  arriving  at  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  a Scholar,  and  no 
allowance  will  be  made  for  deductions  made  by  the  employer  in  respect 
of  time  lost,  holidays,  sickness,  or  otherwise. 

(11)  Subject  to  satisfactory  reports  by  the  Department’s  Inspector, 
a Scholarship  is  renewable  from  year  to  year  until  the  term  of  apprentice- 
ship is  completed.  It  may,  however,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department,  be  determined  by  the  Committee  at  any  time  without 
notice,  should  its  continuance  for  any  reason  appear  undesirable. 

(12)  In  the  case  of  difficulties  arising  in  connection  with  the  award 
or  retention  of  Scholarships  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Department 
whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

(13)  In  selecting  Firms  with  whom  Scholars  may  be  apprenticed,  the 
Department  will  give  preference  to  those  prepared  to  afford  the  following 
facilities  : — 

(i)  Satisfactory  arrangements  to  be  made  vrhereby  the  Scholars 
will  have  an  opportunity  of  learning  all  the  branches  of  the 
trade  selected  by  them.

(ii)  In  centres  where  provision  is  made  for  suitable  Day  Classes,. 

Scholars  to  be  permitted  to  attend  during  working  hours  such 
classes  as  the  Department  may  approve,  the  total  number- 
of  hours  so  allowed  not  to  exceed  an  average  of  eight  hours 
weekly.  The  Scholars  to  be  paid  for  the  time  spent  at  these

(iv)  The  Department’s  Inspectors  to  be  entitled  to  visit  the  various 

places  where  the  Apprentices  are  employed  at  any  time  during 
working  horns,  and  to  inquire  into  grievances  or  complaints 
that  may  be  made  either  by  the  employer  or  the  Scholar. 

(v)  The  Department  to  have  power  to  cancel  the  Indentures  or  to 

transfer  the  Apprentices  to  other  Firms  if  for  any  reason. 
it  appeared  desirable  to  them  to  do  so. 

(14)  When  an  Apprenticeship  Premium  is  payable,  the  Department 
will  be  prepared,  in  approved  cases,  to  provide  for  its  payment.

V.  SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  Committee  will,  in  June,  1915,  award  nine  Scholarships  to  girls 
who  have  received  a satisfactory  primary  education,  to  enable  them  to 
attend  a regular  course  of  instruction  and  training  in  Domestic  Economy. 
The  object  of  these  Scholarships  is  to  cultivate  intelligence,  thrift,  and 
resourcefulness  on  the  part  of  those  holding  them,  and  to  render  them 
more  practical  in  the  performance  of  home  duties  of  all  kinds.

(5)  Selected  candidates  shall  enter  the  Residential  School  for  a fortnight 
on  probation.  Any  candidates  found  unsuitable  to  undergo  the  course 
of  training  will,  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  probation,  be  required 
to  leave,  and  their  places  shall  be  filled  by  selection  from  the  other  qualified 
candidates.  The  fee  paid  to  the  School  Managers  shall  be  refunded  to 
those  scholars  who  are  required  to  leave  the  School  under  these  conditions. 

(6)  The  amount  of  the  Scholarships  will  be  paid  to  the  Managers  of 
the  Schools  in  two  Jialf-yearly  instalments,  one  on  or  about  the  31st 
January,  the  other  on  or  about  the  31st  July.  Payment  of  these  instal- 
ments will  be  authorised  by  the  Department  on  receipt  of  satisfactory 
reports  from  their  Inspectors.

III.  DAY  TRADES  PREPARATORY  SCHOOL. 

.The  aim  of  the  Trades  Preparatory  School  is  to  provide  for  boys,  over 
the  age  of  thirteen,  who  have  received  an  education  equivalent  to  that 
of  the  Sixth  Standard  of  a National  School,  such  a course  of  training 
as  will  fit  them  to  enter  upon  an  industrial  career. 

The  course  of  instruction  will  extend  over  at  least  two  years,  and  the 
curriculum  will  include  instruction  in  experimental  science,  drawing, 
workshop  mathematics,  manual  instruction  in  wood  and  metal,  practical 
geometry,  and  literary  subjects,  including  one  modem  language  besides 
English. 

The  Department  will  contribute  three -fourths  of  the  approved  net 
expenditure  upon  the  School,  provided  that  the  reports  of  their  Inspector 
are  satisfactory. 

The  proportion  of  the  expenditure  admitted  for  payment  may  be 
increased  by  one-tenth  if  the  Department,  after  consideration  of  their 
Inspector  s reports,  are  of  opinion  that  the  organisation  and  teaching 
justify  such  a course,  or  it  may  be  reduced  by  one  or  more  tenths  if  the 
organisation  and  teaching  is  considered  unsatisfactory.

TEACHERSHIFS -IN-TRAINING,  1915. 


The  Department  will  offer  for  competition,  in  1915,  three  Teaeherships- 
in-Training  tenable  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  Dublin.  One  will 
be  open  to  competition  amongst  male  candidates  only,  and  one  amongst 
female  candidates  only ; the  third  will  be  open  to  competition  amongst 
both  male  and  female  candidates. 

The  object  of  the  Teacherships -in -Training  is  to  encourage  capable 
Art  students  to  undertake  such  a course  of  training  as  will  enable  them 
to  become  Art  Teachers. 

The  Teacherships -in -Training  will  entitle  the  holders  to  free  admission 
to  all  the  day  and  evening  classes  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art 
for  the  Session  1915-16  ; a maintenance  allowance  of  21s.  per  week  during 
the  Session  (about  forty  weeks) ; and  third-class  railway  fare  for  one 
journey  to  and  from  Dublin. 

The  basis  of  the  awards  will  consist  of  an  examination  in  Art  subjects 
and  specimens  of  work  submitted  according  to  the  conditions  stated 
below.  Previous  successes  in  respect  of  Art  teaching  qualifications  will 
also  be  taken  into  account. 

The  examination  will  be  held  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art,  Dublin, 
on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  June, 
1915. 

Candidates  must  themselves  bear  any  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
connection  with  attendance  at  the  examination. 

Candidates  who  have  held  Scholarships  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of 
Art  extending  over  more  than  one  School  Session  will  not  be  eligible 
for  the  award  of  Teacherships-in-Training. 

Teacherships  will  not  be  awarded  to  candidates  who  do  not  show  in 
the  course  of  the  examination  that  they  are  capable  of  taking  full  ad- 
vantage of  the  instruction  provided  at  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art, 
and,  in  particular,  candidates  with  physical  defects  of  voice,  sight,  or 
hearing,  will  not  be  regarded  as  eligible. 

The  awards  will  be  made  on  the  following  conditions:  — 

(1.)  Candidates  must  not  be  less  than  eighteen  and  not  more  than 
thirty  years  of  age  on  the  1st  September,  1915.  The  Department  may 
allow  a modification  of  this  rule  in  special  cases. 

( 2 . ) Successful  candidates  will  be  required  to  furnish  a medical  certificate 
of  health,  an  authenticated  copy  of  certificate  of  birth,  and  satisfactory 
testimonials  from  two  responsible  persons. 

(3.)  Candidates  must  satisfy  the  Department  that  they  have  had  a 
good  general  education. 

(4.)  Candidates  must  have  been  bom  in  Ireland,  or  have  been  resident 
in  Ireland  for  three  years  prior  to  the  1st  September,  1915. 

(5.)  Successful  candidates  will  be  required  to  prepare,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Headmaster  of  the  School,  a scheme  of  study,  and  to  submit 
it  for  the  Department's  approval.

A limited  number  of  Scholarships  and  of  Teacherships-in-Training 
tenable  at  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin,  will  be  offered  for  com- 
petition among  Students  of  Science  and  Technology  in  1915. 

The  Scholarships  are  of  the  value  of  £50  per  annum,  and,  in  addition, 
entitle  the  holder  to  free  instruction  during  the  Associate  Course,  and 
third-class  railway  fare  for  one  journey  each  session  to  and  from  Dublin. 

A Teachership-in -Training  entitles  the  holder  to  free  instruction  during 
the  Associate  Course,  a maintenance  allowance  of  21s.  per  week  for  the 
session  of  about  forty  weeks  each  year,  and  third-class  railway  fare  for 
one  journey  each  session  to  and  from  Dublin.

COMMERCIAL  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Ten  new  Scholarships  have  been  awarded  in  1914,  and  the  holders 
of  nine  of  these  (one  having  joined  the  Army  for  the  period  of  the  war), 
are  attending  the  London  School  of  Economics  and  Political  Science- 
(University  of  London).  Of  the  five  Scholarships  awarded  in  1912r 
three  have  now  expired,  the  holders  having  completed  a two  years’ 
course  at  the  London  School  of  Economics  and  Political  Science.  The 
holder  of  one  of  the  remaining  Scholarships  awarded  in  that  year  attended 
the  London  School  of  Economics  for  the  Session  1912-13,  and  was  per- 
mitted to  take  up  a temporary  appointment  as  Commercial  Teacher 
under  the  Co.  Tipperary  (Joint  Urban  and  Rural)  Technical  Instruction 
Committee  for  the  Session  1913-14.  He  has  now  been  specially  allowed 
by  the  Department  to  retain  this  appointment  for  the  Session  1914-15. 
The  fifth  Scholar,  who  was  permitted  to  defer  taking  up  the  Scholarship 
until  the  Session  1913-14,  has  returned  to  the  School  for  the  Session 
1914-15.  No  Scholarships  were  awarded  in  1913.

“As  compared  with  last  year’s  results,  the  number  of  registered  classes  in  Technology  has 
increased  from  227  to  255,  and  the  number  of  Students  in  attendance  from  2,750  to  2,803. 
The  numbers  of  candidates  and  of  passes  are  824  and  443  as  compared  with  831  and  461  la3fc 
year,  the  percentage  of  successes  being  thus  very  slightly  lower.  Of  the  prizes  and  medals, 
offered  by  the  Institute  17  have  been  awarded  to  students  in  Ireland  as  against  6 last  year.

Forty-Sixth.  Annual  Report  op  the  Council  for  the 
Session  1913-14. 


To  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical^Instruction  for  Ireland. 

Sir,— I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Forty-sixth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland. 

During  the  Session  1913-14  there  were  four  Royal  Scholars, 
twenty  Science  Scholars,  forty-eight  Agricultural  Scholars 
(including  two  in  Horticulture,  one  in  Forestry,  and  one  in 
Creamery  Management),  sixteen  Science  Teachers-in-Training, 
one  Local  Exhibitioner,  and  three  Research  Students.  There 
were  also  twenty-five  fee-paying  Associate  Students,  fifteen 
fee-paying  Non-Associate  Students,  and  one  fee-paying  Post- 
Graduate  student. 

The  total  number  of  students  in  the  College  during  the 
session  was  thus  one  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

In  addition,  three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  students 
attended  the  special  courses  of  instruction  organised  in  the 
College  by  the  Department  during  the  summer  of  1914,  par- 
ticulars of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Registrar. 

Sessional  examinations,  conducted  conjointly  by  the  Pro- 
fessors and  Lecturers  of  the  College  and  External  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Department,  were  held  in  forty-six  subjects. 

The  annual  recommendation  as  to  the  award  of  diplomas, 
Royal  Scholarships,  and  prizes  was  made  to  the  Department 
by  the  Council  on  the  10th  July,  1914.  “ 1

A Science  Research  Scholarship,  of  the  annual  value  of  £150 
tenable  for  two  years,  was  awarded  by  the  Royal  Commissioners 
for  the  Exhibition  of  1851  to  Joseph  Reilly,  m.sc.,  a.r.c.sc.i., 
and  an  Industrial  Bursary,  of  the  annual  value  of  £100  tenable 
for  two  years,  was  awarded  by  the  same  Commissioners  to 
Louis  Ray  Turner,  a.r.c.sc.i. 

Mr.  P.  O’Connor,  a.r.c.sc.i.,  was  appointed  in  September, 
1914,  as  Demonstrator  in  Botany  in  succession  to  Mr.  J.  Adams, 
who  resigned  on  accepting  an  official  appointment  under  the 
Government  of  Canada. 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe,  a meeting  was 
held  in  the  College  on  6th  August,  1914,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  being  in  the  chair,  at  which  emergency  classes 
were  organised  in  various  branches  of  Engineering  relating 
to  military  operations,  and  also  in  First  Aid  and  Ambulance 
work.  Drill  classes  were  arranged  for  present  and  past 
students  and  for  members  of  the  Department’s  staff.

CHEMISTRY.

Inorganic  and  Physical  Chemistry. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  courses  of  Chemistry 
was  31  of  the  first  year,  23  of  the  second  year,  10  of  the  third 
year,  and  2 of  the  fourth  year.  Four  students  attended  a 
special  course  of  Assaying  during  the  third  term,  three  of 
them  gaining  certificates.  One  occasional  student  attended 
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the  general  and  assaying  laboratories  for  a special  course  of 
Practical  Chemistry.  One  student  of  Creamery  attended  the 
organic  laboratory  for  a special  course  of  organic  preparations. 

In  the  chemical  laboratories  there  were  31  students  of  the 
first  year  in  the  charge  of  Dr.  Pollok  and  Mr.  Moss.  The 
number  of  students  taking  laboratory  courses  was  72.  Ten 
attended  lecture  courses  only,  making  a total  of  82  students 
receiving  instruction  in  the  Chemical  division. 

To  the  students  of  the  first  year  36  lectures  were  delivered 
by  Professor  Morgan.  To  the  students  of  the  second  year 
20  lectures  in  Physical  Chemistry  were  delivered  by  Dr. 
Pollok,  who  also  gave  20  lectures  in  Metallurgical  Chemistry, 
the  latter  were  attended  by  second  year  students  in  Applied 
Chemistry  and  Engineering  and  by  Teaehers-in-Training  in 
Experimental  Science.  To  the  students  of  the  third  and 
fourth  years  40  lectures  in  Chemical  Technology  and  14  lectures 
on  recent  developments  in  Inorganic  Chemistry  were  delivered 
by  Professor  Morgan.  To  the  first  year  students  21  demonstra- 
tions in  Practical  Chemistry  and  Analysis  were  given  by  Mr. 
Moss. 


Organic  Chemistry. 

During  the  first  and  second  terms  forty  lectures  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  O’Farrelly  on  the  Introductory  Course  of 
Organic  Chemistry,  attended  by  twenty-three  students  of  the 
second  year,  viz.,  five  students  of  Chemistry,  four  Teachers-in- 
Training,  and  fourteen  students  of  Agriculture. 

Twenty  lectures  on  Advanced  Organic  Chemistry  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  O’Farrelly  during  the  second  and  third  terms, 
attended  by  ten  students  of  the  third  year,  viz.,  seven  in  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Chemistry,  and  three  Teachers-in-Training. 

Instruction  was  given  in  the  Mineral  Analysis  Laboratory 
by  the  lecturer,  assisted  by  Mr.  Reilly,  to  twenty-three  second 
year  students  (including  students  of  Applied  Chemistry, 
Teachers-in-Training  and  students  of  Agriculture). 

In  the  Organic  Laboratory  instruction  was  given  to  eleven 
third  year  students  (including  students  of  Applied  Chemistry, 
teachers-in-training,  and  a student  of  Agriculture),  one  fourth 
year  student  and  one  Associate  of  the  College. 

Chemical  Technology. 

Throughout  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  on 
copper  ores  from  Cyprus,  an  improved  method  of  extracting 
copper  being  devised.  During  the  Summer  vacation  Dr. 
Pollok  conducted  investigations  in  Cyprus  regarding  the 
occurrence  of  copper,  and  the  possibility  of  obtaining  supplies 
of  bromides  from  the  salt  lagoons  in  that  island,  his  leave 
being  extended  for  a fortnight  to  enable  him  to  carry  out 
this  investigation.  A large  number  of  samples  were  obtained. 
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and  he  is  now  engaged  in  estimating  the  bromide  in  the  same, 
and  devising  an  economical  method  for  its  extraction. 

A further  examination  was  made  of  the  products  from 
peat  tar  by  Professor  Morgan  and  Mr.  G.  E.  Scharff,  and  an 
industrial  application  of  some  of  these  peat  products  was 
devised.  During  August,  Professor  Morgan  visited  numerous 
chemical  and  metallurgical  works  in  Australia,  special  facilities 
having  been  obtained  from  Messrs.  Cuming,  Smith  & Co. 
(Melbourne),  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.  (Sydney),  the  Broken  Hill 
Proprietary  Co.,  and  the  Port  Kembla  Electrolytic  Refining 
and  Smelting  Co. 

Research  Work. 

During  the  Session  1913-14  the  following  investigations  were 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  :• — 

(1)  Mr.  J.  H.  Cooke,  b.a.,  a.r.c.sc.i.,  investigated  the 

constitution  of  cyclic  diazo-compounds. 

(2)  Mr.  J.  C.  Elliott,  a.r.c.sc.i.,  continued  his  investiga- 

tions on  organic  derivatives  of  arsenic,  copper, 
mercury,  selenium  and  allied  elements  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  New  York  State  Institute  for  the 
Study  of  Malignant  Disease. 

(3)  Mr.  H.  Webster  Moss,  a.r.c.sc.i.,  a.i.c.,  was  engaged 

on  an  experimental  study  of  the  co-ordination 
compounds  of  the  rare  earths  and  those  of  the 
platinum  group  of  metals. 

(4)  Mr.  J.  Reilly,  m.sc.,  b.a.,  a.r.c.sc.i.,  continued  his 

researches  on  aromatic  and  non-aromatic  diazo- 
derivatives.

Four  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Chemistry  attended 
lectures  and  22  laboratory  lessons. 

Four  Teaehers-in-Training  attended  41  lectures  and  42 
laboratory  lessons. 

Six  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Engineering  taking  the  four 
years  scheme  and  two  Non-Associate  students  attended  58 
lectures  and  61  laboratory  lessons. 
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Five  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Engineering  taking  the  three 
years’  scheme  attended  68  lectures  and  61  laboratory  lessons. 

The  eleven  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Engineering  and  the 
two  Non-Associate  students  also  attended  the  12  lectures  and 
12  laboratory  lessons  on  Electric  Machine  Design. 

One  student  of  Creamery  Management  attended  8 laboratory 
lessons  on  the  operation  and  care  of  Dynamos,  Motors  and 
Secondary  Batteries. 

The  fourth  year’s  course  consisted  of  46  lectures  given  by 
the  Professor,  and  51  laboratory  lessons  under  the  Professor 
and  Mr.  Allen.  There  were  also  given  by  Mr.  Allen  12  lectures 
and  12  laboratory  lessons  on  Alternating  Current  Electric 
Machine  Design,  all  of  which  were  attended  by  five  students 
in  the  Faculty  of  Engineering. 

At  intervals  during  the  Session  the  five  students  in  the  third 
year  under  the  three  years’  scheme  visited  the  electric  power- 
stations  at  Ballsbridge  and  Ringsend. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Lyons  during  the  session  developed  his  invention 
for  electric  telegraph  selective  systems  so  as  to  effect  multiple 
selectivity. 


Physics. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  first  year  consisted  of  39 
lectures  and  70  laboratory  lessons.  It  was  attended  by  29 
Associate  students. 

The  general  course  in  Electricity  and  Magnetism  for  all 
students  in  the  second  year  consisted  of  18  lectures  and  20 
laboratory  lessons.  It  was  attended  by  21  students. 

The  special  course  of  instruction  for  students  of  Applied 
Chemistry  and  Teachers-in-Training  in  their  second  year  con- 
sisted of  29  lectures  and  19  laboratory  lessons.  It  was  attended 
by  9 students. 

A course  of  20  lectures  was  given  to  students  in  the  third 
year  of  the  Experimental  Science  Course.  It  was  attended 
by  3 students  taking  that  course,  and  one  student  completing 
his  course  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  in  three  years. 
These  students  pursued  a special  laboratory  course  in  advanced 
physics. 

The  general  work  in  the  laboratory  was  in  charge  of  Mr. 
W.  J.  Lyons,  b.a.,  a.e.c.sc.  (Lond.),  and  Mr.  W.  D.  Douglas, 
A.K.c.sc.l.,  under  the  direction  of  the  Lecturer.

AGRICULTURE. 

Professor  : — James  Wilson,  m.a.,  b.sc. 

The  Session  1913-14  was  the  first  in  which,  by  the  adoption 
of  a four  years’  course  for  the  Diploma,  Students  attended 
lectures  in  Agriculture  for  a second  year.  In  having  only 
four  hours  a week  in  the  third  year  as  against  five  previously, 
the  whole  course  is  not  very  much  lengthened  by  being  spread 
over  two  years,  but  the  work  now  done  in  the  fourth  year 
is  of  higher  value  to  the  student. 

Theie  were  eleven  students  of  the  third  year  and  eight  of 
the  fourth,  and  all  did  their  work  faithfully. 


AGRICULTURAL  BIOLOGY. 

Lecturer  : — D.  Houston,  f.l.s. 

The  following  Lecture  and  Laboratory  courses  were  given 
during  the  Session  1913-14  : — 

1.  Agricultural  Bacteriology.— Thirty-three  lectures,  and  275 
hours  practical  laboratory  work,  to  8 Agricultural  students 
oi  the  fourth  year. 
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2.  Agricultural  Botany.  -Thirty  lectures,  and  200  hours  of 
laboratory  work,  to  11  Agricultural  students  of  the  third 
year. 

3.  Biology  of  Fermentation. — Twenty  lectures,  and  70  hours 
of  laboratory  instruction,  to  6 students  of  Applied  Chemistry 
of  the  third  year. 

4.  Applied  Bacteriology. — Twenty  lectures,  and  70  hours 
of  laboratory  instruction,  to  1 Teacher-in-Training  (Natural 
Science  Section),  1 occasional  student,  1 student  of  Creamery 
Management,  and  1 student  of  Chemistry  of  Soils. 

The  laboratory  work,  as  hitherto,  has  been  under  the 
demonstratorship  of  Dr.  P.  MacGinnis. 

AGRICULTURAL  CHEMISTRY. 

Lecturer  : — G.  Stephenson. 

The  class  consisted  of  9 Associate  students,  (8  in  Agriculture 
and  1 in  Forestry) ; and  the  course  comprised  73  practical 
exercises,  15  tutorial  lessons  and  30  lectures.  The  work  was 
so  arranged  that  by  the  middle  of  the  third  term  a fairly 
comprehensive  selection  of  typical  experiments  and  analyses 
had  been  gone  through ; and  the  last  five  weeks  (ten  working 
days)  of  the  session  were  devoted  by  each  student  to  the 
investigation  of  a problem  chosen  by  himself  or  selected  by 
his  teachers. 

During  the  month  of  November  a short  course  of  lectures 
and  laboratory  work  was  given  to  the  Department’s  Dairy 
Instructors. 

FORESTRY. 

Professor  : — A.  Henry,  m.a.,  f.l.s.,  m.r.i.a. 

During  the  past  session  11  Agricultural  students  of  the  third 
year  attended  a course  of  20  lectures  on  Forestry  during  the 
third  term ; and  8 Agricultural  students  of  the  fourth  year 
attended  a course  of  20  lectures  (and  10  practical  lessons  of 
2 hours  each)  in  the  same  subject  during  the  second  and  third 
terms.  The  lectures  were  supplemented  by  excursions  to  the 
Royal  Botanic  Gardens,  Glasnevin,  and  to  various  woods  and 
plantations  in  the  vicinity  of  Dublin. 

One  student  of  the  fourth  year,  who  took  the  course  for  the 
Diploma  in  Forestry,  received  instruction  in  Forestry  of  an 
advanced  character  at  the  College  during  the  first  and  second 
terms,  and  obtained  in  the  three  months  of  April,  May,  and 
June,  practical  training  in  the  forests  near  Pforzheim,  Baden, 
under  Forest  Inspector  Philipp. 

Further  work  in  the  artificial  production  of  new  and  vigorous 
trees  by  crossing,  was  done  in  the  spring  of  1914,  at  Kew, 
Avondale,  and  Dundrum  (Co.  Dublin),  a full  record  of  which 
appeared  in  the  Department’s  Journal , October,  1914.  The 
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Professor  desires  to  thank  the  Directors  of  the  Royal  Botanic 
Gardens  at  Kew  and  Glasnevin  for  assistance  rendered  in 
carrying  out  these  experiments.

Professor : — T.  Johnson,  d.sc.,  f.l.s. 

The  usual  courses  of  instruction  for  students  in  the  Faculties 
of  Agriculture  and  Natural  Science  were  held.  Fourteen 
students  attended  a course  of  SO  lectures,  and  31  practical 
lessons  in  the  laboratory  or  field,  in  their  second  year.  A 
Teacher-in-Traming  in  the  Natural  Science  section  attended  this 
course  and  21  additional  practical  lessons.  One  student  in 
Forestry  attended,  in  his  fourth  year,  a course  of  20  practical 
lessons  on  the  Structure  of  Timber  and  its  fungal  diseases. 
1 he  Assistant  s post  became  vacant  during  the  Session  owing 
to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  Adams,  m.a„  after  many  years* 
service,  to  a research  post  under  the  Canadian  Government. 

.three  of  the  students  m the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  in  the 
last  term  of  their  fourth  year  of  training  devoted  themselves 
to  pieces  of  research,  in  one  case,  on  the  Yellowing  of  Flax 
and  m the  other  two,  on  certain  potato  diseases.

II.  Geology. — Forty-four  lectures  by  the  Professor,  with 
41  days’  practical  work,  including  seven  field  excursions, 
attended  by  14  students  of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  in 
their  Second  Year,  and  one  Teacher-in-training  (Natural 
Science  Section).  The  field  work  included  an  excursion  of  three 
successive  days  to  Boyle,  Sligo,  the  route  of  the  railway  thence 
to  Clonmel,  and  the  plateau  of  Ninemilehouse  in  Co.  Tipperary. 
Twenty-one  of  the  lectures  were  common  to  this  course  and 
that  of  Mineralogy. 

III.  Geology. — For  teachers-in -training  in  their  third  year. 
The  same  course  as  in  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture,  with  five 
additional  lectures  and  four  demonstrations  of  the  course  in 
Mineralogy,  and  extended  lessons  in  geographical  exercises, 
palaeontology,  and  petrology,  attended  by  one  student. 

IV.  Agricultural  Geology. — Nineteen  lectures  by  the  Pro- 
fessor, and  one  on  capillarity  by  Dr.  Hackett,  with  30  practical 
lessons,  including  two  field  excursions,  attended  by  11  students 
of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  in  their  third  year. 

Among  the  additions  to  the  Geological  Collections  may  be 
mentioned  a series  of  rocks  and  Cainozoic  fossils  from  Argen- 
tina, presented  by  Dr.  E.  G.  Fenton,  of  Rio  Gallegos ; models 
illustrating  the  overfolded  structure  of  mountain  chains,  issued 
by  Dr.  Krantz,  of  Bonn  : some  exceptional  specimens  of  Pale- 
ozoic crinoids ; and  enlarged  photographs  illustrating  the 
geological  and  geographical  features  of  the  country  around 
Dublin. 

These  photographs,  together  with  specimens  of  the  rocks 
and  soils  of  the  district,  were  exhibited  at  the  Civic  Exhibition 
during  the  summer.

ZOOLOGY. 

Professor  : — George  H.  Carpenter,  m.sc.,  m.r.i.a. 

The  course  in  General  Zoology,  held  as  usual  during  the 
second  term,  was  attended  by  fourteen  second  year  students 
of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture  and  one  third  year  teacher-in- 
training. Thirty  days  of  laboratory  work  and  37  lectures 
were}  comprised  in  this  course,  which  was  followed  by  three 
days  field  work  in  association  with  the  geological  excursions 
in  the  third  term. 
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During  the  first  term  the  courses  in  Agricultural  Zoology, 
including  40  lectures  and  as  many  laboratory  lessons,  were 
attended  by  11  third  year  students  of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture, 
one  third  year  teacher-in-training,  and  a non-associate  student. 
The  teacher-in-training  received  also  10  special  lessons  in 
Hygiene  from  Dr.  Clarke. 

A student  of  the  Faculty  of  Agriculture,  specialising  in  Fores- 
try, worked  in  the  laboratory  for  ten  days  during  the  second 
term  at  advanced  Entomology. 

The  work  of  all  the  students  was  satisfactory  and  all  sessional 
examinations  were  passed  creditably. 

The  Professor  attended  the  December  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Economic  Biologists,  held  at  Liverpool  during  the 
Christmas  vacation. 

The  enquiry  into  the  life-history  of  Warble-flies  has  been 
continued  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years ; grants  from 
the  Department  and  the  Development  Commissioners  have, 
however,  rendered  an  extension  of  the  scope  of  the  enquiry 
possible.  Mr.  T.  R.  Hewitt’s  Research  Scholarship  has  been 
renewed  and  Mr.  T.  K.  Reddin,  m.r.c.v.s.,  has  also  given 
valuable  help.  Observations  and  experiments  have  been  carried 
out  at  Athenry  and  Ballyhaise.

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METROPOLITAN  SCHOOL  OE  ART,  DUBLIN. 


Report  op  the  Headmaster  eor  the  Session  1913-1914. 

The  total  number  of  students  who  attended  the  School  during  the 
Session  1913-14  was  340,  of  whom  181  were  male  students  and  159 
female. 

The  day  classes  were  attended  by  148  students  and  the  evening  classes 
by  234.  Forty-two  students  attended  both  day  and  evening  classes. 

The  Personal  Art  Examinations,  formerly  held  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, have  been  discontinued,  with  the  exception  of  a few  special 
examinations  which  were  held  in  February,  1914,  to  enable  a certain 
number  of  candidates  to  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Art  Class 
Teacher’s  Certificate.  On  the  results  of  these  examinations  six  students 
of  the  School  obtained  the  full  certificate. 

The  total  number  of  works  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  National  Competition,  and  for  Teachers’  Certificates,  was  165.  Of 
this  number  29  were  certificate  works,  all  of  which  were  accepted  by 
the  Board’s  Examiners. 

During  the  past  year  the  Metropolitan  School  of  Art  has  kept  up  the 
record  of  honours  and  successes  which  has  distinguished  it  for  each  of 
the  past  six  years  in  the  National  Art  Competition.  In  this  Com- 
petition in  1914  students  of  the  School  were  awarded  a Gold  Medal, 
a Silver  medal,  three  Bronze  medals,  six  National  Book  prizes,  and 
seventeen  Commendations. 

The  Gold  Medal  was  awarded  to  Francis  Wiles  for  a modelled  figure 
from  the  life. 

The  Silver  Medal  was  awarded  to  Austin  Molloy  for  a design  for  a 
stained  glass  window,  a portion  of  which  was  carried  out  in  the  glass. 

The  Bronze  Medals  were  awarded  to  Margaret  Gollogly  for  a design 
for  a lace  flounce,  to  Cora  M.  Mullins  for  a design  for  a lace  flounce  and 
yoke,  and  to  Margaret  M.  O’Keefe  for  a silver  and  enamel  pendant  and 
chain. 

The  National  Book  Prizes  were  awarded  to  Grace  K.  Booth  for  water- 
colour studies  of  plant-form,  to  Marjorie  Drury  for  a design  for  a lace 
flounce,  to  Una  E.  Duncan  for  a group  of  still-life  in  oil  colours,  to  Olive 
M.  Hunter  for  a design  for  a lace  handkerchief,  to  Annie  Kingston  for 
a design  for  a lace  flounce  and  collarette,  and  to  William  Smith  for 
designs  for  stained  glass. 

The  seventeen  Commendation  Awards  were  obtained  by  the  students 
for  works  of  merit  in  oil  and  water-colour  painting,  designs  for  lace, 
stained  glass,  woodcarving,  figure  drawings  from  the  antique  and  life, 
studies  of  flowering  plants,  and  modelling  from  the  life.  (A  list  of 
the  students  securing  these  awards  is  given  at  page  [257]  of  the  Appendices.) 

The  Examiners  of  the  works  sent  up  for  the  National  Competition 
speak  of  the  Gold  Medal  modelled  figure  from  the  life  as  “ A work  of 
outstanding  merit,  finely  seen  and  sculpturesque  in  treatment.”  The 
critics  in  the  London  Press  have  also  been  unanimous  in  their  praise 
m reference  to  this  modelled  figure  by  Mr.  Wiles,  alluding  to  it  as  “ A 
work  of  high  promise  and  quite  above  the  average  class  of  official 
sculpture.” 

The  Examiners  speak  of  the  Silver  Medal  stained  glass  design  by  Mr. 
Molloy  as  An  ambitious  and  interesting  design.  It  shows  to  advantage 
the  resources  of  the  material,  being  rich,  and  even  splendid  in  colour, 
and  dignified  in  design.”

Twenty-two  Silversmiths’  apprentices  attended  the  School  for  in- 
struction in  drawing  and  design  as  applied  to  the  needs  of  their  art 
industry,  whose  attendance  and  general  progress  have  been  highly 
satisfactory.  After  a course  of  instruction  in  elementary  subjects  these 
students  are  drafted  into  the  craft  classes  in  designing  and  working  in 
the  materials  in  Metalwork  and  Enamelling.  During  the  past  Session 
seven  silversmiths  have  been  receiving  instruction  in  these  classes,  and 
have  already  produced  some  examples  of  promising  design  and  craft- 
manship.  The  art  education  of  the  silversmiths’  apprentices  at  the 
School  has  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  Goldsmiths’  Corporation 
of  Ireland,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Corporation  for  the  great  help 
given  to  the  School  and  the  apprentices,  and  for  the  interest  the  members  - 
take  in  the  education  and  welfare  of  the  apprentices. 

Special  Summer  Courses  of  Art  Instruction  were  held,  during  the 
month  of  July,  for  Teachers  and  advanced  Art  students  in  Irish  Art 
Schools  and  Classes,  and  facilities  were  also  offered  to  a number  of 
teachers  in  Irish  Secondary  Schools  to  attend  the  School  during  this 
month.  The  special  Courses  included  a course  in  Lithography  by  Mr. 

F.  Ernest  Jackson,  a course  in  Applied  Design  for  teachers  of  Craft 
Classes,  by  Mr.  Amor  Fenn,  a course  in  Coloured  Embroidery,  by  Miss 

G.  E.  Atkinson,  A.R.C.A.  (Lond.),  and  a course  in  Figure  Drawing  and 
Painting  and  Figure  Composition  conducted  by  members  of  the  School 
of  Art  staff. 

Forty-six  teachers  and  students  attended  the  special  courses,  and. 
sixteen  Secondary  School  Teachers  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered  to  attend  the  School  during  the  month.  All  of  the  students 
distinguished  themselves  by  their  great  industry  and  marked  progress - 
in  the  practical  work  of  each  subject  of  instruction. 

In  connection  with  the  Summer  Courses  Mr.  R.  Catterson  Smith, 
Director  of  Art  Education  for  the  City  of  Birmingham  Education  Com- 
mittee, gave  a series  of  lectures,  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  on  methods 
of  teaching  Art  and  Design. 

In  the  Taylor  Art  Competition  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  the- 
Painting  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  £50  was  awarded  to  John  S-  * 
Keatinge,  a student  of  the  School,  and  four  other  awards  were  obtained- 
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by  the  students,  viz. : a Prize  of  £16  by  Michael  L.  Whelan,  for  a painting 
in  oils  ; Prizes  of  £10  each  by  Francis  Bowe  for  a modelled  figure,  and 
Patrick  Tuohy  for  paintings,  and  a Prize  of  £5  by  Madeleine  D’Arcy 
for  a painting  in  oils.  J 

The  Branchardiere  Scholarship  Students  for  Lace  and  Crochet 
design,  Miss  Brennan  and  Miss  Gollogly,  have  both  made  excellent 
progress  m drawing  and  design.  A work  submitted  by  Miss  Gollogly 
for  the  recent  National  Competition  was  awarded  a Book  Prize  and 
other  works  submitted  by  Miss  Brennan  and  Miss  Gollogly  were ’com- 
mended  by  the  Examiners. 

A Landscape  Class  was  conducted  by  Mr.  G.  Lynes  during  the  month 
of  July,  when  some  interesting  sketches  were  made  in  the  surrounding 
districts  of  Dublin. 

A small  collection  of  selected  works  of  the  students  was  shown  at  the 
recent  Civic  Exhibition  in  connection  with  the  Department’s  Technical 
School  Section.  The  building  which  contained  this  exhibit  was  decorated 
with  some  large  mural  paintings  executed  in  colours  by  students  of  the 
School  of  Art,  which  afforded  them  an  opportunity  of  carrying  out  some 
practical  decoration  on  a large  scale.  In  addition  a nmnber  of  the 
students  designed  and  painted  many  illustrations  of  scenes  and  incidents 
for  the  Child’s  Welfare  Section  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  Students’  Works  in  Painting,  Modelling, 
Design  and  Craftwork  was  held  during  the  Christmas  vacation,  and  was 
well  attended  by  the  public. 

The  vacant  position  of  Second  Master,  owing  to  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Frederick  Luke,  has  now  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
George  Atkinson,  A.R.H.A.,  A.R.C.A.,  who  entered  on  his  duties  in 
October,  1914. 

I have  to  thank  the  Teaching  Staff,  and  Mr.  Tilly,  the  Registrar  of 
the  School,  for  their  able  and  willing  assistance  given  me  at  all  times, 
which  has  largely  contributed  to  the  success  and  satisfactory  position 
of  the  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

OF  THE 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY  OF  IRELAND 

For  the  Year  ended  31sf  March,  1914. 

To  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland. 


Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Ireland  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1914. 

Areas  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dungiven  and  Limavady  were  geologi- 
cally surveyed  on  the  scale  of  six  inches  to  one  mile. 

A detailed  survey,  and  an  examination  of  the  results  of  new  borings, 
were  continued  in  the  Leinster  coalfield.  A catalogue  of  literature 
bearing  on  these  deposits  was  prepared. 

A memoir  on  Clare  Island,  including  a large  coloured  geological  map, 
was  published. 

i Sheet  11  of  the  quarter-inch  map  of  Ireland  was  published,  showing 
the  geology  of  the  country  from  Dublin  to  Carlow  and  Arklow,  and  thus 
including  the  most  important  part  of  the  Leinster  chain  and  its  foothills. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Kllroe,  who  was  specially  retained  as  Geologist  until  28th 
June,  1913,  retired  on  that  date,  after  thirty -nine  years’  service  with 
the  Survey.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  H.  T.  Kennedy,  B.A.,  who 
entered  upon  his  duties  30th  June,  1913. 

Mr.  S.  B.  Wilkinson,  Senior  Geologist,  retired  on  5th  April,  1914, 
after  forty -six  years’  service,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Wright, 
who  was  promoted  from  the  staff  of  Geologists. 

Temporary  professional  assistance  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Wheelton 
Hind,  F.G.S.,  who  reported  on  fossil  mollusca  from  near  Castlecomer, 
and  from  Dr.  W.  T.  Gordon,  who  examined  a number  of  fossil  plants 
from  the  Leinster  Coalfield.  Mr.  T.  Haigh  was  continuously  employed 
on  soil-analyses  and  chemical  work  in  the  laboratory.  A number  of 
soils  and  peats  were  examined,  including  soils  that  presented  critical 
conditions  in  regard  to  oat-crops,  and  peats  and  other  soils  connected 
with  the  work  of  the  Forestry  Branch  of  the  Department. 
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Improved  methods  for  the  mechanical  examination  of  soils  were 
studied  and  developed,  and  arrangements  wore  made  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  soil-samples. 

A number  of  enquiries  on  economic  questions  were  received,  and  were 
answered  in  conjunction  with  the  Economic  Geologist  of  the  Department. 

In  the  collections  in  the  National  Museum,  a large  number  of  fossils 
were  arranged  in  the  wall-cases,  and  polished  slabs  were  prepared  of 
the  remarkable  spheroidal  granite  of  Mullaghderg,  County  Donegal. 

In  August,  1013,  the  Director  attended  the  International  Geological 
Congress  in  Canada  as  one  of  the  delegates  of  the  British  Government, 
and  took  part  in  an  organised  journey  of  observation  through  the  mineral 
districts  of  Ontario. 

A description  of  tho  coal-resources  of  Ireland,  by  the  Director  and 
Mr.  E.  St.  J.  Lybijrk,  A.R.C.Sc.L,  was  published  by  tho  Congress  in 
the  work  entitled  “Tho  Coal -Resources  of  tho  World.”

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical 
Instruction  for  Ireland. 

Sir, — I liavo  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  twelve 
months  from  1st  April,  1913,  to  31st  March,  1914. 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  I regret  to  have  to  state  that  there 
has  been  a falling-off  of  over  1,600  in  the  number  of  Visitors  attending 
the  Museum  iD  the  course  of  the  year.  This  reduction  in  numbers  is  less 
than  has  been  the  common  experience  through  the  museums  of  the  three 
' Kingdoms.  On  the  other  hand  I am  happy  to  say  that  we  have  had  a 
steady  increase  in  the  attendance  of  students,  pupils,  and  others  in  training 
who  have  made  systematic  use  of  the  Museum  ; for  example,  in  the 
Natural  History  Division  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  one  thousand 
working  students,  so  that  we  found  it  necessary  to  enlarge  the  students’ 
room  by  the  addition  of  an  adjoining  store.  The  increase  of  the  attendance 
of  workers  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  has  been  also  most  marked,  and  in  one 
branch,  namely.  Lithography,  the  pupils  of  the  technical  schools  have 
availed  themselves  of  our  special  exhibition  of  fine  plates  kindly  lent  us 
by  the  Senefelder  Club.  The  demand  from  the  School  of  Art  for  loans 
from  the  collections  of  the  Museum  has  been  continuous  throughout  the 
year,  and  our  Circulation  cases  have  also  been  in  regular  demand  for 
country  schools.  The  Botanical  Section  has  largely  assisted  popular 
education  by  the  weekly  examination  and  identification  of  specimens 
orwarded  from  the  Nature  Study  Classes  of  the  National  schools. 

I regret  to  have  to  report  the  retirement  of  Mr.  George  Coffey  from 
ill-health.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  lay  stress  upon  the  services  of  Mr. 
Coffey  to  Irish  archaeology.  Apart  from  the  minute  scholarship  and  wide 
study  which  he  brought  to  bear  upon  the  collection  of  Irish  Antiquities, 
and  his  valuable  papers  thereon,  read  before  the  Academy,  Mr.  Coffeys’ 
service  to  Irish  studies  has  established  a permanent  record  in  the  his- 
toric classification  of  Irish  remains  in  the  National  Museum.  Mr. 
Armstrong,  who  had  collaborated  with  Mr.  Coffey  as  his  assistant  in  the 
Museum  for  several  years,  was  appointed  Mr.  Coffey’s  successor. 

The  most  important  purchases  of  the  year  were  Irish,  but  belonging 
to  two  different  groups.  Early  in  the  year  the  collections  of  Mr.  Robert 
Day,  of  Cork,  were  put  upon  the  market  in  two  sections.  At  the  sale  of 
the  first  section  which  consisted  of  military  medals  and  decorations  we 
were  fortunate  in  securing  over  ninety  unique  relics  of  the  Irish  Volun- 
teer Movement  of  1782.  These  are  now  on  view  in  the  Museum.  To  the 
objects  so  acquired  wo  were  able  to  add  some  kindred  items  already  in 
the  Museum,  and  we  also  obtained  through  the  generosity  of  public  men 
loans  which  greatly  enhance  the  interest  of  the  collections. 
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Later  on  in  the  year  at  the  sale  of  Mr.  Day’s  antiquities  we  obtained 
some  important  objects  which  Mr.  Coffey  had  recommended  should  be 
seemed  to  add  to  our  collection  of  Irish  Antiquities.  One  of  these  is 
probably  unique,  viz.,  a sword  with  the  bone  handle  still  fairly  preserved 
and  in  place — perhaps  the  most  perfect  example  of  a sword  handle,  as 
such  things,  being  made  of  perishable  material,  are  almost  impossible  to 
pro  c me. 

During  the  year  we  received  two  extremely  important  gifts  of  collec- 
tions ; one  being  the  collection  of  musical  instruments  made  by  Mr.  Robert 
Bruce  Armstrong  which,  owing  to  the  beauty  of  the  examples,  greatly 
enriches  our  music  room.  The  other  was  the  gift  of  a magnificent  col- 
lection of  medals  won  by  Irish  regiments,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to 
Lt.-Col.  Adamson. 

In  the  Natural  History  Division  the  most  important  accession  this  year 
was  the.  gift  of  a tiger  killed  by  the  King  and  kindly  presented  to  us  by 
His  Majesty. 

Besides  the  Senefelder  Loan  Exhibition,  we  had  a second  exhibition 
of  MSS.,  drawings,  and  printed  works  and  portraits  illustrating  the  brilliant 
and  patriotic  career  of  George  Petrie. 

Professor  Goodyear,  whose  work  on  the  refinements  of  Classical,  Renais- 
sance and  Mediaeval  Architecture  is  well  known,  came  to  Ireland  and  ex- 
plained personally  the  subtle  schemes  which  he  attributes  to  the  masters 
of  architecture,  and,  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Classical  Associa- 
tion, we  were  enabled  to  exhibit  the  Professor’s  remarkable  collection 
of  photographs,  which  were  of  considerable  educational  value. 

We  had  the  advantage  of  collaboration  to  some  degree  with  the  Uni- 
versities. With  the  Professor  of  Greek  in  University  College,  Rather 
Henry  Browne,  we  have  made  collections  specially  suited  for  University 
courses  ; and  he  has  been  of  great  service  to  us  in  carrying  out  the  exhibition 
of  reproductions  from  Minoan  Art.  I have  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  part 
in  the  popularising  of  such  knowledge  by  giving  the  opening  lecture  of 
the  Aesthetic  course  in  University  College,  on  Polychromy  in  Architecture, 
and  by  lecturing  before  the  Classical  Association  on  Classical  influences 
in  the  Art  of  the  Italian  Renaissance.  I also  delivered  the  Opening  Address, 
on  Decorative  Art,  at  the  Master  Painters’  Convention,  in  January,  1914.

British  Coinage  from  George  I.  to  George  V.”  Mr.  J.  J.  Buckley  : “ Gobelins 
Tapestry.”  Mr.  A.  J.  Toppin  : “ German  Porcelain.”  Mr.  G.  R.  Stanton  : 

“ A Greek  Temple.”  Mr.  A.  M‘Googan  : “ Some  Water  Colour  Painters.” 
Mr.  E.  C.  R.  Armstrong  : “ Irish  Seal  Matrices.” 

In  addition  to  the  lectures  delivered  by  the  staff,  it  has  been  their 
usage  to  give  the  f ifllest  information  to  all  enquirers  at  the  Museum  ; 
for  instance,  they  have  conducted  through  the  Museum  groups  of  visitors 
numbering  from  5 to  100  persons,  and  have  described  the  collections 
to  them.  This  method  of  demonstration  extended  throughout  the  year. 

Of  the  Halfpenny  Guide  to  the  Museum,  2,260  copies  have  been  sold 
during  the  year,  and  of  various  chapters  or  parts  of  chapters  of  the  General 
Guide,  1,374  copies. 

New  editions  of  the  Guide  to  Irish  Flowering  Plants  and  Ferns,  and 
Metal  Work,  Chapter  II.,  Gold  and  Silver  Foreign,  and  a new  Guide  to 
the  Irish  Glass  were  published  during  the  year.

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APPENDIX  II. 

Report  op  the  Keeper  op  the  Irish  Antiquities  Division. 

Mr.  George  Coffey  who  had  been  Keeper  of  this  Section  tor  seventeen 
years,  resigned  this  office,  owing  to  ill  health,  on  the  31st  March,  1914. 
The  severance  of  Mr.  Coffey’s  connexion  with  the  Museum  was  a matter 
o£  the  greatest  regret  to  all  students  of  Irish  archaeology.  His  masterly 
arrangement  of  the  collection  of  national  antiquities  in  the  Museum, 
and  his  published  works,  had  given  him  a European  reputation,  and  lie 
was  iustly  regarded  as  the  most  authoritative  opmion  in  Ireland  on 
matters  connected  with  his  own  subject.  The  Department  have  ap- 
pointed  Mr.  Coffey’s  assistant,  Mr.  E.  C.  R.  Armstrong,  to  succeed  him. 

During  the  period  from  1st  April,  1913,  to  31st  March,  1914,  two  hundred 
and  fifteen  objects  have  been  registered.  A few  of  these  had  been  in  the 
■ collection  for  some  time.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one  objects  were 
obtained  bv  direct  purchase,  and  thirty-four  were  deposited  by  the  Royal 
• Irish  Academy.  Among  the  most  important  objects  were  those  acquired 
at  the  sale,  held  in  London  at  the  end  of  May,  1913,  of  the  collection  of 
Irish  Antiquities  formed  by  the  well  known  Cork  Antiquary,  Mr.  Rober. 
Dav  F S.A.  It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  such  a celebrated  collection 
of  antiquities  should  be  broken  up,  and  dispersed  ; however,  the  Museum 
was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  some  very  interesting  objects  from  it. 
The  principal  of  these,  purchased  directly  by  the  Museum  were  four  gold 
“ Sun  discs,”  a gold  bracelet,  and  a bronze  leaf-shaped  sword  with 
bone  handle  mountings.  The  Royal  Irish  Academy  purchased  a gold 
bracelet,  a gold  tore,  and  a gold  fibula,  the  latter  being  in  an  unfinished 
state.  The  Museum  also  acquired  some  important  bronze  implements 
of  various  types  and  all  the  Irish  Seal-matrices  in  the  collection. 

Among  other  objects,  that  deserve  mention  is  a large  though  very 
miscellaneous  collection  of  stone  and  bronze  antiquities  formerly  housed 
in  Omeath  Park  House.  These  were  transferred  to  the  Antiquities 
Division  from  the  Art  and  Industrial  Section,  Forty-one  tokens  and 
coins  purchased  in  Dublin  and  a collection  of  stone,  bronze,  and  bone 
antiquities  obtained  from  the  Lake  Dwelling  at  Onnens,  m the  Lake  ol 
Neuchatel,  were  purchased  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Keeper  (M. 
Coffey)  for  comparison  with  the  objects  from  the  Irish  Lake  dwellings. 
The  gold  ornaments  and  bronze  implements  purchased  at  the  Day  Sale 
have  been  arranged  and  labelled  in  Room  3,  and  the  various  other  acquisi- 
tions are  suitably  exhibited.  The  objects  from  the  Swiss  Lake  Dwelling 
at  Onnens  have  been  arranged  in  a flat  table-case  and  placed  near 
large  case  containing  objects  from  the  Irish  crannogs  m Room  i.  m 
Room  4,  two  flat  oases  containing  the  Academy  s fine  collection  oi  lnsn 
Seal-matrices  have  been  arranged  and  labelled,  and  a third  case  contain ■ f 
some  important  impressions  of  early  seals  has  been  placed  beside  •

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on  Tuesday  nights.  The  switches  for  tlis  lights  in  the  Central  Court  and 
the  Rotunda  have  been  conveniently  grouped  together  in  the  telephone 
closet,  instead  of  being  distributed  in  several  parts  of  the  Main  Court. 

The  following  rooms  have  been  distempered  and  painted  in  the  pale 
green  and  cream  tints,  which  we  selected  some  years  ago,  and  which 
have  been  found  so  satisfactory Greek  and  Roman  (I.G.) ; Egyptian 
(II. G.) ; Ethnographical  (III.G.) ; Musical  Instruments  (VII.G.); 
Furniture  (VIII.  and  IX-  G.). 

The  unsightly  discoloration  of  the  walls  in  several  of  the  rooms,  caused 
by  leakages  in  the  downpipes,  is  receiving  attention  from  the  officers 
of  the  Board  of  Works,  who  hope  soon  to  provide  a remedy  for  this  trouble. 
A remedy  is  somewhat  difficult,  as  the  downpipes  are  fitted  into  conduits 
running  down  within  the  walls,  and  are  reached  from  the  interior  of  the 
building. 

Museum  Lectures. — -From  the  list  of  lectures  set  forth  elsewhere 
(see  page  294)  it  will  be  seen  that  again  this  winter  all  the  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Art  and  Industrial  Division  contributed.  Mr.  J.  B.  S.  Mac- 
Ilwaine,  R-II.A.,  local  secretary  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society, 
gave  the  concluding  lecture  of  the  series  illustrating  the  British  Coinage. 

° Lantern-Slide  Collection. — The  number  of  lantern  slides  available 
for  lecturing  purposes  by  art  teachers  is  steadily  growing.  This  year  a 
substantial  addition  has  been  made,  and  selections  have  been  lent  out  to 
several  lecturers. 

Art  Students. — This  year,  again,  the  Art  Courses  organised  by  the 
Department  brought  a good  number  of  students  to  the  Museum.  .Che 
lace  and  embroidery  collections  appear  to  have  received  the  special 
attention  to  those  under  Mr.  Houchen’s  direction.  A number  of  framed 
specimens  were  sent  to  the  Annexe,  at  Harcourt  Terrace,  for  the  use  of 
the  classes  held  there  in  July. 

Bequest.— The  death  of  Mr.  Robert  Bruce  Armstrong,  F.S.A.,  of 
Edinburgh,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  was  followed  this  year  by  the 
receipt  of  his  collection  of  musical  instruments  and  other  valuable  objects. 
Mr.  Stanton  went  to  Edinburgh,  in  August,  to  accept  delivery  of  these. 

Gift. — Amongst  the  gifts  received  this  year  the  outstanding  one  is 
that  of  Lt.-Col.  Adamson,  who  has  kindly  handed  over  to  us  for  exhibition 
in  the  National  Museum  his  important  collection  of  medals  awarded  to 
Irish  regiments.  It  numbers  443  items,  and  includes  many  rare  and 
valuable  medals . Lt . -Col . Adamson  has  expressed  his  intention  of  f urther 
enlarging  it  from  time  to  time.  There  were  already  in  the  Museum  but 
a couple  of  dozen  military  medals  of  Irish  interest,  bought,  as  they  were 
offered,  within  the  past  few  years. 

Greek  and  Roman  Collections. — A case  of  casts  and  electro -types 
illustrating  Minoan  art  has  been  arranged,  under  the  advice  of  Rev- 
Professor  Browne  of  the  National  University.  Owing  to  the  crowde 
state  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  Room  (I.G.)  it  has  had  to  be  placed  jus 
outside  the  entrance  to  the  room,  under  the  Main  Gallery.  Hitherto 
students  desiring  to  see  originals  or  facsimiles  of  Minoan  art  would  have- 
found  it  necessary  to  visit  several  European  capitals.  Copies  are  now 
collected  heie  in  a fairly  complete  manner  . The  exhibit  gives  a fair  idea 
of  the  advanced  state  of  Minoan  culture,  which  is  believed  to  have  reache 
its  culmination  as  far  back  as  the  second  millennium  B.C.  It  is  intendec 
to  provide  another  similar  case  for  reproductions  of  some  important 
remains  from  the  Palace  of  Knossos. 

To  the  small  collection  of  original  bronzes  has  been  added  an  interesting 
bronze  Etruscan  mirror,  incised  on  the  back  with  a group  of  figures- 
Egyptian  and  Assyrian  Collections. — The  contributions  receive 
from  the  Egypt  Exploration  Fund  and  the  British  School  of  Archaeology 
in  Egypt  have  been  placed  on  view.  The  former  gave  some  very  goof 
alabaster  vessels  of  the  twelfth  dynasty,  silver  gilt  and  cornelian  ring^ 
Canopic  heads,  and  beads  ; from  the  latter  several  mummy  ibises,  one 
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•enclosed  in  its  original  pottery  case,  and  many  other  interesting  items 
were  received.  It  is  hoped  to  have  very  soon  a large  steel  frame  case  fitted 
up  against  the  north  wall  of  this  room,  to  hold  the  early  coffin  and  the 
woodwork  received  last  year  from  Professor  Petrie,  as  well  as  a good  deal 
of  the  pottery  received  during  the  past  few  years . Two  cases  are  on  order 
similar  to  those  with  sloping  sides  containing  the  large  later  coffins.  These 
will  hold  horizontally  the  coffins  that  at  present,  owing  to  want  of  sufficient 
space,  are  placed  upright  in  the  tall  square  eases  in  the  middle  of  the  room. 
The  wall  case  on  the  east  side  of  the  room  has  been  entirely  re-arranged, 
and  the  space  utilized  more  economically  than  before.  The  casts  of 
Assyrian  sculpture  formerly  exhibited  with  the  Egyptian  antiquities  have 
been  treated  with  white,  and  re-arranged  along  the  upper  portion  of  the 
west  side  of  the  Annexe.  The  Persepolis  lion  and  bull  relief  has  been 
removed  from  the  main  staircase  and  set  up  beside  these. 

Ethnographical  Collections. — The  re-arrangement  of  the  African 
collection  has  made  good  progress,  and  also  those  of  the  South  Pacific 
and  East  Indian  Archipelago — Borneo,  Java,  etc. 

Indian,  Cingalese,  and  Persian  Collections. — No  changes. 

Architectural  Sculpture. — No  additions  have  been  made.  ■ 

Musical  Instruments.— Two  large  wall  cases  have  been  fitted  up  at 
the  south  side  of  the  room , for  the  Armstrong  Bequest.  In  one  are  arranged 
four  valuable  harps,  viz.  : a beautiful  Cousineau  instrument  (Paris,  c. 
1780),  a small  Egan  harp,  circa  1820  ; a large  Irish  harp,  early  nineteenth 
century ; and  a Welsh  Harp  by  the  noted  maker  John  Richards,  about 
1780.  In  the  other  case  have  been  arranged  the  other  stringed  instruments 
of  the  cither,  harp-lute,  and  lyre  families. 

Furniture  Collections. — The  additional  exhibiting  space  gained  by 
the  enlargement  of  the  platforms  last  year  has  contributed  to  an  improve- 
ment in  the  classification  and  spacing  of  the  specimens  in  the  large  room 
(G.  VIII.).  Wall  cases  removed  from  the  Ethnographical  Room  have 
been  fitted  up  along  the  west  side,  to  take  the  smaller  specimens  of  furni- 
ture, wood-carving,  etc.  In  the  Annexe  the  staircase  from  Old  Bawn 
has  been  moved  up  close  to  the  Apollo  Room,  and  alongside  it  has  been 
fitted  up  the  very  handsome  organ  case  formerly  in  St.  Bride’s  Church, 
Bride  Street,  demolished  in  1898  during  the  clearances  made  near  St. 
Patrick’s  Cathedral.  This  is  a fine  example  of  early  18th  century  wood 
carving,  and  will  prove  a very  useful  addition  to  the  art  crafts  exhibits 
in  the  Museum.  The  French  furniture  in  Room  G.  IX.  lias  been  re- 
arranged. 

The  cofiection  illustrating  tapestry  lias  been  re-arranged  at  the  north 
end  of  the  Annexe  ; and  near  the  large  frames  containing  the  modern 
Irish  (Dun  Emer)  hanging,  and  the  coloured  photographs  of  Brussels 
tapestries,  has  been  placed  a wall  case  in  which  is  exhibited  a tapestry 
loom,  kindly  lent  by  the  Dun  Emer  Guild,  showing  a piece  in  process  of 
manufacture.  In  this  case  are  shown  some  smaller  tapestries  and  illustra- 
tions of  eighteenth  century  Irish  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  develop- 
ment of  this  exhibit  will  tend  to  draw  more  attention  to  this  beautiful 
material,  and  encourage  its  demand  for  church  and  domestic  purposes. 
The  acquisition  of  a complete  hanging  of  sixteenth  century  work  is 
strongly  recommended  in  order  to  make  our  collection^really  instructive. 
A fino  example  would  cost  a good  deal,  but  this  important  branch  of 
art  craft  would  merit  the  expenditure  on  it  of  a substantial  sum. 

Prints. — A specially  designed  draw-out  cabinet  has  been  constructed 
for  the  exhibition  of  reproductions  of  wood-cuts  and  engravings  by  old 
masters.  A large  number  of  these,  chiefly  the  gift,  from  time  to  time, 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  has  accumulated  in  our  stores. 

A series  of  cabinets,  of  which  this  is  the  first,  will  enable  us  to  show  relays 
of  these  splendid  reproductions.  This  cabinet  has  been  filled  with  forty- 
four  examples  of  the  Italian,  German,  Flemish,  Dutch,  and  French  Schools  ; 
for  the  present  it  is  placed  in  the  recess  formed  by  the  doorway  at  the 
north  side  of  the  Rotunda  Gallery.

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APPENDIX  IV. 

Report  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Natural  History  Division. 

The  principal  addition  to  the  Museum  is  a case  at  the  foot  of  the  western 
-staircase  illustrating  natural  colours  as  they  occur  among  animals. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  shelving 
and  general  fittings  of  the  new  underground  store,  and  this  has  enabled 
me  to  transfer  into  it  a large  portion  of  the  Study  Collection.  As  I stated 
already  in  my  last  report  more  space  is  urgently  required  for  specimens 
preserved  in  alcohol  which  have  to  be  kept  for  study  and  reference.  I 
also  pointed  out  that  more  room  is  needed  for  the  display  of  the  general 
Collections  and  that  the  old  sheds  in  which  the  Palreontological,  Geological 
and  Mineralogical  specimens  are  housed  are  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  used.  They  are  a grave  danger  in  an  outbreak  of  fire,  they  admit 
•a  great  deal  of  dust  and  soot'  from  a neighbouring  chimney,  they  are  not 
weatherproof  nor  are  they  ornamental.  My  private  offices  were  papered 
and  painted  during  the  year  and  a supply  of  hot  water  was  laid  on  in  all 
the  rooms. 

Students’  Room. — This  is  growing  more  popular  as  the  facilities  offered 
for  study  in  the  Museum  are  becoming  better  known  among  the  various 
educational  institutions  in  the  city.  The  small  room  originally  set  apart 
three  years  ago  for  the  exclusive  use  of  students  can  no  longer  accommodate 
.all  those  who  wish  to  study  there.  A portion  of  the  old  store  hitherto 
used  as  a workroom  and  repository  for  duplicate  specimens  has,  therefore, 
been  added  to  the  Students’  Room.  The  number  of  students  who  signed 
the  attendance  book  in  this  room  has  increased  from  2,546  in  1912-13 
to  2,973  in  1913-14.  In  addition  about  500  Research  Students  have  visited 
my  private  offices  so  that  we  possess  altogether  a record  of  nearly  3,500 
students  having  used  the  Collections  for  special  study.  I feel  sure  that 
.there  are  many  other  students  of  whom  we  have  no  record. 

Acquisitions. — His  Majesty  the  King  presented  a fine  tiger  shot  in 
Nepal.  The  Earl  of  Dunraven  gave  a rare  six-gilled  shark,  captured  off 
the  West  of  Ireland.  Many  other  valuable  gifts  are  referred  to  in  the 
list  of  donations . Among  the  more  important  purchases  may  be  mentioned 
<jasts  of  the  interesting  palaeolithic  primitive  human  skull  Eoanthropus 
■dawsoni,  a set  of  slides  of  Rotifera,  a large  series  of  palaearctic  land  and 
-freshwater  shells,  and  of  reptiles  and  amphibians,  some  insect  groups, 
•several  Irish  groups  of  mammals  and  birds,  many  Irish  and  foreign  skins 
■of  birds,  some  skulls  of  typical  Kerry  bulls  and  cows,  and  a collection  of 
-galls.  Most  of  those  filled  up  gaps  in  the  series  of  specimens  already  in 
the  Museum. 

As  in  previous  years  several  collections  made  during  the  Survey  of 
'Clare  Island  were  deposited  in  the  Museum.  From  the  Fisheries  Branch 
•of  the  Department  were  transferred  many  specimens  which  had  been 
•collected  during  the  dredging  operations  off  the  West  coast  of  Ireland. 
.Among  these  were  many  valuable  type  specimens. 

Exchanges. — I have  been  able  to  recommend  a series  of  exchanges 
■with  the  Senckenberg  Museum  in  Frankfurt,  and  with  the  Manchester 
Museum. 

Staff.— -Mr.  Nichols,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  M‘Nab,  has  continued 
the  revision  and  classification  of  the  general  collection  of  Bird  Skins. 
Mr.  Halbert  has  chiefly  devoted  himself  to  the  Kane  Collection  of  British 
Butterflies  and  Moths  which  required  to  be  incorporated  in  the  general 
•series.  He  also  effected  many  improvements  in  the  Exhibition  Collections 
of  Irish  Insects.  Miss  Stephens  named  a large  collection  of  Sponges 
•dredged  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  by  the  Scottish  National  Antarctic 
Expedition  of  1902-04.  Many  of  the  duplicates  have  since  been  presented 
to  our  Museum.  Mr.  Selbie  has  been  principally  engaged  in  naming  and 
classifying  Decapod  Crustacea,  most  of  which  were  collected  by  the 
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Fisheries  Branch  of  the  Department  in  Irish  waters,  and  he  lias  prepared 
a report  on  his  work  which  is  now  in  the  press.  To  my  regret  Miss  M'Nab 
left  the  Museum  in  October  last  after  about  twelve  years  of  service,  during 
which  time  she  devoted  herself  with  great  skill  and  industry  to  the  work 
entrusted  to  her.  Miss  Fitzmaurice  has  been  appointed  as  her  successor. 

Travelling. — I was  permitted  to  visit  the  British  Museum  and  on. 
three  occasions  to  inspect  objects  offered  for  sale  in  London,  while 
Mr.  Halbert  went  to  Liverpool  and  Cambridge  for  the  purpose  of  studying, 
the  Collections  and  to  London  in  order  to  identify  some  specimens  of 
insects.

Room  I. 

The  Root  Case  has  been  re-arranged  and  amplified  by  diagrams  and 
specimens. 

A series  of  Watercolour  Drawings  of  the-  Fungal  diseases  of  trees  made 
by  Miss  Ivy  Massee,  similar  to  those  on  exhibition  in  the  Kew  Museum, 
has  been  acquired  to  illustrate  the  specimens  in  the  “ Diseases  of  Trees  ” 
Case. 

A beginning  has  been  made  in  the  arrangment  of  specimens  in  the  large 
slide  cabinet,  to  illustrate  the  Flowering  Plants  and  Ferns  of  Co.  Dublin. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  room  serves  as  a passage  to  the  other 
rooms,  and  is  open  to  the  general  public,  no  record  of  the  many  students 
consulting  the  teaching  collections  in  it  can  be  kept. 

Economic  Collections. 

Rooms  IT.  and  IV. 

The  re -arrangment  of  the  Collections  in  these  rooms  was  completed 
during  the  year,  but  the  electric  light  has  not  yet  been  re-adjusted  to  suit 
the  new  cases.  Specimens  of  the  Soy  Bean  and  its  economic  products, 
the  source  of  “ artificial  milk,”  have  been  added  to  these  collections. 

Herbarium. 

Room  III. 

Several  donations  of  specimens  were  received  during  the  year,  the 
most  important  being  a large  series  of  Irish  jfiants  with  seedlings  and 
seeds  of  the  various  species,  chiefly  from  the  counties  Dublin,  Wicklow, 
and  Kildare,  presented  by  Mr.  J.  Adams,  M.A.,  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Science.  These,  when  mounted  and  incorporated  will  greatly  enrich 
our  Irish  Collections.  The  work  of  mounting  and  incorporating  the  speci- 
mens has  been  put  in  hands.  Mr.  Adams  has  also  presented  the  Her- 
barium with  a series  of  sections  of  named  Irish  woods,  which  will  be  very- 
useful  to  students  of  Irish  Forestry. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  visits  by  students  were  made  to 
consult  the  collections  in  this  room  diming  the  year.  There  is  an  increased 
demand  for  the  loan  of  microscopes  by  medical  and  other  students  working 
for  University  degrees.  These  students  bring  in  their  own  material  and 
slides,  and  use  the  books  in  our  working  Library  for  consultation. 

The  number  of  plants  identified  for  school  children  and  teachers  as  well 
as  for  the  general  public  during  the  year  was  very  large,  and  shows  an 
increase  on  last  year. 

Cryptogamic  Herbarium. 

Room  V. 

The  Algal  Collections  have  been  re-arranged  and  many  specimens 
mounted  and  added  to  them,  including  a large  series  of  Irish  Marine 
Algae  collected  on  the  Clare  Island  Survey  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Cotton,  of 
Kew,  and  another  series,  chiefly  from  N.  Ireland,  collected  and  presented 
by  Mr.  J.  Adams. 

The  mounting  and  incorporating  of  the  large  collection  of  maritime 
and  Marine  Lichens  of  Howth  collected  and  named  by  Miss  Knowles 
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and  presented  by  her  to  the  Museum,  took  up  a good  deal  of  time.  These 
form  a very  valuable  addition  to  the  collections  of  Irish  Lichens.  Three 
of  the  species  are  new  to  science  and  twenty-five  species,  besides 
several  sub-species  and  varieties,  are  new  to  Ireland.  During  the  past 
few  years  Miss  Knowles  has  devoted  all  the  time  available  to  the 
investigation  of  Irish  Lichens,  including  the  collecting  and  naming  of  the 
Howth  specimens  mentioned.

Report  op  the  Custodian  of  the  Mineral  Collection. 

Among  the  most  notable  specimens  obtained  by  purchase  during  the 
•year  was  a representative  sample  of  the  great  fall  of  meteoric 
stones  that  occurred  at  Holbrook,  Navajo  County,  Arizona,  on  July  19th, 
1912.  This  sample  has  been  arranged  in  the:  case  devoted  to  meteorites, 
the  stones  being  scattered  much  as  they  fell  upon  the  ground.  A specimen 
of  the  rare  and  newly  discovered  mineral,  Parahopeite,  from  Rhodesia, 
and  a fine  doubly  terminated  crystal  of  pink  Tourmaline  from  the  well- 
known  locality  in  San  Diego  County,  California,  were  also  among  the 
purchases.  Mr.  Arthur  Russell,  of  Swallowfield  Park,  Reading,  presented

The  Board  of  Visitors  submit  the  following  as  their  report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1914. 

NATIONAL  MUSEUM. 

The  Board  made  its  annual  inspection  of  the  Museum  on 
Saturday,  the  25th  April,  1914. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  for  the  year  was  283,515, 
as  against  285,127  for  the  previous  twelve  months,  showing  a 
decrease  of  1,612. 

Before  entering  into  details  as  to  the  work  which  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year  in  relation  to  the  Museum  and  the 
Gardens,  the  Visitors  offer  a suggestion  which,  if  acted  on,  would, 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  Board  in  dealing  with  such  matters 
in  their  Report. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  at  the  time  when  the  Board  is. 
preparing  a Report  for  the  current  year  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Board  of  Works,  of  which  the  Board  is  ignorant, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  suggestions  made  in  a 
previous  Report.  If  the  Visitors  could  be  made  aware  of  such 
arrangements  when  preparing  their  Report,  a repetition  of  the 
suggesfi°n®  to  which  effect  was  being  given  would  be  avoided, 
and  the  Visitors  would  be  in  a position  to  note  the  fact  that  their 
suggestions  had  been  adopted. 

A great  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  lighting  of  the 
Rotunda  and  Central  Court  by  the  erection  of  clusters  of 
electric  lights.  The  heating  has  also  been  improved  by  the- 
erection  of  overhead  pipes.. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  some  of  the  downpipes  have 
been  overhauled,  and  the  Visitors  hope  that  the  damp  which 
has  been  only  too  evident  may  now  soon  disappear. 

The  Visitors  are  still  of  the  opinion,  expressed  in  their  last 
Report,  that  these  downpipes  should  be  put  on  the  outside,  and 
they  venture  to  express  a hope  that  when  plans  are  being  got 
out  for  the  extension  of  the  Museum,  it  may  be  made  a sine 
qua  non  that  the  down-pipes  should  be  put  outside,  and  not 
inside,  as  in  the  present  building. 

Nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the  lighting  of  the  upper 
rooms  by  inserting  glass  in  the  roofs.  The  lighting  of  the 
Porcelain  Room  especially  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  Visitors  hope  that  the  platform  will  soon  be  erected  in 
Room  V.  of  the  Botanical  Division. 

They  wish  to  record  their  thanks  to  Mr.  J.  B.  S.  Macllwaine 
for  again  contributing  to  the  Museum  Lecture  Course.  They  also 
desire  to  thank  the  Director  and  Staff  of  the  Museum  for  their

The  average  attendance  at  the  course  was  73. 

The  Visitors  are  glad  to  find  that  this  important  part  of  the 
work  of  the  Museum  continues  to  be  appreciated  by  the  public- 
It  is  of  great  utility  by  drawing  public  attention  to  the  advantages 
which  may  be  obtained  from  a serious  study  of  the  collections. 
The  delivery  of  the  lectures  imposes  a considerable  amount  of 
extra  labour  on  the  members  of  the  Staff,  who  are  already  fully 
occupied ; they  have  therefore  to  prepare  for  and  deliver  the 
lectures  after  official  hours.  The  Visitors  trust  that,  considering 
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the  usefulness  of  the  object  attained,  the  Department  may  he 
able  to  obtain  for  the  Lecturers  some  extra  remuneration. 

The  Visitors  have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  want  of  a 
proper  office  and  workroom  for  the  Keeper  of  Irish  Antiquities 
and  they  regret  to  find  that  no  attention  has  been  paid  to  re- 
commendations which  have  been  made,  year  after  year,  without 
any  result.  They  would  therefore  ask  the  Department  to  bring 
this  matter  before  the  Board  of  Works.  The  room  on  the 
first  floor  which  is  now  used  as  an  office  is  urgently  required  for 
exhibition  purposes. 

They,  with  the  assistance  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Drew, 
submitted  a scheme  which  could  have  been  carried  out  at 
a moderate  expense,  and  which  would  have  attained  the 
desired  object. 

As  far  back  as  their  Report  for  1902-03,  the  Visitors  asked 
that  something  might  be  done  to  provide  proper  office  accommo- 
dation in  this  department  of  the  Museum,  but  up  to  the  present 
time  no  attention  has  been  paid  to  their  advice  and  suggestions. 

The  Annex  rooms  are  still  in  as  bad  a condition  as  the}'  were 
jn  at  the  Visitors’  last  .inspection.  The  state  of  these  rooms 
is  referred  to  in  several  previous  reports. 

The  Visitors  understand  that  these  rooms  are  to  be  cleaned 
and  painted  this,  year,  but  they  remain  of  the  opinion  that  the 
rooms  are  a discredit  to  the  Museum. 

The  Visitors  record  with  regret  the  retirement  of  Mr.  George 
'Coffey,  through  ill-health,  from  the  Keepership  of  the  Irish 
Antiquities,  and  they  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  work  done  by  him  for  the  Museum.  They  are  glad  to 
hear  that  Mr.  Armstrong,  who  has  been  Mr.  Coffey’s  Assistant 
since  November  1907,  has  been  appointed  Keeper  of  the  Irish 
Antiquities. 

Art  and  Industrial. 

The  absence  of  any  important  additions  to  the  Art  and 
Industrial  Collections  is  due  to  the  depletion  of  the  fmds  avail- 
able, owing  to  the  recent  purchase  of  the  Day  Collection  of 
Irish  Volunteer  Badges.  This  unique  collection  forms  a most 
important  addition  to  the  National  Collection,  and  is  of  the 
greatest  historical  interest.  The  Visitors  congratulate  those 
concerned  in  the  arrangements  for  this  purchase  on  their 
success  in  obtaining  so  noticeable  a collection  with  the  totally 
inadequate  funds  at  their  disposal.  This  Collection  is.  at 
present  exhibited  in  the  Central  Hall. 

The  ancient  Mace  of  the  Irish  House  of  Commons  together 
with-  the  Speaker’s  Chair,  so  long  an  adornment  to  the  Lower 
Gallery  of  the  Central  Hall,  have  been  removed  by  their  owner, 
Lord  Massereene,  to  whom  the  Visitors  are  indebted  for  lending 
them  to  the  Museum. 
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An  interesting  collection  oi  photographs  is  temporarily  on 
view  in  the  Central  Hall,  illustrating  Professor  Goodyear’s 
theory  on  the  Refinements  of  Mediaeval  Architecture. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Oliver  has  very  kindly  lent  the  Seal  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  Kilmallock  to  the  collection  now  exhibited  in  the 
Gallery  of  the  Central  Hall. 

No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  Uniforms- 
owing  to  the  reason  given  in  the  first  paragraph. 

Room  VI. — No  change. 

Room  VII. — Musical  Instruments.  The  Bruce-Armstrong 
Collection  of  Lute-Harps  and  the  Spinet  bequeathed  by  him 
have  now  been  arranged,  and  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  this- 
important  collection. 

Room  VIII. — Furniture.  Side  wall  cases  have  now  been 

fixed,  and  when  filled  will  admit  of  the  proper  display  of  many 
of  the  smaller  exhibits. 

Annexe- — The  carved  wooden  Organ  Case  from  the  Church 
of  St.  Bride  has  been  erected  close  to  the  Apollo  Room. 

Upper  Gallery. — A few  additions  have  been  made  to  the- 
Lace  Collection  and  the  Irish  Lace  is  now  separately  exhibited. 
The  V isitors  note  a serious  leak  in  the  roof  above  this  Collection, 
which  if  not  attended  to  at  once  may  cause  serious  damage. 

The  Collection  of  Metal  work  is  still  in  great  need  of  Re- 
arrangement. 

Rotunda  Gallery. — Silver.  No  important  additions. 

Rooms  VII.,  IX.,  and  X: — No  alterations. 

Room  VIII. — Pottery  and  Porcelain.  A fine  Kylin  of  the 
Ming  period  has  been  added.  This  collection  still  suffers  from 
overcrowding,  and  would  be  benefited  by  the  exclusion  of 
some  of  the  specimens  of  modern  foreign  porcelain. 

Industrial  and  Circulation. 

The  Visitors  note  with  regret  that,  principally  owing  to  lack 
of  space,  the  very  important  collection  of  Circulation  Cases 
Cannot  be  properly  shewn,  and  as  the  cases  have  to  be  stored 
and  displayed  in  the  Annexe  many  of  them  tend  to  get  damaged 
by  the  dampness  of  the  walls. 

In  fact  anything  displayed  in  the  large  room  of  the  annexe 
is  liable  to  daniage,  and  the  Visitors  recommend  that  the  coacli 
of  Henry  Grattan  be  treated  with  oil  or  some  other  preservative 
to  prevent  its  going  to  pieces. 

The  Visitors  consider  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  remove 
such  models  of  machinery  etc.  as  are  of  little  use,  from  the 
annexe  so  as  to  enable  such  objects  as  are  most  liable  to  damage 
to  be  removed  from  the  damp  walls. 

Room  I. — Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities. 

There  are  no  important  acquisitions  to  report,  but  a new  wall 
case  has  been  erected  which  will  enable  the  existing  collections 
to  be  better  displayed. 
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The  available  space  however  is  so  limited  that  the  fine  case 
■of  reproductions  of  metal  work  of  the  Mycenean  or  late  Minoan 
period  has  had  to  be  put  in  the  Central'Hall,  where,  too,  have 
been  crowded  various  casts  of  Egyptian  antiquities. 


Room  II. — Egyptian  Collection. 

There  is  nothing  particular  to  report  as  to  the  collections 
but  the  Visitors  note  that  the  walls  still  show  signs  of  damp. 


Room  III. — Ethnographical  Collection., 

The  new  long  case  has  been  arranged  and  the  collections 
better  displayed,  but  the  ceiling  was  not  properly  treated  and 
looks  very  streaky  and  shabby,  and  this,  combined  with  damp 
walls,  is  hardly  a credit  to  the  Museum. 

The  Visitors  consider  that  the  brass  objects  in  the  Indian 
collection  should  be  named  and  arranged  to  be  of  any  educa- 
tional value. 

Irish  Antiquities. 

There  have  been  very  few  changes  since  our  last  report  in 
the  collection  of  Irish  Antiquities.  The  need  of  extra  space, 
consequent  on  that  taken  up  by  using  Room  No.  I.  as  a tempor- 
ary office  for  the  Keeper,  becomes  still  more  urgent!  In  Room 
No.  II.  no  re-arrangement  has  taken  place  and  only  a few  stone 
axes  have  been  added.  In  Room  No.  III.  numerous  very 
valuable  additions  have  been  made,  chiefly  the  objects  pur- 
chased from  the  Day  Collection,  notable  among  these  are  a gold 
bracelet  from  Screen,  Ardnaglas,  Co.  Sligo,  a perfect  match  to 
one,  long  in  the  collection,  which  had  been  found  at  Dysert  in 
Westmeath.  There  are  four  gold  discs  and  a portion  of  another, 
a gold  pin,  a gold  tore  from  the  Inishmain  hoard  and  (what 
to  an  antiquary  is  even  more  interesting  than  the  finished  orna- 
ments) a fibula  just  commenced  as  a plain  bar  between  two 
discs  showing  how  these  well-known  ornaments  were  made. 
It  is  displayed  along  with  an  unfinished  bracelet  already  in  the 
Collection. 

The  Day  Sale  has  also  added  an  important  object — a sword, 
with  the  original  bone  handle,  from  Lisletrim  bog,  Co.  Mon- 
aghan, as  rvell  as  several  early  spears  and  celts. 

In  the  same  mom  is  a curious  find  from  Annesborough,  Co. 
Armagh,  including  objects  of  very  different  periods.  All  are 
of  the  bronze  age  : a palstave,  a ringed  brooch  of  provincial 
Roman  type,  and  bracelets. 

We  also  note  a clay  urn,  of  the  food  vessel  type,  filled  with 
bones,  among  which  is  a pierced  boar’s  tusk.  It  was  procured 
from  Head  Constable  Lyons,  at  Gortiiadoon,  near  Atlienry,  Co. 
Galway. 
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There  are  a fragment  of  an  nrn  and  a hammer-stone  re- 
markable from  the  place  of  their  discovery — the  Kempstone 
Dolmen  : all  such  objects  helping  to  date  our  primitive  monu- 
ments must  be  of  unusual  interest  to  antiquaries.  They  were 
presented  by  Mr.  Kirk  of  Newtownards. 

A case  of  objects  from  Swiss  lake  dwellings  near  Neuchatel 
has  been  purchased,  and  must  prove  valuable  to  students  of 
comparative  archaeology,  especially  in  a collection  so  rich 
as  ours  in  crannog  finds. 

A broken  thistle-headed  bronze  pin  found  in  a wall  near 
Newmarket-on-Fergus,  Co.  Clare,  and  reported  by  Miss  Stac- 
poole  has  also  been  purchased. 

The  three  silver  maces  of  various  Irish  Corporations,  long  lent 
to  the  Art  collection,  have  been  returned  to  that  of  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy  and  are  exhibited  in  Room  IV.  Mr.  T.  Dolan, 
oil  behalf  of  the  Corporation  of  Ardee,  has  lent  a fourth  mace 
belonging  to  that  town. 

The  chief  changes  in  that  room  are  the  three  cases  of  seal 
matrices  and  seals,  in  which  the  Academy’s  collection  abounds. 
These,  with  their  impressions  and  Mr.  Armstrong’s  book  on 
the  same,  recently  published,  make  the  subject  available  for 
students  and  of  general  interest  to  all  visiting  the  collection. 

An  addition  to  the  seals  has  to  be  recorded — a bronze  matrix 
and  seal  ring  of  O’Cahan,  dating  in  the  17th  century  and  lent  by 
Col.  Claude  Cane. 

In  another  case  are  brought  together  the  carved  bones,  wax 
tablets  and  the  well-known  whalebone  book-cover  of  the 
Desmond  Fitzgeralds. 

There  is  now  a case  of  mediaeval  brooches,  pendants,  and 
reliquaries  instructive  for  late  Irish  Art,  some  of  which  are  of 
beauty  and  merit. 

Mr.  Armstrong  is  also  preparing  a catalogue  and  Museum 
Guide  of  the  new  case  of  mediaeval  finger  rings,  the  arrangement 
of  which  is  completed. 

Zoology. 

The  gifts  to  the  Museum  during  the  past  year  include  a fine 
Tiger  from  Nepaul,  presented  by  His  Majesty  the  King.  The 
grouping  of  animals  and  birds  in  special  cases  has  been  con- 
tinued and  adds  to  the  interest  of  the  Museum.  A large  case 
has  been  erected  containing]Birds  and  Butterflies,  showing  the 
natural  colorization,  and  forms  a beautiful  addition  to  the 
Collections  ; it  should  prove  to  be  of  value  from  an  artistic  point 
of  view.  The  value  of  the  Irish  collection  has  been  materially 
increased  by  the  deposit  of  many  specimens  from  the  Royal 
Irish  Academy’s  Clare  Island  Survey  and  by  the  gift  of  many 
interesting  forms  obtained  by  the  Irish  Fisheries  Department 
on  the  West  Coast  of  Ireland. 

We  understand  that  some  repairs  are  being  taken  in  hand 
in  connection  with  the  annexes — Rooms  I.  to  V. — to  which  we 
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.have  $o  repeatedly  called  attention.  In  our  opinion  repairing 
work.-  is.  "merely  throwing  money  away,  they  require'  to  be 
completely  rebuilt,  as  they  are  a disgrace  to  the  Museum  and  a 
constant'  source  of  disparaging  remarks  from  visitors.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  these  rooms  form  a portion  of  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society’s  old  buildings,  in  connection  with  the 
cattle  and  agricultural  shows  formerly  held  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Museum.  Until  their  removal  a serious  danger  from 
fire  will  exist  and  one  which  cannot  be  contemplated  without 
much  anxiety.  In  rebuilding  this  portion  of  the  Museum  the 
plans  will  require  much  consideration,  and  rooms  for  students 
should  be  a prominent  place,  as  the  attendance  of  those  making 
use  of  the  present  inadequate  accommodation  has  largely  in- 
creased and,  year  by  year,  the  advantages  offered  by  the 
Museum'  for  study  and  research  are  more  appreciated. 

Botany. 

The  Visitors  note  with  pleasure  the  great  improvement  which 
has  been  effected  by  the  introduction  of  overhead  heating 
pipes  in  Rooms  I.,  II..  III.,  and  IV.  This  heating. system  might 
with  advantage  be  extended  into  Room  V.  and  into  the  Cus- 
todian’s Room,  where  only  radiators  have  been  placed.  The 
addition  of  a hot ‘water  supply  to  the  lavatory  is  much  appreci- 
ated by  the  staff. 

Some  interesting  additions  have  been  made  during  the  year, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned,  an  exhibit  of  Soya  beans 
and  their  products  which  are  utilized  in  the  production  of 
artificial  milk,  and  a fine  set  of  Kiltorcan  plant  fossils  with 
explanatory  labels.  The  case,  which  previously  contained 
Oliver’s  floral  diagrams,  is  being  re-fitted  to  display  a collection 
of  the  flowering  plants  and  ferns  of  County  Dublin.  This 
collection  will  no  doubt  be  often  consulted. 

Want  of  room  much  hampers  the  development  of  the  collec- 
tions and  prevents  their  proper  display,  and,  ,a.s  has  been  already 
pointed  out,  many  objects  of  much  interest  cannot  be  shown  at 
all  and  all  the  exhibits  suffer  from  being  crushed  into  too  small 
a space.  In  the  Herbarium  the  accumulating  material  cannot 
be' properly  stored  and  at  the  same  time  made  easy  of  access., 
In  this  room  some  space  might  be  obtained  by  the  removal  of 
the  partition  which  was  erected  to  provide  an  office  for  the; 
Assistant.  This  is  now  no  longer  needed  since  a private  room 
elsewhere  has  been  assigned  to  the  Assistant. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  the  students  making  use  oi 
the  collections  is  very  gratifying,  but  it  emphasises  the  pressing 
need  of  suitable  accommodation  for  microscopic  work.  The 
provision  of  half  a dozen  good  microscopes  and  the  fixing  of 
suitable  ' window-platlorms  in  the  Herbarium,  Room  V.,  and 
in  the  Custodian’s  Room,  as  has  been  already  recommended, 
would  do  much  to  meet  this  need.  Lights  for  the  fixed  micro-' 
scope  and  the  stereoscope,  for  use  when  daylight' fails,  are  still 
required:  ....  ■ 
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The  introduction  of  the  new  shades  on  the  lights  in  Room 
IV.  is  an  improvement  and  similar  shades  should  be  fitted  in 
the  remaining  rooms,  the  lights  still  require  re-adjustment  to 
suit  the  disposition  of  the  cases. 

The  ventilation  of  the  rooms  calls  for  attention.  Possibly 
the  fixing  of  roof  ventilators,  as  before  suggested,  would  effect 
what  is  required.  Also  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the 
Attendant’s  recess  in  Room  V.  is  much  in  need  of  improve- 
ment. 

The  walls  of  the  Custodian’s  room  need  cleaning  and  painting, 
and  the  comfort  of  the  room  would  be  much  increased  by  the 
replacement  of  the  canvas  partition  with  a,  more  substantial 
structure  and  by  the  double  glazing  of  the  roof  lights,  as  has 
been  already  suggested. 

The  Visitors  again  wish  to  urge  very ' strongly  the  appoint- 
ment of  a Cryptogamic  Assistant,  who  would  be  competent  to 
examine  critically  and  to  classify  the  very  fine  collection  of 
fungi,  algae,  liverworts,  and  mosses.  His  services  are  also  most 
necessary  in  the  working  up  of  suitable  exhibits  of  the 
diseases  of  plants  and  of  the  economic  uses  of  algae  and  of 
kindred  subjects. 


ROYAL  BOTANIC  GARDENS. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  made  their  annual  inspection  of  the 
Royal  Botanic  Gardens  on  Saturday,  the  25th  April,  1914. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Gardens  during  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1914,  was  407,903,  as  against  424,118  for  the  pre- 
vious twelve  months,  showing  a decrease  of  16,215. 

The  Visitors  note  with  satisfaction  that  a considerable  portion 
of  the  recommendations  made  by  them  in  their  last  report 
have  been  attended  to  during  the  past  year,  and  that  all  the 
houses  are  in  very  fair  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  cur- 
vilinear Range  which  the  Visitors  are  glad  to  learn  is  to  be 
painted  this  year. 

The  plant  frames  have  also  been  kept  in  a good  state  of 
repair. 

The  Visitors  are  glad  to  find  that  the  goods  entrance,  gate 
lodge,  and  bicycle  shed,  which  were  in  course  of  erection  when 
they  made  their  last  inspection,  are  now  finished. 

Though  the  new  propagating  range  has  not  been  put  in  hands 
the  Visitors  are  glad  to  learn  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  get 
this  most  urgent  work  done  at  once. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  erection  of  a Refreshment  Room  will 
soon  be  undertaken. 

The  Visitors  would  again  call  attention  to  the  urgent  need 
for  proper  library  accommodation.  The  valuable  collection 
of  books  is  still  unprovided  with  shelves,  which  is  especially 
regrettable  as  a large  portion  was  a gift  to  the  Gardens. 
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No  improvement  lias  been  made  in  the  accommodation  for  the 
resident  gardeners,  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  which  atten- 
tion has  been  drawn  in  previous  reports.  The  bath  rooms 
in  the  foremen’s  houses  have  not  been  provided,  and  the  shed 
for  the  barrows,  carts,  and  other  necessary  garden  accessories 
has  not  been  erected. 

The  Visitors  are  glad  to  learn  that  a considerable  amount 
■of  repairs  and  painting  is  to  be  done  in  the  Gardens  this  year, 
but  they  cannot  ascertain  if  any  of  the  items  already  mentioned, 
some  of  which  they  consider  of  vital  importance,  as  they 
have  to  do  with  the  health  of  the  garden  staff,  have  been 
included  in  the  list. 

The  Visitors  have  pleasure  in  again  recording  the  very  satis- 
iactory  condition  of  the  grounds  and  conservatories,  which 
reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  the  Keeper,  Sir  Frederick  W. 
Moore,  and  his  staff.

To  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland 

Sir 

As  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Trustees,  I have  the  honour 
to  submit  the  Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1914. 

The  Library  was  open  on  261  days.  Though  no  Easter 
Recess  fell  within  the  year,  the  annual  closure  for  dusting, 
etc.,  was  extended  by  a week  to  permit  improvements  in 
heating  the  Reading  Room.  The  attendances  of  readers  num- 
bered 190,204.  This  total  is  less  than  that  of  1912-13  by 
453.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  677.

Attendance,  evening  (6  to  10)  . . . . 53,'l09

The  volumes  catalogued  and  made  accessible  to  readers 
were  5,547,  of  which  652  were  folio,  698  quarto,  and  4,197 
octavo  and  smaller  sizes.  A table  classifying  these  works  is 
given  m Appendix  I.,  also  statistics  of  book-binding,  of  borrow- 
mg  by  certain  members  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  and  by 
certain  officers  of  the  Science  and  Art  Institutions,  lists  of  donors 
particulars  as  to  donations. 

The  Trustees  have  pleasure  in  pointing  out  the  steady 
maintenance  of  a high  standard  in  the  readers’  attendances 
■during  the  past  decade.

Incidence  of  Easter  and 
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Since  the  Council  of  Trustees  first  met,  in  1878,  up  to  March 
31,  1914,  the  volumes  actually  catalogued,  classified  and 
shelved,  to  add  to  the  working  collection,  number  over  113,500. 

In  Appendix  I.  is  a complete  list  of  those  who  have  enriched 
the  Library  bv  donation  during  the  year,  with  particulars  of 
some  remarkable  gifts.  Here  the  Trustees  would  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  munificent  donation  of  Dr.  Gustav  Retzius,  of 
Stockholm*  one  of  the  most  notable  of  recent  years  ; to  the 
valuable  Omeath  Collection,  transferred  by  the  Director  of  the 
National  Museum  ; to  the  gift  of  Mr.  Philip  Crossle,  of  Newry, 
which  includes  a number  of  late  18th  and  early  19th  century 
Irish  Magazines  ; to  the  continued  generosity  of  Mr.  E.  R. 
McC.  Dix.  and  of  Mr.  Henry  Harden,  LL.B.,  who  have  added 
many  rare  works,  principally  of  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth, 
and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

In  February  last  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy 
generously  offered  to  the  Library  the  duplicate  copies  (upwards 
of  five  thousand)  of  pamphlets  and  tracts  from  the  Haliday 
Collection.  These  are  of  great  interest  to  students  of  history, 
and  the  Academy  Council  acted  in  the  belief  that  copies  placed 
in  the  National  Library  would  be  particularly  accessible  to 
many  interested  in  such  studies.  The  gift  was  accepted  by 
the  Trustees  ; who  also  would  record  their  grateful  sense  of 
the  distinction  implied  by  the  Academy’s  voluntary  presentation 
of  its  splendid  edition  of  the  Book  of  Armagh  ; the  National 
Library  being  one  of  three  libraries  in  the  world  selected  for 
this  privilege. 

The  Author  Catalogue  of  “ Books  Added,  1909,”  edited  by 
Mr.  W.  K.  Magee,  has  been  issued.  The  final  proofs  of  “ Books 
Added,  1910-11,”  in  one  alphabet,  are  now  being  passed,  and 
the  volume  will  be  issued  shortly.  It  will  run  to  some  400 
pages  (imperial  4to,  double  columns)  ; and  contains  a much 
larger  addition  of  entries  to  the  General  Catalogue  than  any 
volume  previously  published.  Its  size  is  due  chiefly  to  the  in- 
corporation with  the  accessions  of  the  two  years,  of  many  of 
the  slips  formerly  written  for  imperfectly  catalogued  books ; 
and  also  of  the  slips,  which  relate  to  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  work  of  editing  the  titles 
written  for  “ Books  Added  during  1912-13  ” has  begun, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  Catalogue  will  be  far  advanced  towards' 
publication  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  last  Report  of  the  Trustees,  reference  was  made  to  the 
Subject-Index  of  the  Library  for  the  years  1904-10,  which 
had  been  augmented  by  the  slips  written  some  years  ago  for 
the  older  portion  of  the  Library,  and  by  others  written  more 
recently  for  the  old  collection  of  bound  pamphlets.  The  work 
of  editing  and  preparing  for  the  press  this  extensive  Index 
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((numbering  approximately  130,000  slips)  has  since  been  begun 
toy  Mr-  Best,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

The  Bibliography  of  Irish  Philology  and  Literature  described 
By  the  Trustees  in  former  Reports,  was  issued  to  the  public  in 
December  last.  Many  letters  from  distinguished  scholars,  at 
home  and  abroad,  warmly  express  approval  of  the  work,  and 
their  sense  of  its  utility.  Including  title,  index,  etf.,  it  forms 
a volume  of  319  pp.  in  large  8vo.  Special  paper  and  binding 
were  granted  by  H.  M.  Stationery  Office,  at  the  request  of  the 
Department  of  .Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction.  The 
Trustees  desire  to  record  their  pleasure  in  hearing  that  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Science  of  Prussia  has  awarded  a Leibnitz 
.Silver  Medal  to  Mr.  R.  I.  Best,  one  of  the  reasons  allegedly  the 
Academy  being  his  editorship  of  this  Irish  Bibliography. 

In  the  Map  Room,  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  task  described  in  Reports  of  two  preceding  years — the 
repairing,  arranging  and  binding  of  the  collection  of' miscellan- 
eous maps.  The  cataloguing  of  the  general  collection  of  maps 
has  progressed  considerably  ; all  except  the  American  maps 
are  now  entered  on  cards.  Of  the  large  Longfield  Collection 
of  MS.  estate  maps  of  Ireland  (many  prior  in  date  to  the  Ord- 
nance Survey  maps),  those  relating  to  the  city  and  county  of 
Dublin  are  now  bound  in  three  large  folio  volumes,  and  are 
.available  for  public  consultation. 

The  Trustees  have  learned  with  satisfaction  that  provision 
has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Works  for  shelving  and  fitting 
mp  the  Eastern  Attic  of  the  library : a very  valuable  additional 
accommodation  for  books  within  the  present  building.  But 
they  regret  that  the  Board  has  not  yet  found  it  possible  to 
install  a suitable  Electric  Lift  in  the  Western  Book-Store, 
■which  would  greatly  expedite  the  service  of  the  Library  by 
giving  improved  access  to  distant  sections,  often  impeded  by 
the  breaking  down  of  the  present  Hydraulic  Lift. 

The  Reading  Room,  Stairs,  and  Hall  will  be  painted  during 
the  coming  summer  by  the  Board  of  Works. 

The  Trustees  must  repeat  that  in  parts  of  the  Library 
they  are  face  to  face  with  congestion,  which  can  be  relieved 
only  by  completing  the  building  according  to  the  original  plan. 
Their  Report  of  1905  noted  ‘ hat  the  Treasury  Accommodation 
Committee  confirmed  all  the  statements  made  by  the  Trustees, 
as  to  the  need  for  increased  accommodation.  The  valuable 
leport  of  that  Committee  implied  that  its  own  proposals  were 
but  “palliatives.”  Nearly  all  these  “palliatives  ” have  been 
exhausted.  Since  1905,  the  Board  of  Works  has  used  all 
available  space  and  little  more  can  be  done  within  the  present 
walls.  Indeed,  some  disarrangement  of  the  proper  order  of 
the  books  has  already  been  necessary,  which  adds  seriously  to 
the  difficulties  of  administering  a busy  public  library. 
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By  authority  of  the  Trustees,  the  Thirty-Sixth  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Library  Association,  held  at  Bournemouth 
in  the  week  beginning  September  1st,  1913,  was  attended  bv 
the  Librarian.  The  recent  discontinuance  of  the  annual  and 
quinquennial  indexes  to  British  periodicals  is  a matter  as  to. 
which  the  Trustees  have  felt  anxiety,  affecting  as  it  does,  the 
administration  of  the  National  Library  ; and  they  have  been 
glad  to  observe  that,  as  a result  of  the  Conference  at  Bourne- 
mouth, the  Library  Association  at  this  moment  is  endeavouring 
to  remedy  the  deficiency. 

The  Trustees  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian, 
which  deals  with  parts  of  the  internal  administration  of  the- 
Library.

APPENDIX  II. 

Fifteenth  Report  of  the  Librarian,  1913-1914 
New  Series 

To  the  Council  of  Trustees 

This  Fifteenth  Report  of  the  new  series  ordered  January,  1900,  deals 
mainly  with  the  progress  of  tasks  continued  from  last  year. 

Desk  Author  Catalogue 

Work  on  the  Desk  Catalogue  has  consisted  in  the  steady  insertion  of 
entries  from  the  Author  Catalogue  of  1909,  together  with  the  usual  rectifi- 
cation of  a large  number  of  parts  where,  during  the  progress  of  years, 
the  order  of  the  titles  had  grown  confused  through  over-crowding.  ^ Among 
the  many  titles  re-arranged  were  the  following : — Addison,  Chatham, 
Comte,  Hugo,  Johnson,  Moore,  Pitt,  Reynard  the  Fox,  Roland  (Chanscn 
de),  Voltaire,  Wilberforce,  Wilde. 

The  Printed  Subject-Index 

Dining  the  past  year  there  has  been  considerable  progress  made  in 
preparation  for  press  of  the  copy  of  the  next  volume,  1904-10,  of  the 
Subject-Index.  Further,  the  subject  slips  for  the  older  portions  of  the 
Library  and  for  the  large  collection  of  bound  pamphlets  have  been  in- 
corporated. It  is  estimated  that  the  work  will  occupy  over  1,000  pages, 
large  quarto  in  double  columns,  the  preceding  volume  1894-1903,  having 
occupied  325  pages. 

Cataloguers'1  Work 

The  work  of  cataloguing  the  new  books  obtained  by  purchase  has  been 
kept  up  to  date.  Among  the  various  special  collections  and  donations 
dealt  with  during  the  year  may  be  mentioned  : about  600  volumes  of  the 
Omeath  Gift  (an  account  of  which  has  been  given  elsewhere) ; the  very 
valuable  collection  of  Irish-bound  books  presented  by  Mr.  Dix  ; some  oi 
the  interesting  old  books  contained  in  the  Leinster  Donation,  among  them 
a large  number  of  old  French  periodicals  ; a Wordsworth  Collection, 
bought  from  Mr.  Starkey;  the  works  of  the  famous  Swedish  anthropo- 
logist Retzius,  presented  by  himself  ; the  numerous  old  and  interesting 
books  presented  by  Mr.  Harden ; a complete  set  of  the  Works  o 
S chleiermacher , etc.  The  large  and  important  French  Collection, 
“ Documents  inedits  sur  l’histoire  de  France,”  was  re-examined,  and  the 
titles  formerly  written  carefully  edited  for  printing.  A great  many  valuable 
Parliamentary  Reports,  treating  on  topics  of  special  interest,  which  had 
been  collated  and  bound,  were  also  dealt  with. 

Completion  of  Fragmentary  Sets 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  activity  in  the  looking  up  and 
completion  of  fragmentary  sets.  Letters  have  been  written,  asking  oi 
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volumes  or  parts  to  complete  such  series  as  the  following,  and  many 
others  : — The  Calendars  of  the  Universities  of  Durham,  Aberdeen,  and 
Pennsylvania  ; the  publications  of  Ivew  Gardens;  the  Accounts  of  tho 
Corporation  of  Dublin  ; the  Technical  Institutes,  and  Colleges,  of  Dublin 
and  Belfast ; the  Reports  of  the  Dublin  Sanitary  Association,  of  tho 
Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  Ireland,  and  of  the  Linen  Merchants’ 
Association,  Belfast ; the  Transactions  of  the  Cremation  Society  of 
England  ; the  Proceedings  of  tho  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  London  ; 
the  Reports  of  the  Field  Columbian  Museum  ; the  Reports  of  the  Field 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  Chicago  ; the  Monthly  Notices  of  the  Royal 
Astronomical  Society,  etc.,  etc. 

Additional  room  for  Book-Storage 

The  shelving  of  the  upper  walls  of  the  Architecture  Room,  as  men- 
tioned in  last  year’s  Report,  was  carried  out  in  the  winter  of  1912-13. 
Painting,  electric  lighting,  and  minor  fitting  up  followed,  and  early  in  the 
past  year,  1913-14,  the  sections  Archaeology  and  Ceramics  were  moved 
to  the  place  prepared  for  them.  The  width  of  the  shelving  had  been  cal- 
culated so  as  to  accommodate  large  volumes  belonging  to  these  sections. 
After  this  transfer  a great  improvement  was  possible  in  the  portion  of 
the  Book-Store  whence  the  books  had  been  removed.  Several  months 
were  devoted  to  the  re-arrangement  of  the  books  on  Painting,  Engraving, 
Numismatics,  Medicine,  Engineering,  Agriculture,  and  other  important 
Sections. 


General  Re-arrangement  of  the  Books 

Every  year  the  Trustees  desire  that  the  order  of  certain  sections  of  the 
Library  should  be  subjected  to  special  examination,  for  the  purpose  of 
correction,  or  possible  modification.  During  the  past  year  the  sections 
Philology,  Astronomy,  Mathematics,  Electricity,  Sound,  Light,  and 
Heat  were  re-arranged,  besides  those  sections  mentioned  in  the  paragraph 
relating  to  the  new  shelving  in  the  Architecture  Room.  Many  minor 
sub-sections  have  had  their  classification  and  arrangement  considered, 
and  clean,  correct  labelling  has  been  printed  and  adjusted. 

Joly  Collection 

During  July  and  August,  1913,  when  the  Library  was  closed  for  dusting 
and  arrangement,  good  progress  was  made  in  the  important  task  of 
impressing  the  Library  stamp  in  the  books  of  the  Joly  Collection  ; and  in 
marking,  within  and  without,  the  place  of  each  book  in  the  classified  order 
adopted  for  the  Library  by  the  Trustees.  Considerably  more  than  half 
of  this  Collection  has  at  length  been  thus  dealt  with,  while  the  whole  has 
been  made  available  for  research. 

Music  from  the  Joly  Collection 

In  the  Librarian’s  Report  for  1907  it  is  stated  that  the  Irish  Sheet 
Music  of  the  Joly  Collection,  until  then  made  up  roughly  in  over  50  large 
parcel:  , had  been  catalogued  under  the  names  of  composers.  Since  1907 
progress  in  arranging  this  sheet  music  for  binding,  with  at  times 
unavoidable  interruption,  has  been  reported.  However,  last  year,  and 
tho  early  months  of  the  present  year,  have  actually  seen  this  Irish 
sheet  music  satisfactorily  classified  into  about  30  volumes.  Of  these, 
16  are  on  the  shelves  finally  bound.  (Of  the  very  large  section  of  Music 
in  book  form  in  the  Joly  Collection  an  account  has  been  given  in  former 
Reports.) 

Other  Music 

The  Banks  Collection  presented  (1909)  by  Mrs.  Henniker  Heaton, 
adverted  to  in  the  Report  for  1909-10,  brought  not  only  many  valuable 
books  to  the  Library,  but  a very  large  section  of  music,  the  accumulation 
of  a couple  of  generations  of  three  cultivated  and  refined  families.  Of 
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this  music,  the  pieces  with  title-pages,  and  of  sufficient  size  and  import- 
ance for  separate  binding,  numbered  about  60.  The  sheet  music  has 
been  classified  and  arranged  for  binding  in  about  30  volumes,  and  nearly 
half  of  these  are  ready  for  use. 

From  the  Omeatli  Donation  also  the  music  section  of  our  Library  lias 
been  enriched,  though  in  a degree  far  slighter,  and  all  the  contribution 
has  been  arranged,  and  bound. 

Donations 

The  Trustees  in  their  Report  have  referred  to  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
Philip  Crossle,  late  of  Newry,  of  Mr.  E.  R.  McClintock  Dix,  and  of  Mr. 
Henry  Harden,  LL.B.  Other  noteworthy  gifts  are  enumerated  in 
Appendix  I.  Special  mention  may  also  be  made  of  the  Council  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  London,  who  presented  many  volumes  of  the 
valuable  Transactions  of  the  Society  ; of  M.  Henri  Gaidoz,  who  enriched 
our  Celtic  section  by  the  gift  of  many  books  and  reprints  ; of  Lord 
Crawford’s  Bibliotheca  Lindesiana,  Vol.  VIII.,  1913  ; and  of  the  superb 
facsimile  of  the  Washington  MS.  of  the  Four  Gospels  from  the  University 
of  Michigan. 

The  “ Omeath  Donation  ” 

Of  the  “ Omeath  Donation,”  transferred  by  the  Director  of  the  National 
Museum,  some  account  already  had  been  given  to  the  Trustees  at  the 
Meeting  of  June  27,  1913.  Since  then,  many  hundreds  of  the  books  have 
been  catalogued,  and  the  value  of  the  collection  has  been  proved. 

There  are  many  editions  of  standard  works  in  English  literature,  notably 
of  English  poets  ; with  some  early  editions,  among  them  being  the  first 
edition  (1817)  of  Lalla  RooJch.  A special  feature  is  the  collection  of  novels 
of  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century,  including  tales  by  the  less  known 
writers  of  the  day.  There  are  old  histories,  old  topographical  works, 
good  books  of  travel,  some  standard  law  treatises,  18th  century  editions 
of  the  Classics,  collections  of  standard  sermons,  contributions  to  hymno- 
logy,  and  interesting  additions  to  our  Irish  printing,  principally  Belfast 
and  Newry. 

By  this  donation,  many  gaps  in  the  Library  are  filled,  without  the 
considerable  search  and  expenditure  otherwise  necessary. 

A large  niunber  of  the  books  still  await  examination  and  cataloguing- 

Steady  advance  has  been  made  in  other  branches  of  activity  on  which 
the  Trustees  have  received  information  in  former  Reports.
